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INTRODUCTION TO SERMON III. 

To THE English Public. 

It has been my happy privilege, through the servant of 
God, to hand forth Sermons One and two of " Extracts from 
the Flying Eoll/' to all sects and denominations in Christen- 
dom, and by the same Author I now hand forth Sermon three, 
which, contains still deeper, and sublime teachings, in unfold- 
ing the mysteries of the kingdom, and of the true light and 
knowledge of God. Which has been kept secret from the 
foundation of the world, until the third and last watch of the 
eleventh hour of the sixth thousand years had set in. And 
it is written : Luke xii. 38. " And if He shall come in the 
second watch, or come in the third watch, and find them so, 
blessed are those servants." — Oar Lord did not come in 
the second watch, but He will surely come in the third 
watch. There has been many hidden mysteries brought 
to light in the two former sermons through the Spirit of God 
resting upon His servant. And there remains many deep 
and sublime mysteries yet, to be unfolded. I shall now draw 
the readers attention to a few passages in the Scriptures that 
bears more particularly upon the figure three, or third watch 
wherein we now stand ; so often alluded to in our former dis- 
courses, bearing upon the great salvation of body, soul, and 
Spirit. Being made in the image of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ at His second coming ; being the sealed number spoken 
of in Revelations the seventh chapter, the 144,000. Which 
win be of the glory of the Sun, and will sit with Him within 
the throne, as it is written : Eev. iii. 21. " To him that over- 
cometh will I grant to sit with Me in My throne, even as I 
also overcame, and am set down with My Father in His 
throne." While those who seek only the common salvation, 
will have only a spiritual body like unto the angels, and will 
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stand around the throne, an innumerable number; showing 
the light or glory of the moon. All this has been very 
clearly laid down in the first and second sermons, but in this 
the third I wish to draw your attention to the three great 
lights, or the three glories spoken of by the Apostle Paul in 
the fifteenth chapter of first Corinthians, and the forty-first 
verse; which was also clearly shown on Mount Calvary, 
Jesus showing the light or glory of the Sun, and the male- 
factor on the right hand showing the light of the moon, by 
asking for the forgiveness of his sins, which is the common 
salvation, he asked for his debt to be reduced which is as the 
fifty pence ; but the malefactor on the left hand sought not 
for his debt to be reduced, he never asked for the forgiveness 
of his sins, wherefore he comes under the sentence of the 
second death, and is turned back until the final resurrection, 
which the debtor who owed the five hundred pence stood a 
figure of; and when He, the Creditor (the Almighty) saw 
that they had nothing to pay wich, He frankly forgave them 
both ; one at the first resuiTection, and the other at the final 
resurrection. Thus fulfilling that Scripture ; " Thou hast as- 
cended on high. Thou hast led captivity captive : Thou hast 
received gifts for men: yea, for the reb3llious also, that the 
Lord God might dwell among them." Psalms Ixviii. 18. — And 
again, "For therefore we both labour and suffer reproach, 
because we trust in the living God, who is the Saviour 
of all men, specially of those that believe." And at 
that time Satan will be cast, and will have to deliver up 
those souls who he has held captive. And it will bring to 
pass that saying of the Lord Jesus Christ: "those that 
Thou gavest me I have kept, and none of them is lost, but 
the son of perdition *' ; John xvii. 12. — This is a faithful 
saying and worthy of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners of whom I am chief. — But we 
find there are three debtors the first will come forth and pay 
the whole debt, by keeping the law and gospel. As it is 
written : " keep my law and ye shall live," they doing the 
works that Jesus did, as it is written : " the works that I do 
shall ye do also, yea and greater works than these shall ye do 
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because I go to My Father. Then those who do that greater 
work than Jesus did, the Father will come unto them and 
dwell with them, as it is written : " know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you- 
If any man defile the temple of God, him shall God destroy ; 
for the temple of God is holy, which temple ye are.*' 1 Cor. iii. 
16, 17. — We find that those who paid the whole debt, were to 
come out from two great mountains, and these mountains 
were mountains of brass ; — is not the gospel a great mountain 
to the Jew : they will not believe in the Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. But they believe in the Father. — The Gentiles 
believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, and refuse the law which, is 
a great mountain to them. And they stand upon one level 
platform with the Jews for the salvation of their soul at the first 
resurrection. — But the Israel of God which are to come out 
from between these two mountains of law and gospel will pay 
the whole debt, and get the redemption of Spirit soul and 
body. — And will live and reign upon this earth with our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ ; for a thousand years, their names 
being crossed out of the Creditors book, by paying the whole 
debt. And their glory will be that of the light of the Sun ; 
but this great subject of light and truth is explained so fully 
in the Flying EoU ; wherefore I will pass on, and earnestly 
invite all who are seeking light, knowledge and truth ; to 
continue to read and study well these extracts from the 
" Flying EoD," with their eye single to God. And the God 
of Israel will surely open their benighted eyes, ^by touching 
them with the eye-salve of the land, that they will see all 
things cleariy, that the children of Abraham may come out 
from among the Gentiles, and join their own people Israel. 
For they will surely see the bright light in the clouds. — 

"Arise, shine ; for thy light is come, and the glory of

PREFACE TO VOLUME I. 

" Blow ye the Trumpet in Zion; sound an alarm in My 
holy mountain," Zion, the Mother of the last Adam has 
deliyered all her children. The Spirit is taken from her that 
travailed : His name is Shiloh, and unto Him is the gathering 
of the people. Hail, Mighty Prince which shall fill the Virgin 
with the Spirit and quicken the bones and flesh of the Princess 
— ^bearing the hundred and forty-four thousand bones, dwelling 
in One. It is the " Bram^h" of the "Root " of Jesse ; even 
the graft which shall cause the ''Branches'* to take root 
downward and bear fruit upward in the Fiti^, — Christ. 

His Church is the Branch, He will dwell in their temples, 
whereon no tool has been laid, nor the sound of a hammer 
heard in My holy mountain. Each stone is a living bone, 
sealed with the Father's name. His Church is the bones of 
the Virgin of Israel. — ^Was one bone of the true Vine broken, 
or saw it corruption ? — ^Neither shall the gates of hell prevail 
against His immortal body, nor the branches of the Vine see 
death or corruption ; His bride must ride triumphantly over 
sin, death and the grave : " and fill up that which is behind 
of the afflictions of Christ " in her blood, poisoned by the 
seed and tares of Satan, that the head of the serpent may be 
bruised in her, — ^thus doing ''greater works** than Jesus did in 
His spotless humanity, and so fulfil His word. — 

Thus saith the Omnipotent, which is, and which was, and 
which is to come, who hath the keys of hell and of death : 
"My people Israel is a "Bride** in My hands, begotten unto 
Myself, — the undefiled. — Solomon sought her in the streets, 
and every one who now seeks her shall find her. She has 
twelve golden pipes, giving oil every month ; it shall cleanse 
the blood of all who seek her, and she shall lead them in a 
path which the world know not of. 
Hear ye the voice of the Trumpet in Zion, sing Israel : 
in. a 
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" Ye that " were " moimtaius unto us, have '* tiow " become 
valleys : our refuge and our song." Hearken mount of Esau 
to the voice of Mount Zion, that the ends of the earth may 
hear the deep mysteries which have been kept secret from 
the foundation of the world, **hid" in the "third" and last 
measure of meaL 

Proclaim : " My Spirit is the graft of the Mighty Grod of 
Jacob, the lily of the valley. The Mother of the bones of the 
house of Zion. She is not of the seed of the bond-woman, but 
free bom of the water and the Spirit, By it she doth live, by 
it she doth "Fly" and by it she is seated on her husband's 
throne : — not of blood — nor of mammon. The children saw 
her and bowed to h^r, the heavens beheld her and gave way 
to her ; the angels saw her and ministered to her. Where- 
ever she went, wherever she "Flew" there was her husband ; 
— her seed, that blood could not number, which she carried 
under her "wings" and became the fruits of her body. — ^Then 
did the husband gather together all the bones of the children, 
and made a temple, and He called that temple " The rhew 
Eve " — " The new House or body of Israel" and her bones 
became knitted to the "Latter Rouse,'' or "Last Ada/m,y 
These are the 144,000 Branches of the Vine, — Christ. They 
shall all bear twain, and the nations shall be healed by these 
leaves. The weakest and smallest stems at the end of the 
Branches shall bear the most fruit, the tender grapes of the 
Vine in the kingdom. Perfect Life dwells in the New Eve. 
Hp watered that life, and set a river on each side and became 
a husband, and she brought forth twain. The angels beheld 
the twain and ministered to them. They became tall as 
Lebanon, and shot up as a willow by a water-course. Their 
clothing appeared as the lily in the open valley, and the smell 
of them as the garden of Paradise. One thousand years were 
set before their creation, that the children of twain should 
every one bring forth twain, till twain had covered twain. 
Behold, the seed of the New Creation, — ^thc number that 
shall be born of the twain, not of blood, but of the Spirit 
They shall all proceed from the twain, — which the last Adam 
and the New Eve have brought forth in the New and Latter 
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house of Israel, the Prince, whose latter glory shall far exceed 
the former. — ^By the first Eve they fell — ^but,by the Latter or 
New Eve they shall live. — Eve has brought forth a " temporal 
Prvnce " who shall sit and reign upon His throne, and the 
counsel of tiie Spiritual Man-child and the temporal shall be 
divided between them both; it is the ''three-f old-cord'* of 
"Faith — ^bope — charity linked in one. 

Blow the Trumpet in this land, cry: ''Gkither together, 
assemble yourselves, go into the defenced cities. Set up the 
Standard toward Zion. Setire, stay not, for I will bring 
evil from the north and a great destruction. The lion is 
come up from his thicket, and the destroyer of the 
Grentiles is on his way; he is gone forth from his place 
to make thy land desolate." 

Blow the trumpet of the sixth angel, loosen the *' Four** 
and give it to the sixth instrument of the "third** and 
last watch, for the immortal Spirit to blow through; who 
speaketh expressly through the open vision that there shall 
be war in all the earth, until the temple is built Not a 
temple of hewn stone, but a temple of flesh and bone like 
unto the glorious body of the Man-Chxist." — " I will bring 
forth the stone, the sling-stone of the Mighty God of Jacob, 
which the heathens have trampled under their feet ; it shall 
grind them to powder : for Satan has entered the temple, but 
I will drive him out." — This is the curse that goeth forth 
over the face of the whole earth : I will bring it forth, saith 
the Lord of Hosts, and it shall enter into the house of 
the thief, and into the house of him that sweareth falsely by 
My name : and it shall remain in the midst of his house, 
and shall consume it with the timber thereof and the stones 
thereof." — " For the curse of the Lord is in the house of the 
wioked : but He blesseth the habitation of the just.'' — '* The 
weapon that I shall use is *' My word,** it is fire ; wickedness 
is the wood and stubble. My children's weapons shall 
bum them up, leaving neither root nor branch in the earth. 
It is My two-edged sword, piercing, even to the dividing 
asunder of soul and spirit A savour of death lukto death on 
the one side, and a savour of life unto " Life ** on the other. 
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It will part the waters of death, forming a wall of defence for 
My people Israel, and it shall prove a grave to all evil doers. 
It shall give light to Israel at night and darkness to Babylon. 
For, this Mying Roll shall go through the land; it shall 
be swift and powerful. He that signs not this Roll, his name 
is " deathy In this Roll is life ; it shall go from the north to 
the east, and from the west to the south. So that he which 
has not heard tell of it, may have a hiding place provided for 
him in the " clefts of the rocks*' But he that has signed it, 
and has not done according to what he has signed to : the fire 
that proceedeth from the coal thereof shall devour him ; but 
he that doeth according to the things written therein, shall 
have My Spirit with him. — 

Proclaim I — " The acceptable year of the Lord, — ^to heal 
the broken-hearted, — ^to preach deliverance to the captives, — 
recovering of sight to the blind, — ^to set at liberty them that 
are bruised.'' — Proclaim ! — " The Lamb slain, — ^the ransom 
paid for 'all souls' — Justice satisfied, — the ingathering of 
the outcasts of Israel and the dispersed of Judah, and the 
hour of deliverance to all Israel." — " Our Grod is a consuming 
fire, but not to consume us, but " the Evil " in us, being 
contrary to His holiness: He will consume, either in the 
fiery furnace of '^ His Love** or He will consume the house 
with the timber thereof and the stones thereof in the fire, 
which is the grave : where the soul shall remain asleep, until 
the resurrection Trumpet, — the seventh Trumpet, the Trump 
of God call it forth to give an account of the deeds done in 
the body. He that judgeth himself now, God will not judge, 
but he that judgeth not his walk, God shall surely judge. 

This Flying Roll calls upon aU men everywhere to " Enter 
in at the ** strait-gate" : for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way that leadeth into the mouth of the " grave," for she 
can never be satisfied; and many there be which go in 
thereat ; because straight is the gate and " narrow '* is the 
*'way " which leadeth unto life, and **few " there be that 
'*Ji/nd " it. Many are called,.but"/ew" are chosen. He who 
swims "!with " the stream of a ''fair shew in ihe flesh** shall 
find all things go. easily with him, until he reaches the 



cataract of destruction, but he who boldly stems the torrent, 
must brush many a raging billow. ** No weapon that is formed 
against thee (Israel) shall prosper." 

" Shall a Trumpet be blown in the city, and the people not 
be afraid ? — ^Eoll the stone from the well's mouth ; water ye 
the sheep and feed them, gather the "cattle" together." 
" He shall send His angels with a great sound of a Trumpet, 
and they shall gather together His elect from the four winds, 
from one end of heaven to the other." — ** And I saw another 
angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting 
gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to 
every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people, saying 
with a loud voice : fear God, and give glory to Him ; for 
"thehov/r" of His "judgment" is come." — ^This everlasting 
gospel proclaims that the Oracle of God is become the 
woman's seed, which "shall" bruise Satan's head in the 
bones of the Virgin of Israel. At first : God sent His well 
beloved Son to die and take away " the reproach of blood" 
The second time, He has sent the Man-Branch, the last 
Adam in the name of Shiloh Immanuel — the Comforter, not 
in blood, but in immortality, as it is written : " And she 
brought forth a Ma/n-diild, who was to rule all nations with 
a rod of iron : and her child was caught up unto God, and 
to His throne," till His servants had received His seal, and 
the mark of His Father's name written in their foreheads 
that He might own them by. They are the "cattle" of a 
thousand hills who have followed the Lamb wheresoever He 
goeth, which He foreknew before the foundation of the world. 
These have gone through "great tribulation" and washed 
their robes white in the blood of the Lamb. 

Blow the Trumpet in the Gamp of Manasseh and say: 
" Hear O house of Manasseh. If Shiloh — the Messiah had 
come when you expected Him, and were looking for Him : 
" where was the " temple " prepared for Him ? — would ye 
not have crowned Him king over Satan's kingdom ? Shall 
not the Comforter, first reprove the world of sin, righteous- 
ness and judgment ? — The world cannot sin against the Holy 
Ghost, because they know Him not, the veil is before their 
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eyes. But, those of the house of Manasseh who were called 
to My visitation during the second watch of the night, had 
the key of David with the twelve seals ; they were appointed 
stewards over the twelve houses with the twenty-four Elders 
looking north, south, east and west. — The ^'Fowr horns" 
have sinned against the Holy Ghost. They have wasted 
their Master's goods; they have fouled the waters of the 
Eiver of Zion with their feet ; still unwashed* They could 
not drink themselves, neither would they permit the famish- 
ing cattle to drink. They were as " Four pillars " and as 
overseers over the nations, placed there to gather and feed 
the cattle, but, instead of gathering, they have scattered them 
over the mountains to search for the old corn of the land ; 
they have closed the gates of My granary until the com 
became damp and mildewed and sprouted; whilst they 
themselves are '' standiTig stiW and like unto blind men, 
groping for the " living " among the " dead!' While He 
tarried, they all slumbered and slept, their oil ceased and 
their lamps went out. I sent My messenger suddenly in 
their midst, but their eyes were holden, and he gathered the 
com that still remained which had not been damaged and he 
planted it in Zion : this is the " Blade " of the new corn of 
Israel : " and they hated him yet the more." His sheaf 
shall rise and stand upright ; and behold, your sheaves shall 
stand round about and make obeisance to his sheaf; and ye 
shall come with the silver cup in the sack's mouth in search 
of corn. *' When the famine cometh ye shall meet in woods 
and plantations and rejoice over a scrap of the word.*' 
" Why do ye look one upon another ? behold, I have heard 
that there is corn in Egypt : get you down thither, and buy 
for us from thence ; that we may live, and not die." 

Tell that rebellious house : it had been better for them, 
never to have been " enlightened " or to have ** tasted of the 
heavenly gift" or '* the powers of My New creation " for their 
latter end is worse than their beginning. The souls of those 
now under the altar, who were placed under them, shall rise 
against the four pUlars in the resurrection and condemn them. 
" It must needs be that offences come ; but woe to that man 
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by whom' the offence cometh, but whoso shall offend one of 
*Hhesc little ones " which believe in Me, " an hidden untimely 
birth'* would have been better to him. "For I was an 
hungered, and ye gave Me no meat : 1 was thirsty, and ye 
gave Me no drink. " / vxis a Stranger" and ye took Me Twt in : 
naked, and ye clothed Me not : sick, and in prison and ye 
visited Me not." But ye nourished your own hearts for the 
day of slaughter. Ye have filled your coffers with gold and 
silver, and turned a deaf ear to the cries of the widow, the 
orphan and the fatherless. " Your garments are moth-eaten. 
Your gold and silver is cankered ; and the rust of them shall 
be a witness against you, and shall eat your flesh as it were 
fire. Ye have heaped treasure together for the last days." 
The light that is in you is now turned into darkness, the tree 
of knowledge of good and evil is to ye turned sapless, for 
whilst ye may know *•* the good *' ye shall have no power to 
do it ; and know ** the Evil*' without the power to avoid it — 
your house is empty — swept — ^and garnished. 

If the four stewards of the house, placed over the nations 
during the second watch had understood ''The Sealed 
writings," they would have known that the Standard Bearer 
of the second watch was the fifth instrument of the visitation, 
for it is evident there were to be seven stars, or seven lights. 
There could not be two Standards on the planet at once, 
therefore he had to be removed to give place to the sixth. 
That as the mantle of Elijah fell upon Elisha, so should the 
mantle be transferred to the sixth instrument. The writings 
were to be " sealed up at the end of his life," and they have 
been sealed to this hour. " He was to be a refiner of fire 

the spirit of man should leave him and he 

should become " a new many The plower, harrower, breaker 
of clods, and sower : — ^but " another shall reap." — " They shall 
not know where thxxii art, yet shalt thou be on the earth. 
The word ^^thov," being him whom I have elected, upon 
whom the fulness of the Spirit should rest.*' — '^ If thou be 
the present ** ntmJber " why is not the Spirit with thee ? " — 
the interpretation of the " number " of the second watch is 
plainly given, viz. : " If thy life go — their lives shall go" — 
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for as thou saw the old wall fall, * so* " shall a new founda- 
tion be laid,*' mark ! " no prophecy is of any private inter- 
pretation " — " the twelve houses shall be built, but who shall 
inhabit them ? " — " sentence was passed on My servant, and 
he was condemned unheard ; a third time have I sent thee, 
and they were asleep, but he that stops and will not draw 
shall be loosed out, for the chariots of Israel cannot stand 
still." Let the members of the second watch know of a 
surety, that every jot and tittle of the word spoken by that 
One immortal Spirit through the mouthpiece of the fifth 
instrument shall be fulfilled in this third watch. The first 
and second watches were types and shadows of the end : 
" For whatsoever things were written aforetime were written 
for our learning, that we through patience and comfort of 
the scripture might have hope ; " — " a shadow of things to 
come; but the body is of Christ." If the veil had been 
removed then, how could the scriptures have been fulfilled ? 
— Israel must be sorted by the seven sieves. The word given 
as " the snare of a fowler ; " — the instrument to appear "as a 
deceiver, yet true," — that the ground work of Israel might be 
tried. A just thing can never try Israel, but unjust things 
shall try it, that those who were not Israel might be driven 
out, and that the true Israel might cling closer to her 
mother's breasts. Hence, many stumbled at the '* forty 
years,'* — but nothing can be a parable to Israel, yet it is 
plainly written : " From the time of the law, to the time of 
the Virgin being seated on the place of the Holy of Holies on 
this planet is forty weeks, or forty years." Had they under- 
stood the sealed writings they would not have stumbled at 
the Oracles of Israel being handed to Jew and Gentile in the 
Flying Eoll : " The holy city shall they tread under foot forty 
and two months." — "Wait till times be over, then thou shalt 
look therein ; for they are given to Jew and Gentile, that 
they may trample them under their feet as it is recorded in 
Eev. xi. 2, for the things which are in these Books, shall be 
given little by little, till the forty and two years be ended. 
The Books must be published and prophesied to the world, 
and 'made known* unto Udl nations.'** "I will make 






thee sound the Trumpet from shore to shore, till the people 
say: 'tlum' hast turned the world upside down, and My 
words by thee shall kindle a fire in every city.'* — " Gro thou 
unto the priests (of Christendom) and their hearers, and tell 
them that the Lord will let them look into His fold, and 
view His work, and give them three years to consider of 
it: and if they refuse in the fourth year, the Lord will 
destroy them." " It is the ' three-fold'Cord * that 1 have 
* chosen ' to wrestle with (the errors of Christendom,) and 
it shall stand for a testimony against both houses ; it shall 
cry out against the abominations of the earth." 

" Listen, isles unto me ; and hearken ye people from far.; 
the Lord hath called me from the womb ; from the bowels of 
my mother hath He made mention of my name." — " In Thy 
Book all my members were written, which in continuance 
were fashioned, when as yet there was none of them." — 
'' And He hath made my mouth like a sharp sword ; in the 
shadow of His hand hath He hid me, and made me a polished 
shaft ; in His quiver hath He hid me ; and said unto me, 
' thou ' art My servant Israel, in whom I will be glorified." 
— " It is a light thing that ' thou ' shouldest be my servant 
to raise up the tribes of Jacob, and to restore the preserved 
of Israel : I will also give thee for a light to the Gentiles, 
that thou mayest be My salvation unto the end of the earth." 
— " Behold, I will send My messenger, and he shall prepare 
the way before Me : and the Lord whom ye seek, shall 
suddenly come to " His temple,'* even the messenger of " the 
coveTKjmt *' whom ' ye delight in ' : And I wiU come near you 
to *' judgment ; " and wiU be a swift witness against the 
sorcerers, and against the adulterers, and against those that 
oppress the hireling in his wages, the widow and tliQ fatherless, 
and that turn aside " the StraTiger " from " his right,'* and fear 
not Me saith the Lord of hosts."— -Jerusalem is the city that 
God will dwell in,— the Building is " Love.** This city is 
inhabited without walls ; the maker of it, is God. The city 
is " Man '* — ^his body being built with pure Love ; and in 
the midst of him, a river flowing to water the two trees, which 
are one. AU things spoken at first in the scriptures, shall be 



fulfilled the last ; and that which was spoken the last, shall 
be fulfilled the first. So Jerusalem must be inhabited 
within man, for it is the city that Grod delighteth to dwell in. 
" Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, — if any man 
defile the temple of God, him shall God destroy, for the 
temple of God is holy, which temple ye are." — 

Blow the Trumpet in the camp of Ephraim and say: 
*' Hear house of Ephraim, hid in the seed of the great 
multitude : thy scattered tribes shall come forth, for they 
will know the voice." — ^Ephraim is thy last covenant and 
Manasseh the first ; we will sing of these two covenants, 
they shall now be made the first and the last, three in one 
and one in three. " The envy also of Ephraim shall depart, 
and the adversaries of Judah shall be cut off : Ephraim shall 
not envy Judah, and Judah shall not vex Ephraim." — We 
will sing until the mountains sink and the valleys rise, for 
He will redeem Israel without staff, sword, or any war like 
instrument. We will sing of thy bow and thy sling-stone. 
We will sing of the grain of mustard seed, ''hid" in the 
" third " measure. It is only one seed at the beginning : the 
"Boot "— " Christ "— " Shiloh ImmanueL"— Christ is the Vine, 
— Shiloh the Prince, — the hundred and forty-four thousand are 
the Branches, shooting forth every way, until the earth is 
covered. — Sing and rejoice Israel, it is the voice of the 
Bridegroom. Behold ! He is come, leaping upon the moun- 
tains and skipping on the hills. He is come to receive His 
Bride. The flowers appear on the earth ; the time of singing 
is come, the voice of the turtle is heard in the garden 
of the Bride. The life of Him shall quicken her, for the 
branches are in the Vine and He in them. — The mount of 
Esau is given to her for servants, for the mount of Esau will 
flee for hiding places. Every hiding place, hole and rock 
shall be filled with men, women and children for many 
days ; for the whole earth shall bum as an oven, and be as 
Sodom and Gomorrah. They shall cry in the caves : " Is 
there any left alive beside us ? " And after many days they 
shall come out of their hiding-places. The Mount of Esau 
shall then return and seek Mount Zion, and Mount Esau

shall fall down before Mount Zion, they shall say : " we will 
eat our own bread and wear our own apparel, only let us be 
called by thy name, that this reproach may be taken away 
from us, that we may live. Mount Zion shall grant them 
their lives, and take them for servants. They shall beat 
their swords into pruning hooks that they may prune the 
tree, and ploughshares to turn the clods. Though they dwell 
in blood, there shall be no death amongst them, till the 
thousand years expire, nor a man that has failed of his 
strength, for the Mount of Esau shall be beautiful.— As long 
as man lives by the blood, he is the Mount of Esau ; but the 
" temple " that liveth by the Spirit, without blood, is Mount 
Zion. Saviours shall descend upon Mount Zion. The '' Tree 
of Life *' shall be there yielding its fruit every month, and 
the leaves shall be for the healing of the nations, which is : 
" the word cf God.** A nation shall be bom within one 
hour by the Spirit, water and fire, and the serpent shall be 
bound from this planet during the thousand years, — it is 
" the day of restJ' Satan shall be judged, when death and 
hell shall deliver up their dead. The gates of hell shall be 
imlocked, and " the secret " which hath been long hid shall 
be proclaimed, when the Lord shall sit in judgment between 
" Satan and Man " ; for thus saith the Lord : " who made 
man, or who created woman ? did not I the Lord, and I 
pronounced them " very good.'' Satan shall no longer reign 
over that which I have made, for " / mil ransom, it *' out of 
his hands, and remove his power by the blood of the Lamb. 
Are they not all My vessels which My hands have made ? 
but the enemy has broken them to pieces in the grave, and 
made them vessels of dishonour, not fit for My kingdom ; but, 
" they shall be ransomed " out of his hand, and I will give 
them a temple (spiritual) instead of that which he devoured, 
and they shall serve Me in incorruption and minister to 
immortality: — Kise, cause these words to be written and 
published among the heathen who know not My ways, for 
all hidden mysteries shall be proclaimed by the Trumpet 
upon the housetop. Sound the Trumpet ! cast the stone 
into the sea, until its ripple spread from shore to shore and 



say : " The life 6f the woman, — ^the seed of the woman have 
I given for the ^'ransom of man'' ; "My first-bom for my 
transgression, the fruit of my body for the sin of my souL" 
" Adam cast the blame on Me for giving him the woman, I 
took the transgression and placed it in the body of the seed of 
the woman, the transgression was poured out in blood, and He 
became the Lamb slain to take away ''the Sin** of the world 
to ransom man, that an helpmate might be found for him. I 
cursed the ground for the sake of the soul, that the wicked 
dead might be ransomed at the end of the thousand years ; the 
uttermost farthing being paid. " All souls are Mine " and they 
'shall* be returned to their former estate, as it is also written 
in the Book of Ezekiel : " When thy sisters, Sodom and her 
daughters shall return to their former estate, and Samaria* 
and her daughters shall return to their former estate, then, 
thou and thy daughters shall return to your former estate." 

The sun, moon, and stars are set in the firmament of 
heaven for signs, seasons, days and years, for parables to the 
unbelieving world. The philosopher may if he pleases, 
boldly seize his telescope and scan the distant heavens, — he 
may travel into the deep recesses of the earth in search of 
strata, formations and fossils, but Israel will view all things 
through " the word " — " made flesh " and behold *^ His " glory. 

" There is one glory of the sun, another glory of the moon, 
and another glory of the stars : for, one star differeth from 
another star in glory." " In My Father's house are ** ma/ny " 
mansions." These " three " glories are figurative of the three 
sets of people who shall stand before the Ma/n-Chriet when 
He is revealed on the earth at the first resurrection. 

The gloiy of the Sun is the figure of " irrmwrtaUty " : the 
144,000 bones of the Virgin, the New Eve, New Jerusalem, 
New house of Israel, the Bride — the Lamb's wife — ^the Body of 
Christ. These bodies are made vessels of honour, fit for the 
use of the Bridegroom; celestial and terrestrial, flesh and 
bone, free from blood. Light of life, by the blood being 
" Tnade fl^sh.*' Blood cannot inherit the kingdom. These 
have laid hold of the horns of Law — and — Gospel which shall 
become life in them, because they sought the highest glory of

the sun, the great £edemption of soul and body ; their 
buildings are finished. They shall learn the "New song'' 
which has been " hid " from the borrowed lights. They shall 
both marry and be given in marriage, being " the temple** — 
the Building of the New Jerusalem, the Lamb's wife. They 
shall generate and bring forth their own likeness, — but, owt vn 
blood. As Christ brought forth His own likeness by the 
Branch, so shall these, and they shall all bear twain. "The 
light of the sun shall be sevenfold, (in them) as the light of 
seven days, in the day the Lord bindeth up the breach of His 
people (Israel) and healeth the stroke of their wound." 
The prayer now is, that they may " not " be taken out of the 
world, but that the world may be taken out of them and 
" overcome " all evil They seek not " to depart " nor to be 
" unclothed,*' but they seek to be " clothed upon " that mor- 
tality may be swallowed up of Life." They groan daily 
with their hands upon their loins to be delivered of the root 
of evil and his seed — ^the evil spirit: — death; that, being 
delivered, Christ may be formed in them, by His graft, the 
Branch being grafted to them, bearing living fruit upward in 
them, to the praise and glory of His holy name, this is our 
hope and for this hope I am in chains to-day. '' And now I 
stand and am judged for the hope of the promise made of 
God unto our fathers. For **thi8 cause" therefore have I 
called for "you" — to see "you/* and to speak with "you." 

If those who " die** in the Lord are Blessed, by being freed 
from the power and the condemnation of the '• second death ** 
(for, it is evident that if they die, they have not been freed 
from the first death — the wages of sin) Tauch mxyre these, — 
because on such there is no condemnation, or first death of 
the body, neither has the second death any power over their 
souls. As it is written : " Whosoever Liveth and believeth in 
Me shall never die" believest thou "this**! if thou dost not 
believe it, thou makest God a liar. This promise could not 
be fulfilled until the "three** measures and six waterpots 
were filled to the brim. We are now living in the " third ** 
watch of the last hour of the sixth day or six thousand years 
when this promise " shall " be fulfilled " If a man " keep '* My 
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saying, he shall never see death*' — 'never perish;*' — ^for if 
the Vine saw not corruption, how can the Branches ? they 
have entered '*the open door" which no man can shut. 
This " door " is now thrown open to Jew and Gentile, if they 
seek the Spirit of the living^Grod, for unless the immortal 
Spirit guide them they cannot find it, but if they seek the 
Spirit they shall find it, and He will lead them through the 
Valley of the fall, between the two mountains of Law and 
GospeL If they seek not the " open door " of immortality, 
Jesus saith: "hitherto have ye asked "nothing** in My 
name : ask, and ye shall receive, that your 'joy * might be 
full," Why should a man yet find fault if he refuses to sell 
all that he hath to buy the field containing the pearl, the 
prize? — The children of Abraham the seed of Israel will 
sweep their house until they find the lost piece, which is 
"hid'* in the "third" measure of meaL These are the 
sealed, — ^the anointed, but are at present scattered among the 
Gentiles and under the yoke of Esau. Many have run to 
obtain the prize of immortaUty, but it can only be obtained 
by " One "—144,000— the Bride, the Lamb's wife. 

The glory of the " moon " is the figure of " incorruptibility," 
or those who have renewed their souls by faith and repent* 
ance, who suffered the loss of their bodies ; hiding the one 
talent, wrapping it in a napkin, and burying it in the earth ; 
they are the children of the resurrection, receiving a spiritual 
body : celestial, but not terrestrial, — not made like unto the 
Son of God, but made like unto the angels of God. These 
will not generate, nor bring forth their own likeness ; for, in 
the resurrection they neither marry nor are given in marriage. 
They become spiritual, celestial, incorruptible bodies, minister- 
ing angels ; ascending and descending as seen in vision by 
Jacob ; ministering to the Bride and Bridegroom of the New 
creation during the thousand years, or day of rest. Jude, 
calls it the " Common salvation," being like the light of the 
moon : a borrowed light, from the " commonwealth of Israel." 
There are only 144,000 who are made partakers of the great 
Eedemption of body, soul and spirit; but "air* men are 
partakers of the common salvation, by faith and repentance. 
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which are the blessings of the first resurrection, or by being 
ransomed from the power of Satan, through the Blood of the 
Lamb at the final resurrection. The debtor who owed the 
five hundred pence is equally forgiven with the debtor of 
fifty, for neither have anything to pay with, as both have 
lost their bodies : " For as in Adam '' all die,'* even so in 
Christ shall " cUl " be made alive." " But, every man in his 
own order :" "we thus judge, that if one died for " all" then 
were " all " dead : and that He died for all, that they which 
live (by faith on the Son of God) should not henceforth live 
unto themselves, but unto Him which died for them and rose 
again." ** And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw 
" all men " unto Me." — " We trust in the living God who is 
the Saviour of " aU men** especially of those that believe." 
" Behold ! the Lamb of God which taketh away " the Sin " of 
the world." " That He by the grace of God should taste 
death for evety man." — "And He is the propitiation for our 
sins : and not for ours only, but for the sins of the whole 
world" — **God was in Christ reconciling the world unto 
Himself ' not ' imputing their trespasses unto them " " For, 
if when we were enemies, we were reconciled to God by the 
death of His Son, much more being reconciled, we shall be 
saved by His life " ; — the second death having no power on 
them by His Life. Those who seek the common salvation 
of the soul and despise the land of Canaan (a figure of the 
body) are content to remain in the wilderness; separated 
firom the brick kilns of Egypt only by the Eed Sea. The 
manna of the wilderness becomes "Light food" and only 
" breeds worms " in them, for it was never intended that they 
should live by it, save as a present need whilst on their 
journey to the land of promise. To obtain Life, it is not 
only necessary that we should cross the Eed Sea and escape 
from the bondage of Pharaoh, — ^but we must ''passover** the 
Jordan, dry shod, and enter the city of God, feeding upon 
the ''hidden mxinn/L** the good "old corn of the land " — types 
of the body of Christ : " I am the living bread which came 
down &om heaven (beiug Christ) : if any man eat of this 
bread, he shall live for ever : and the bread that I will give 
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is my flesh (the immortal life of the flesh for the mortal, that 
those who lay down the evil life of the flesh, may have the 
immortal Life of Christ,) which I will give for the life of the 
world." — The multitude may be filled and satisfied with the 
loaves and fishes; indeed, they will tell you, they have 
"enough'' if the twelve baskets of fragments are oflTered 
them. These twelve baskets were kept in store for the 
ingathering of the twelve tribes of Israel. 

The glory of the "stars'* is the figure of the ''Aliens'' 
the people who pass through the judgments of *' the hour " ; 
who hide in the " clefts of the rocks " and creep into the holes 
of the earth. These shall come out and desire to be called by 
the name of Israel, that the reproach may be taken away 
from them. They shall crave to be servants to the redeemed, 
and it shall be granted. They shall live one thousand years 
in blood, during this time, Satan is bound. Satan shall again 
be loosed out of his prison for a *' little season " to deceive 
the nations, and gather them to battle. The last enemy 
" death " shall then be destroyed. Behold, then, the vessels 
of honour and the vessels of dishonour, showing that God 
labours with both. *'Thou art worthy, Lord, to receive 
glory and honour and power : for Thou hast created '* all 
things," and for * Thy pleasure ' they are and were created, — 
God has chosen ''three days" to labour in, and behold the 
"fourth *' shall be a day of rest ; one day for every genera- 
tion, which is two thousand years, making six thousand years 
in which He labours, and rests on the seventh. 

Blow the Trumpet in this land England first, and say : 
<' England ! the day of thy judgment is come : thou shalt be 
the first to be judged, and the first to be redeemed. It is the 
land of Jehoshaphat where the Lord will plead with the 
mountains of Ephraim, because Esau was permitted to place 
his yoke upon thy neck. 

" England ! thou art the land of Joseph, the granarj^ of the 
Lord's com, wine, honey and milk. All Israel shall be driven 
into this land, there shall 144,000 bones of the Virgin be 
gathered, when the Trumpet of war shall sound over the 
earth, but no foreign sword shall enter thy borders. All 
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nations shall flow to thee for protection, lor spiritual and 
temporal food. — ^England ! awake out of thy sleep, cast down 
thy images, break thine idols into pieces, for the day of thy 
visitation is come, but thou knowest it not; thy children shall 
know it. I have caused a deep sleep to fall upon thee, I have 
bound thee with iron bands by establishing a law, till all the 
bones of the house of Israel be gathered, and the Virgin*s 
bones knitted." 

Hearken to the voice of this Trumpet and give ear, 
ye Hebrews : Is it not written in the Book of Isaiah : '* There 
shall come forth " a Rod " out of the * stem ' of Jesse, and 
a " Branch ** shall grow out of his roots ? " — Were ye not 
told by the prophet Micah, that : " He would give ye up, 
" until she " which travailed had brought forth ? " — Are ye 
not told in the Book of Isaiah, that : " The Bedeemer * shall ' 
come to Zion, and unto them that turn from transgression in 
Jacob " ? Then, rejoice, ye Hebrews, that ye are preserved 
to see these last days. This "Branch'' will '*nat" dwell 
in blood, but rest upon you as it did upon the prophets in the 
days of old : and ye will fulfil both Law and Gospel without 
the sacrifice of beasts or of birds, by the Branch of the Spirit. 
Hear the words of Solomon your king : ** He considered all 
the living that walked under the sun, with the "second- 
child" that should stand up in His stead/' meaning: the 
Branch, which should stand up in the stead of the " Root.'* 
But, thou wilt say : " God is not divided, neither is He three ; 
He is Ovs Ood : One t^pirity and by Him shall come the 
deliverer." — Very true, God is one^ and mie Spirit; the 
heaven of heavens cannot contain Him ; He fills all space. 
He rested upon the man, even Jesus, until He did the work 
which Adam was commanded to do, to gain Eternal Life. 
And, after He had done the work : — the Gentiles took the 
life of that body upon which He abode ; " Being delivered by 
the determinate counsel and foreknowledge of God ; " and 
" withvn " the " third " day, which is a type of this " third " 
generation, he again quickened the .same body, and it became 
the "temple of God," Hear now, Hebrews if ye have 
ears to hear the voice of this Trumpet : " Ve have been rjiven 
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lip, not to believe this report, until Zion had travailed, and 
brought forth the ''Branch " of that '' Root:* This Branch 
is the Msji'Child" — 

One portion above your brethren is given to you, being the 
eldest son, viz. : that which Jacob got, which he gave unto 
Joseph, his son, and which Joseph gave unto Manasseh. — 
Joseph had two sons : Manasseh and Ephraim, and Jacob 
blessed them ; but the blessing to Ephraim was * ten times ' 
more than to Manasseh. Here stood the type : Ephraim had 
ten sons, Manasseh two ; but the first of Ephraim were slain, — 
after that he had others. Now, two tribes must come out of 
you and appointed to the families of Manasseh's two sons. And 
the dispersed, who are now scattered over the face of the earth : 
— ten tribes must come out of them, and be appointed to the 
families of Ephraim's ten sons. This is the beginning of the 
new creation, which will not dwell in blood ; but in flesh, bone 
and spirit. That Spirit which is the ' Branch * of the root, even 
Christ, the Spirit of One God; which shall descend from 
heaven and fulfil the words of the prophet Obadiah : " Saviours 
shall come up on Mount Zion, to judge the Mount of Esau ; and 
the kingdom shall be the Lord's.'' Let him to whom that 
Spirit giveth the inward ear, now hear and understand, that : 
* Christ * — * is ' — that * Root ' of whom Isaiah spake by the 
same Spirit, saying : " Thy throne, God, is for ever and 
ever ; God hath anointed thee with the oil of gladness above 
thy fellows." This is that ' Soot,' which called Himself the 
Son ; and that Branch which proceeds from the Root, is : 
" Shiloh — Immanuel, the Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, 
— the Prince of Peace," for it is written : " The Lord said unto 
my Lord, sit thou at My right hand, until I make thine 
enemies thy footstool." Thus saith that One immortal 
Spirit: "I am God, and there is none else,^ — ^be still and 
know that I am God : I will be exalted among the heathen, 
I will be exalted in the earth " — *' I rested on flesh for you 
all, so is the last Adam bom in Spirit. I was not known 
when I said : ' / am * that * / am" " I was not known when 
it was said : I was Jesus, the Son of God, and now I am not 
known by the name of " Shiloh:* — " When I rested on flesh, to 
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condemn sin in the ^sh and to put it away, then I showed 
the mystery, that I put on immortality ; — so now is the last 
Adam born in Spirit,— caught up unto God and to His throne, 
to give " life" unto all that will receive it. — Satan knew that 
when I was called Jesus, the Son of Grod, that his power was 
not taken, for they cried out : " what have we to do with 
thee, Jesusy Thou Son of God? art Thou come hither to 
torment us before the time?" but now this Trumpet pro- 
claims : " Woe to the inhabiters of the earth and of the sea ! 
for the devil is come down to you, having great wrath, 
because " he knoweth that he hath but a shart time " and will 
make war with '' t/^ remnant of /ler (the woman's) seed, which 
keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of 
Jesus Christ " — "I am thy fellow-servant, and of thy brethren 
that have the testimony of Jesus : which is : *' the Spirit of 
prophecy." Wherefore, Satan's reign had to continue until 
Christ took ** the third " Power unto Himself, but when He 
shall appear, Satan's power will be taken from the last Adam." 
The promise given by God in the beginning was : " I will put 
enmity between thee (Satan) and the woman, and between 
thy seed and her seed ; ' iV (the woman's seed) shall bruise 
thy heady and thou (Satan) shalt bruise His heel " now, it is 
written : '' the first shall be last and the last first." Where- 
fore by taking the last first : " thou (Satan) shalt bruise His 
(the seed of the woman's) lieel " and by taking the first last : 
*'it (the woman's seed, the remnant) shall bruise thy (Satan's) 
head." The enmity between Satan and the woman is now 
going on, but Israel, the New Eve shall prevail, Satan 
shall be cast. 

Satan succeeded in accomplishing the sentence pronounced 
on the body : '' dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return " 
but God promised that in the woman's seed, this sentence 
would be reversed, as Queen Esther through her intercession 
caused the king to grant unto the Jews that they might stand 
for their lives against their enemies. 

This " Gofgpd of the kingdom " shall be preached in all the 
world for a ^* vntness " unto all nations ; and then shall the 
end come." '' Nevertheless, when the Son of man cometfa.

shall He find faith on the earth 1 " Shall He find the faith 
of the kingdom on the earth ? The salt of the earth will be 
removed, caught up and kept from the hour oi temptation, 
whilst the vials of the wrath of God will be poured out on 
the earth. The widow of Zion with her fatherless children 
and the souls under the altar are crying out day and night 
for deliverance from the enemies of God. And shall not 
God avenge His own elect who cry day and night unto Him, 
though He has borne long with the wickedness of the earth. 
He will avenge them, speedily. — ^This gospel of the kingdom 
testifies unto the people of God scattered abroad, that the 
decree or sentence of death obtained by Satan shall now be 
withdrawn. It calls upon aU: ''awake thou that sleepest 
and arise from among the dead, and Christ shall give thee 
light." — ^This gospel could not be given to the world for a 
witness against them, until the " third " and last watch of 
the Eleventh hour had arrived, — ^because the fulness of the 
Gentiles would not close till the opening of this watch ; and 
because the sayings and promises of Jesus had special refer- 
ence to this watch ; His words could not be fulfilled until 
this watch had arrived ; this being the watch wherein He 
shall come in Majesty and glory : " For the Lord " Himself 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the " voice '* of 
the Archangel, and with the 'trump of God : ' and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first : then we which are alive and 
remain " — " shall be changed, in a moment, and this mortal 
shall put on immortality " "and caught up," — ^whilst "He will 
destroy and consume the wicked with the brightness of His 
coming." "And if He shall come in the second watch, or 
coi»e in the '^ third'' watch, md. find them so (watching) 
blessed are those servants." — " Look up ! — ^lift up your heads ; 
for your Kedemption draweth nigh. This (third) generation 
shall not pass away, till " all *' be fulfilled " even as Jesus 
fulfilled the law and the gospel. " Behold, I come quickly : 
hold that fast which thou hast : " the word of My patience " 
that no man take thy crowa" — " Be not deceived ; God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
reap ; he that soweth to his flesh, shall of the fle^h ;reap 
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corruption *' in the grave. " But he that soweth to the Spirit, 
shall of the Spirit reap life everlasting/' and shall never see 
corruption, but pass by on the other side of the grave with 
Enoch, the priest, and Elijah, the Levite. Be not deceived^ 
none but the children of Abraham, who hold the faith uf 
Abraham proving their faith by their works shall possess the 
land, i.e., the body. " If ye are Abraham's children, ye will 
do the works of Abraham." If ye walk in the Spirit, ye will 
receive the fulness of the Spirit, for '' God is able of these 
stones to raise up children unto Abraham." If ye seek truth, 
light and life ye must seek it by a living faith which bears 
the fruits of the Spirit. The faith which " purifies the heart " 
that " works by Love " and " overcometh the world '* by the 
''Furnace*' and the ''Lamp'' This is the faith that wiU 
bear firuit " wpwavd'' He who possesses this faith, will not 
" confer with flesh and blood " but will " Present his ' hody ' 
a ' living ' sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto Grod " and '' The 
God of peace will sanctify you " wholly " " not partly saved, 
so as by fire, but " Saiictijied*' "wholly" by "your whole 
spirit, and soul, and body beiog "preserved blameless '* unto 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ." 

The Spirit and the Bride say : " Come Israel to Me " — 
And whosoever " wiil" let him take the water of life freely, 
The Ancient of days is now gathering : '' The cattle upon a 
thousand hills " and invites them to the covenant of the 
third and last watch, of which the three covenants taken in 
the second watch stood a type : the covenant of Body, soul 
and spirit. The Ancient of days is gathering the city cattle> 
to receive "Sis seal" and " Blessed are they that ^'do" his 
commandments, that they may have right to the Tree of Life, 
and may enter in through the gates into the city." 

'' Stand thou upon the walls of Christendom and blow the 
Trumpet seven times and say : " Thus saith the Lord : The 
axe is laid to the roots of the trees, for she saith in her heart, 
I ait a queen, and am no widow, and shall see no sorrow. I 
am rich and increased with goods, and have need of nothing 
and know not that they are wretched and miserable, blind 
and naked ; neither hot nor cold, but lukewarm. They have 
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cast a stumbling-block before the children of Israel and ran 
greedily after the error of Balaam. They speak evil of 
dignities, speaking evil of those things which they know not. 
They have a form of godliness without the power. I will 
come upon them in a moment when they are not looking, as 
a thief in the night and there shall not be left one stone 
upon another that shall not be thrown down, for the ground 
is cursed for the sake of the soul. Delivered unto Satan for 
the destruction of the flesh that the spirit may be saved in 
the day of the Lord . Jesus ; even as the Lord, having saved 
the people out of the land of Egypt, afterwards destroyed 
them that believed not. Woe ! woe ! woe ! to the shepherds 
of Christendom who speak great swelling words of vanity, 
having men's persons in admiration because of advantage. 
The overthrow of Babylon and the great mystery of iniquity 
is at hand. Come out of her my people, that ye be not 
partakers of her sins and that ye receive not of her plagues. 
Come out from among them, turn away from them, coiqfie 
out from the unequal yoke ; be ye separate and touch not 
the unclean and I wiQ be a Father unto you, and ye shall be 
my sons and daughters, saith the Lord Almighty." 

" The foundation of God standeth sure, having this seal : 
the Lord knoweth them that are His. Every plant which My 
heavenly Father hath not planted shall be rooted up, by death, 
with every tree whose fruit withereth in the grave, twice dead, 
they shall be plucked up by the roots." " In a great house 
(like Christendom) there are many vessels of wood, and of 
earth, hay and stubble " from whom, God in His Love and 
mercy withholds His Spirit ; as also in His love and mercy 
to fallen man. He drove the man and the woman outside the 
garden ; and also prevented man from keeping His holy Law, 
which was Life, lest he should put forth his hand and take 
the Tree of life and so dwell for ever " in hlood" Where- 
fore the commandment which was {and is) ordained to life 
was found to be unto death ; ^^ until ** the lion of the tribe, 
the Boot of David had prevailed to open the Book, and loose 
the seven seals thereof. Until the four chariots came out 
from between the two mountains of Law and Gospel. " In 
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that day, saith the Lord of hosts, shall " the nail " that is 
fastened in the sure place be * removed' and be *cut down' 
and fall". . . . So He shall open, and none shall shut ; and 
He shall shut, and none shall open " for '' Behold, I have set 
before thee an "open door*' and no man can shut it." 

There are many thousands of true honest Christians to-day 
in Christendom, who may never have their eyes touched the 
"second time " with the eye-salve of the land ; who never- 
theless live up to the borrowed light they possess; who 
conscientiously believe that there is no greater glory to be 
obtained than the light of "an incorruptible inheritance, 
reserved in heaven." This Flying EoU offers to them many 
words of comfort and consolation, that through patience and 
comfort they might have hope through the faith of Christ. 
" That they may know Him, and the power of His resurrec- 
tion, and the fellowship of His sufferings, being " made " — 
ccyniformahU unto His death; if by any means they might 
attain unto the resurrection from among the dead" in the 
first resurrection. That they may be lifted up from off the 
bare ribs of the ark and raised to the " upper window." That 
they may no longer look for evidence of salvation in them- 
selves, nor listen to the angry waves, without, which produces 
down draughts of unbelief, marring their peace and commu- 
nion with God, No true believer in our Lord Jesus Christ 
have just grounds for doubts and fears " all who believe are 
justified from all things." — " He that believeth on Him is not 
condemned " by the condenmation of the second death, albeit 
his body may see corruption. "But he that believeth not — 
is condemned already " by first and second death. All who 
truly believe are as safe in the Ark-Christ as the Ark itself, 
as in the case of Noah of whom, it is written : "And the Lord 
shut him in." Christians will lean upon arms of flesh, and 
seek comfort and assurance from human and worldly sources, 
instead of looking to Christ only, but it is a fatal error as it 
proved to Peter who stood and warmed himself at the High 
Priest's fire, then he denied his Master. Nothing is more 
dishonouring to God and dangerous to the Christian than a 
feigned or mocked humility. Why refuse to occupy a position 
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assigned to you by God's grace because you fail to see certain 
virtues and qualifications in self. Are you raised to a seat in 
the heavenlies on your merits ? it is not what you deserve, 
but what Christ deserves. He took the sinner's place, that 
the sinner (not the righteous) might take His place in glory. 
By refusing to belive all God's promises on the ground of 
your own un worthiness, you make Him a liar. Mephibosheth 
was seated at the king's table for Jonathan's sake ; he wisely 
kept his stumps and imperfections under the table ; would it 
not have been dishonouring to the king had he said : " I have 
no right to "si^" here because I have no feet to ''stand'' 
" upon'' If you have no feet to stand upon in immortality, 
yet, being washed in the blood of Christ ye are " dean every 
whit'' and your privilege to be seated at the same table with 
the " Bride and Bridegroom" as " friends of the Bridegroom " 
ministering to immortality in " Royal Priesthood." — It could 
never assure a poor sinner's heart to be told, there is no svn in 
him ; alas, he knows too well there is : but, to be told there 
is no sin " on him " in God's sight, on the simple ground of 
Christ's perfect sacrifice will secure peace. The more man 
sinks, the more God's grace rises. Man is unstable in all his 
ways, being unequal, but nothing changes God's affection, 
being equal " the same yesterday, — to-day and for ever " — 
whoiaa He loves and how He loves. He loves to the end. In 
Him there is " no variableness neither shadow of turning " ; 
then, if thou " Let thine eyes look straight on, and thine eye- 
lids look straight before thee"; thou wilt have no trouble; 
but, if you are always looking at self, position and around 
to shun a mortal's frown or to catch his smile wiU you not 
stumble into the many pit-falls in your path. Keep thine 
eye single and all will be right. The Christian can only 
enjoy perfect peace when he by faith accepts the position 
assigned him : " raised up and seated in the heavenlies in 
Christ Jesus " — ^viewing God's Iiandiwork from " His " stand- 
point in lieu of his own ; viz. : from '* the top of the Eocks." 
How can you expect to have perfect peace with God, " a 
conscience void of offence toward God" when you are un- 
equally yoked with those " having their conscience seared with 
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a hot ii'ou"? "Take the yoke of Christ and learn of Hiin 
to be meek and lowly in heart and ye ohdlljind rest to your 
souls " by so doing you wiU keep : " the unity of the Spirit 
in the bond of peace" you would have things in common 
with your Christian brethren and sit down to one Loaf— One 
Spirits-one body even as ye are called to one Lord, one faith 
— one baptism and there would be no division, sect, ism, and 
denomination. There is no just ground for all the divisions 
in Christendom : do you not aU seek the common salvation of 
the soul, or freedom from the second death through the death 
and resurrection of Christ, firmly believing that life is only 
reached through death, many amongst you also firmly be- 
lieving that r^eneration is a total change of the old nature 
in blood ; then why do you pray daily for the forgiveness of 
your sins, for if your nature is renewed what then is left for 
you to contend with, what is there for Satan to attract ? or 
how can you sin ? why cast into the fire, why receive the 
wages of sin, death, why cast into the grave as a withered 
branch broken off from the parent stock of life ? New wine 
put into old bottles will burst and the pieces cast into the 
grave. The Christian must know God through the word 
made flesh to enjoy the love of God ** acquaint now thyseK 
with Him» and be at peace." The ^vord can only give us that 
''Perfect Love that casteth out fear.'' He will then enter 
into the full enjoyment of the knowledge that Christ took 
his position with all its consequences, in order that he might 
be raised to " His '* position in the resurrection. Treated as 
ain upon the cross, that he might be treated as righteous- 
ness, for ''He hath made Christ to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin, that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in Him." Christ was nrnde sin for you, and the 
only part you had in the cross, is that all your sins 
past, present and future were there, borne in : " His own 
body on the tree" not when you believed on Him, but 
over eighteen centuries ago. When you believed this gospel 
you entered into the knowledge of the fact, which is glad 
tidings to your soul. The question of " aU " your sins was 
settled on the cross, not viewed as a saint but as a sinner at 
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enmity with God. Then, if you were reconciled to God 
more than eighteen centuries back, how much more now that 
you believe on Him will you be saved by His Life ? The 
more clearly you are proved to be a sinner and the more you 
realize it yourself — the more it establishes your title and 
claim to the love of God and the work of Jesus. If you 
enter fully into the knowledge of " the word " will not the 
love of Christ constrain you to cast away your garment and 
follow the Spirit whithersoever He goeth ? but on the other 
hand the less you know of the word, the less you will 
know God, and the less you will care to know Him. Many 
will ask with Pilate : " what is truth ? to turn upon their 
heel without searching for it. Truth, is a pearl of great 
price hid in the vineyard of Israel and can only be found 
by those who dig and search with the Lamp of the Law 
and the light of the gospel " Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, 
and a light unto my path" to part these is to "know in 
part, and to prophecy in part." — " But when that which is 
perfect ' is come* then that which is in part shall be done 
away " — " Then shall I know even as also I am known." 
That man or woman upon whom the Spirit of God has once 
rested can never rest day or night until that question : what 
is truth ? has been answered to his or her entire satisfaction : 
he will not rest contented with the common salvation of the 
soul, or freed from the powtr of the second death, but: 
" Surely I will not come into the tabernacle of my house, 
nor go up into my bed, I will not give sleep unto mine eyes 
or slumber to mine eyelids until ' 1 jind out a 'place for the 
Lord ' an ' habitation ' for the mighty God of Jacob." This 
was the language of David and is the language of the sons 
of God — the seed of God — ^the seed of Israel. To him the 
bitter waters of Marah are sweetened by the Tree of life. 
He will grasp the great mystery of godliness, and no longer 
murmur and find fault with his Creator for having permitted 
*' Evil " to enter His creation. He will then understand 
that "all things" good and evil work together for good. 
Christians who know not God would never have had " EvU " 
in the world, if they had had their will, but if Evil were 
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removed to-day how could you take up your cross and follow 
Jesus ? how could you dress the garden if there were no 
weeds ? how could the branch be purged to bring forth more 
fruit, if there were no evil to purge ? Shall not the evil 
manifest the good, as light shineth out of darkness ? " To the 
hungry soul every bitter thing is sweet." The bitter herb 
sweetens the Paschal Lamb, and the sweetest honey is 
extracted from the bitterest flower. " As many as I love, I 
rebuke and chasten." The very fact that you are chastened 
by Him, establishes your relationship to Him, but how could 
you receive chastisement if there were no evil to rebuke ? 
do not look at the rod which chastens you, but rather look 
at the love which uses it upon you. Should a son question 
his sonship because his father warns him ?. God takes up 
the weakest instruments to accomplish His mighty ends : a 
rod — a trumpet— the jaw-bone of an ass — an earthen pitcher 
-^a shepherd's sling; anything that God uses wUl do the 
work. With men it is quite the reverse : they set forth 
their best wine first, and when men have well drunk, that 
which is worse, but God keeps the best wine back to the 
last. Men imagine that splendid ends can only be reached 
by splendid means, but this is not God's way. He can use 
a crawling worm of the dust as well as a scorching sun; a 
gourd as well as a vehement east wind. The blackest sinner 
to extol and magnify His name in rapturous love ; He can 
turn the blackest sinner, who is in the eye of the world an 
outcast from society — the brightest saint, through Christ. 
He can use a serpent to mar His creation to open the way 
for the manifestation of His deeper purposes in redemption* 
Was the Lamb foreordained before the foundation of the 
world, then evil must be foreordained for the Lamb slain to 
take it away. " Shall there be evil in a city and the Lord 
hath not done it 1 " How coidd man have been made subject to 
vanity to be subjected in hope of redemption — ^without evil ? — 
The grain of mustard seed is sown, the mystery of godliness 
hid in the woman's seed and stamped with the "infallible 
proofs " of " His eternal power and Godhead." 
Gh)d is more glorified in the salvation — pardon — justification, 
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preservation and final glorification of guilty man, than He 
could have been in maintaining " an iv/riocent ma/n " in the 
enjoyment of creation blessings. When He first made man 
He placed hini " in Paradise'' but now in the second Adam, 
Paradise will be placed within man, and the bone returned 
into that which man was formed to be the likeness of. 
Wherefore, the fall of man will in the end prove his greatest 
rise " out of the eater came forth meat," and out of the 
strong came forth sweetness," by the spirits of the Just, being 
perfected in flesh and bone in immortality. To be washed in 
the blood of the Lamb is better far, than to be clothed in inno- 
cency, much more to be clothed in immortality with a body 
like unto the Man-Christ. Nought save the atonement of 
Christ could have glorified Christ by pouring out His blood a 
ransom for the dead, much more by giving His body for the 
living will He be glorified in His Bride. It has reflected the 
full glory of the divine character, as it never could have been 
reflected amid the brightest splendours of an unfaUen creation. 
Now we see Him in His spotless humanity, as the Omnipotent, 
the Almighty Creator of all things. We see Him in the 
midst of the storm on the sea of Galilee *' asleep on a pillow," 
— anon, " walking upon the waves " entering into the ship, 
breathing peace into the heart of man and His creation. As 
He entered the ship, so will He now enter His temple, the 
body of man by His graft, the Branch of that one immortal 
Spirit. We behold Him as the most High God, possessor of 
heaven and earth laying His hand upon the treasures of the 
ocean *' they are Mine" and having declared that "the seals 
His, and He made it,'' He turns round in His perfect humanity 
linking Himself with an obscure fisherman : " take that and 
give unto them, "for Me and thee" Laying down His glory 
tacome over the mountains of sin as the good Samaritan, in 
search of the poor wanderer, stripped by the enemy of maur 
kind laying half dead by the roadside; ''Binding up his 
wounds and pouring in oil and wine, setting him on his own 
beast'' with His own hands, paying the debt of Law and 
Gospel for him with the two-pence. This i&tbe God of Love 
who simply asks each one to-day : '' My son, give me thine 
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heart, and let thine eyes observe My ways.** — Our God, is not 
the austere^ the " hard man " that Christendom would make 
Him. Not knowing, " what manner of spirit they are of," 
they would if they had the power : " command fire to come 
down from heaven and consume" — nay, they would go 
farther, they would not suffer their enemies to be conan/med, 
but would keep them {burning in a lake of fire and brimstone 
in torments and endless misery throughout all eternity. They 
would consign yonder unfortunate woman to suffer endless 
torments in a literal fire for ever because she rejected the 
" sound " of salvation at the hands of her oppressors. Surely 
Christendom have drawn God with hard lines^ making Him 
out to be a most cruel, hard-hearted and unjust Judge. Is 
this the view held in Christendom to-day of the meek and 
lowly Jesus ; surely " His visage was " so marred " more than 
any man." Is this the view held by Christendom to-day of 
that God who is worthy : " to receive glory and honour and 
power : for Thou hast created all things^ and for Thy pleasure 
they are and were created ? ". If we obey God's word, we are 
commanded to love our enemies, and do good to them that 
hate and persecute us, and to forgive not only till seven times 
but till seventy times seven. Shall Christ teach us to forgive 
our enemies and will He refuse to forgive His enemies ? 
Shall not the Evil serve God? Will He then punish to 
all eternity that which must serve Him?. ''Master, who 
did sin, this man or his parents, that he was bom blind ? 
Jesus answered: neither hath this man sinned, nor his 
parents : but that the works of God should be made 
manifest in him." "Suppose ye that these Galileans, 
were sinners above all the GaUleans, because they suf- 
fered such things? I tell you nay, but except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish,'* It was against the Scribes 
Pharisees and Lawyers of Judaism — the empty formalist 
against whom Jesus hurled most threatening sentences. 
His arms were ever outstretched in mercy and compassion 
to the lame, the blind, the poor fatherless, widow and orphan. 
" Ye have the poor with you always, and whensoever ye vnll, 
— ^ye may do them good : but Me ye have not always." 
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Confessed blindness is not at all the difficulty with Christen- 
dom to-day — but professed sight without the power in an 
empty form using great swelling words of vanity, careering 
upon the wings of rhetoric and subside in a peroration amid 
fireworks and coloured lights which render the darkness 
more intense. 

A perfect knowledge of the deep mysteries of the kingdom 
is not to be obtained by stopping at ^^ first pHncipalSj' neither 
can the city be measured by reading this first volume only, 
like the parable in the Book of Ezekiel we must enter the 
'* deep waters " gradually. At the close of this first volume 
of the Flying Koll or " Extracts " you will lay down the book 
and conclude that " the waters were to the ankles.** At the 
end of the second volume you will find : " the waters were to 
the knees ; ** at the end of the third '* the waters were to the 
loins ; '** — ^but at the close of the fourth volume you will find

*« send out Thy light and Thy truth."— Psalm xliii\ 3. 
*' There is nothing covered, that shall not be revcalei ; anl hid, that shall 
not be known. "* Matt x. 26. 

What a grea*) relief it is, to know, that there is one desire 
of the heart, — 07ie prayer uttered by the whole human 
race. Breathed by all who have been blessed with eye-sight, 
and even by many born blind. — From the days of Adam 
down to this present time — and imtil time shall be no longer, 
— that one great universal prayer, has been, is, and shall be 
continued to be pomred out in every quarter of the globe, — 
by all peoples, multitudes, "nations and tongues. — ^What a 
comfort it is to feel, that in all this vast chaotic mass of 
opinions amongst men, that all can, — and do join in this one 
great canticle and breathe forth that heart- felt prayer of 
David : " send out Thy light." — Believers, unbelievers and 
uncivilized barbarians, have, and still are breathing that 
prayer as' regularly as this ball revolves. — ^The very atheist, 
who denies the existence of God, utters that prayer at times, 
— whether we look upon him in his bed of sickness restlessly 
turning upon his couch, through the tedious and silent 
watches of the night, — he anticipates and welcomes, light, — 
or, if we look at him in his solitary dungeon, he is ever sigh- 
ing for the few refreshing rays of light that penetrate through 
the iron bars which feebly light his dismal cell ;— or if we 
look at the mariner in his craft, tossed hither and thither by 
the angry waves of the ocean throughout the dark night,— or 
the mariner on his camel patiently tracking his course through 
the sandy desert in darkness, both are sUently, inwardly 
waiting for that blessed boon, — light. The Indian of the 
wilderness sighs for it, to resume his hunting. — In every 
heart that beats, — ^this one universal and cdmpreheiwive 
hosanna is breathed : " send out Thy light." — All love

light, natural or artificial. — Alas, on the other hand there are 
those in certain seasons who prefer darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds are evil, — they sigh for the hour of dark- 
ness that they may accomplish their evil deeds, — ^these turn 
light into darkness, their eye is evil. " my soul come not 
thou into their secrets," — they search for dark and secret 
places, believing that : " stolen waters are sweet, and bread 
eaten in secret is pleasant. But he knoweth not that the 
dead are there, and her guests in the depths of helL" — They 
know not that their secret deeds done in darkness shall be 
openly declared in daylight, for : " there is nothing covered 
that shall not be revealed ; and hid, that shall not be known." 
—In vain do foolish men seek hiding places to accomplish 
their evil deeds, saying : " no eye seeth me, none shall know, 
am I not covered up in darkness ? *' Whither canst thou go 
to hide from the presence of God ? — ^is it not written : " whither 
shall I go from Thy Spirit ? or whither shall I flee from Thy 
presence ?-^If I ascend up into heaven, Thou art there: 
If I make my bed in hell, behold. Thou art there. If I 
take the wings of the morning, and dwell in the uttermost 
parts of the sea ; even there shall Thy hand lead me. — ^Yea, 
the darkness hideth not from Thee ; but the night shineth as 
the day ; the darkness and the light are both alike ta Thee." — 
It is also a great source of joy and consolation, for us to 
know and feel, that every true believer and follower of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, can here drop all schism and help stay up 
our hands on the one side and on the other side and join us 
heart and soul in this holy prayer : " send out Thy light 
and Thy truth.'* That prayer has poured forth from the 
hearts of God's people in every generation and dispensation 
that has passed. That prayer has been munificently answered. 
Has not light and truth dwelt amongst us in flesh ? have 
we not had every shade and hue of light and every brilliant 
colour of truth ? have we not God's holy word in the humblest 
cot of the valley, — the poorest wigwam of the prairies, and ixx 
the most lonely cabin of the forest, in every language and 
tongue? — Have we not the light and the spirit of truth 
dwelling now amongst us, over-shadowing and clothing us in 



diffeient measures, and also in fulness as a wedding garment ? 
— Can we not rejoice and praise the Lord that we have been 
permitted to live in, and see these days; can we not sing 
with the prophet who foretold these days : " The days of visi- 
tation * are ' come." Can we not raise our hearts in unfeigned 
gratitude to our God and Father, and exclaim with Job : — 
** Thou hast granted me life and favour, and Thy visitation 
hath preserved my spirit.*' Or, shall the meek and lowly 
Jesus, the friend of sinners who wept over Jerusalem^-also 
weep over the dear believers in Jesus who are now staying up 
our hands and joining us in this united cry : " send out 
Thy light and Thy truth " shall they hear those words again 
repeated : " If thou hadst known, even ' thouy* at least in 
this thy day the things which belong unto thy peace ! — but 
now they are hid from thine eyes; because thou knewest 
not the time of thy visitation'* — If light and truth from Grod 
has been handed to man in past ages through His holy pro- 
phets. — ^If Thy light and Thy truth God came and dwelt 
in darkness and the darkness comprehended it not. If light 
and truth in Christ was handed to man by the Apostles. How 
much more O Lord shall Thy light and Thy truth be handed 
now to man in these the days of Thy visitation, when by Thy 
light and Thy truth, the blind shall receive his eye-sight — 
the dumb receive his speech — the deaf his hearing — the leper 
his cleansing — when the lame will be made whole and the 
blood of man cleansed from all evil, which at Thy first coming 
and former visitation was prefigured as a type or shadow of 
the substance now to follow. The shadow of better things to 
come. — ^Wherefore, I now call upon ye, Virgins of the New 
house of Israel and ye strong pillars of the latter house of 
Israel to come up now to the top of the hill, — ^because the days 
of Thy visitation, of Thy light and Thy truth are come. My 
hands are heavy, — ^place the white stone wherein Thy name is 
written, which no man kuoweth under me, that I may sit 
thereon. Stay up my feeble hands, ye Virgins, for they 
are ready to drop, — on the one side and on the other side and 
let us now in one heart and with one voice cry out : " O send 
oat Thy light and Thy troth," — "let them lead me ; let them 



bring me uut.i Thy holy hill, and to Thy tabernacles. Then 
wiU I go unto the altar of God, unto God my exceeding joy : 
yea, upon the harp will I praise Thee, God my Gk)d. 
deliver me from the deceitful and unjust man and from the 
oppression of the enemy. Israel shall prevail in this the day 
of Thy visitation and Amalek, with all his people, shall be 
discomfited by Thy double edged sword of Thy light and Thy 
truth in the hands of Thy servant Joshua. Tea, together we 
will glorify God in the day of visitation, for Thou wilt surely 
give us Thy light and Thy truth, Thy peace and joy, Thy life 
and immortality." — 

Where is the lover of Grod, the true lover of righteousness, 
wisdom, sanctification, redemption and pure holiness who 
does not ask and inwardly gi'oan from the innermost depth 
of his soul : *' send out Thy light and Thy truth."—" fools, 
and slow of heart to believe all that the prophets have, spoken : 
ought not Christ to have suffered these things, and to enter 
into His glory " that He might answer the prayer of David 
and send out His light and His truth ? Was it not expe- 
dient for you that Jesus should go away that He might send 
the Comforter of light and truth, to reprove the world of sin 
and of righteousness and of judgment ? Had not Jesus many 
things to say unto you, but how could man have received 
them at that time ? had not the Gentiles to be gathered in 
first before the mysteries could be unsealed ? before the days 
of visitation could come on the earth and His words have 
their fulfilment ? — Now the Spirit of light, life, and truth has 
come to cleanse and to quicken the bones of the whole house 
of Israel and lead them into all truth. — 

Is it not written that Jesus Christ is: "the true light, 
which lighteth every man that cometh into the world ? a 
burning and a shining light," — did not grace, " light and truth 
come by Jesus Christ?," — is He not: "the way, the truth 
and the life ? " — and is He not " a light to lighten the Gen- 
tiles?" — and do not all the Gentiles of every sect in 
Christendom join in this one united prayer with the Psalmist : 
" send out Thy light and Thy truth ? "—If so, then why do 
not all unitedly receive that one light and truth in one light 



and truth ? Do light and truth shine differently upon the 
various sects of Christendom ? — No, that one light and truth 
shines upon all men alike — ** Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and to-day and for ever " — that one light shines upon 
all alike, and is offered to all alike, without variableness or 
shadow of turning ; — ^then how does it come to pass that the 
Gentiles do not all receive that light alike ? — The reason is 
obvious and must be apparent to all. — Does not the sun in 
the firmament, — that bright burning light shine upon all 
men alike ? — No they do not receive it alike, albeit it is sent 
alike. — Some bask in the open light of the sun, — others 
refuse its rays and soften its light by means of green jalousies 
and other blinds; some receive it through stained windows 
and under shady trees. Some rejoice in a cloudless sky, which 
reveals the brightness of the sun, while others love thick 
clouds to obscure it. — So, in like manner the Gentiles may 
unite with us and exclaim : " send out Thy light and Thy 
truth '* — and up go " their *' glasses immediately,— down come 
fJieir blinds, close in their jalousies, stain their windows 
perhaps with quotations from the law, and away they run 
under their " own " tree ; — hence they receive that one light 
and one truth from different juxtapositions. Many look at 
the light as through a glass, darkly. Many believers feel 
unworthy of so much light and in their humility go and hide 
between the bare ribs of the ark of salvation by way of 
penance, there they groan and tremble, terrified at the fierce 
lashing of the outside waves. But Noah with his family 
can only live on the upper deck, very close to the window 
the only window in that ark — he needs all the light he can 
get through it without staining it or using blinds. Many 
believers will not receive the light and truth at first hand, 
they must receive it second hand through this and that 
popular preacher, verily believing that light and truth must 
come purer through his body. Others will not receive light 
and truth, unless it be mixed with artificial light from wax 
tapers — their light must savour of flowers, frankincense 
and must be adorned with rich tapestries. — Others again 
receive the light and the truth and seldom look at it, they 



never do any thinking for themselves, but let the parson do 
all the thinking for them, these carry the light and truth 
encased in blue silk velvet with gold or silver clasps to close 
up the light with, having finely embroidered book marks of 
silvern faith, hope and charity to mark out chapters which 
they have perhaps never read. — The orthodox old lady also, 
who has lost her spectacles for the last week will be almost 
certain to find them in the family Bible where they have 
remained since the previous Sunday evening ; — nor is it to 
be wondered at that the youths of this present age grow up 
with a hatred to light and truth, when they recall the many 
hours of punishment undergone in committing chapters and 
Psalms to memory ; albeit,, they still keep a large volume of 
the light and the truth on the highest shelf in the library, 
which has long since accumulated the dust of years, suffi- 
ciently thick to write out their own damnation with their 
finger upon its cover. — Many believers join with the Psalmist 
and say : " send out Thy light and Thy truth " that they 
may send it to the unconverted abroad but seldom think of 
the clouds of unbelief which eclipses the light from them- 
selves ; they are deeply concerned and are always straining 
for the mote in their brother's eye, but consider not the 
beam in their own eye. — Others again float on their own 
skiff with now the light all ablaze upon them and anon they 
are under deep and heavy clouds, — tossed and buffeted by a 
tumultuous sea ; they tremble at the darkening horizon and 
their bones melt within them at the sound of the voice of 
the thunders ; they are ever battling and struggling with the 
waves, they will cling to the surface of things, nor think that 
beneath this tempestuous surface, there dwelleth a serene and 
a holy calm, these are ever crying out: — *' Lord save us, we 
perish." Always looking on the surface of light and truth — 
but afraid to plunge in. When Jesus said : '* Destroy this 
temple and in three days I will raise it up " like the Jews 
they believe that He was speaking of the temple of Jeru- 
salem, not discerning the Lord's body, and like them are 
evej looking for outward signs — manifestations — excitements 
and revivals ; — and when Jesus saw Nathanael coming to 



Him and saith of him : " Behold an Israelite indeed in whom 
is no guile ! " from the answer of Jesus they conclude that 
He was speaking of Nathanael, not discerning the truth ; or 
when Jesus said : " See ye not all these things ? verily I 
say unto you, there shall not be left here one stone upon 
another, that shall not be thrown down " — they see not the 
spiritual teaching, nor the immortal house of the body, they 
look only on the surface discerning only temporal things. 
The words of light and truth blinds them, as when He said : 
" Consider the lilies of the field, how they grow ; they toil 
not, neither do they spin. And yet I say unto you, that 
Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one of these." — 
They consider not the four spirits that stand before the Lord 
of all the earth. Again, Jesus said : " There are yet four 
months^ and then cometh harvest, behold I say unto you, 
lift up your eyes, and look on the fields, for they are white 
already to harvest'* Can they discern the body of Jesus that 
was ready to be reaped for all mankind, for their transgres- 
sion, that His body might live for the living. — Jesus sent 
out seventy, but when He told them they must eat His flesh 
and drink His blood, — they went away. — He said unto the 
twelve, "will ye also go away.?" — Men will forget that 
Christ's first coming was for the soul, and that His second 
coming is for the body. At His first coming, oil was poured 
into man's wounds, for the soul, but the latter or second 
coming of Christ is to set man upon his own beast, and for 
Satcm to be destroyed.— At His first coming, the deep 
myBteries of the immortal church were only given in parable, 
till the time should come for them to be revealed, as a child 
in the womb of a woman. They then had ears, but .heard 
not ; eyes, but saw not, until the woman has brought forth. 
But after Jesus rose from the dead. He said : " These things 
have I spoken to you in proverbs : but the time cometh 
when I shall no more speak unto you in proverbs, but I shall 
shew you plainly of the Father." — Then He will give them 
ears to hear with, eyes to see with, and an heart to under- 
stand all parables and mysteries, and the depths of Satan » 
ai;id his workings of things long hid, then they will want no 



ministers, no one to teach them, for that immortal Spirit will 
be their minister and teacher ; " For there is nothing covered 
that shall not be revealed ; and hid that shall not be known." 
— Paul saw the stars, the offspring of the Apostles in his day, 
being not yet born, neither having done good nor evil ; he 
himself being born out of due time, which caused him to 
cry : " wretched man that I am " ! seeing that his body 
must be given to Satan for the destruction of the flesh. He 
said he had gained the soul, and there was a crown laid up 
for him, which God would give him at that day.— 

True Christianity does not consist in outward forms or 
ceremonies, neither does it consist in making long prayers, 
nor in fastings, nor in going about with a sad and disfigured 
countenance. The true Christian anoints his head and 
washes his face that he may not appear unto men to have 
fasted. He will enter the closet of his heart and shut to the 
door to the outside world, and alone he will open his heart 
in secret to his heavenly Father and worship Him in spirit 
and in truth. It is not a question with him as to whether 
]\e shall worship in this or that mountain, to him every 
place*where he worships is Jerusalem, the gates of heaven ; 
for the inhabitants of Jerusalem are those who are seeking 
for the purification of their mortal bodies, that they may be 
redeemed in the third watch of the eleventh hour *' these are 
they which came out of great tribulation, and have washed 
their robes in the blood of the Lamb." — ^He will not have 
his name heralded forth for any of his acts of philanthropy, 
much less will he permit his name to head a subscription 
list,~but he will refuse to let his left hand know what his 
right hand doeth ; — ^he will give cheerfully to the poor and 
not grudgingly, and in secret and unobserved by the world 
he will follow in labours of love and "visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction, and keep himself unspotted 
from the world." Far from making any outward profession, 
he will appear to be a deceiver, yet true, and bow his head in 
humble and holy submission to slander and all false accusa- 
tions, he will bear with resignation all trials and afflictions no 
matter in what shape or form they come, for he well knows 



that he can only be tried by an unjust thing. He will kiss 
the rod of God that chastens him, and Uck the knife of God 
that wounds him ; all trials drive him nearer and nearer to 
Christ. Herein is the counterfeit Christian detected, he cannot 
bear many trials, especially trials from his own household, he 
takes offence at them and goeth away. The true Christian 
can never be driven away for he will walk in the footprints of 
the meek and lowly Jesus, and keep his eye single to Christ. 
He will walk in and out of the rich pastures of Christ 
renewing his strength day by day and dwell in the Spirit. 
This is the true Israelite who can never seek revenge and who 
will always seek to overcome evil, by doing good. — The true 
Israehte will say with David : " send out * thy ' light and 
•THY ' truth,"— for no other light, no other truth can be light 
or truth to him. — He must receive his light and truth direct 
from the throne of God. Upon that light and truth only can 
he feed. He can say : " The Lord is my light and my salva- 
tion." The true child of Abraham is always crying out for 
more light to see and understand truth in all its beauty, — 
he will not suffer another man to stand between himself and 
that light ; — ^he will not accept light marred by the hand of 
man. He will have the whole light to shine fully upon 
himself, whilst he himself advances nearer towards that light, 
that he may see himself just as he is by nature, and as he 
will be in immortality, " if he hold the beginning of his con- 
fidence steadfast unto the end." He mourns deeply over the 
many stains and spots which he finds upon his garment and 
seeks to have them removed and have his blood cleansed. 
In drawing nigh unto the light, the brighter the light shines 
upon him, and the better able to discern stains he never saw 
before; — ^he exclaims: "woe is me! for I am undone; — 
because I am a man of unclean lips, and I dwell in the midst 
of a people of unclean lips "—but there he remains until the 
live coal from the altar touches his lips, and until that light 
pierces through him " even to the dividing asunder of soul 
and spirit, and of the joints and marrow." — 

In a more special manner we will now call upon all the 
members of the house of Israel, both of the first and of 
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the second watch of the visitation, to lift up their hands 
with all the Virgins of this third watch and unitedly let 
us cry : " send out Thy light and Thy truth," that all 
may see the tabernacle of the visitation clearly, in one light 
and one truth. That the members of the house of Israel 
both of the old house and the new may see with one eye 
the truth recorded in the twentieth and following verses 
of the twenty-first chap, of the gospel by John. — Before 
we enter into this part of our discourse, we believe that in 
justice to the Jews and to all the Gentiles in Christendcnn 
we ought to tell them that they have nothing to do with 
this subject, it concerns the house of Israel, and them 
only, so that all others are requested to pass over to the next 
point in our discourse. — house of Israel who have been 
called to the visitation of these latter days. house of 
Ephraim and Manasseh let us join hands for a moment 
and raise them up in one unbroken circular chain and 
exclaim : " send out Thy light and Thy truth." — Beloved ! 
we are fully satisfied and convinced, indeed "We speak 
that we do know, and testify that we have seen " when 
we positively affirm that the members of the second watch 
of the former or old house, never clearly understood the 
mission of the instrument who opened the first watch of 
the last visitation. Neither did they clearly understand 
the mission of the instrument who opened the second watch, 
though he dwelt among them, and they were privileged 
to hear his voice, yet they did not understand the speech 
of John, any more than Peter understood the deep mysteries 
of the Kingdom of God. And why could they not under- 
stand the words of Yaakov ? for the very same reason that 
Peter could not understand the words of Jesus; — ^Hia 
words applied to the time of the end, or third and last 
watch of the eleventh hour. Beloved, once more let us call 
upon the God of Abraham Isaac and Jacob '' send oat 
Thy light and Thy truth " and reveal to Thy people the 
true interpretation of the words : " If I will that He tarry 
till I come, what is that to thee ? follow thou Me." 
''Three times" did Jesus show Himself to His disciples 
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after His resurrectioD. Tlie third and last time He dwelt in 
immortality^ and now He invited His disciples '*to dine" 
with Him. After dinner Jesns asked Simon Peter *^ three 
times " : " Lovest thou Me ? " Jesns said : " Feed My lambs, 
feed My sheep." Beloved, I need not remind thee why 
Jesus did not say : " Feed My cattle " — the time for the 
cattle of Israel to be gathered was then, yet afar off ; as it 
is written: "Lo, it is yet high day, neither is it time that 
the cattle should be gathered together : water ye the sheep, 
and go and feed them (the Gentiles). And they said: we 
cannot until all the flocks be gathered together and tiU they 
roll the stone from the well's mouth " — " other sheep I have 
which are not of this fold" — He then showed Peter the 
death He should glorify God by, namely tied to the cross 
and said "Follow me" — ^but Peter ever zealous and im- 
petuous, turned suddenly round to John and requested our 
Lord to tell him, what this man would do ? by what 
death shall he glorify God? — but our Lord gave Peter to 
understand that he would tarry and glorify God by his 
life. Our Lord had other work for John to do as our 
Lord on a former occasion prayed and said : '^ I pray not 
that Thou shouldest take them out of the world, but that 
Thou shouldest keep them from the evil" — and from our 
Lord's remark to Peter, the saying went abroad among the 
brethren, that that disciple should not die. But this was an 
erroneous inference they drew from His words, for Jesus 
said not : ** he shall not die ; " but, " if I will that he tarry 
tiU I come, what is that to thee."^Now, it will be re- 
membered that before the death of Jesus, the Mother of 
Zebedee's children with her sons, " James and John " came 
to Jesus worshipping Him, and desiring a certain thing of 
Him, namely '' grant that these my two sons may sit, the 
one on Thy right hand, and the other on the left hand 
in Thy Kingdom." — ^N"ow mark the answer of Jesus : " Ye 
shaU drink indeed of My cup, and be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized with : but to sit on My right 
hand, and on My left, is not Mine to give, but it shall be 
given to them, for whom it is prepared of My Father.**— 
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When the ten heard it (the ten tribes) they were moved 
with indignation against the two brethren, (two tribes 
Ephraim and Manasseh). Jesus then went on to show 
to the ten brethren, that the greatest among them should be 
their minister, and the chief, should be servant, even as 
Jesus taught them by washing their feet. — Now observe, 
that John was the disciple whom " Jesus loved." — He 
had leaned his head upon His bosom, and better knew 
than any of the others, the painful beatings of his Lord's 
sorrowful heart. Who also asked Jesus at the last supper 
"Lord, which is he that betrayeth Thee?"— his place was 
a position of honour, as the position of Mary also was, which 
she had chosen, at His feet, which part shall " not be 
taken away from her ; " and we humbly pray that the God 
of Israel will now sead out His light with such force 
that it may break the alabaster box, that its precious spike- 
nard may be poured on the heads of Ephraim and Manasseh 
and run down their beards : " like the precious ointment 
upon the head, that ran down upon the beard, even Aaron's 
beard : that went down to the skirts of his garments " — and 
that the spittle may be removed, which has fallen upon 
the beards of the old house. — John the beloved of Jesus, 
is also " the disciple which testilieth of these things, and 
wrote these things ; " and the same disciple who afterwards 
wrote those three beautiful Epistles which bear his name, 
wherein he tells us that " God is light " and " if we walk 
in the light, as He is in the light, we have fellowship" 
and he gave the true test of true Christianity: "He that 
saith, I know Him, and keepeth not His commandments, is a 
liar, and the truth is not in him." — ^''I have not written 
to you because ye know not the truth, but becaujie ye 
know it " and at the close of the second and third Epistles 
he tells us : " Having many things to write unto you, I 
would not write with paper and ink : but I trust to come 
unto you, and speak \face to face^ that our joy inay be full." 
— ^We next hear from John in " the isle of Patmos, for the 
word of God, and for the testimony of Jesus Christ. I was 
in the Spirit on the Lord's day, and heard behind me a great 
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voice, as of a trumpet," — which said : — " Write the things 
which thou hast seen, and the things tvhich are, and the 
things which shcUl be hereafter^ — We next hear from John 
in the second watch of the last hour in the last dispen- 
sation. Is the question asked: ''who art thou"? "what 
sayest thou of thyself" ? — the answer re-echoes : "The voice 
of one crying in the wilderness, make, straight the way of 
the Lord." — " at midnight there was a cry made : — Behold, 
the bridegroom cometh ; go ye out to meet Him." — All his 
works, and all the words which were taken from his mouth, 
lo! are they not written in the book of records of the 
chronicles of Israel ? — " send out Thy light — and Thy 
truth " — ^Thou God of Abraham Isaac and Jacob, for Thou 
art not the God of the dead, but of the living, and " many 
shall come from the east and from the west, and shall sit 
down, with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob in the ' kingdom of 
heaven''* "But the children of the * kingdom' shall be 
cast into outer darkness ; there shall be weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth " — for verily I say unto you : I have not found 
so great faith, no, not in Israel.'* — send out Thy light and 
Thy truth — " There shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth, 
when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and all 
the prdphets, ia the 'kingdom of God' and you yourselves 
thrust out " — and I teU you of a truth, there be some stand- 
ing here, which shall not taste of death, till they see the 
Elingdom of God." — " But if ye hear not Moses and the 
prophets, neither will ye be persuaded, though one rose from 
the dead." — " Had ye believed Moses, ye would have believed 
Me : for he wrote of Me. But if ye believe not his writings, 
how shall ye believe My words." — send out Thy light and 
Thy truth and let the whole house of Israel know that the 
same Jesus who said : '' K I will that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee " also said unto John: ^' Thou must 
prophesy 'again' before many peoples, and nations, and 
tongues, and kings " — ^And are not those prophesies recorded 
in the books of the house of Israel to this day ? — and was not 
John commanded to '' seal up those things which the seven 
thunders uttered 1 " — ^but did he not afterwards take the 
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little book and eat it up ? — sweet as honey in his mouth, but 
bitter to the belly ?. — house of Israel learn and understand, 
that among the prophesies uttered by John and still on 
record, that he said : " I have wandered ' three * times round 
this globe for the immortal life of my body, and God has said 
to me : * Thou shalt plant, and another SHALL REAP.' How 
many tears and bitter reflections have they caused me ! but 
must not God's will be done ? " — Have ye so soon forgotten 
some of his last utterances upon the Island : *' when my 
preaching is done, his shall commence. Let no man's heart 
fail him to fight this battle, it is the battle of the Lord, and 
by seventy shall He overcome. I am this day delivered into 
the hands of the world, to do as they will unto me : I am 
their prisoner, for I am a prisoner until the last man of the 
one hundred and forty-four thousand is gathered."— ** My 
departure will be sudden, and many that will desire to see 
me, will not see me, but there are that will not desire to see 
me, and ^vill see me** "The Spirit of God is' now dividing 
the old and new (houses) as Jesus' parable of the new piece of 
cloth and the old garment." — ^And behold, this day we see 
the new house sprouted from the stump of the old house, 
and the glory of the latter house shall far excel in glory that 
of the former, and it is written : " The elder shall serve the 
younger" — and "many that are first shall be last, and the 
last shall be first." — ^Again, I would recall to your remem- 
brance the words of John which saith : " The first house was 
destroyed, is the second house to be so ? — I am the prisoner 
until the one hundred and forty-four thousand are gathered. 
I have been bound as in chains, and the whole world is 
watching me. There are two watchmen, and well it is with 
the house of Israel, if they have the watchman by day and 
the watchman by night." And herein we behold the pro- 
phesy uttered by Zechariah fulfilled : ** And it shall come to 
pass, that in all the land, saith the Lord, two parts (first and 
second) therein shall be cut off and die ; but the * third' 
shall be left therein. And I will bring the ^ third' part 
throtigh the fire, and will refine them as silver is refined, €tnd 
will tiy them as gold is tried : they shall call on My name, 
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and I will hear ihem : I will say, it is My people : and they 
shall say, the Lord is my Grod."— Again, I would invite your 
attention house of Israel to the words of John who said : 
** For my words which I give unto thee * sha II appear to the 
vxyrULy and to those which are not in the Spirit — as from 
Satan ; for he will seek to frustrate them, even to them 
which are in the Spirit ; but the day is at hand thxJt they mil 
he had in honour in all nations, even to those that are not 
in the Spirit/' — Thus Beloved, we see our text fulfilled this 
day : " send out Thy light and Thy truth, for there is 
nothing covered that shall not be revealed ; nor hid, that 
shall not be known."-^0 house of Israel hast thou discerned 
my speech ? — if what has now been said, is a parable to the 
world, should it be a parable to thee ? — ^We have placed the 
Mother of Zebedee's children, James and John before thee : 
J, A, J. We have placed the three watches of the visitation 
before thee, the first, second aud third: "the 'woman* — 
*John' and 'James\'* Have not each one separately drank 
of the cup of wormwood and gall in misery's deepest cell, to 
the very dr^s ? — have not each one been baptized with the 
same baptism that Jesus was baptized with ? — for remember, 
Jesus was baptized twice: the first time, in water in the 
river Jordan — ^baptized, or immersed into the waters of 
Jordan and raised up out of the waters of Jordan into the 
Spirit, Christ ; — and He was baptized the second time into 
death, and descended into hell and rose again (in newness of 
life) into immortality; and did not Jesus tell James and 
John that they would be baptized in like manner — that John 
might ''prophesy again before many peoples, and nations, 
and tongues and kings " — and that James the servant of 
God and of the Lord Jesus Christ, might write the Epistle to 
the twelve tribes, which are scattered abroad, greeting." — 
house of Israel ye can discern the face of the sky and the 
signs of the times, can ye not understand my speech ? — Ye 
can understand how Samuel was dead and buried in Bamah, 
" Even in his ovm city " and how that he appeared imto Saal 
and warned him of the things which were shortly to befiedl 
Israel — ^Ye can discern how "the maid"—*" the young man "— ^ 
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and Lazarus were brought forth, all of which are parables to 
the world, for they can only look upon the surface— the 
miracle to them. — Ye can understand that : " the graves were 
opened ; and many bodies of the saints which slept " arose,'' 
and came out of the graves after the resurrection of Jesus 
and went into " the holy city " — but why these things were 
done, the Gentiles have never understood to this day, because 
the deeper mysteries are hidden from them ; but ye under- 
stand them. Ye can also to a very great extent comprehend 
that "voice" which came out of the throne, saying: Praise 
our God, all ye His servants, and ye that fear Him, "both 
small and great.'* And that " voice " which said [unto John : 
"Write, blessed are they which are called unto the marriage 
supper of the Lamb " And John fell at his feet (at the feet 
of that ''voice'') to worship ''him" — "And "HE*' said 
unto me (to John) See thou do it not : " I AM thy fellow 
SERVANT, and of " THY BEETHEEN " that have the testi- 
mony of Jesus : worship God : for the testimony of Jesus, 
is the Spirit of prophesy." — Ye can quite understand how 
that Jesus took Peter, James, and John into a high mountain 
apart by themselves " And there appeared unto them Elias 
with Moses : and they were talking with Jesus." " And the 
mce which came out of the cloud, saying: ''This is My 
beloved Son, hear Him. And suddenly, when they had 
looked " round aiout " they saw no man any more, save 
Jesus" but remember that Jesus charged them that they 
should tell no man what things they had seen, till the son of 
man were risen from the dead. — And they kept that sajring 
with themselves, questioning one with another what the 
rising from the dead should mean " — and Beloved is it not so 
to-day with the old house whose eyes are holden to see 
the visitation of the third watch — are they not questioning 
one with another what the "further faith " of which John 
spake should mean ? — ^Ye can understand the contention 
that took place between Michael the Archangel and Satan 
concerning " the body of Moses."— Ye can enter into the 
spirit and deep mysteries of these things, yet strange^to say 
ye cannot understand the simple words of Jesus to James 
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and John : *' Ye shall indeed drink of the cup that I drink of ; 
and with the baptism that I am baptized vnthcd shall ye he 
baptized.** — honse of Israel can ye not see: "the bright 
light which is in the clouds ? " — 

At the close of the second dispensation God ordained: 
''that repentance and remission of sins should be preached in 
His name among all nations, beginning at Jerusalem."'^ 
''Unto yaw first God having raised up His Son Jesus, sent 
Him to bless you, in turning away every one of you from his 
iniquities " — " Jesus sent forth the twelve, and commanded 
them, saying : go not into the way of the Gentiles and into 
any city of the Samaritans enter ye not." — " It was necessary 
that the word of God should ^raf have been spoken to you : 
but seeing ye put it from you, and judge yourselves unworthy 
of everlasting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles." — These words 
were spoken when the second dispensation was closed and 
the third dispensation opened. — This was a type of the 
closing of the second watch of the visitation and opening 
of the third watch, — God ordained that "Life" and " vntmor- 
tality " should be handed in His name among all nations. 
At the opening of the third watch, 1875, — the immortal 
Spirit sent His servant with instructions to Jerusalem, com- 
manding him not to go in the way of the Grentiles, nor into 
any city of the Samaritans. For it was necessary that the 
" Flying Boll " should first have been handed to the Members 
of the second watch of the house of Israel ; — but seeing they 
put it from them, and judged themselves unworthy of immor- 
tality, lo we turned to the Gentiles, to gather the outcasts of 
Israel and the dispersed of Judah. — ^As the Lord spake to 
Jeremiah, so did the Lord speak unto His servant in a vision, 
unto whom He gave the key of the third watch and said : 
" Take thee a Soil of a Book, and write therein all the words 
thai I h/we spoken unto thee against Israel, and against 
Judah, and against all the nations, — it may be that the house 
of Judah will hear all the evil which I purpose to do unto 
them ; that they may return every man from his evil way, 
that I may forgive their iniquity and their sin." — ^And as 
Jeremiah was ^' shut up*' that he could not "go i/nto" the

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house of the Lord "-r-even so was the man of Qod bound in 

chains for the hope of Israel. — " And Baruch took the roll 

in liis hand, and came unto them "—''And it came to pass 

that when Jehudi had read three or four leaves, he cut it with 

the penknife and cast it into the fire that was on the hearth, 

until all the Boll was consumed in the fire that was on the 

hearth. Yet they were not afraid, nor rent their garments, 

neither the king, nor any of his servants that heard all these 

words." — The whole house of Israel must know that this was 

fulfilled in substance at the opening of the third watch of the 

visitation, — for, when those of the second watch had read 

three or four leaves of the EoU they cast it into the fire, until 

the EoU was consumed in the fire that was on the hearth ; — 

yet they were not afraid, nor rent their garments. And as 

Elnathan and Delaiah and Gemariah had made intercession 

to the king that he would not bum the EoU ; but he would 

not hear them ; — even so did the woman, the representative 

of the first watch plead, that he would not burn the EoU ; bid 

he vmild not hear her. Then the word of the Lord came to 

Jeremiah, after the king had burned the EoU, saying : "Take 

thee again another EoU, and write in it aU the former words 

that were in the first EoU, which Jehoiakim the king of 

Judah hath burned, and thou shalt say to Jehoiakim king of 

Judah, thus saith the Lord: Thou hast burned this EoU 

.saying: why hast thou written therein saying: the King of 

Babylon shaU certainly come and destroy this land, and shaU 

cause to cease from thence man and beast. Therefore, thus 

saith the Lord of Jehoiakim king of Judah : He shall have 

none to sit upon the throne of David, and his dead body shaU 

be cast out in the day to the heat, and in the night to the 

frost. And I wiU punish him and his seed and his servants 

for their iniquity." — ^Then took Jeremiah another I^oU, and 

save it to Baruch the scribe, who wrote therein from the 

mouth of Jeremiah aU the words of the Book which Jehoiakim 

king of Judah has burned in the fire : and there were added 

besides unto them viyiny like words.'' — Wherefore house of 

Israel and ye Members of the second watch, — because ye have 

done this thing and knew not the day of thy visitation* when 
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I sent the " Flying Eoll " first unto thee : Thus saith the 
Lord : ** Thou shalt have none to sit upon the throne of 
David, and thy dead body shall be cast into the grave. 
None of thy seed shall enter the Holy of Holies of My 
Temple, — they shall not pass the gates of the Inner Court, 
because thou knewest not the days of My visitation ; for as I 
sent My servant Ezekiel unto the children of Israel in former 
days, even so, I sent the son of man with the seventh key to 
unlock the third and last watch of My visitation. — As I com- 
manded My servant Ezekiel to " eat this Eoll " even so, I 
commanded My servant John to take the little book which 
was open in the hand of the angel who stood upon the sea 
and upon the earth, and to "eat it," which caused his belly 
to turn bitter. Even so, I commanded the son of man to 
" eat this Boll " and commanded him to go unto the house of 
Israel and speak My words unto them. For thou art not 
sent to a people of a strange speech and of an hard language, 
but to the house of Israel, — ^but the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee; for they will not hearken unto Me. 
And behold, I have made thy face strong against their 
faces, and thy forehead strong against their foreheads 
As an adamant, harder than flint have I made thy fore- 
head : fear them not, neither be dismayed at their looks 
though they be a rebellious house. — Son of. man, aU 
My words that I shall speak unto thee, receive in thine 
heart, and hear with thine ears. And go, get thee to 
them of the captivity, unto the children of thy people and 
speak unto them, and tell them : Thus saith the Lord God ; 
whether they will hear, or whether they will forbear." — So 
the Spirit lifted me up, and took me away, and I went in 
bitterness, in the heat of my spirit ; but the hand of the Lord 
was strong upon me. — ^The words which were spoken to the 
prophet Zechariah were ordained for these latter days, — ^they 
were to be fulfilled during the 1335 days of Daniel in the 
third and last watch of the visitation. The " Flying Eoll " is 
the signal of death to the world and life to Israel and so it is 
written : "Then I turned, and lifted up mine eyes, and looked, 
and behold a "Flying Eoll ;" and He said unto me, what seest 
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thou ? and I answered, I see a " Flying Roll ;" the length 
thereof is twenty cubits, and the breadth thereof ten cubits. 
Then He said unto me, this is the curse that goeth forth over 
the face of the whole earth : for every one that stealeth shall 
be cut oflP as on this side according to it ; and every one that 
sweareth shall be cut off as on that side according to it. 
I will bring it forth, saith the Lord of hosts, and it shall 
enter into the house of the thief, and into the house of him 
that sweareth falsely by My name : and it shall remain in 
the midst of his house, and shall consume it with the timber 
thereof and the stones thereof." — " And the words of the 
Lord came unto me saying : Take silver and gold, and make 
crowns, and set them upon the head of Joshua, the high 
priest ; and speak unto him, saying : — Thus speaketh the 
Lord of hosts, saying : Behold the man whose name is " the 
Branch; " and he shall grow up out of his place, and he shall 
'^ Build the Temple of the Lord,'' Even he shall build the 
temple of the Lord ; and he shall beat the glory, and shall set 
and rule upon his throne ; and he shall be a priest upon his 
throne : and the counsel of peace shall be between them both. 
— And they that are afar off shall come and build in the 
temple of the Lord, and ye shall know that the Lord of hosts 
hath sent me unto you. And this shall come to pass, if ye 
will diligently obey the voice of the Lord your God *' — and 
so shall the words of David be fulfilled " And he rode upon a 
cherub, and did fly ; yea, he did fly upon the wings of the 
wind" — and so shall the vision of John be fulfilled as it is 
written : *' And I beheld, and heard an angel flying through 
the midst of heaven, saying with a loud voice : Woe, woe, 
woe, to the inhabiters of the earth by reason of the other 
voices of the ^* trumpet'' of the '^ three" angels, which are 
yet to sound." — The third woe is now heralded by the 
trumpet of the third angel in this third and last watch of the 
visitation. " And I saw 'another angel fly in the midst of 
heaven, having the everlasting gospel to preach unto them 
that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred and 
tongue and people, saying with a loud voice : fear God, and 
give glory to Him ; for the hour of His judgment is come : 
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and worship Him that made heaven and earth, and the aea, 
and the fountains of waters. And there followed another 
angel, saying Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great city ; be- 
cause she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of 
her fornication." — ^For this cause the Lord hath ordained that 
the "'flying Boll " shall be sent to all nations ** to bring the 
living earth out from among the dead earth and to warn all 
the inhabiters of the earth of the judgments of God which 
aie now about to fall — for the " day of the Lord" is here. 
This is the third and last watch of Grod's last visitation and 
He is now sending SUs last message to man that all men may 
be without excuse, when they stand before the judgment seat 
of Christ — *' And it shall come to pass in that day, I will 
hear, saith the Lord, I will hear the heavens (that is to say : 
the immortal Spirits, they knowing what is in the earth), and 
they shall hear the earth." — (the mortal spirits)— The 
heavens and the earth shall hear the heavenly " voice" — This 
" flying Eoll " will be delivered into the hands of the wise 
and the learned saying : read this I pray thee, and he saith : 
I cannot^ for it is sealed. Again the book is delivered to him 
that is unlearned, saying : read this I pray thee, — ^he cannot 
because he is not learned,— but the outcasts of Israel and 
the dispersed of Judah will read it and see the light and the 
truth by the immortal Spirit. It is '' like unto treasure hid 
in a field ; the which when a man hath found, he hideth, and 
for joy thereof goeth and selleth all that he hath, (evil) and 
buyeth that field." — " Go, inquire of the Lord for me and for 
them that are left in Israel and in Judah, concerning the 
words of the book that is found,"— the " flying Eoll " that is 
found in Israel. — It is the stone that was lost, but is now 
found, it is found with those who seek the immortal Spirit 
to do the work in them : '^ Wherefore also it is contained in 
the scripture, behold, I lay in Sion a chief corner stone, elect 
precious : and he that believeth on Him shall not be con- 
founded. Unto you therefore which believe. He is precious ; 
but unto them which be disobedient, the stone which the 
builders disallowed, the same is made the head of the 
comer." — *^ And whosoever shall fall on this stone shall be 
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broken (the death of the body) ; but on whomsoever it shall 
fall, it will grind him to powder." The second death till the 
final resurrection. — '' Fools despise wisdom and instruction, — 
men do not despise a thief, if he steal to satisfy his soul when 
he is hungry ; but if he be found, he shall restore sevenfold ; 
he shall give all the substance of his house, even his body. — 
Despise not prophesyings and quench not the Spirit. See 
that ye refuse not Him that speaketh. For if they escaped 
not who refused Him that spake on earth, much more shall 
not we escape if we turn away from Him that speaketh from 
heaven. For, the Lord is now sending out His light and His 
truth, and — " our God is a consuming fire." — ^We warn all 
men to be very careful how they trifle with the words of this 
** Flying Eoll " for every man that is an enemy to this word 
is as a Philistine, and the word which they have is the corn 
they produce, men's traditions. — The Lord has commanded 
His witnesses and His children, to go forth with the Lamp of 
His light and His truth and with His Spirit as Lambs among 
wolves. They are now commanded to go forth with the fire- 
brand of the immortal Spirit which He has ordained, called 
and chosen them to wield now in this third and last watch of 
His visitation, — being the fire of which Jesus speaks : " I am 
come to send fire on the earth** — And so it is written : " In 
that day will I make the governor of Judah like an hearth of 
fire among the wood, and like a torch of fire in a sheaf ; and 
they shall devour all the people round about, on the right 
hand and on the left." — The witnesses and Virgins of the 
New house of Israel are commanded to take the firebrands of 
the Spirit, and to turn tail to tail, and to put a firebrand 
in the midst between the two tails of the foxes, and to set the 
brands on fire, and to let them go into the standing corn 
of the Philistines, and burn up both the shocks and the 
standing corn with the vineyards and olives. — The foxes 
are figurative of Jew and Gentile who spoil the vines of 
light and truth, who through unbelief "make the faith 
of God without eifeet;*' the foxes of Christendom of 
whom Solomon spake "Take us the foxes, the little 
foxes that spoil the vines." — The vines being the branches 
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of Christ. The preaching of Christendom is as the standing 
com of the Philistines which they give to the people.*-- 
Every one that has the Spirit of God shall run between the 
law and gospel, — ^the law being the Jew'3 tail, and the gospel 
the Gentile's tail ; and it shall consume their words,— their 
com, till root and branch of their controversies and argu- 
ments are destroyed. — ^This is the war in heaven between 
immortal and the mortal, — ^being the armies of heaven, 
having the everlasting gospel to preach to them that d well 
on the earth. So every male, which is Zion below, who joins 
himself to Zion above, shall overcome. And every female, 
which is Jerusalem below, who joins herself to Jerusalem 
above, becomes the Bride of the living God ;— then the trum- 
pet shall be blown, and the dead shall be raised, and shall 
hear the trumpet of the Flying Eoll — the trumpet of victory. 
Then their king whom the world ^saved, shall be chained 
down for a thousand years, being taken captive with his 
army ; — then the whole planet shall rest a thousand years ; 
— even the sea with the lakes, and the four rivers, and all 
things therein. And the planet shall give its increase of all 
things sown therein, there being nothing to root up or de- 
stroy ; and the redeemed shall possess this planet with their 
King, every man then knowing there is but one God. " For 
verily I say unto you, if ye have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed (Christ) ye shall say unto this mountain (death), remove 
hence to yonder place, and it shall remove; and nothing shall 
be impossible unto you." — Jesus compares the people of God 
to a grain of mustard seed, which is the smallest of all seeds, 
but becomes a tree, so that the fowls of the air lodge in the 
branches of it, which are those who obtain the salvation of 
their souls. The beasts of the field who shelter under it, are 
the cattle of Israel who obtain the redemption of both soul 
and body, and the mountain that this faith is to remove is 
the evil — and the two-edged sword of light and truth will 
plead every man's cause, whether temporal or spiritual. 
Thus saith the Lord : " Every man's right will be restored 
to him, even to the first Adam." — '* And other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold *' — this fold being the incorrup- 
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tible> for He was then speaking to the tribes Judah md Ben- 
jamin. '' Them also I must bring, and they shall hear My 
voice ; and there shall be one fold and one shepherd." These 
are the seed of the two tribes which I must bring with the 
seed of the ten tribes, " wJio are,'' and who were then dis- 
persed among the Gentiles. For the two tribes that Jeaus 
came to (His own) said : " will He go to the dispersed (of 
larael) among the Gentiles ? — ^The seed of thede whom God 
sets His hand a second time to, will hear His voice. — 
Thus saith the Lord God : Behold I will take the stick of 
Joseph, which is in the hand of Ephraim, and the tribes of 
larael, his fellows, and will put them with him, even with 
the stick of Judah, and make them one nation in the land of 
Israel, that land being the immortal Spirit, and they all shall 
have one shepherd* — ^As Jesus is the light of the world, so is 
the house of Israel ; — ^bj'^ their works ye shall know them. 
" The remnant of Israel shall not do iniquity, nor speak lies, 
neither shall a deceitful tongue be found in their mouth." — 
Then will the world be after them, to trade and have them 
over their business. — ^When Joseph was in prison, he was 
next to the head jailor, and when out of prison, he was next 
to the king himself; — for "he that entereth in by the door 
is the shepherd of the sheep." Every man who entereth in, 
as Jesus entered at the river Jordan, the same is the shep- 
herd of the sheep, being the Church of the first-born. — The 
first flock is, in their mortal lives, — ^the second flock is, the 
immortal : " This mortal must put on immortality " and the 
third flock is, the incorruptible, — " and this corruptible must 
put on incorruption." — 

The " Flying Roll *' is to every true believer in Christ— a 
savour of life imto life; and to every unbeliever it is a 
savour of death unto death. It is the two-edged sword 
which goeth out of the mouth of Him that rides on the white 
horse, — He is called : "Faithful and True " and in righteous- 
ness He doth judge and make war ; — with the sword of light 
and truth, He will smite the nations, and rule th^m with a 
tod of iron, and tread down the winepress of the fierceness 
fthd wrath of Almighty God, and He is clothed in a vesture 
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dipped in blood, (scarlet being the emblem of immortality) 
and He is called ** the word of God" and His followers follow 
Him also upon white horses, being Virgins, they are clothed 
in fine linen, white and clean. And in the midnight of 
this Ihird watch it will smite all the first-bom in the land of 
Egypt, from the first<bom of Pharaoh who sits upon the throne, 
nnto the first-born of the captive in the dungeon, — and all the 
fiist-bom of cattle. — But wherever He seeth the blood upon 
the lintel, and on the two side posts (the scarlet or wedding 
garment, immortality) the Lord will pass over that door, and 
will not suffer the destroyer to come in to smite thee. As it 
is written : ** Then shall two be in the field, the one shall be 
taken, and the other left— ^Two women shall be grinding at 
the mill ; the one shall be taken, and the other left." — 
'* Watch therefore : for ''tfe " know not what hour your Lord 
doth come." — ^It is light and truth and "the bright light 
which is in the clouds '* to every true believer in Christ ; By 
it, the Lord will go before the children of Israel by day in a 
pillar of a cloud, to lead them the way to occupy the land, 
the inheritance of the body ; — and by night, a pillar of fire, to 
give them light, to go by day and by night. It will go before 
them to lead them, — and behind them to divide the Egyp- 
tians from the children of the kingdom. To all Egyptians 
it will be a doud of darkness. — It is the fiery furnace seven 
times heated, into which Shadrach, Meshach and Abed-nego 
were cast. The flame of fire from this " Living Roll,** will 
slay the men who took up the " three '* Hebrew children, 
whilst they will be freed from Satan's clothing in which they 
were bound and walk in the light of that furnace with the 
Son of God — ^0 Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful to 
answer thee in this matter, — our God whom we serve is able 
to deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, for we shall 
come forth from the crucible as gold, and the bitterness of 
the furnace will be turned to sweetness, and He will deliver 
us out of thine hand, king ; for that which we have seen 
and heard we now declare unto you in this *' Living Flying 
RoU ," that all the seed of Israel may have fellowship with us 
and be gathered home to their own bam. — This Boll is the 
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** Flying Roll of Life '* it is Spirit and life, it is not a 
cunningly devised fable, but light and truth — '* The word of 
the Living God *' God*s last message to man — ^given now 
through the *' Man of God bound in chains for the hope of 
Israel, in the third and last watch of [God's last visitation to 
man." — It will lead every true child of Abraham by the 
hand and show him the road to the covenant of ''light 
of Life " — to " Immortality " — that thy mortal body see 
not corruption ; — for in it, all the deep mysteries of the 
kingdom of God will be revealed which have been 
covered and kept secret from the foundation of the world. 
There is nothing which has been spoken in darkness, 
or in parable but will be revealed in it and by it*— and all 
the prophesies which hitherto have been hid from the under* 
standing of man shall be made known, for " His secret is with 
the righteous " " The Lord God of the holy prophets sent 
His angel to show unto His servants the things which must 
shortly be done ; " for ** the secret of the Lord is with them 
that fear Him ; and He will show them His covenant " — 
" These things saith He that is holy, He that is true, He that 
hath the key of David, He that openeth, and no man shutteth, 
and shutteth and no man openeth." — " He that is of God 
heareth God's words." But the true child of Abraham, the 
true seed of Israel only will understand the way in which his 
" blood shall be made flesh'* — ^Look then, thou anointed of 
Israel on the immortal light of Life — and receive it — ^it is 
thine to know — that thy flesh may be made immortal by the 
" Tree of Life'* The Almighty God of Israel has promised 
to every child of Abraham who earnestly seeks for light and 
truth that Zion above (Christ and Jerusalem) will be given 
him to receive fully — to dwell bodily in it, till his mortal life 
become immortal "The anointing which ye have received 
of Him abideth in you, and ye need not that any man teach 
you : but as the same anointing teacheth you of all things, 
and is truth, and is no lie, and even as it hath taught you, 
ye shall abide in Him." — This " Living Roll " is like the 
** Living Ass" that Balaam rode .upon. Behold " three " times 
has this poor ass been smitten and yet behold it liveth. — In 
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each watch, it has received a blow from " Balaam " and why 
has it been so smitten ? Is it because the poor ass only could 
see the vision and Bakuim could not ? " the ass saw the 
angel of the Lord standing in the way, and his sword drawn 
in his hand : and the ass turned aside out of the way, and 
went into the field " — ^poor faithful ass, it tries to save its 
Master from the sword of the angel and receives blows for 
its reward. How could the ass help crushing Balaam's foot 
against the wall — better that than he perish by the sword 
— by crushing his foot, the ass may succeed in waking up 
Balaam who is dead with sleep. — ^It took the " third " blow 
to make the ass speak and ** She " spake ; and the voice of the 
female ass brought Balaam to his senses and his eyes were 
opened to s6e '*the vision" — ^which the ass had seen during the 
three watches and for seeing which, it had been so cruelly 
beaten. Not only is it a " Flying Living Eoll " but it is a 
"Trumpet KoU" — ^it m*' the trumpet" — "the empty pitcher*' 
and ** Lamp,*^ These three in the hands of the three com- 
panies of the three hundred men of Gideon's army. *' So 
Gideon, and the hundred men that were with him, came unto 
the outside of the camp in the beginning of the Middle watch 
(second watch) and they had but n>ewly set the watch and 
they blew the trumpets, and brake the pitchers that were in 
their hands. And the three companies blew the trumpets 
and brake the pitchers and held the lamps in their left hands 
and the trumpets in their right hands to blow withal." — It 
bears upon its emblem the " twelve *' tribes of Israel, her 
height and breadth are one ; her length and the depth the 
same, all equal with the word of God. 

The 800 s of Israol twelve, 
Each ooe twelve thousand hath, 
One hundred and forty-four ; 

A cubit for a man 

Is the measure and the span 
. That never shall enter the grave. 

Her waU is great and high, 

E'en four square it doth lie. 
Foundations of most precious gems. 

It hath its "seven" altars, *' seven" oxen and *'seven " rams. 
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Its seven sabbaths of years ; — its light and truth shall smite 
the seven nations of the land and drive them out ; it shall 
smite all its enemies who rise up against it '' they shall oome 
out against thee one way, and flee before thee seven ways " — 
** seven priests shall bear before the ark seven trumpets of 
ram's horns : and the seventh day ye shall compass the city 
seven times, and the priests shall blow with the trumpets, 
and it shall come to pass, that when they make a long blast 
with the ram's horn, and when ye hear the sound of the 
trumpet, all the people shall shout with a great shout; and 
the wall of the city shall fall down flat, and the people shall 
ascend up every man straight before him." — "Babylon is 
suddenly fallen and destroyed : howl for her, forsake her, and 
let us go every one into his own country : for her judgment 
reacheth unto heaven, and is lifted up even to the skies *' — 
for " Babylon hath been a golden cup in the Lord's hand, that 
made all the earth drunken." The weapons of this " Flying 
Boll" are not carnal, " but mighty through God to the pulling 
down of strongholds ; casting down imaginations, and every 
high thing that exalt eth itself against the knowledge of God, 
and bringeth into captivity every thought to the obedience of 
Christ." " So that the barren hath bom seven ; and she that 
hath many children is waxed feeble" — for *' wisdom hath 
builded her house, she hath hewn out her seven pillars." — By 
its light and truth, " seven women shall take hold of one 
man, saying ; we will eat our own bread, and wear our own 
apparel : only let us be called by thy name, to take away our 
reproach." — It is also a stone bearing seven eyes, as it is 
written : " Hear now Joshua, the high priest^ thou, and 
thy fellows that sit before thee : for they are men wondered 
at : for, behold, I will bring forth my servant " the Branch" 
For behold the stone that I have laid before Joshua ; upon 
one stone shall be seven eyes ; behold I will ingrave the 
graving thereof saith the Lord of hosts."— -It is sent to the 
seven churches in Asia to gather together " in one " the twelve 
tribes of Israel. It holds within its folds : the seven vials 
full of the seven last plagues, and will slay the Dragon with 
its seven heads and ten horns and its seven crowns. — It is 
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light and truth, and its light shall be sevenfold " as the light 
of seven days, in the day that the Lord bindeth up the breach 
of His people, and healeth the stroke of their wound." — 
" Blessed is he that readeth, and they that hear the words 
of this prophecy, and keep those things which are written 
therein : for the time is at hand." — It will be sent to all who 
cry out earnestly with the Psalmist : " send out Thy light 
and Thy truth " — and whosoever receiveth it into his house 
and seeks light and truth that household shall be thrice 
Blessed, yea, Blessed shalt thou be in the city, Blessed shalt 
thou be in the field, Blessed shall be the fruit of thy body, 
the fruit of thy ground. Blessed shall be thy basket and thy 
store, Blessed shalt thou be when thou comest in, and goest 
out. — ^When the ark rested, the dove found rest for the soles 
of its feet. — Wherever this ark of the RoU is received with 
gladness, — prosperity shall attend that house, like David who 
placed the ark in the barn of a poor man, — ^then they were 
envious at the poor man, and David removed it. " And it 
was told King David, saying, the Lord hath blessed the house 
of Obed-edom, and all that pertaineth unto him, because of the 
ark of God. So David went and brought up the ark of (Jod 
from the house of Obed-edom into the city of David with glad- 
ness." — Great and manifold were the blessings, which Almighty 
God, the Father of all mercies, bestowed upon the people 
of " England" when He sent the mighty Prince " JAMES " 
by the grace of God, king of great Britain, France and 
Ireland — ^the great defender of the Faith to rule and reign 
in England. Whose memory is still precious in the heart of 
every Englishman. As an instrument in God's hand to 
have translated out of the original sacred tongues one more 
exact translation of the Holy scriptures into the English 
tongue. So that ever since, a copy of light and truth — "the 
Bible " is seen in the humblest cottage. — But how much 
more shall we glorify God this day for the blessings bestowed 
upon the people of England, in opening the vision of the 
last hour in England and in sending ** DanieV uuto them 
in this third and last watch to interpret the words of light 
and truth uuto them. Surely this land England has been 
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greatly blessed. But is not her responsibility great also, 
for where much is given, much is required. — Light and 
truth appeared first in Jerusalem at the opening of the third 
and last dispensation — and now Light and Truth comes 
first to England in the third and last watch of the third 
dispensation. — The four Books of the old and New Testa- 
ment contain all the scriptures. The Spirit spake direct 
to Moses, and Jesus* body was the horn for Christ to 
blow through, and the four Evangelists wrote the things 
they had seen and heard of Jesus; — the remainder is as 
it were a man preaching from these Books as a text 
In the writings of Paul it is life and death: — death and 
life is woven together as the texture of a mixed garment ; 
and it has confounded all to understand them, until 
the Spirit that wrote them, now comes to expound it 
and separate them. — " Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, and 
a light unto my path" — "The entrance of Thy words 
giveth light.*' — In the midst of all the darkness which 
surround us in these latter days how much need is there 
now to be continually crying: "0 send out "Thy" light 
and ''Thy'' truth." As the hart panteth after the water 
brooks, so panteth my soul after Thy light and Thy truth 
God; — And how sweetly does the answer of Jesus 
come back to us : ** Every one that is of the truth heareth 
My voice." — Pilate heard His voice, but he was not of 
the truth, and ventured to ask ** what is truth ? " — 
his question condemned him, in the presence of truth, 
" and he went out." — If there be no vision, how can there 
be sight ? — or how can it be received ? — Is it not written : 
"where there is no vision, the people perish?" — But the 
seals are now being broken open in this Roll — for the 
lion of the tribe of Judah has prevailed to open and 
loose the seals. And as the wise men and Zeresh, the 
wife of Haman, said unto him : " if Mordecai be of the 
seed of the Jews, before whom thou hast begun to fall, 
thou shalt not prevail against him, but shalt surely fall 
before him." — Then if thou be a child of Abraham, which 
light the Spirit of God will surely give thee, if thou seek 
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for it^ — thou wilt discern truth from error and thou wilt 
know that " the days of visitation are come." By this Eoll 
Israel is measured with the measuring line, which goes 
over law and gospel, both being equal ; to them the victory 
is given, — ^the body is preserved and the soul also. The 
Scribes and Pharisees had the outward appearance, but 
inwardly they were ravening wolves. — "Cleanse first that 
which is within the cup and platter, that the outside of 
them may be clean also/' The commandment is a lamp, 
the law is light — and the visitation is the oU. Enoch 
received the vision — his body never perished. — Elijah 
received the vision, and he also never saw death. Jonah 
received the vision, and the city of Nineveh was spared, 
and when the forty years were up, they forgot the vision 
and perished. — Jesus received the vision and it raised 
His body from the grave : " the spirit of man is the candle 
of the Lord" and when Jesus died, His candle went out, 
but it was lighted again by the immortal Spirit. — Those 
who deny this visitation their candle is quenched, their 
light is put out. — The four Books of Moses and the four 
gospels are the lights of the Spirits of God; and those 
who receive not this light are in spiritual darkness. — ^The 
vision is now come down for the third and last time, — 
the handwriting is now on the wall, but Jew and Gentile 
are not able to read it, — ^but Daniel is to-day in Israel who 
understandeth the vision and he will interpret the words. — 
That man or woman who does not possess a living seal 
and a wedding garment, can never enter the temple of 
(Jod. — ^Many shall have seals and be like the world, 
though they say they live, yet shall they be dead. — Jesus 
spoke of ten Virgins, all having lamps, and they were all 
numbered in Israel, — five wise and five foolish ; — the wise 
having oil, but the foolish without. The seals are the 
lamps, and the words of the visitation to lead Israe], is 
the oU; and he that abides in the word of God as the 
scripttires hath said, shall never be without oil, neither 
shall his oil stay; though he borrow many vessels, yet 
shall it run over, and this is the living water that Jesus 
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said would flow out of his belly. — For those who are 
living seals shall know the time and the seasoii; when 
the enemy shall come to destroy them, they shall be found 
awake and not asleep. — As long as Elijah dwelt in the vision, 
he was safe, and when out of the [vision he was in . danger, 
— then the fear of man was on him, and Jezebel hunted 
him to take his life ; — ^when he was in the vision, God 
gave him the command to call out Baal's Priests together, 
to show them what they worshipped by offering a sacrifice, 
but they were to offer theirs first, — ^but as they had no 
vision, they called from morning to evening : Baal, 
hear !— they cut themselves, leaped on their altars, but no 
fire came. — ^Then Elijah mocked them, saying : perhaps 
your god is asleep, or on a journey ; — ^then Elijah 
was called upon to offer his, and God commanded him to 
fill the trenches round the altar with water, and fire 
came down from heaven and consumed the sacrifice, and 
licked up the water round about, and the people cried: 
the Lord, He is the God, the Lord, He is the God ; so 
Elijah was commanded to take all Baal's prophets, and 
slay them, figurative of the end, — ^the temporal showing 
forth the spiritual. — ^There had been no rain for ^'three " 
years, figurative of the three dispensations, and he sent 
his servants to look, and he said he saw a cloud, small 
as a man's hand. He then told Ahab the king there was 
the sound of abundance of rain, and while the Spirit was 
on him, Ahab stood by, and saw all his prophets slain, 
and he went and told Jezebel, his wife, and the Spirit 
left Elijah, and the fear of man fell on him, and he went and 
hid himself, for Jezebel had said, she would make his 
life as one of theirs. — ^But Jezebel was not able to take 
his life, for the heavens received him. — John saw the like- 
ness of the body in immortality and describes it thus: 
" His head and His hairs were white like wool, as white 
as snow ; and His eyes were as a flame of fire : and His 
feet like unto fine brass." — In the book of Exodus is shown 
a vision of Closes and seventy of the elders of Israel. " And 
they saw the God of Israel : and there was under His feet 
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as it were a paved work of a sapphire stone, and as it 
were the body of heaven in His clearness. And they saw 
God, and did eat and drink." — Unbelievers say that the 
scriptures contradict each other, for in one place it is 
written: No man shall see God and live, and here it is 
said : " they saw God and did eat and drink." — But it is 
evident it was only in vision, for no man hath seen God 
in His glorified state, with his mortal eye, of which blood, 
by the attraction of the spirit of man, is the life ; but with 
his spiritual eye, of which blood is not the life, but the 
Spirit of God. " And Moses went into the midst of a cloud 
and gat him up into the Mount : and Moses was in the 
mount forty days and forty nights." — Moses being in the 
mount forty days and forty nights is tjrpical of Jesus 
Christ showing Himself immortal for forty days upon earth. — 
'' To whom He also showed Himself alive after His 
passion by many infallible proofs, being seen of them forty 
days, and speaking of the things pertaining to the Kingdom 
of God- 
There is a greater need now to cry out : '* send out Thy 
light and Thy truth " than ever, because there is a famine in 
the land. The Spirit hath expressly warned us in the word, 
that there would be a great famine in these latter days, — not 
a famine of bread, but of hearing the words of the Lord ; 
as it is written in the book of Amos : ** Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord God, that I will send a famine in the 
land, not a famine of bread, nor a thirst of water, but of 
hearing the words of the Lord : And they shall wander from 
sea to sea, and from the north even to the east, they shall run 
to and &o, to seek the word of the Lord and shall not find 
it." — ^Are not the riches of this world, but as clouds ? or like 
an east wind that bloweth, and the grass withereth, and the 
com cometh not to perfection ? Can the Spirit bear fruit 
when they look for none ? — The temporal must show forth 
the spiritual famine. — ^While a man is fat, — gorged with food, 
he gets so weary that he canot eat his necessary food. He is 
fall, and yet eagerly wanting more in his belly, as though 
there was nothing in it. Whenever the children of Israel 
in. D 
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were overtaken by a famine, they were brought to knowledge, 
^but when full with the gi-oss riches of this world, they 
were swayed ; their ears heavy and their hearts gross with 
fat, and then they sold their brother into Egypt. But when 
a famine came in their land of temporal food, — what had that 
to do with spiritual food when their deeds were made known ? 
though they had sold their brother and deceived theii father 
by staining the coat with the blood of beast, that their father 
might think he was devoured ; and he said : " I will go down 
to the grave unto my son mourning," but behold! when 
temporal famine came they did not like to go down, for it 
was very unpleasant to go and make their own evil deeds 
manifest unto alL — So, in these latter days, there has been, 
and still is, a famine in the land, not of bread, nor a thirst for 
water, — ^not temporal but spiritual. And who are they that 
cannot find light and truth, but those who have sold their 
brother ? — And as the children of Jacob went down to Egypt, 
** a second time " to buy com, so is it now with the former or 
old house of Israel, — the members of the second watch, who 
joined and believed in the second covenant of law and gospel, 
—and at the opening of the third watch, they denied it, and 
must go down to the grave. — But the night is past, the day- 
Btar has now arisen, and that which is past and ready to perish 
must be done away with, — ^though it rise up strife and 
confusion in Israel. — They could not deceive their spiritual 
brother, though they went down '* three'' times to buy 
temporal food. — 0, ye Members of the old house and of the 
second watch, hear ye this day what John said to you when 
he was yet with you, listen to the words of Taakov : " what 
is the daily bread ? — ^was it temporal bread ? — ^no, spiritual 
Prayer is to be made " three " times a day (in the day of 
visitation) ; what is the meaning of three times a day ? — 
three days — ^no more — children and children's children " thbee 
GENERATIONS ; " they were to cry out for " three days." It 
is evident that (immortality) was not for the first or second 
days (watches) — hut for the third day. (or watch), and in 
the third day the prayer will be made alive. But in a many 
it will not be. — because ye break the covenant, and mind not 
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that inward monitor, and are as I am, the Lord's prisoner." 
— Were not these Yaakov's words ? and do ye not now see 
that ye had to sell your " brother " ? or how could he have 
gone to " EGYPT " as Joseph did to gather the corn ?-^But 
ye do not want to have your deeds made known and fear to 
come, but ye will come, and Benjamin will be kept. — So shall 
the spiritual tub of Israel be upset seven times till all the evil 
deeds done contrary to the Spirit of God shall be revealed and 
made known. Joseph's brethren said : We are not spies, but 
the sons of one man "but one is this day wanting'*— litHe 
did they know that the man they were then talking with was 
'* HE." Would not the prodigal have fain fiUed his belly with 
the husks because of the famine, but no man gave unto him. 
The son of man could not give them unto him, for he was 
forbidden to eat of them. But when the prodigal saw that 
no one gave unto him, he said : I will arise, and go to my 
Father, and say : I have sinned before heaven, and in thy 
sight ; make me as thy hired servant. — When the Lord had 
given Abraham great substance, and he had no child, Sarah 
gave unto Abraham her hired servant, — that he might go in 
unto her, that her seed might have the redemption of the soul, 
and to bring forth a seed for the body of Jesus. — There are 
two points to be remembered in the return of the prodigal. 
The first is, the Jew and Gentile for the incorruptible ; the 
second for Israel the immortal, and through the famine 
he prevailed with his father, and his father feU upon him and 
embraced him, and brought him to his body, and took care of 
him, putting in the other Spirit, the mortal spirit to the 
immortal — the two houses. But he to whom the immortal 
Spirit was promised had never transgressed His Father's law 
at any time. — ^This famine sends out light and truth and 
gathers com in Egypt, — ^that the children of Israel may come 
to the granary and have their sacks filled from this " BoU" — 
But who will come to this granary with empty sacks that 
they might be filled ? — Certainly not those who sit down 
being overloaded, before they have reached the end of their 
journey. This famine is the fulfilling of the word, rising up 
against the shepherds and the kings of the land, whose subjects 
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they are, — it bringing on that total famine of the word 
of God. — Temporal things are figurative of the spiritual — and 
we must "compare spiritual things with spiritual" — ^The 
temporal blind shall preach the spiritual word! those who 
have been blind from their birth, — and their preaching shall 
excel those who have their temporal sight. — ^Marvel not at 
this : — Are we not all deaf, if we understand not that which 
is spoken ? we are deaf to a language if we understand it 
not, but though the seed, of Israel be now deaf, yet shall they 
understand. This EoU shall be heard in all languages 
at the gathering together of the house of Israel, for all 
languages will be in the house, and every man shall hear 
in his own language as when the disciples were gathered 
together at the day of Pentecost. — Christendom prays daily 
in the Lord's prayer : " Give us day by day our daily bread," 
— but do they know what they are asking for ? what is that 
bread? Is it not the word of God — ^licrht and truth, — the 
living Bread which cometh down from heaven, that a man 
may eat thereof, and not die. " Except ye eat the flesh of the 
Son of man, ye have no life in you " — ^no immortal Life,-^-it is, 
as if though He had said : " Except ye hunger after, and ** eat 
My word," — that is the living bread, the living flesh and the 
water of Life. — The word of God must be "eaten'* and 
" digested," and those who eat it up, cannot taste of death, — 
neither can their body see corruption. — " Go take the little 
Book which is (now) open in the hand of the angel which 
standeth upon the sea and upon the earth, — and I took the 
little book out of the angel's hand and " ate it up ; " and it 
was in my mouth sweet as honey ; " and " as soon " as I had 
eaten it, my belly was bitter." " The full soul loatheth an 
honey-comb ; but to the hungry soul every bitter thing is 
sweet." — Then he could prophesy before many peoples, and 
nations, and tongues and peoples." — ^And the Spirit and the 
Bride say : come, " eat it up " — and let him that heareth 
say : come, " eat it up " and let him that is athirst say : 
come, " drink it up " and whosoever will, let him now take 
the water of Life in the Book of life and drink freely. — All 
who have died in the faith of the redemption of the body, are

to-day ministering spiiits sent forth to minister to those who 
shall be heirs of the redemption of the body ; — and John is 
niinistering to the third watch this day and bringing those 
things to your remembrance which those of the second watch 
have trampled under foot. — He is speaking to ye this day 
through this " Trwrrvpet^ — and this Trumpet was not sent to 
the third watch to destroy his words, but to fulfil them. — 
Wherefore seeing we are compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, who have died martyrs in this faith, let us 
lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset 
us (unbelief) and let us run with patience the race that is now 
set before us, looking unto the Man-christ, the author and 
finisher of our Faith. Then let us fight valiantly the battle 
of the Lord, " not as one that beateth the air," — ^let us run 
" disencumbered " — not as those who have no prize to win : 
" know ye not that they which run in a race, run all, but 
" one " receiveth the prize ? " — one^ only can receive the prize 
of immortality and that one — is the One hundred and forty* 
four thousand bones of the One immortal Bride of Christ. — So 
run then that "ye" may obtain the prize. — God willeth not 
the death of any man ; but rather that he return and live. 
" The living, the living, he shall praise Thee." The younger 
brother would fain have filled his belly with the husks the 
swine did eat ; but no man gave to him, — he hungered for 
that bread from heaven which, if a man eat, he shaU not die 
— that wheat of the land ; and though he would fill his beUy 
with the husks of that wheat, yet tio man gave it to him — the 
redemption of man's body being hid from his eyes. " Blind- 
ness in part is happened to Israel, until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in." — At the eleventh hour of the sixth day 
the blind man is anointed the second time for the redemption 
of the body. God having set His hand a second time to 
recover the remnant of His people : " when Israel was a child, 
then I loved him, and called My Son out of Eg)rpt " and 
"whom He called, them He also justified." — ^The twelve 
tribes are now called by this Trumpet to receive that 
inheritance that the younger brother got divided from ; " unto 
which promise our twelve tribes, instantly serving God day 
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and night hope to come." — To be joined to the Man- Christ. 
" For this thy brother was dead, and is alive again ; and was 
lost, and is found.*' — 

There is a great mistake about the creation of the old 
world and the new world, but the mistake was not to be 
understood until the fulness of times. — Let the creation 
understand the parable of Jesus Christ : " For where two or 
three are gathered together in My name, there am I in the 
midst of them." — Let mortal man understand, that mortal is 
set typical of the immortal; "patterns of things in the 
heavens " " a shadow of good things to come, not the very 
image." Wherever there is one mortal man or woman, if 
they have one of the immortal they were prepared for the 
soul before the law came, — at the first resurrection ; — and if 
they have two, being under the law, they are prepared in the 
first resurrection for tlie soul, and those who have not the 
one, are not prepared till the final resurrection. — But he or 
she who has the immortal Spirits, with them, it makes /<w^ 
and they axe prepared for the life of the body, — this is a 
mystery now revealed to mortal man ; — these are the four 
Spirits standing before the Lord of all the earth, being pre- 
pared from all eternity, and everything that has been covered 
shall now be revealed and all that has hitherto been hid, 
shall now be made known. But now understand, that 
inmiortal Spirit has come to awake man out of sleep, and the 
temporal is set a figure of the spiritual — Worship alone in 
thy closet, for he who is Israel shall be four, yet alone ; — 
fear not therefore Israel though thou be in a pit, or on the 
top of a mountain, thou wilt be free from all danger both by 
day and by night, upon land or sea. — Faith, is nothing with- 
out the word of God is alive in them, because the word of 
God is the immortal eye. — The Gentiles were totally blinded 
to the Jews, and the Jews to the gospel, — and both are blind 
to the Israel of God, who, having the three with them, have 
that light which will give them no rest day nor night till 
they be delivered ; for, being in the Spirit, they cannot rest 
in God till they have His word fulfilled "m" them. — Do 
not the word say that ye shall all be prophets ? — prophets of 
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what ? — of truth. — ^Then if a prophet come with truth, — is it 
not a light which no man can put out ? — Paul was as humble 
as any one, he was the only one who confessed that in him 
(that is in his flesh) dwelleth no good thing. — But the Lord 
has given Israel that which shall preserve them : light and 
truth. — Seek for that one immortal Spirit, which is three 
persons, that ye may be kept in the faith of the body, and 
that man may have the three persons to dwell in, for God is 
three persons, yet one, and we must each dwell in Him, 
before He wiU dwell in us. — ^A man when on his sick bed, is 
often brought to repentance ; let us place ourselves in that 
state, let us see ourselves sick,^ — sick for what ? — for " the 
trtUh" for that is the substance of perfection. — When Adam 
transgressed he became blind to truth ; but now is the time 
for our eyes to be opened. — ^The Lord gave a command to the 
twelve that they should bring forth a resemblance of His 
body, by eating of bread and drinking of wine, until He 
turned His hand a second time to gather together the dis- 
persed of Judah, this was to be done as a remembrancer, 
until He began to visit : but now when He visits, — the 
" word'* is that bread of the sacrifice, and he that eateth the 
word eateth His body : and he that obeyeth His commands 
is washed by that blood which He shed upon the cross, and 
happy shall he be who obeys it, — his kingdom shall be to 
all eternity; the fruits of his body shall possess the heaven 
and the earth. — He has fulfilled the scriptures in Himself 
and He wiU now fulfil them in His people Israel : — they 
shall do greater works than He did, — they shall cast out 
devils and tread serpents under their feet. — ^He performed all 
His works to show that Israel should do the same. — He will 
show them through the BoU, the mysteries of their own 
hearts, which has not been unfolded since the day that Adam 
hid himself among the trees : — He will take skins and cover 
man's nakedness ; — not the skins of animals, for He will put 
man and woman in one; — one spirit — one likeness, — one 
skin will cover them withal — and crown them in immortality. 
He will put the kingdom of heaven within the heart of man^ 
and the dread of the man and the woman shall take hold 
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upon all animals ; " they shall not be able to hurt nor devour 
in all My holy mountain saith the Lord." — The " Trumpet " 
sounds this day in clear and loud* tones : " He that hath no 
sword, let him sell his garment, and buy one." — The sword is 
the word of God which was made flesh, and which dwelt 
among us, for " the word of God is quick and powerful, 
sharper than any two-edged sword." — Let him that hath not 
that sword sell his garment, that is to say : let him sell his 
garment of evil, man's first covering, Satan's coat, wherewith 
he is now clothed, and buy the word — light and truth. — The 
evil wherewith man is clothed is the pitcher, and it must be 
broken, before the light can appear, — and as it was with 
Gideon's army, so shall the house of Israel appear, — their 
light will be seen when the pitcher of priestcraft and super- 
stition is broken in the land ; then the revealed word shall 
appear in all its glory. — Truth cannot be received yet, 
because of the vail — and the Life of the body is hid from 
them, — Jesus says : *' Ye are from beneath (corruptible) I 
am from above (immortal) 

** He makes the crooked places straight, 
And places rough makes smooth and plain, 
The things of darkness turns to light, 
The Light doth o'er the darkness reign. 

What mysteries grand, Divine 

For ns are unsealed 
Kept until this onr day 

For us to reveal. 

0, father hear this Roll 
'Tis God's last message to thee 
Hearken to its plaintive cry : 
" Come Israel, come children to me." 

There is one more point to which we desire to invite 
attention before we close: — "There is nothing covered, that 
shall not be revealed ; and hid, that shall not be known." — 
Not only shall all the deep mysteries of the kingdom of God 
be revealed and made known, as we proceed] to unfurl this 
Eoll, and which hitherto have been covered by parable or hid 
under seal, — but, all the evil that has been covered,all the deeds 
of darkness which have been done and yet remain hid, shall 
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before the judgment seat of Christ. Young man, be not deceived, 
all thy evil deeds shall be declared to the world at the day of 
Besurrection. — Young woman, God is not mocked, all the 
secret thoughts and evil desires of thy hearii which have been 
contrary to God's laws, shall be made known and laid bare 
before all. "Be not deceived; God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also reap "-—either 
in this world or before the judgment seat of Christ. If thou 
hast sown to the flesh here, thou shalt reap corruption and 
thy nakedness shall be revealed and laid bare before all in the 
resurrection ; so said Jesus, and thus it is written : '' £very 
idle word that man shall speak, they shall give account there- 
of in the day of judgment, — ^for by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt be condemned.*' — 
Think not man that thou shalt escape the judgment of God. 
For it is appointed unto men once to die, but after this the 
judgment, and a certain fearful looking for of judgment and 
of fiery indignation, which shall devour the adversaries. — 
" For we must all appear before the judgment seat of Christ ; 
that every one may receive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, whether it be good or bad " — 
The great white throne will be spread out before all, and the 
once meek and lowly Jesus, full of compassion, mercy and 
Love, the friend of sinners will sit upon that throne in 
judgment, from whose face the earth and the heaven shall 
flee away. — The dead, small and great shall stand before God, 
and the Books shall be opened and the dead will be judged 
out of those things written in the Books, according to their 
works. — Be not deceived O vain man, nor think the evil 
deeds which thou hast covered in darkness from the eyes of the 
world shall remain so ; undeceive thyself, for they shall all be 
revealed and laid bare before all, " when the Son of man shall 
come in His glory, and all the holy angels with Him, then 
shall He sit upon the throne of His glory : and'before Him shall 
be gathered all nations: and He shall separate them one from 
another, as a shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats : and 
He shall set the sheep on His right hand, but the goats on the 
left " and the judgment will commence and all the evil deeds | 
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which have remained hidden in thy breast which thou 
thought to be forgotten, shall be made known unto all ''There 
is nothing covered that shall not be revealed ; and hid, that 
shall not be known," in the day of the Lord. 

Man is conceived with that wliich the woman hid three 
days and a half, and the half for the Millennium for those who 
know not God, and he will prove it to-morrow; — the man who 
hides his deeds, to him it is of no use to take the last Cove- 
nant. For Jesus says : " Except ye eat the flesh of the Son 
of man, and drink His blood ye have no life in you. For My 
flesh is meat indeed, and My blood is drink indeed." And 
He further said: "Moses gave you not that bread fix)m 
heaven ; but My Father giveth you the true bread from 
heaven." — Hear house of Israel ! we have delivered unto 
you : the butter, the milk and the honey is forthcoming ; but 
this we say unto you, that if you hide your evil deeds, and 
carry the leaven of evil concealed about you, by taking the 
last Covenant: a greater condemnation will rest upon you. 
The Covenant of the third and last watch. The last cove- 
nant that wiU be given by God to Israel, has not yet been given 
^but will be given in a few day8,-and that man and 
woman in Israel who hide not their evil deeds, will have the 
covenant in them, which wiU be as a great fire inwardly, 
which will never chill, neither by day nor by night. To all 
who acknowledge their evil deeds openly in the temple, 
keeping nothing back : " I, saith the Lord, will be unto 
her a wall of fire round about, and will be the glory in the 
midst of her." — We warn all : " Beware, do not take the last 
covenant of this third and last watch with concealed leaven 
in your temple, for if ye do, ye will eat in the token your 
own damnation. — Distinctly understand that the sin of the 
soul is one thing, and the sin of the body is another thing as 
it is written : " There is a sin unto death and a sin not unto 
death" — ^The soul has a remedy through repentance, and 
baptism, but ''we are not of them that draw back unto 
perdition; but of them that believe to the saving of 
the soul." — But the Law of Christ frees both soul and 
body. — At Jesus' first coming evil overcame Him, it bruised 
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His heel^ this was permitted that He might taste death for 
every man ; but at His second coming, Christ overcomes the 
evil ; and so it is with IsraeL — Evil overcame them first and 
had dominion and reigned over them, but now they wiU over- 
come evil by the immortal Spirit working in them. — Nothing 
is true repentance but sorrow of heart, for ye say : why does 
he do it again ? there is need of prayer, for while evil is there, 
prayer is always required, — lest evil overcome the mind. If 
the flesh and mind go together, the soul and body go together 
till the final resurrection ; but if there be sorrow of heart, 
there is hope, — ^because man was made subject to vanity. This 
is meat to those who can receive it, though the flesh overcomes 
till the evil be taken away. If the soul is overcome, it is 
saved through the mind, but when the mind overcomes the 
flesh, it is conquered, the evil is subdued, which is anything 
contrary to the conmiands of God, such as stealing, whoredom, 
defraud &c. &c. — so it was with the thief on the cross, — ^the 
flesh overcame him, but he confessed openly his evil deeds 
and looked to Jesus, and Jesus said : " To day, shalt thou be 
with Me in paradise." — There is a strong fight, even in the 
common salvation, the flesh is as it were one set of soldiers 
and the mind is as another, but Satan conquers tiU the end of 
the world, which is within 6,000 years ; — then the trumpet 
is blown and they all come forth, and those that he has taken 
prisoners, return back again, — but the tmmpet of peace is 
blown, and then every man returns home. But at the first 
resurrection those that are Christ's are made like unto His 
glorious body. — " But if the Spirit of Him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, He that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by His Spirit 
that dwelleth in you.'* — Two parties arise, those who agree 
to the flesh to go with their bodies to prison till after the 6,000 
years; then Satan and they are brought face to face, the 
accused and the accuser.— Therefore there is need of prayer 
continually whilst repentance is to last; but the gifts and 
calling of God are without repentance. For they that are 
called into the glorious liberty of the Spirit, overcome the 
lusts of the flesh, and for them there is another law, " the law 
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of Christ/* — Hear house of Israel : if a man hides his 
deeds, or a woman conceals leaven in her bosom, can he be in 
the heaven, that it should hear the earth ? how can it be, 
when the deeds are covered up ? — ^For the immortal Spirit, 
the heaven, declareth that it will not hear that earth 
where the deeds are not made manifest ; and where they 
are not ashamed to make them manifest, the heavens 
shall hear the earth. The immortal Spirit shall hear the 
mortal." — There is nothing corrupt about a man but his body, 
and the soul and spirit give account of the deeds done in the 
body. When God calls the spirit, the soul is dormant with 
that body, and when God calls the soul by uniting it to the 
spirit, — ^it awakes, and if they have died the death of the 
wicked, the soul is separated from the spirit, — this is the 
second death. And when the spirit of man, with the Spirit 
of God is separated from the blood, and put into the body, 
this is " immortality."— As good finds out evil, does not a 
thief watch to see if the Spirit of God will find him out ? — 
Then how much more ought man to watch the evil of his 
house, which is, his body. Is not the spirit of man the 
watchman of his body ? — ^We find that women go and call 
themselves of the house of Zion, and if they are on the 
watch, would they meddle with anything but the boughs that 
are withered ? but alas ! how are they to know ? if a man 
acknowledge his evil does it not show that the boughs are 
withered, but if they go doubting, it shows that the boughs are 
not withered, then if they go and cut off the green boughs, 
the virtue begins to run out, and they are both burned ; and 
if the sap run out down to the root, it is death unto death, 
but if the boughs are withered they come to the house of 
Zion and get life unto life. — If we try to cover and hide our 
deeds are we not like unto him who hid his talent ; — 
Adam hid the talent, but what spirit was he in ? — in that of 
the man of sin, but the money ought to have been laid in the 
bank, that it might have been brought back with usury, when 
the Lord returned; "then he which had received the one 
talent came and said : Lord, I knew that thou art an hard 
man, reaping where thou hast not sown, and gathering where 
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thou hast not strawed." — Xow the talent is the Evil which 
the Lord shall reap, but He never smoed it, — ^man and Satan 
sowed it. For God never laid the body of inan dmon (in the 
grave), but Satan, and it shall be redeemed without money and 
without price. — house of Israel canst thou this day place 
thy hand upon thy heart and exclaim in the light and in 
truth : " All the evil deeds wliich I have committed and 
which I covered through shame in darkness — I have noiu 
openly revealed in the light, and all hidden leaven which I 
had concealed under the cloke of deceitfalness and pride, I 
have now made known and brought it to the light, — yea, that 
which I have done has withered," — he is a true Israelite 
indeed who can say this. — When a blast takes a tree, it causes ' 
that tree to wither, — ^if lightning touch a tree it withers ; — 
they shall say : Lo here is Christ, or there, but as the light- 
ning shineth from the east to the west, so shall the coming 
of the Son of man be. So those upon whom the Spirit 
shineth, the evil withers in them : " Wlien the boughs thereof 
are withered, they shall be broken off : the women come and 
set them on fire." — But if tiie beam be not cast out of the 
city, it subdues the body, and ye become divided and lose the 
image of Grod. — " If we confess our sins, He is faithful and 
just to foigive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness ** — *' Not forsaking the assembling of ourselves 
together as the manner of some is ; but exhorting one another " 
— "Confess your faults one to another, and pray one for 
another, that ye may be healed " " And so much the more, as 
ye see the day approaching." Happy is the man who can say 
with David : ** I acknowledge my sin unto Thee, and mine 
iniquity have I not hid. I said, I will confess my transgres- 
sions unto the Lord ; and Thou forgavest the iniquity of my 
sin." — ^Man ia slain for man, the woman's seed was destroyed 
that he that slew, might be slain, till he that destroyeth be 
taken out of the way; so every man that does anything 
which he alloweth not, and which he hates, there is a remedy 
for that man, but he that does it and rejoiceth in that which 
he hath done, is alone, and no remedy is found : so for every 
man who openly declares his evil, there is a remedy. The 
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harvest is here and ready, it wants nothing but the sickle, 
and the women are the reapers who are in Jerusalem above, 
these will not hearken to man, and no man can preach 
to them. — To all who corer and hide their secret evil deeds 
the Lord says : ** Go your way to the death of the body and 
at the judgment seat of Christ thou wilt hear these same words 
again repeated : " there is nothing covered, that shall not be 
revealed ; and hid, that shall not be known/* But if we 
acknowledge openly in day-light all our evil deeds without 
concealment or hypocrisy — ^then they cannot be revealed at 
that day, for they are already known to the congregation and 
assembly in the temple of the Lord ; as it is written : — " I 
was almost in all evil in tJie midst of the congregation and 
assembly." — the Jew hires for a penny and receives the 
soul, — the Gentile hires also for one penny and he gets the 
soul also; — but the Israelite will hire for all, and bring all 
his deeds to light; — ^for he will have nothing covered or hid; — ^he 
will come to the light and exclaim : here I am just as I am, — 

Black find my hands my featnres, 
Black as sable pinion' d night, 
Black indeed I am by nature, 
The Lord must make His chosen white. 
But my blackness I'll acknowledge, 
And thus I please my heavenly friend, 
Of my blackness ye may sing. 
Yet behold me, pure and comely, 
Bride of the Eternal £ing. 

The Israelite will hire for all, — for the two-pence and the 
two mites, and bring all his evil deeds up to the light, — ^bear- 
ing his own burden, going through the " Law of Christ " to be 
made free : spirit, soul, and body- to be presented blameless^ 
holy, acceptable unto God. — 

In conclusion. Beloved I exhort tli ;e not to flee from the 
presence of the Lord as Jonah did, and hide thy evil deeds in 
the " sides of thy ship " and thereby endanger the lives of the 
mariners, thy Brothers and Sisters. By doing so thou wilt 
always raise a mighty tempest, nor can peace be again estab- 
lished on the troubled waters till it be cast over and vomited 
up. — ^Much as the mariners, thy Brethren may seek to save 
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thee and to keep thee in then* midst — yet will they not be 
able to do so, they may struggle and lean upon their oars and 
toil night and day never so hard, — the storm will rage 
and increase in violence — until finally to save themselves 
they will have to do with thee, as the mariners did with 
Jonah "cast thee, with thy hidden leaven into the sea" — 
then peace will reign again in the temple. Beloved, remember 
that " there is nothing covered, that shall not be revealed ; 
and hid that shall not be known " in Israel. Walk in the 
light and in the truth, so shall we be able '* to open all dark 
sayings upon the harp" and sing with David: "I have not 
hid Thy righteousness within my heart ; / Juive declared Thy 
fidthfulness and Thy salvation : I have not concealed Thy 
loving kindness and Thy truth from the great congregation.

SERMON III.— PART 11. 

''I will render praisef unto Thee, for Thou hast delivered my soul from 
death : wilt not Thou deliver my feet from falling, that I may walk before 
God in the light of the living P "—Psalm Ivi. 12, 13. 

"He that believeth on Me, as the Scripture hath said, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water.'* — John vii. 38. 

" And they shall never perish, neither shall any man pluck them out of My 
hud." — John x. 28. 

We have now reached the first junction on our road 
through the wilderness. Before us lay cross roads and the 
finger post. We notice that a great multitude have followed 
with us thus far, and we feel troubled on their account ; we 
would strongly recommend all to read carefully the finger 
post of our text and examine their tickets ; here, we change 
cars. — ^We have many ghauts to ascend, tunnels to pass 
through, trellised bridges to cross over, and serpentine wind- 
ings to go around, with deep yawning chasms, and precipices 
on either side which may jar the sensibilities of the unstable. 
Then again, our humble baskets may not meet the require- 
ments of the fastidious, or epicure, for it consists only of 
butter, milk, honey and unleavened bread, neither are we 
certain that we have suflScient even to appease the hungry ; 
— ^there are but twelve baskets full of fragments and crumbs, 
remnants of the five loaves and two fishes eaten by the mul- 
titude, and we have borrowed all the vessels of our neigh- 
bours that we could get, " there is not a vessel more." It 
may be well for us all to sit down by companies here on the 
grass for a short time, until we have an opportunity to 
examine your tickets, lest any of you wander away from 
your own people, having no particidar destination in view ; — 
perhaps you have been attracted by the great multitude 
and are travelling with us simply to gratify your curiosity ; 
that would be very foolish, we advise you to retrace your 
steps, lest ye perish by the way. — My friend, will '' ijou'' 
lu. £ 
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give me a reason of the hope that is in you ? — Yes sir, I 
think I believe in Jesus, and that when I die I shall be de- 
livered from death, for I can never perish and shaU be car- 
ried by angels into heaven, and hold a palm branch in my 
hand, praising God, and at the last day of judgment I shall 
appear before the judgment seat of Christ to receive my 
reward according to the deeds done in the body, then I shall 
be placed on the right hand and hear those words : well done 
good and faithful servant ; — but if I die an unbeliever that I 
will be sent to hell and there bum in a lake of fire, and be in 
torments for ever, — at the day of judgment I shall again be 
called up to stand before the great white throne and receive 
my sentence " depart ye cursed." — Friend, your way lay over 
there across the plain of Jordan, see, it is well watered eveiy 
where " Let there be no strife, I pray thee, between me and 
thee, and between my herdmen and thy herdmen, for we be 
brethren, is not the whole land before thee ? " — If you look 
at our finger post, our text reads very differently to that, so 
we must bid thee farewell. — And " you " my good woman 
what do you believe ? — ^WeU sir, I have always believed 
what my forefathers before me always believed ; — and pray 
what did they believe ? — they all believed what the Church 
believe ; — what did the Church believe ? of a truth sir, we 
all believe the same thing. — Tarry here my good woman for 
the present, — ^proceed no forther on this journey until you 
"give diligence to make "your" calling and election sure." — 
And " you " my friend why are you travelling this road with 
us? — I see, time hath laid its hand upon thy head and 
frosted thy hair and long beard, surely this road must be 
doubly trying to thee, wherefore dost thou follow ? — ^Well 
sir, I hoped to have heard something entirely " Tiew,'' — but 
all that I have heard, I have already known many years 
since. — I am quite familiar with the landscape and all the 
lakes and rivers which we have passed, and I think that I 
could have described them much better than thou hast done, 
for I have read and indeed I have written the same words 
many times ; I verily thought that when I heard thee speak 
of a '"neio" ** house" that I should have seen a far different 
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prospect, a '*7iew land" — Friend, thou wilt do well to 
tarry here and proceed no farther on this journey. We have 
nothing new to offer, neither is our house a new house, it is 
as old as Adam's house, we have no new prospects or pre- 
cepts to open out to thy view ; — ^it is the same old land of 
Canaan where Abram our father dwelt, from whence he 
looked northward, and southward and eastward and west- 
ward, — ^the same old plains of Mamre where the " three '* 
men stood by Abraham, for whom Sarah made ready 
" three " measures of fine meal, for whom Abraham fetched 
a calf tender and good — and placed the same butter, milk 
and the calf before them. I fear thou hast read from " thy " 
stand-point instead of God's. I fear thou hast seen '* men as 
trees, walking" — " I write no neiv commandment unto you, 
but an old commandment which ye had from the beginning. 
The old commandment is the vx/rd which ye have heard 
from the beginning "—" I have not written unto you because 
ye know not the truth, but because ye know it'* do not for- 
get dear friends the words of Jesus : — " For judgment I am 
come into this world, that they which see not might see ; and 
that they which see might be made blind." — I also notice my 
friend that thou dost wear " Begimentcds," but where is 
thy wedding garment ? — We are men of very small stature 
and Saul's armour ill fits us, we would rather be disencum- 
bered from the great helmet of brass and the coat of mail, 
the sleeves are too broad and long and the sword is too 
weighty — '* we cannot go with these " — We are content with 
a staff in hand, five smooth stones from the brook of light 
and truth in our shepherd's bag with our sling ; with these 
we are able to slay the giant in the land, — so fare thee well 
— Well, young man, art " thou " sure that thou art right in 
travelling this road? Dost thou believe? art thou saved? 
canst thou say with the Psalmist who wrote on this finger 
post many centuries ago " I will render praises unto Thee, 
for Thou '*hast*' delivered my soul from ** death"! canst 
thou say this and dost thou know it ? — Well sir, sometimes I 
think I can, but many times I feel that I cannot. Now I 
am happy and fancy that I can see Jesus and feel that I 
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have found Him, but anon all is darkness, and I am full of 
fears. I cannot say that "/ know" that He "has*' de- 
livered my soul from death, but I hope He will, for I am a 
great sinner. — Young man, it matters little about "your" 
thoughts or "your" feelings, — the question is: hast thou 
believed on Jesus Christ ; not as thou said, or as thou heard 
somebody else say, nor as thou thought or felt, but " as the 
scripture hath said ? " Alas, sir, I fear not. — How many 
blessings are lost for want of a clear perception, — even 
the disciples of Christ who walked with Him daily and 
knew Him personally well, — ^yet even they did not know 
Him when left alone out at sea in their own ship, tossed with 
waves and a contrary wind; "in the fourth watch of the 
night Jesus went unto them walking on the sea and 
when the disciples saw Him walking on the sea, they were 
troubled, saying : it is a spirit ; and they cried out for fear." 
They mistook their best friend for an enemy, — ^an apparition 
foreboding evil. Many good people mistake Christ for an 
apparition, their Saviour for a delusion, — they keep some- 
thing before their mind's eye which they think to be Christ, 
their ideal of Christ, which is only a phantom of Christ. 
Many look through the storm upon the Saviour and view Him 
as a ghostly thing, while the storm that surrounds them is 
real. They are of a desponding turn of mind, much given to 
looking within at inward corruptions and outward displays, 
causing disquietude. The ship, the waves, the contrary 
winds in trials, troubles and sorrow's sea is all true and real 
enough to tiiem, but Christ Himself walking over all, is to 
them but a phantom and an apparition. This apostate 
Christendom is real, yet they cannot realise the Omnipotence 
of Christ in the realm of Spirit ; — then how much less shall 
they realise Him as the Man-Christ in His natural immortal 
body ? — When Jesus Christ walked on the land, on terrafirma, 
none of His disciples ever said then : " it is a spirit " yet, when 
He walked on the waves, there was more of Christ visible, 
still they saw less. Where Christ uncovers most, men see 
least, where He reveals Himself most clearly, the unbelieving 
eye of man is least able to see. Many good Christians cannot 
see Christ in the ordinary run of aflfairs, they want signs. 
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miracles, wonders, and they believe less. They say they 
believe in Jesus Christ, but cannot praise Him, knowing 
assuredly that He has delivered their soul from death. It is 
because of their attenuating, vapourising, and spiriting our 
Lord away, making Him into a myth and mystifying the 
truth, that men are ever learning and never able to come to 
the knowledge of the truth. — A seed-bed of unbelief bringing 
forth weeds. Is it to be marvelled at that Christians are 
constantly troubled with doubts and fears, when they cannot 
realise the Man-Christ as He was, as He is, and as He will 
come to receive His bride. Of what use is it to famishing 
pilgrims in the desert to dream of bread and water ? — To 
carry a real load with ghostly assistance is in truth to be 
unassisted. Many Christians imagine Jesus to be an angry 
spirit, who will condemn them to a burning hell for ever, and 
they cry out for fear. But he who realises the Man-Christ, 
receives Him joyfully into his ship and knows of a truth that 
He is the Son of God ; he will render praises to Him who 
will deliver his body, which includes the soul and spirit 
from death. He has no doubts or fears as to the deliverance 
of his soul from death, he knows that to be an accomplished 
fact, because he has believed on Him as the scripture hath 
said, not as he was led by man to think or believe, and he obeys 
EEim as the scripture hath said, and enters into the fulness of 
the Spirit as the scripture hath said and out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water. — And '^you" young woman 
why are you following in this crowd? know you not that 
you will be persecuted by your own people if you are »een on 
this road ; — that you will be rejected and cast out of your 
home, to wander a pilgrim and stranger ; — what do you see 
that you cling so closely to the skirts of our garments ? — ^Ah 
sir \ I believe in every body being fully persuaded in their 
own minds, — ^flesh and blood hath not revealed it unto me, 
yet one thing I know, ihat» whereas I was blind now I see. 
I know not whether I have any right to eat of the children's 
bread, for I am a Greek, a Syrophenidan by nation, yet I am 
thankful to be permitted to eat of the children's crumbs that 
may fall under the table, yea : '' we will eat our own bread, 
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and wear our own apparel : only let us be called by thy 
name ; " — ** We will go with you : for we have heard that God 
is with you," — "Intreat me not to leave thee, or to return 
from following afker thee : for whither thou goest, I will go ; 
and where thou lodgest, I will lodge : thy people shall be 
my people, and thy God my God ; " — That fingerpost points 
to the road I have long sought in vain, but to-day my 
eyes have been touched with the eye-salve from the land. I 
am loosed from the cold chains, which chilled my soul unto 
death these many years and my agreement with death and 
hell is disannulled: "I will render praises unto Thee, for 
Thou hast delivered my soul from death/* now I groan for 
the redemption of my body. — ^Daughter, great is thy faith, of 
a truth flesh and blood hath not revealed it unto thee, but my 
Father and thy Father, my God and thy God ; the Lord will 
surely grant thee thy request ; having delivered thy soul from 
death, He will also deliver thy feet from falling into the pit, 
that thou mayest walk before God in the light of the living. 
— ^Now that we have dispersed the great multitude, we shall 
resume our journey. The twelve baskets of fragments will 
suffice us, and now let us go upon one of the mountains of 
Moriah and see the spot where Abraham oflFered up his only 
son Isaac a living sacrifice : body, soul, and spirit to God ; — 
and daughter remember that although this was done in the 
first dispensation, yet it is called the ** third'' day, because it 
was a type to be fulfilled in Jesus in the " third " day, and by 
Israel in the " third'' watch, so it is written : "on the "third" 
day Abraham lifted up his eyes, and saw the place " afar " 
" off'' And Abraham said unto his young men, abide ye here 
with the ass ; and I and the lad will go yonder and worship, 
and come again to you " — dost thou ask why the ram was 
offered in lieu of Isaac? — Because no offering could be 
acceptable to the Lord with sin. The deep mysteries of the 
kingdom were not then made known. Isaac was offered in 
figure, and Jesus was the antitype, offered in substance. 
Isaac was offered, body, soul and spirit upon the altar in 
figure, and Israel is the antitype who will offer himself 
voluntarily body soul and spirit in substance, and like 
Isaac will not be consumed. But in the end, — the ram— 
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Satan, will be caught. — Israel, the seed of the woman wiU 
catch him in his own thicket by his homs, where he has been 
hiding during the three dispensations and a half and he will 
be offered a burnt offering " in the stead of his son." For 
this reason Abraham called the name of the place Jehovah- 
Jireh *' in the mount of the Lord it shall be seen." Now let 
us go up from the plains of Moab to mount Nebo, to the top 
of Pisgah, that is over against Jericho, where Moses viewed 
the land which the Lord sware He would give to the seed of 
Abraham Isaac and Jacob, which Moses never possessed, and 
which the former house of Israel only possessed in figure, — 
being reserved for the seed of Israel in this third and last 
watch. That land was a figure of the natural immortal 
body : " Behold the land of Canaan, which I give unto the 
children of Israel for a possession" — " Ask of Me, and I shall 
give thee the heathen for thine inheritance, and the uttermost 
parts of the earth for thy possession " which is the body, and 
out of its belly or centre shall flow rivers of living water, it 
shall never perish, neither shall Satan pluck it out of Christ's 
hand, its life is hid with Christ in God. — ^When Jesus 
said : " And I, if I be lifted up from the " earth'' wiU draw 
all men unto Me " He was talking of His " body " and the 
Spirit lifted Him up, and Jesus said : " Father, into Thy hands 
I commend My Spirit : and having said thus, He gave up the 
ghost." When He laid in the grave He did not draw all 
men unto Him, but He had said : " If I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you ; but if I depart, I will send 
Him unto you." Now He went away, and was " three days'' in 
the sepulchre from the body, *' He went and preached unto the 
spirits in prison," and He is now coming " in Spirit " to draw 
all men unto Him. He will draw the " land " of promise, the 
" new earth," — ^the ynrit, smd, and body. He will draw all men 
unto His Spirit, which Spirit is Christ, but He will not draw 
them all from their earthly tabernacles. — Christ first left Jesus, 
and He cried : " my God why hast thou forsaken Me " — ^then 
the Spirit of Jesus with Christ left the body, so that two Spirits 
left it, and when Jesus was raised they understood not the 
parable. Now that He has been lifted up He will draw spirits 
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soul, and body to His Spirit, for He has now returned in Spirit, 
and says : " Because I live, ye shall live also." — ^Every true 
believer in our Lord Jesus Christ can use the words of our text 
and say : " I will render praises unto thee, for " thou " " Juist " 
delivered my " soul ** from death " but every true believer can^ 
not say : " Thou hast delivered my body from death " wherefore 
he cannot say on this side of the grave : " death, where is thy 
sting ? grave, where is thy victory ; Death is swallowed up 
in victory" — ^Death, is the last enemy that shall be destroyed, 
yet we may be delivered from its power in body, soiU and 
spirit, or it may have power to destroy the body, — but not 
soul and spirit. — No one can say : " I will render praises unto 
Thee, for Thou hast delivered my (body,) soul, (and ^rit) from 
death " unless he be a child of Abraham, of the true seed of 
Israel, having Christ grafted into him, as well as being him- 
self grafted into Christ : " you in Me, and I in you," he ordy 
can say : " death where is thy sting ? grave, where is thy 
victory? Death is swallowed up in victory;" — the true 
Israelite indeed in whom there is no guile can pass on the 
other side of the grave with the priest (Enoch) and the 
levite (Elijah) ; he only for whom the Man-Christ, the true 
Samaritan paid the two-pence of law and gospel, — ^into whose 
wounds he hath poured the oil and the wine, binding up his 
wounds and setting him on his own beast — the body. He 
only can say : when seated on his own beast : ''Behold the 
land of Canaan which (Israel) have received for a possession," 
— ^Iiaving received the uttermost parts of the earth, (the body) 
for an everlasting possession, to obtain that possession Jesus 
prayed for Israel to the Father : " I pray not that Thou 
shouldest take them out of the world, but that Thou shouldest 
keep them from the evil " — ^that they might do greater works 
than Jesus did, as it is written : — " The works that I do shall 
he (Israel) do also; and greater works than these shall he 
do ; because I go unto My Father ** — " Whosoever liveth and 
believeth in Me shall never die " — '' out of his belly shall flow 
rivers of living water " — '* they (Israel) shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them out of My hand " — "He 
wiU deliver their feet from falling, that they may walk before 
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God in the light of the living." Israel could never have 
possessed this until the " third *' day, and " third " watch 
of the eleventh hour of that day, — ^the 1,335 days of Daniel 
had arrived. He only is a bone of the 144,000 bones of the 
immortal Bride of Christ. — The members of the incorruptible 
Bride can say : " I will render praises unto Thee, for Thou 
hast delivered " my soul " from death," — " begotten unto a 
living hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead, 
to an inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, and that fadeth 
not away, reserved in heaven." To them Jesus saith : " In 
My Father's house are many mansions : if it were not so, I 
would have told you. I go to prepare a place for " you," And 
in the fulness of times, when " He who now letteth will let, 
until he be taken out of the way," and when He hath " put 
all enemies under His feet " — Satan and his angels who kept 
not their first estate, reserved in everlasting chains ; when all 
things shall be subdued unto Christ, then : *' ALL MEN," will 
render praises unto Thee, for Thou hast delivered (even the 
souls of the ungodly) from death." " And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw " ALL MEN " unto Me."— Not 
only is Christ " the saviour of the body " (Israel) — but " we 
trust in the " living God," who " is " the saviour of "ali." 
'*MEN," (and) specially of those that believe;" "For as in 
Adam ** all " die, even so in Christ shall " all " be made alive, 
but every man in his own order." — " He (Jesus) tasted death 
{oT '* every man,*' — and "justifieth the ungodly," — "in due 
time Christ died for the ungodly," — ^for "where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound." — " The common people heard 
Jesus gladly" and Jesus ate and drank with the worst 
sinners, He was in every sense ** the friend of sinners," — them 
He came to save, for them " He was the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world." For the common people and 
sinners He came to " take away the " sin " of the world,'* — 
not half the sin, nor a portion of the sin of the world, — 
but the whole lump of sin, the body of sin, the moun- 
tain of sin. Peter said : " God hath showed me that I 
should not call any man common." Jesus said : " I have 
compassion on the multitude, — because they continue with 
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Me now " three days " and have nothing to eat, I will not 
send them away fasting lest they faint in the way ; " and He 
fed the multitude, " the multitudes marvelled, saying, it was 
never so seen in Israel" ** and the multitudes that went before, 
and that followed, cried, saying : Hosanna to the Son of 
David: Blessed is He that cometh in the name of the 
Lord ; — Hosanna in the highest, and the multitude said, this 
is Jesus the prophet of Nazareth of Galilee '* " much people 
followed Him, and thronged Him " " and many of the people 
believed on Him " — Jesus loved the common people, and they 
loved and followed Him, He did not rebuke them. It 
was against the Priests, the Scribes and the Pharisees that 
He hurled anathema, — ^those who made a great outward pro- 
fession of religion and who were inwardly, ravening wolves. 
When in the temple teaching the common people " the Scribes 
and Pharisees brought unto Him a woman taken in adultery ; 
and when they had set her in the midst, they say unto Him, 
Master, this woman was taken in adultery, in the very act. 
Now Moses in the law commanded us, that such should be 
stoned; but what sayest thou? But Jesus stooped down, 
and with His finger wrote on the ground, as though He heard 
them not. So when they continued asking Him, He lifted up 
Himself, and said unto them, — he that is without sin among 
you, let him first cast a stone at her ; and they went out one 
by one, beginning at the eldest, even to the last : and when 
Jesus was left alone, and the woman standing in the midst He 
said unto her : woman, where are those thine accusers ? hath 
no man condemned thee ? she said, no man, Lord. Jesus 
said unto her, neither do I condemn thee : go, and sin no 
more. The same Jesus who said : " And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw " all Tnen " unto me." It was " the 
chief priests and elders who persuaded the multitude that 
they should ask for Barabbas, and destroy Jesus." " One of 
the malefactors railed on Him" but Jesus did not rebuke him 
" But the other answering rebuked him '' and Jesus said : 
" Father forgive them ; for they know not what they do." — 
There was a woman, a sinner, having five husbands, an 
adulteress ; but Christ said after He had conversed with her, 
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that He had found meat to eat that His disciples knew not of, 
where did He find it then ? If He had drank that day, He 
did not get it from Jacob's well ; for He had nothing to draw 
with, and the well was deep. He found His refreshment in 
that poor woman whom the self-righteous Pharisee of this 
Christendom would scorn, but not so Jesus, He said : " Give 
me to drink," and she refreshed the soul of Jesus " My meat 
and My drink is to do the will of Him that sent Me, and to 
finish His work." — His disciples asked Him, saying, Master, 
who did sin, this man, or his parents that he was born blind ? 
Jesus answered, neither hath this man sinned, nor his 
parents : but that the works of God should be made manifest 
in him " " A certain creditor had two debtors : the one owed 
five hundred pence, and the other fifty. And when they 
had nothing to pay, he frankly forgave them both. Tell Me 
therefore, which of them will love him most? Simon 
answered and said, I suppose that he, to whom he forgave 
most. And He said unto him, thou hast rightly judged.'* 
Jesus always condemned the empty professor who said he 
could see, — he passed by the righteous and sought a certain 
man who had an infirmity thirty and eight years, and said 
unto him "Wilt thou be made whole ? *' So in like manner 
the Man-Christ now condemns this present Apostate Chris- 
tendom and seeks the outcast of Israel, the dispersed of 
Judah from the pool in the market place where they are 
anxiously waiting for the " troubling of the water ; " as He 
finds them one by one. He makes them " whole " and they 
walk before God in the light of the living and they shall 
never perish, for He delivers their body and soul from death." 
— As we gaze upon the emblem of the latter house of Israel 
we discern three feathers springing forth from one stock 
and they are linked together with the "thkee" links of 
faith, hope and charity ; and now let us look again at the 
crucifixion of Jesus with the two thieves, crucified one on 
either side of Him. Both thieves Jiad railed on Him, one 
repents, — the other dies unrepented, and both go to the 
grave. Both bodies are equally eternally damned, both go 
to corruption. The one who repents, his soul is raised a 
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spiritual body at the first resurrection, his soul and spirit are 
re-united and he forms a member of the incorruptible bride- 
— The thief who died unrepenting appears with the other 
before the judgment seat of Christ and the sentence of the 
second death is passed on him and he is cast into outer dark- 
ness till the final resurrection, when he is raised again and 
receives a spiritual body like unto the angels of God — he is 
returned to his former estate ; the realm of spirit from which 
he was sent to possess a body, — he has lost his reward. 
But Christendom, the righteous Pharisee have a pocket full of 
stones to hurl at this bUnd man, bom blind of his parents in 
the realm of darkness, their hatred and revenge cannot be 
satiated unless he burn in a lake of fire for ever in endless 
torment. Surely Christ must be more than a phantom, an 
apparition, a ghost to them, He must be a demon to them ; 
no marvel they cry out for fear, it is a spirit ! — a ghost ! save 
us ! we perish ! But those who know the Man-Christ by 
constant communion, by walking and dwelling in the Spirit 
with Him, know Him and His words, and His great love 
towards poor blind, fallen creatures who were made subject to 
vanity, not willingly. They sit at His feet like Mary, serve 
Him like Martha and lean upon His bosom like John. They 
admire and adore that great love which is ever ready to 
forgive its enemies until seventy times seven "Father 
forgive them they know not what they do ; " having nothing 
wherewith to pay their debt, "He frankly forgave them 
both " — " And I, If I be lifted up from the earth, will draw 
all men unto Me ; " yea, " all nations whom Thou hast made, 
** shall** come and worship before Thee, Lord; and 
'*shalV* glorify Thy name;*' — yea, ''all kings shall fall 
down before Him: all nations shall serve Him" — ^'^All 
nations shall call Him blessed." Not the conversion of this 
present world or Satanic kingdom as Christendom imagines, 
for which they are proselytizing over land and sea, this 
present world will never be converted as they think, for: 
"when the Son of Man cometh," shall He find ''faith** on 
the earth," '' it will " wax worse and worse and iniqidty shall 
abound," the righteous will scarcely be saved out of it, the 
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house of Israel will be plucked out of it as a brand from the 
burning pile. "Behold, all souls are mine *' yet " the soul 
that sinneth it shall die.*' To redeem " all souls " from the 
second death, Jesus was made a curse for all, to redeem aHl 
from the curse of the law, for it is written : " Cursed is every 
one that hangeth on a tree ; " " Thou hast ascended on high, 
Thou hast led captivity captive : Thou hast received gifts for 
men ; yea, "/or the rebellious also,'' that the Lord God might 
dwell among men." But though Christ died " the just "/or 
the unjust** and was lifted up for all Tocn even the un- 
godly and rebellious, yet, if they continue in their rebellion 
and die unrepented, the sentence of the second death will 
surely be passed upon them for, " The judge wUl deliver thee 
to the oflScer (Satan) and cast thee into prison. Verily I say 
unto thee, thou shalt by no means come out thence, till thou 
hast paid the uttermost farthing" cast into death for one 
thousand years, until the final resurrection. — Though the law 
" was " nailed to the cross for the gathering in of the Gentiles, 
till their fulness had set in yet, they will find " till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shaU in no wise pass from 
the law, till all be fulfilled" — having paid the uttermost 
farthing he will be raised again and receive a spiritual body, 
a celestial body like unto the angels of God, and he will render 
praises to Christ for delivering his soul from death, he will 
praise the Lord who paid the debt for the sin of the world. 

In the text before us, we behold the " three " classes 
of mankind : first, the unbeliever who dies unrepented, 
whose body goes to corruption, receiving the wages of sin — 
death. His soul and spirit appear before the judgment 
seat of Christ and he is sentenced to the second death, he 
remains one thousand years in the grave ; but through the 
death of Jesus, who was offered a sacrifice upon the accursed 
tree, having poured out His blood to ransom all souls 
from death, he is raised again at the final resurrection. 
Be not forgetful of this one thing, it is written: "there 
shall be a resurrection of the dead, both of the ** just and 
the unjust " — " marvel not at this : for the hour is coming, 
in the which all that are in their graves shall hear His 
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voice, and shall come forth; they that have done good, 
unto the resurrection of life ; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation " and when the wicked 
have paid the uttermost faii;hing in prison, they will be 
returned to their former estate ; so it is written : " When 
thy sisters, Sodom and her daughters, shall return to their 
former estate, and Samaria and her daughters shall return 
to their former estate, then thou and thy daughters shall 
return to your former estate ; " — here you perceive the 
wicked of the three dispensations returned to their former 
estates, that is to say : the estate they belonged to, before 
their spirits were sent to minister to a mortal body ; we 
see "thy sisters Sodom and her daughters (first dispen- 
sation) Samaria and her daughters (second dispensation) 
" Thou " and thy daughters " (third dispensation). But " the 
angels which kept not their first estate, but left their own 
habitation, He hath reserved- in everlasting chains under 
darkness unto the judgment of the great day, " these have 
no part in Christ nor He with them. He did not come to 
seek and save them, He did not pour out His blood for 
them, and they know it, "and behold they , cried out, 
saying, what have we to do with Thee, Jesus, thou Son 
of God ? art Thou come hither to " torment us before the 
time?" — "and the devil that deceived them was cast into 
the lake of fire and brimstone ; " — these left their own 
habitation and have ever remained disembodied spirits, 
wandering to and fro on the face of the earth having no 
souls, for these Christ did not die, but for every soul, 
Christ poured out His blood unto death, and through His 
propitiation ** God in Christ reconciled " the world " unto 
Himself, not imputing their trespasses unto them." And 
at the final resurrection, the rebellious also will be changed 
and will adopt the first part of our text: "I will render 
praises unto Thee, for Thou hast delivered ray soul from 
death " but alas ! alas ! they can never advance one step 
further than this,— to them the harvest is past and the 
summer is ended, they have lost tiie great recompense of 
their reward, the day will be passed and gone for them 
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to say : " wilt not Thou deliver my feet from falling, that 
I may walk before God in the light of the living "— mortal 
bodies were given to their spirits wherein they might have 
walked before Gkni in the light of the living and been raised 
to a recompense of reward in the first resurrection and 
become a Member of the incorruptible Bride. They might 
have believed on Christ as the scripture hath said and out 
of their belly rivers of living water might have flowed. 
They might have never perished, Satan might never have 
pluek'd them out of Christ's hand in death for the destruc- 
tion of the body had they believed on Him as the scripture 
hath said. These opportunities were offered to them time 
without number, they were inexcusable, God's last message 
to man was offered to them in the " Flying Eoll," but they 
despised the word, and the virgins who offered it to them. 
They are speechless, they have not a word to utter in self- 
justification. Those terrible words stand ever before their 
memories : " Son, remember that thou in thy life time 
receivedst thy good things, and likewise Lazarus evil things : 
but now he is comforted, and thou art tormented." This 
will be a gnawing worm to his soul, he will behold Lazarus 
in Abraham's bosom from whose belly rivers of living water 
shall flow, whilst he would be glad to dip his finger in 
those waters to cool his tongue, but alas I that time has 
passed. His spirit is saved, so as by fire and he is returned 
to his former estate in the realm of spirit, as he was before 
he possessed a body; Alas! he never knew the value of 
that body, nor the inestimable riches of suffering and sweet 
sorrow in the mortal body. Now he knows it all, every- 
thing is visibly brought to his mind's eye; the greatness 
of his loss enhances the flame of his memory in torment. 
Well may angels in heaven envy Lazarus in his sores. 
Well may the heavenly host congregate and break through 
the clouds of heaven and look down upon man, bleeding 
and wounded by the way side and say : " Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace, good will toward men ; " 
Let all the earth re-echo the praises of that heavenly host : 
Glory to God in the highest who is a God of Love, who 
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has no pleasure in the death of any man ; praise the Lord 
O my soul that thou wilt be judged by a righteous judge 
and not by the priesthood of an apostate Christendom 
who fore-bode evil toward men, and who would have the 
blind man, who was bom blind, cast into burning flames, 
with their tongues hanging from blistered lips, which ex- 
coriates and bums the roof of his mouth, as if it were a 
fire-brand ; the hell of hells will be in this burning flame, 
when the damned (souls ?) jingle the burning irons of 
their torments they shall say " For ever " ! when they howl, 
echo cries " For ever " — 

*' For ever is written on their racks, 
For eyer on their chains ; 
For ever burneth in the fire, 
For ever, ever reigns." 

Here we see a true specimen of the fireworks shot forth from 
hundreds of pulpits to-day in Christendom, do you marvel my 
hearer, that thoughtful men become avowed, yet unwilling 
infidels ? Is not this apostate Christendom the hot-bed of 
infidelity, and has it not become " the habitation of devils, 
and the hold of every spirit, and a cage of every unclean and 
hateful bird "' — " and no marvel, for Satan himself is trans- 
formed into an angel of light. Therefore, it is no great thing 
if his ministers also be transformed as the ministers of 
righteousness, whose end shall be according to their works." 
— Compare these perorations of rhetorical fireworks in which 
these speakers subside, with the simple and loving words of 
Jesus Christ, who left the ninety and nine angels (" which 
things the angels desire to look into ") and came into these 
mountains to seek that which was lost and gone astray imtil 
He find it, and when He hath found it, He layeth it on His 
shoulders, rejoicing, and when He cometh home. He calleth to- 
gether (the heavenly host) His friends and neighbours saying 
unto them, rejoice with Me ; for I have found My sheep which 
was lost. For it is not the will of your Father which is in 
heaven, that one of these little ones should perish : '* those 
that thou gavest me I have kept, and none of them is lost, but 
the eon of perdition ; that the scripture might be falHUed.** 
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The son of peidition, tlie man of sin, the enemy who sowed 
the tares, — Satan with all his spirits, these will be lost and 
come under the eternal vengeance of a just God. ** Surely 
the wrath of man shall praise Thee : the remeduder of wratli 
shalt Thou restrain/' — ^bring my soul out of prison, that I may 
praise Thy name'' — *'-4tt" Thy works shall praise Thee, 
Lord ; and Thy saints shall bless Thee/'—" All " the ends of 
th^ world shall remember and turn unto the Lord : and all the 
kindreds of the nations shall worship before Thee. All they 
that be fat upon earth shall eat and worship : all they that go 
down to the dust shall bow before Him.*' He took upon Him 
the form of a servant, and was made in the likeness of men : 
He humbled Himself and became obedient unto death, even 
the death of the cross. — ^Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted Him, and given Him a name which is above every 
name '' that at the name of Jesus every hiee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in earth, and things under the 
earth, and that every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ 
is Lord, to the glory of God the Father." — Methinks I hear 
the voice of Christendom crying out : do you know that it is 
written : '^ fear Him which is able to destroy both soul and 
body in helL" Does not this very passage confirm what we 
have already said? — proving that though it is possible for 
men to destroy the body, they cannot destroy the soul, but 
God is (Me to destroy both ; the bodies of both the righteous 
and the wicked are destroyed as appears by the word of God 
to Ezekiel : *' I will cut off from thee the righteous and the 
wicked." . Their souls and spirits being separated. "The 
hour is coming, and now is, when the dead shall hear the 
voice of the Son of God, and they that hear shall live, and 
ahcUl come forth " (from their graves) which could not be if 
they lost their existence. '' And after three days and an half 
the Spirit of life from God entered into them, and they stood 
upon their feet ; and great fear fell upon them which saw 
them. And they heard a great voice from heaven saying 
unto them, Come up hither. And they ascended up to heaven 
in a cloud ; and their enemies beheld them," — their enemies 
being the devil and his angels, viz. : the angels that kept not

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their first estate; " Edom her kings, and- all her princes, the 
princes^ of the north all of them, and all the Zidonians which 
are ''gone down " with the slain. Pharaoh shall see theni» 
and shall be comforted over all his multitude^ even Pharaoh 
and all his army slain by the sword, saith the Lord" — " They 
are all delivered unto death, to the nether parts of the earth, 
in the midst of the children of men, with them that go down 
into the pit. — ^And all the trees of Eden, the choice and best 
of Lebanon, all that drink water, shall be comforted in the 
nether parts of the earth. They also went down into helL'' 
Bid not Jesns fulfil this when He went in Spirit and 
preached nnto the spirits in prison ? — " To proclaim liberty to 
the captives and the opening of the prison to them tiiat aie 
botmd." — " For this cause was the goq^el preached also to 
them that are dead, that they might be judged according to 
men in the flesh, but live according to God '' in the Spirit" 
Do not forget all we told you in the first part of Sermon 11. 
— Man was only a spirit, or one of the hosts of heaven, but 
through his '' sufferings ** he is made higher,—^'* Thou hast 
made him a little lower than the angels" — ** for the creature 
was made subject to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of 
Him who hath subjected the same in hope ;" so according to 
his hope in his Creator, so does he overcome. — ^H!e Aat 
liveth and believeth shall never die. And he that dieth the 
death of the righteous, reeeiveth a spiritual body to dwell in 
at the first resurrection equal to the angels. And he that 
dieth the death of the wicked, reeeiveth a spiritual body to 
dwell in at the final resurrection. — ^If the Son of God, who 
knew no sin, suffered for the sin of man, — ^man must aUo 
suffer, — even if there had been no possibility of his with- 
standing the temptation, e^ecially if it was designed by his 
Creator to work out for him a greater weight of gloiy, then is 
the judgment on Satan, '' of judgment, because ike prince of 
this world is judged." The Son of God laid down His life 
for i^e whole of Adam's race, and all are written in the Book 
of Life, for whom the Son of God died. — Christ laid down the 
life of Jesus for His brother Adam and his seed. Then it is 
the angels who were cast out of heaven with Satan, who are 
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not written in the Book of life: ''and whosoever was 
not found written in the Book of life was cast into the lake 
of fire." — All ebe can use the language of the first part of our 
text: ''I will render praises unto Thee, for Thou hast 
delivered my soul from death." — Having now considered the 
first dass of mankind, or the unbeliever who dies unrepenting, 
we shall proceed to consider the second class :— the believer 
in our Lord Jesus Christy who seeks " only " the salvation of 
his soul, he being totally blind to the life of the body. — 
In every sense of the word, the believer in Christ can 
say: ''I will render praises unto Thee, for Thou hast 
delivered my soul from death," — ^he is freed from the second 
deatli, it can have no power over him, he has saved his soul 
through &ith in our Lord Jesus Christ by grace, and he will 
receive his recompense of reward in the lirst resurrection : 
** Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrec- 
tion : on such the second death hath no power, but they 
shall be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with 
Him a thousand years " — they will reign with Christ, during 
the thousand years, whilst those who have died unrepented, 
remain in their^ graves; — "But the rest of the dead lived 
not again until the thousand years were finished." Those who 
have part in the first resurrection are raised up from among 
the dead, consequently they "obtain a better resurrection:" 
*' If by any means I might attain unto the resurrection from 
among the dead, that I may know Him and the power of His 
resurrection " — " For if we have been planted together in the 
likeness of His death, we shall be also in the likeness of His 
resurrection " as He appeared to Mary and to the two disciples 
when He vanished out of their sight i.e., a spiritual body. 
Those who believe in the Lord Jesus Christ for the soul, are 
Uessed in the first resurrection by being freed from the 
second death, and are made priests of God and of Chi'ist, that 
is to say: they are ministers in the temple of Qod and 
Bridesmaids to Christ and His immortal Bride, as it is written : 
" Can the children of the bridechamber mourn, as long as the 
bridegroom is with them ? — ^but the days will come, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken from them, and then shall they 
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fast " — " I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, my soul shall be 
joyful in my God ; for He hath clothed me with the garments 
of salvation, He hath covered me with the robe of righteous- 
ness as a bridegroom decketh himseK with ornaments, and as 
a bride adorneth herseK with jewels." — ^They are *' friends^' of 
the Bridegroom but not the Bride, and so it is written : " He 
that hath the bride is the bridegroom : but the '* friend " of 
the bridegroom, which standeth and heareth Him, rejoiceth 
greatly because of the bridegroom's voice : this my joy there- 
fore is fulfilled, he must increase but I must decrease." — In 
one sense only can the friends of the Bridegroom say : " wUt 
not thou deliver my feet from falling, that I may walk before 
God in the light of the living " — that is to say : the sense 
in which the Psalmist used it. — He knew that God had de- 
livered his soul from death; in its assurance he praised God, 
but he mourned his many backslidings. He mourned his 
great sin in the matter of Uriah the Hittite, by killing him 
with the sw ord of the children of Ammon, and by taking 
" his '' wife to be his wife. He knew his crime was the 
greater, because he did it " secretly " sinning against light and 
knowledge, but the crime was greatly magnified from the fact 
that he had " given great occasion to the enemies of the Lord 
to blaspheme." This is the crime for which the sword of 
the Lord is now ready to descend with a vengeance upon 
Christendom; not so much their own secret crimes, done 
hourly under the cloke of profession as the giving " occa- 
sion to the enemies of the Lord to blaspheme " why ? Because 
" they crucify to themselves the Son of God afresh, and put 
Him to an open shame.'* This is the charge against this 
apostate Christendom to-day : " it beareth thorns and briers 
and is rejected, and is nigh unto cursing ; whose end is to be 
burned." — David had no hope that his feet would not even- 
tually fall into the pit, — but he prayed that his feet might be 
kept from slipping and backsliding. He prayed that he 
might walk worthily before God and man in the light of the 
living, in accordance with his high profession, — ^he sought a 
full possession of light and truth. He had no hope of ob- 
taining the immortality of his mortal body, for he knew the 
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time to be too far ofif ; — ^yet, neither did he seek death, in the 
sense in which Christendom seeks death to-day, misconstruing 
that passage which saith ** For me to live is Christ, and to die 
is gain" "absent from the body, present with the Lord." 
David did not tmderstand the language of this present 
Christendom ; — ^hot-beds of unbelief and infidelity were tm- 
known in his time. David never thought that death would 
be " gain " to him, but contrary wise : a loss. His hope was 
to walk before God in the light of the liviag. He had no 
fairy dreams of being carried by angels to heaven ; milletante 
imaginations upon popish ceilings were unknown in those 
days of facts and realities ; they were as foreign to David as 
to the thief on the cross. Evidently Peter did not think that 
David was in heaven whilst preaching his sermon on the day 
of Pentecost, witness his belief on this point: "Men and 
brethren, let me freely speak to you of the patriarch David, 
that '• he is '* both '* dead " and ** buried,*' and his sepulchre 
is with us unto this day." Nor did the Apostle Paul teach in 
any of his epistles that, death would be gain to believers ; 
neither could believers even infer that they would be trans- 
lated at once to heaven at death as Christendom now teaches, 
speaking of closing their eyes here one moment and instantly 
opening them in heaven. Paul had not the remotest idea 
that Abel, Noah Abraham Isaac or Jacob were in heaven, 
for he distinctly tells us : " These all died in faith, " not having 
RECEIVED THE PROMISES," but having sccn them afar off, and 
were persuaded of them, and embraced them, and confessed 
that they were strangers and pilgrims on the earth ; ** after 
giving a Ust of faithful witnesses who had died in the faith, 
— of many who had been tortured and put to death for their 
faith "not accepting deliverance; that they might obtain a 
better resurrection," he sums up the ensemble "and these 
" ALL " having obtained a good report through faith ; received 
"n4)t the promise" God having provided some better thing 
for " US " (in this third and last watch) that they without 
"W8" should (could?) not be made perfect." — Alas, Alas, 
for this Christendom, gigantic in itself, yet so puny ; which 
promises liberty at death, saying : '' dear brother, fear not 
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death it is a blessii^, thy soul is delivered from death and 
thy death is gain to thy immortal soul : thy crown ; in a 
moment more thou shalt close thine eyes upon me to open 
them 'in eternal glory " What a paradox I what a contra- 
diction of truth ! one feels like asking : " do these shejdierds 
believe the word of God at all ? " where do they get these 
doctrines from, — do they get them from the orthodox mould 
into which they are run, from the aspirations of an over 
zealous father or from he who said in the beginning " yea 
hath God said " — certain it is that they cannot find it in the 
word of God, — ''it" is unalloyed whatever tfiey may be. 
Alas for these wise college graduates " while " they " promise 
them liberty, they "themselves" are the servants of cor- 
ruption" Many good Christians are so deluded by these 
blind guides that they do verily believe : — having believed 
on. the Son of God, there remains nothing more now to be 
done, they are safe, yes, quite safe, ready to die, prepare to 
die, seek to die their hope is that Jesus will come again and 
call them " to die " for say they : how much sweeter, how much 
better to be with Jesus in Paradise than struggle here below 
against winds, and tides; — and these are the songs they sing ; 

*' There's a beautiful land on high, 
And my kindred its bliss enjoy, 
Methinks I now see how they're waiting for me. 
In that beautiful land on high. 
When by sorrow pressed down, 1 long for my crown 
In that beautiful land on high." 

All " me,*' " myself " and *' my crown.** How very different to 
all this, is the language of the true child of God who seeks 
not " self* but to glorify Him, whom his soul loveth beyond 
all expression. The Psalmist praised God that He had de- 
livered his soul from death ; his request is not for " that 
beautiful land on high its bliss to enjoy " but " wilt not Thou 
deliver my feet from falling, that I may walk (on earth) 
before God in the light of the living " he praised God for 
delivering his soul from death but he did not seek death for 
translation to " that beautiful land on high." Many a hire- 
ling and false shepherd who is to-day scattering the sheep 
will hear the words of this Eoll let thebi take heed to the 
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wamin^ in this Soil, for^ ^ not only is this their craft in 
clanger to be set at nought, but also that the temple of the 
great goddess Diana (stained with her own Uood) is despised 
and her magnificence shall be destroyed, whom all Asia and 
the ** world " worshippeth." No, Paul did not expect to go to 
that ''beautiful land" the moment he closed his eyes on earth. 
He said " for me to live is Christ and to die is gain " in what 
sense could death be gain ? because said Paul : '' I go bound in 
the Spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the things] that shall 
be&ll me there^ save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth in every 
dty, saying, that bonds and afflictions abide me. Sut none 
ci these things move me, neither count I my life dear unto 
fnyself, — that I might Jinish my course with joy^ and th$ 
ministry" which I have received of the Lord Jesus^ to testify 
the gospel of the grace of God "— " after my departing shall 
grievous wolves enter in among you, not sparing the flock. 
Also of your own selves shall men , arise, speakiog perverse 
things, to draw away disciples after them. Therefore, watch 
and remember that by the space of ** three " years I ceased not 
to warn every one night and day with teara,''*-those who 
were in Paul's company besought him not to go to Jerusalem, 
"then Paul answered: what mean ye to weep and break 
mine heart ? for I am ready not to be bound only, but also to 
die at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord Jesus ; " — there was 
music to him in the clink of his chains, he could hold them 
up and say : '' because that for the hope of Israel I am bound 
with this chain " and in the same breath, he could exclaim t 
" For me to live is Christ, and to die is gain " " Christ shall 
be magnified in my body, whether it be by life, or by death ;' 
— he knew not which of the two to choose that he might 
glorify Christ the most, — he knew that if he lived he would 
glorify Christ and if his [body was burnt at the stake that 
by his death he would glorify Christ, and such a death 
would be gain to him inasmuch as his reward, his crown> 
would be greater ; — not that he expected to be with Jesus the 
instant he died and receive his reward, — he did not dream of 
such a thing ; — he had a desire to die a martyr's death for 
Christ and to depart, and to be with Christ, which is far 
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better, he also had a desire to abide in the flesh, which was 
more needful to the young disciples. To depart this life is so 
to speak to be with Christ, for it will seem but as a moment 
from death to the first resurrection, but he had not the re- 
motest idea of being with Christ until the first resurrection, 
neither had he the slightest expectation of his reward till the 
first resurrection, he distinctly told Timothy in his Epistle 
that he did not expect his rewaid, his crown until " that 
day ** for he said : " I am now ready to be offered, and the 
time of my departure is at hand. I have fought a good fight, 
I have finished my course, 1 have kept the faith : henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which the 

^Lord, the righteous Judge, shall give me at " that day " i,e., 
the day of resurrection, — and not to me only, but unto all them 
also that " love His appearing ; " — not unto those who covet 
death, who make a covenant with death, who prefer death to 
life simply on the grounds of escaping the trials and suf- 
ferings of this life. Paul nowhere taught the believer in 
Christ that death would be ''gain'* to him by seeking death 
to escape tribulations and sufferings, but he taught to the 
contrary : " we glory in tribulations also : knowing that tribu- 
lation worketh patience ; and patience experience ; and expe- 
rience hope " — ** faint not at my tribulations for you, which 
is your glory " — we ourselves glory in you in the churches 
of God for your patience and faith in all your persecutions 
and tribulations that ye endure : which is a manifest token 

*of the righteous judgment of God, that ye may be counted 
worthy of the kingdom of God, for which ye also suffer : 
seeing it is a righteous thing with God to recompense 
tribulation to them that trouble you ; and to *' you '' who 
are troubled rest " WITH US " (when ? — at death ? no, no I 
but) — " when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed from heaven 
with His mighty angels," "when He shall come to be 
glorified in His saints, and to be admired in all them that 
believe in ' that day' " — " For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us a far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory." Before the spurious doctiines of 
these latter days were known, Paul preached and taught : 
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" Confirming the souls of the disciples, and exhorting them to 
continue in the faith, and that we must through much tribu- 
lation enter into the kingdom of God ** — " Eejoicing in hope, 
patient in tribulution '* — trusting in God — " who comforteth 
us in all our tribulation, that we may be able to comfort 
them which are in any trouble, by the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God. For " as " the aitfferinga of 
Christ abound in us, " so " our consolation also dboundeth 
by Christ *' — " I am exceeding joyful in all our tribulation " 
— for, •* The suflPerings of this present time are not worthy to 
be compared with the glory which shall be revealed in us " — 
"For it became Him, for whom are all things, and by whom 
are all things, in bringing many sons unto glory, to make the 
Captain of their salvation perfect through sufferings." — Paul 
saw the life of the Body : — the immortality of the mortal 
body, but he knew the time was yet afar off, and it made him 
miserable and yet he was elated at the glorious prospects of 
immortality which were to be given to man in the third and 
last watch of the third dispensation " and lest I should be 
exalted above measure through the abundance of the revela- 
tions, there was given to me a thorn in the flesh, the mes- 
senger of Satan to buffet me, lest I should be exalted above 
measure." Seeing the glories of immortality which he knew, 
he could never possess, — he cried out in the agony of his 
soul: " 0, wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death." — If to die could be gain to the 
Apostle Paul in his day, — in no one sense of the word could 
'*to die, be gain " during the 1,335 days of Daniel, the third 
and last watch wherein we now stand, rejoicing in hope of 
the immortality of our mortal body ; — and Jesus prayed for 
" the other sheep which are not of this fold " (the Gentile 
fold) who would be brought into the fold of Israel at the 
fulness of the Gentiles, saying: "I pray not that Thou 
shouldest take *'them** out of the world, but that Hhou 
shouldest keep them from the evil," — for they will ever seek to 
wdk before God in the light of the living. They will believe 
on Me, as the scripture hath said, and out of their belly 
shall flow rivers of living water, and they shall never perish. 
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never see comiption neither shall Satan pluck them out of 
My hand for the destruction of tine flesh. — Jesus» in His 
parable of the two builders, showed plainly the difference 
between the man who would believe on EUm, ^'as the 
scripture hath said/' — "who heaxeth these sayings of Mine, 
and doeth them/' and that man " who heareth these sayings of 
Mine and doeth them Twt.** The one is a wise man, building 
gold, silver, and precious stones upon a rock, withstanding 
all the rains of tribulation, the floods of sorrow, and the 
winds of adversity, and stand unmoved ; — ^£rom whose house 
living waters would flow, which would never perish, nor fall 
to the ground, ic^ the grave : because it was founded upon a 
rock, and that rock is the Man-Christ.— like a stone of the 
immortal building, he might be cast into the waters of 
affliction, but they could only wet the outside but never wet 
him through, — and when the floods of sorrow had passed 
over him, he would be found high and dry. Like the oak 
of the forest whose substance is in itself, entwining its roots 
around the rock — Christ, it defies the raging storms and 
hurricanes of trouble. It has withstood many a gale and 
beheld many fall on its right and on its left. — But those who 
hear these sayings of Mine, and doeth them not, who is 
continually crying out: Lord! Lord! — ^have we not pro- 
phesied in Thy name, and in Thy name done many wonderful 
things and gathered many laige congregations around " iis^" 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, because he knew his 
Master's will and did it not, he built his house upon the 
sand of profession with wood, hay, and stubble, making a 
momentary blaze to be seen of men and die a natural death; 
how can he withstand the rains, the floods, and the winds of 
persecution, trial, tribulation and sorrow ? his faith was not 
proved by his works, — he is an empty shell saturated through 
and when cast into the waters of affliction, as a sponge 
sucking in the doctrines and traditions of men and absorbing 
them alL His faith is proved to have been founded upon a 
phantoiil Christ and not that faith which believes on Christ 
"as the scripture hath said;" and when the gale passed 
over that tree, it broke asunder in half, and its centre was 
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«atea up by the warm, 'which had been gnawing at its heart, 
beiDg an empty, a hollow professionalist, and it fell : and 
great was the fall diereof. The wise and the foolish man 
weie both engaged in precisely the same avocation, and to 
some extent achieved the same designs, — ^they were both 
equally impressed with the need of building a house. — 

Hiaving now briefly considered the first and second class of 
mankind in these latter days, we shall now proceed to con- 
sider the "{hird'' class of mankind who seek the life of the 
Body, the immortality of their mortal body, which includes 
the salvation or deliverance of the soul from death. If the 
body is saved, the soul and spirit is saved with it. Those 
who seek ^immortality" believe in Jesus, on Jesus in 
Christ ; on Christ in Jesus = the Man^Christ " as the scrip- 
ture hath said" — ^not as their ancestors or any man has 
tao^t them, nor as they have thought or felt, they do not 
base their belief in Christ or anything human, but simply 
and wholly " as the scripture hath said ; ** one, " thus saith the 
Lord " or " it is written " is better to them than a ship's cargo 
of commentaries. — ^They do not *' meet " together in the name 
of Jesus as Christendom say they do, but they are " gathered " 
together by the immortal Spirit in the name of Jesus-Christ. 
Th^ serve like Martha and commime like Mary and lean 
upon the bosom of the Man-Christ, keeping their eye single 
to Him who is their *' wisdom, and righteousness, and 
sanctification and redemption," — they are complete in Him, 
they are yoked together with Him and separate &om the 
world; they feast upon Him, — ^He is their Beloved. — ^like 
.the photographer's sensitive plate they are waiting to receive 
the impression of the divine light, — waiting for the redemp- 
tion of the body. Their " conversation is in heaven ; (the 
Spirit), from whence also we look for the Saviour, the Lord 
Jesos Christ : who shall change our vile body, that it may 
be fashioned like unto His glorious body, according to the 
working whereby He is able even to subdue all things unto 
Himself." " When He shall descend from heaven with a shout 
as the scripture hath said; then we which are alive and 
renuoB shall be caught up together, to meet the Lord in the air : 
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and so shall we ever be with the Lord " ** then*^ we will render 
praises unto Thee, for Thou hast delivered my body from 
corruption and my soul from death. Until then our prayer 
shall be : " wilt not Thou deliver my feet from falling, that 
I may walk before God in the light of the living" — ^"for 
the grave cannot praise Thee, death cannot celebrate 
Thee: they that go down into the pit cannot hope for 
Thy truth. The living, the living, he shall praise Thee, 
as I do this day : the father to the children shall make 
known Thy truth." Lay on Thy chastening rod, that 
they may not be hearers of Thy word only but doers, walking 
upon Thy law and under Thy Spirit, keeping Thy precepts 
and commandments, and may our daily lives and conduct be 
seasoned with : ** whatsoever things are true, honest, just, 
whatsoever things are pure, lovely, and of good report " — so 
shall we walk and dwell in the immortal Spirit. They do not 
stop at first principles of the oracles of God, continually 
feeding upon milk ; but they seek to be fed with " strong 
meat which belongeth to them that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of use have their senses exercised thereby to 
discern " both " good and evil " — '* Therefore they leave the 
first principles of the doctrine of Christ, and go on unto 
perfection; not laying again the foundation of repentance 
from dead works, and of faith toward God, of the doctrine of 
baptisms, and of laying on of hands, and of resurrection of the 
dead, and of eternal judgment." At first they were content 
" to " see '* greater things than these," but now they seek the 
substance of types and shadows " Greater things than these 
shall ye " do," " — ^They will not rest until all the promises are 
fulfilled in them, until out of their belly shall flow rivers of 
living water and ride triumphantly over sin, death, hell, and 
the grave, and their only plea, — ^their only claim to these 
promises consist in the simple fact that they believe in 
Christ : " as the scripture hath said ; " and whosoever 
believeth in the Man-Christ as the scripture hath said : 
it is impossible for liitn lo eo to corruption. — It is evident 
that all religions and denoiiiiiicitions do " not " believe as the 
scripture hath said, or they would all agree in one, and the 
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request of Jesus would be fulfilled in them '' That they all 
may be OTie ; as Thou Father art Id Me, and I in Thee, that 
they also may be one in us : that the world may believe that 
Thou hast sent Me/' but the world does not believe in Jesus 
to-day because of the disunion among Christians^ and the 
simple reason that they are not united is found in the 
language of our text, because they believe not on Christ '^ as 
the scripture hath said/' hence they give the world occasion 
to blaspheme the sacred name of Jesus. They are a house 
divided against themselves which cannot stand. — Let the 
letter house of Israel profit by the lessons taught to the 
former house of Israel, let us not be high-minded but fear 
and cry daily and hourly unto our God to deliver our feet 
from falling, that we may walk before God in the light of the 
living, and this shall we do beloved, if we walk on the law 
and dwell in the Spirit. Let us walk circumspectly between 
the two mountains and in through the two-leaved gates of 
law and gospel, for it is written : " The law of his God is in 
his heart ; none of his steps shall slide." Man must first 
dwell in paradise before it will be put into his mortal body. 
Jesus dwelt in Jerusalem, though it cannot be handled, yet it 
is a substance, and is as a man seeing his own likeness in a 
^ss. So those who have their eyes anointed can behold the 
body of Jesus in paradise. If we believe on the Man-Christ 
as the scripture hath said, that immortal Spirit cannot be 
hidden from our view, — ^He is no delusion, no phantom, no 
apparition : " He that hath seen Me hath seen the Father ; 
and how sayest thou then, show us the Father." Many have 
seen Him in vision, and many shall yet see Him, and be as 
though in immortality. Did not the flesh of. the Creator 
descend into the womb of the Virgin, which was Zion below ? 
did not she bear of her own seed, immortal fruit i Was it 
inoculated with the evil ? Men saw Him, handled Him ; 
but though they saw Him, yet they understood not. But 
we are inoculated from our mother's womb, with the lust of 
evil, but when changed to immortality it will be a life 
without death. Then, when God has made man as Jesus 
was, he will be a complete man. But He has been found of 
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them that sought Him not. Let us seek to be of Him, one 
bone and one life with Him. — Now is the time of fallowing 
the ground, that it may be prepared for the principal wheat. 
Christ is the hedge ; — Christ is that eternal wall between 
them and Satan, which he with all his host, cannot remove 
nor pull down to the grave.— -We must have the lust of the 
evil removed and our blood cleansed before we can receive 
the new bottle, the immortal Spirit ; for if new wine be put 
into old bottles they burst and perish; but on the other 
hand, if old wine be well refined and put into new bottles, 
both are preserved. The body of man is clothed by the spirit 
being at the outside, the same as the fire is at the outside of 
the boiler, which gives heat to the blood in the heart, for the 
heart is the boiler. When old wine, which is the mortal 
spirit, is well refined, and the immortal Spirit, the new 
bottle is put into the body of man, then that body is 
immortal. -^The good olive plant was proved at the river 
Jordan. That plant was grafted into Zion — into that one 
immortal Spirit, which was the two immortal Spirits, called 
^ne, which is God. Then Jesus went away that He ought 
send the Comforter, — ^that those who were grafted into the 
olive tree might be grafted into the '' virie.*' — ^AU believers 
are grafted into the olive tree, but all believers are not 
grafted into the vine ; Jesus tells them, the writings of the 
olive tree were the law which was given to Moses. He 
showed them the gospel revealed to Him. Paul calls it ihe 
fatness of the root of the olive tree. It is impossible for any 
believer to bear incorruptible fruit for the first resurrection, 
imless they abide in the olive tree, because He is the Father 
of the flesh. It is left on record '* you in Me," that is : 
grafted into Him, by being grafted into Him, they are grafted 
into His death ; and thus the death of the soul is conquered. 
But man fell under two deaths, and has to conquer two 
deaths. The first death is the death of the body,— the second 
is the death of the soul. — Understand, that Christ was only 
grafted into Jesus that He might conquer both deaths, for 
unless He had done so, there could have been no resur- 
rection of the dead. After suffering death, that same Spirit 
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came to Him, and abode **in** Him, and then He was 
immortal; therefore, every branch grafted into Him must 
bear that fruit which Jesus bore ; then Christ descends, and 
they put on immortality. Every one that " abides ** not in 
Him is cast forth as an abominable branch into the grave. 
Then, as true Israelites seek to be freed from all guile and 
groan hourly in prayer to the heavenly Father that He may 
deliver our feet from falling or sliding into the pit, that we 
may bear that fruit which Jesus bore, — that like Him, we 
may walk before God in the light of the living, that the fruit 
of living waters may flow from us and never perish but 
conquer both deaths, and if we do this by the power of the 
Spirit of the living God abiding in us, it is impossible for Satan 
with all his legions to pluck us out of His hand. That time is 
now a>me, when we may hope to realize and inherit all things 
by overcoming all evil, so that the eternal decree of the Father 
may be fulfilled in us : " You in Me, and I in you.** — The 
Lord has clearly revealed the two deaths unto the house of 
Israel, and He will surely reveal the two lives to ye, for no 
one can be a true Israelite unless he seek for Christ to be 
grafted in them. Was not the prophet commanded to tell 
Hie man that he should live, and not to prepare for death ? — 
So now, ye are to live till Christ be grafted into you ; but 
how can ye live to Christ unless ye diligently seek to have 
your feet kept from falling, for how can a man walk 
before God in the light of the living if he falls into 
the pit? "He that is washed needeth not save to wash 
his feet, but is clean every whit " — " through sanctifi- 
cation of the Spirit, unto obedience and sprinkling of the 
blood of Jesus Chrisf — Our various states produce bitter 
herbs, and they are necessary to be eaten with the un- 
leavened bread of sincerity and truth, moistened with tears 
of sorrow and contrition for our many shortcomings, — ^but 
we need never seek far for the appointed accompaniments to 
the paschal lamb and the fruit of the tree of life, — is it not 
within reach to-day to all who are prepared to take the 
priesthood of Melchisedec and the everlasting Covenant of 
liie third and last watch,-— to receive the ring and kiss of His 
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eternal love. Beloved, let us uever murmur at affliction, for 
tribulation is necessary to cut asunder the fibrous roots 
which cling to the things of vanity at times, without^ even 
our knowledge, which hinder our walk with God and trip 
us up. Sufferings are great blessings, some of our choicest 
gifts are secreted in sorrow, but Hke spices it needs bruising 
to bring forth their smell ; — rose leaves req[uire distilling to 
draw forth their sweetest perfume. We must be educated 
in the school of adversity for a complete manhood. We 
must be placed on the anvil of law, that the gospel hammer 
may model and fashion us into beauty and holiness. To 
seek to keep our feet from falling, we must seek to walk in 
the Spirit and dwell in the Spirit; — ^prevent the measure 
being filled with chaff, by keeping it continually full of 
wheat. If the channel of the soul be continually filled with 
a strong stream of devout thought in communion with Christ, 
there is little room for mud or filth at bottom, it scours the 
thoughts, and bears away foul deposits ; — weeds and nettles 
may choke good seed many a time, but if we dig around 
the good seed until it gets strong and powerfulj and groweth 
upwards, it will choke the weeds. — The Israelite is now 
ready to enter the land and the Canaanite must go out. 
Those who seek to live while in this life, and willing to let 
all evil go, it is laid upon the live goat, and the goat is a 
clean beast. But if the evil is not let go, then that goat is 
slain. Seek to have thy mortal life added to the immortal 
life, and thine eye to the immortal eye, so will ye fulfil the 
royal law of Christ and love one another as Christ has loved 
us and ye will bear one another's burthens and look through 
your tears at one another and behold mud in your tears, ye 
will not seek to deceive one another but be truthful in all 
things, for truth is light wherever it goes, and will stand be- 
fore the whole creation, for the Spirit of God is that im- 
mortal light, the truth. Every man has the enemy within 
him — ^the evil is within his own house, and he who lets the 
evil go shall be set free, and he shall be covered with the 
wedding garment, and your names changed to ^'Sons of 
God."— When Jesus said : " If ye were Abraham's children, 
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ye would do the work of Abraham," remember, He was not 
speaking of Abraham after the flesh for he had his name 
changed, Jesus was speaking of the immortal Spirit, and 
when the house of Israel are brought into that immortal 
Spirit the parable will be fulfilled, they will then be the 
children of the immortal Spirit and will do the work by that 
Spirit — ^Abraham's seed had the tares in it, but the Almighty 
brought forth Jesus of the woman's seed, or the work of 
Grod would have been of none eflTect, and He fulfilled the 
word *' For I will work a work in your days, which ye will 
not believe, though it be told you."-*-When man is clothed 
in that immortal Spirit he is then the child of that im- 
mortal Spirit and no marvel that the fruits of the Spirit will 
flow from him, for "out of his belly shall flow rivers of 
living water, and they shall never perish." — Every man's 
name in Israel will have to be changed even as Abraham 
and Jacob's names were changed, they must receive their 
names from the inmiortal Spirit, then they will be no more 
Abraham's or Jaeob's seed. When Israel is clothed With the 
immortal Spirit he will overcome " all evil " and say : "I 
will render praises unto Thee, for Thou hast delivered my 
feet from falling, and I shall walk before God in the light of 
the living and out of my belly rivers of living water shall 
flow '^— »for " To him that overcometh will I give to eat of the 
tree of life " — ^then how can he perish either in body or soul ? 
'' He that overcometh shall not be hurt of the second death " 
— how can any man pluck him out of His hand ? " To him 
that overcometh will I give to eat of the hidden manna " — 
how can he hunger any more ?— *" To him that overcometh I 
will give him a white stone, and in the stone a new name 
written, which no man knoweth saving he that receiveth it " 
— ^then who can lay anything to the charge of God^s elect ? 
" He that overcometh, and keepeth My words unto the end 
to him will I give power over the nations " — " He that over- 
cometh, the same shall be clothed in white raiment; and I 
will not blot out his name out of the book of life, but I will 
confess his name before My Father, and befdi^e His angels " 
how'then " can '* he perish ? " Him that overcometh will I 
m. G 
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make a pillar in the temple of my God " — then how can he 
perish, or how can his house or pillar fall ? shall the temple 
of God fall ? " he shall go no more out : and I will 
write upon him the name of My God, and the name of the 
city of My God, which is New Jerusalem, which cometh 
down out of heaven from My God ; and I will write upon 
him My new name " — then who can blot out his new name ? 
" To him that overcometh will I grant to sit with Me in My 
throne, even as I also overcame, and am set down with My 
Father in His throne " — then because Christ lives they shall 
live also, — can Christ perish, or the word of God fail ? " He 
that overcometh shall inherit " all thiTigs ** ; and I will be 
his God, and he shall be My son; " — " and ye which have 
followed Me, in the regeneration when the Son of man shall 
sit in the throne of His glory, ye shall sit upon twelve 
thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel." In the world 
to come he shall receive wife and children, house and lands 
an hundredfold. Come ye out then, and be separate, and 
touch not the unclean thing, and what ye shall ask ye shall 
receive, and God will deliver your feet from falling that ye 
may walk before God in the light of the living ; — ^the whole 
world will be subject to those who have that immortal 
Spirit, for Jesus says : a greater work shall ye do : that 
greater work is to be cleansed from all evil and conquering 
death. For no man hath ascended up to heaven but He 
which came down from heaven, even the Son of man which 
is in heaven. No man can be in heaven unless he dwell in 
the two immortal Spirits, (which is heaven) as Jesus dwelt 
in heaven^after His baptism at the river Jordan, then will 
they be in heaven. 

Now, Zechariah saw four chariots coming out from between 
two mountains. The two mountains are law and gospel. 
The four chariots were the two mortal and two inmiortal 
Spirits. — These are the four Spirits which stand before the 
Lord of the whole earth. One of a city is Christ, and the 
immortal Bride, and the two of a family is the man and the 
woman being mortal, the first of the tribe. Though a tribe 
is twelve thousand, it is called after the one head or name. —

Hear and imdeTstand house of Israel ! the four Spirits 
make one bride and bridegroom, perfect man and God. These 
four Spirits being separated, Zion above is the male Spirit, 
Christ the Lord from above; and Jerusalem above is the 
female Spirit, which is of the bridegroom, withdrawn from 
Adam and Eve, — evil being placed in the woman, Jerusalem 
below, the body of the woman, that the spirits of the just 
and unjust might be tried by taking the mortal life, being 
commanded not to touch the evil of the city, those who did 
take of it, their living should be divided from those who took 
not of it ; — ^that is to say: they that took of it, their living 
should be an incorruptible life, becoming as the angels of 
Gk>d, having spiritual bodies ; but those who took not of it, 
their living should be a natural immortal body for the four 
Spirits to dwell in ; that is to say : the' male having Zion 
below and Zion above, made perfect man and God ; and the 
female, Jerusalem below, and Jerusalem above, being the 
two female Spirits dwelling in one temple ; it being the bride 
of both heaven and earth, being made the glory of the Man- 
Christ. — ^The whole house of Israel come from under the two 
mountains of law and gospel, being the spirits of the just 
who were kept back until the 1,335 days of Daniel, when they 
would be sent on thip planet to possess bodies in this third 
watch, and they are now living upon the earth in possession 
of bodies, destined for natural immortal bodies and this 
" Flying Eoll " is now sent forth to gather them out of the 
two churches of Jew and Gentile. We are now revealing to 
them the things which were kept hidden and secret from the 
foundation of the world, because unto them only it is given to 
know and understand the deep mysteries of the kingdom 
which is. that Jesus was Zion bdow; and became Zion above. 
Jerusalem above purifies the woman Jerusalem below, and 
she becomes Jerusalem above. It is written : " I will dry up 
the sea " which is a figure of the evil, in the heart. " And, 
behold, there was lifted up a talent of lead" and it was cast 
upon the mouth thereof, which is the evil. — Jesus was not 
defiled with the man of sin. He was not of this world, but of 
Zion above ; — when Zion below is cleansed, it becomes Zion 
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above. The law and gospel are the two rivers that man has 
to pass through. "Man shall pass through the river dry 
shod." When = the m^n and the woman are clothed from 
above, they have the four Spirits,-^then they will walk 
through the river; but without it, man will never pass 
through, and if they go not through, they perish ; if they- go 
in, and do not pass through, they periah,— their bodies must 
perish as the Egyptians did in trying to pews through under 
a false cloak, and they were drowned in the Eed Sea. The 
spirits of the just wiU be revealed at the last covenant for 
**the waters were to the ancles," — *'the waters were to. the 
knees "— " the waters were to the loins "-«-then : *' the waters 
were risen, waters to Bwim in, a river that ,could not be 
passed over," 

Hear 0, house pf Israel who ** only " have the inward ear 
and eye, uftderstand the language of the immortal Spirit. 
Tlie seven Spirits of God and the seven stars spoken of in 
Bevelation are also called the seven gohl^n oandlestickB, 
which empty themselves through the golden pipes spoken of 
by the prophet Zeohariah : is the man and the woman com- 
pleted in the image of the Godhead ; the woman in the 
mortal state is compared to Jenisalem below, at present in 
bondage with her ohildfTen, but Jerusalem . abave is free, 
fulfilling those words " He that hath the bride is the bride- 
groom." Now when two Spirits shall meet, that is to say, 
Jerusfdem below and, Jerusalem above, clothing the body of 
the woman, she removes the evil that is in the city ; then the 
angels being the spirits of the Sons of God, cleanse it &om 
all things that offend and do iniq[uit;, and they shall take all 
the evil out of the city of the males and females ; so that no 
evil remaineth in the city of either male or female of the 
house of Israel ; thus, the male and female shall sit upon 
their own beast, in their mortal lives. — Jerusalem above 
enters into the temple by opening the door of the furnace 
Jerusalem below, then Christ enters in with them, and the 
" three ** are " one." The Man-»Chxist enters into the temple 
of man, He being ^ion above, the bridegroom of both heaven 
and earth by opening the door of the temple and invites the

spirit of the man, which was the mortal life of the body, to 
enter in; — ^then Jerusalem above enters in with the two 
Spirits in one temple, all being onited, making man perfect 
in the Godhead. iNTow, these si!^ Spirits (also called six 
chnrches) dwelling in the two temples, making one complete 
bride and bridegroom, dwelling in the Godhead Jehovah, 
being their clothing, showing His image, being the city of the 
Living God — compared to the seven Spirits. — When the man 
has Zion above and the bride Jerusalem, he is '"three"; 
when the woman has Jerusalem above and Zion above, she 
is " THBEE " and the Spirit of God makes the " seventh ; " 
these seven Spirits dwelling in two temples, possessing 
heaven and earth. — ^The beast '' who opposeth and exalteth 
himself above all that is called God or that is worshipped ; 
so that he as God sitketh in the temple of .God, showing 
himself that he is God " will now be overthrown. " The 
abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the prophet " 
shall now be overthrown, the time for the overthrow of the 
beast is now at hand and his overthrow shall shake the 
foundations of the earth for '' Michael shall now stand up, 
the great prince which standeth for the children of thy 
people : and there shall be a time of trouble, such as never 
was since there was a nation even to that same time : and at 
that time thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall 
be found written in the Book." — ^Beloved, rejoice, and be 
exceeding glad for that time has now come, namely the 1,335 
days, the third and last watch ; — coming events cast their 
shadows before them; the unbeliever and scoffer is becom- 
ing aroused to the fact which to-day stares him in the face : 
that there is a black .doud, an ill omen, as a death pall over- 
hanging this planet, — ^they cannot close their eyes to the 
signs of the times which surround them this day. They 
behold vast armies ready equipped waiting for the word: 
advance ! — ^they see the alliances of different nations ; — ^they 
behold the armaments and equipments of formidable armies 
on land, — the monster guns and ironclads on the seas drawn 
up in battle array. They see the great depression in trade 
and comm^x^e, the bad harvests staring them in the face. 
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and they are bound to acknowledge at least, that strange and 
unusual events are coming, swiftly following upon the heels 
of disasters and evil forebodings ; but that which they now 
behold, is but the shadows before the substance. — Wherefore, 
beloved, seeing that ye know these things, and having been 
duly warned in this last message from the Lord of Hosts, 
how earnestly, how solemnly ought ye to go from house to 
house, in all diligence warning the people that the end of all 
things is now at hand : — ^if ye warn all men faithfully and 
they give no heed to your warning cry that the "bridegroom 
cometh " ! then ye shall be free of their blood, and their 
blood shall fall upon their own heads. — Give all diligence to 
instruct the spirits of the just who will hear and receive ye 
with joy and gladness of heart into their houses to ascertain 
the way to Zion,: — who have been long patiently waiting 
upon the Lord for His message ;— exhorting and teaching 
them daily that the seven Spirits fill the whole heavens and 
earth, — which are the seven pipes of the golden bowl that 
empty themselves therein, which was also shown to the 
prophet Zechariah; — for God is the pitcher or bowl, and 
they all empty themselves therein, — and empty themselves 
out. These things are fully recorded in the Eevelation. 
Seven angels are to sound, and the seventh sounds " in '* the 
sixth, because Satan's time is shortened, — for this cause he 
claims a part " after " the seventh thousand years. All the 
incorruptible are from these seven, and every one are angels, 
being taken by the diBferent " sounds " ; — ^but remember that 
it is the " SEVENTH " that brings man into His perfect image 
and likeness. — 

We remarked in the opening of this discourse, that we 
had now reached the first junction of our road through 
the wilderness, and before we turn down one of the many 
cross roads which intercept our journey we will in con- 
clusion take a retrospective view of what we have said, 
the sum and substance of which is: — ^All those who 
acknowledge their own evil and conceal it not, receive 
that gift for which they believed, — ^whether it be to die, 
or to be an image of God's eternity, for "so " they fell in 
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heaven, and " so " they will fall on earth, abased, exalted ; 
so, when Satan is overthrown, will His will be done in 
heaven and in His kingdom on earth when Satan is cast 
out. Jesus said : " Now shall the prince of this world be 
cast out." — ^The sentence was upon the soul in the first 
dispensation, if they knew of touching the unclean thing 
in its separation, for He said : those that knew His will 
and did it not, should be beaten with many stripes ; for 
if man touch the imclean thing in husks, does he not 
destroy his own body ? and not only does he destroy his 
own house, but does he not also destroy his children? 
But it has been permitted that the spirits, who rebelled in 
heaven should return to the other Spirit, that their souls 
may be saved. The mercies of God are great, for the 
sin of the spirit, Jesus went and preached to the spirits 
in prison, and led captivity captive and gave gifts to men ; 
— it is said : " nevertheless death reigned from Adam to 
Moses even over them that had "not** sinned after the 
similitude of Adam's transgression,*' for " those ** who went 
in unto the uncleanness had nothing to repent of, yet 
even to them it terminated in the death of the body, 
though nothing was shown unto them. God does not reap 
where He has not sown, so they are held captive until 
the resurrection.— The seven golden pipes is the life of 
those that have issued from the bowl, and the bowl is 
the Almighty, and what proceeds from the seven issues 
upon the woman that has conceived, giving life to children ; 
and those who join themselves unto the citizen, their bodies 
come from them, though they repent. These seven Spirits 
or seven golden pipes from which life proceeds, are the 
seven thousand years, the seventh ^* sounds" with the 
sixth ; — when it has done sounding, the Spirit that separated 
them from above, shall be seen, — for no man can sin 
against the soul without sinning against the body. Beloved, 
remember and teach these things and though we ''know '* 
that our souls are delivered from death, yet, let us not 
be content therewith, but let us seek early and late without 
ceasing in prayer and groaning of spirit unto God to have

our feet delivered from falling, — If we do these things 
"as the scripture hath said" we shall walk before God 
in the light of the living, out of our belly, from our 
temple shall flow rivers of living water. We shall never 
perish and the gates of hell cannot prevail against Israel.

EXTRACTS FROM THE " FLYING ROLL." 

COMPILED INTO A SERIES OP SERMONS FOR THE 

"GENTILE CHURCHES." 

SERMON III. PART III. 

" Dan shall be a serpent by the way, an adder in the path, that biteth the 
horses' heels, so that his rider shall fall backward." — Gtexesis xlix.' 17. 

" The lion is come up from his thicket, and the destroyer of the Gentiles is 
on his way ; he is gone forth from his place to make thy land desolate." — 
JSBBMIA.H iy. 7.' 

These are the sons of Israel : — Eeuben, Simeon, Levi and 
Judah ; Issachar, and Zebulun, Dan, Joseph and Benjamin, 
Naphtali, Gad, and Asher. — From these twelve families, — one 
hundred and forty-four thousand are to be sealed in their fore- 
heads, who shall form the immortal Bride of Christ; the 
144,000 bones, called: "Israel," the servants of our God, 
which will take place at the time of the end, or third watch 
of the thirdjday, or near the end of the sixth thousand years of 
the creation ; — the present day and hour in which we now are 
living. — ^But, there is one exception to which we now desire 
to draw your attention, namely : " The tribe of Dan." — Dan 
* was ' one of the sons of Israel, but you will find by compar- 
ing 1 Chron. ii. 1, 2, with Eev. vii. 6, that none of the tribe 
of Dan are chosen among the sealed, but " Manasses " is put 
in his place. — The reason for this exchange is fully explained 
by the text. — The destiny of the tribe of Dan was clearly 
foretold by Jacob on the day when he gathered together his 
sons to bless them, and to tell them that which would befall 
them in these last days. — This was the last act recorded in 
the life of Jacob: **And he charged them, and said unto 
them, I am to be gathered unto my people" (he did not enter- 
tain for a moment the spurious notion, held now by 
Christendom, that he was going to heaven; his hope lay in 
the resurrection ;) hence he continued : " bury me with my 
fathers in the cave that is in the field of Ephron the Hittite. 
There they buried Abraham and Sarah his wife ; there they 
buried Isaac and Eebekah his wife ; and there I buried 
in. H 
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Leah. And when Jacob had made an end of commanding 
his sons, he gathered up his feet into the bed, and yielded up 
the ghost (his spirit) and he (Jacob, soul and body) was 
gathered unto his people," in the silent chambers of the grave, 
in the cave that is in the field of Machpelah, before Mamre 
in the land of Canaan. On the day of Pentecost, when Peter 
was addressing the people in the power of the immortal Spirit, 
he said concerning David : " Men and brethren, let me freely 
speak unto you of the patriarch David, that * he is, both dead 
and buried (not in heaven) and his sepulchre is vHth us unto 
this day. Therefore being a prophet and knowing that God 
had sworn with an oath to him, that of the fruit of his loins, 
according to the flesh (not spirit) He would raise up Christ to 
sit on His throne. He seeing this before spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, that ' His soul ' (not spirit, not flesh) 
was not left in hell (the grave) neither " His flesh** (in 
contradistinction to soul and spirit) did see corruption. — 

Jacob, then, having foretold by the Spirit, the destinies of 
the twelve tribes; it fell to the lot of Dan in accordance 
with the eternal decrees of Jehovah to be placed over the 
Gentiles : " Dan shall judge ' his ' people," the Gentiles over 
which he was appointed to rule, he was to judge them * as * 
one of the tribes of Israel, yet not Israel ; or his name would 
have been recorded among the list of the ' sealed * in lieu of 
Manasses. — In fulfilment of the prophesy uttered by Jacob on 
his death bed, Dan was specially chosen and elected to judge 
his own people over which he was placed as ruler, namely the 
Gentiles, and after he had judged his people, the Gentiles, 
as one of the tribes of Israel; then at the fulness of the 
Gentiles, his character (so to speak) would be changed from 
that of a judge into : " a serpent by the way, an adder in the 
path (of the Gentiles) that biteth the horse's heels, so that his 
rider (Christendom, or the era of the common salvation) sfucU 
fall backward " (into the grave) which is their hope and for 
which they daily pray, that the Lord may soon come and take 
them out of this wicked world, which to them would be gain, 
having accomplished their destinies as Gentiles. The life ot 
the body being totally hidden from them. In view of this 
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day or time of the Geutiles, when the salvation of the soul 
would be oifered to all freely by a simple faith in Christ ; and 
the wild olive, wild by nature would be grafted contrary to 
nature into the natural or good olive, becoming thereby 
partakers of their oracles, blessiugs, or the root and fatness of 
the natiu'al olive ; — when the veil of the temple would be 
rent in twain, giving the Gentiles access to their heavenly 
Pather by adoption, through the propitiatory and mediatory 
merits of Jesus Christ; Jew and Gentile being then placed 
upon one common platform ; when the law would be sealed 
among the disciples, and when for their sakes the hand- 
writing 'of ordinances against them would be blotted out, — 
being so contrary to their nature and calling, would be taken 
out of their way and nailed to the cross. In view of the day 
or time of the Gentiles ushered in by Peter shortly after the 
day of Pentecost, and at which time James also said : " Men 
and brethren hearken unto me : Simeon hath declared how 
Grod at the first did visit the Gentiles, to take out of them a 
people for His name. That the residue of men might seek 
after the Lord, and all the Gentiles upon whom my name is 
called, wherefore my sentence is that we trouble not them, 
which from among the Gentiles are tm^ned to God : but that 
we write unto them, that they abstain from pollutions of 
idols, and from fomicatioi), and from things strangled and from 
blood." In view of the day or time of the Gentiles when Paul 
the great apostle of the Gentiles would stand upon Mars' hill 
and preach Christ and Him crucified. In view of this (paren- 
thesis) time of the Gentiles who were afar oflf but now made 
nigh by the blood of Christ. In view of this day which Jacob 
foresaw as he placed his right hand on the head of Dan, telling 
him that he would judge his people as one of the tribes of 
Israel and that at their fulness he would tiu*n into a serpent 
by the way, an adder in the path, that biteth the horse's heels, 
so that his rider or the people he has judged shall fall back- 
ward. In view of this day Jacob breaks forth with the ex- 
clamation of joy: " I have waited for thy salvation, Lord." 
At the close of the second dispensation and opening of the 
third ; that salvation came. The Light shone in darkness, but 
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the darkness comprehended it not. The true light appeared 
which lighteth every man that cometh into the world. He 
came unto His own and His own received Him not. They 
rejected Him their only light and life and they nailed the 
Holy one of Israel to a tree and He became: *'a light to 
lighten the Gentiles, and tJie glory of thy people Israel'^ — Dan 
was appointed to judge his people (the Gentiles) whilst the 
Holy one of Israel remained a light to lighten the Gentiles 
until their fulness ; at their fulness Dan would become to 
them as a serpent by the way, an adder in the path, that 
biteth the horse's heels, so that his rider shall fall backward. 
Dan was to judge his people (the Gentiles) until the fulness 
of the Gentiles had set in — the time of salvation, during which 
time the ground was cursed for the sake of the souL At 
the expiration of that time : " the lion would come up from his 
thicket, and the destroyer of the Gentiles would be on his 
way and go forth from his place to make the land desolate." 
At the end of that time, Dan, who had judged his people as 
one of the tribes of Israel would become to them a serpent 
by the way, an adder in the path of the Gentiles that biteth 
the horse's heels or in other words : the heels of the beast 
upon which Christendom was seated and fall backward. 
'' Then shall two be in the field, the one shall be taken, and 
the other left. Two women shall be grinding at the mill ; 
the one shall be taken, and the other left. There shall not 
be left here one stone upon another, that shall not be thrown 
down. Dan was to judge his people as one of the tribes of 
Israel until the abomination of desolation spoken of by 
Daniel the prophet stood in the holy place, — until Satan 
transformed himself into an angel of light who opposeth and 
exalteth himself above all that is called God, or that is 
worshipped ; so that he as God sitteth in the temple of God, 
showing himself that he is God. And except those days 
should be shortened, there should " no JlesK' be saved. For 
this reason then, Dan was chosen to carry on and close the 
time of the Gentiles by biting the horse's heels until the rider 
of both Jew and Gentile fall backward and the reins trans- 
ferred to Manasseh, the first-born of Joseph. But as Israel 
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stretched out his right hand, and laid it upon Ephraim's head 
who was the younger, and his left hand upon Manasseh's 
head^ ^guiding his hands vrUtingly * and blessed them ; and as 
Jacob supplanted Esau having purchased the birth-right, and 
having hearkened to the voice of the woman who took the 
blame upon herself, thus receiving the blessing ; so likewise 
in the end — ^the first shall be last, and the last shall be first, 
and the blessing fall upon the younger which is Ephraim. — 
The Jews were first called but they despised the holy one of 
Israel, and salvation came to the Gentiles through their 
blindness and unbelief; — so now in this last hour, the 
visitation was first offered to Manasseh, but they stumbled at 
the death of the Messenger and stood still, refusing to go on 
and like the Jews are waiting for signs and wonders ; where- 
fore the blessings of the third and last watch fell upon 
Ephraim the younger, so shall the scriptures be fulfilled as it 
is recorded in Zechariah: " For lo, I will raise up a shepherd 
in the land, which shall not visit those that be cut off, 
neither shall seek the young one, nor heal that that is 
broken, nor feed that that standeth still." — 

The Apostle Paul said: — "Israel hath not obtained that 
which he seeketh for ; but the election hath obtained it, and 
the rest were blinded. I say then, have they stumbled that 
th^ should fall ? God forbid : but rather through their fall, 
salvation is come imto the Gentiles for to provoke them to 
jealousy ;"— even so is it now with this visitation ; the tribe 
of Manasseh have not obtained that which he seeketh for, — 
but Ephraim hath obtained it, to provoke them to jealousy. — 
If the fall of the former Israel proved the riches of the world 
and the diminishing of them the riches of the Gentiles how 
much more their fulness ; — even so, if the tribe of Manasseh 
are now standing still at the death of the Messenger — 
waiting for the vision to speak again, and refuse the food 
from the shepherd in the land, — and the diminishing of them 
the riches of Ephraim, how much more their fulness. The 
Gentiles or wild grafts have boasted against the natural 
branches, forgetting that the root of the natural olive bare 
them; — but let not Ephraim boast against^ ManasseSi 
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Because of unbelief they were broken off but God will graft 
them in again, and the receiving of them will be life from 
the dead. Blindness in part happened to Israel until the 
fulness of the Gentiles be come in, and Dan the serpent by 
the way, the adder in the path biteth the horse's heels so 
that his rider shall fall backward ; until the lion is come up 
from his thicket and the destroyer of the Gentiles is on his 
way,— gone forth from his place to make the land desolate; — 
so in like manner blindness in part has happened to the tribe 
of Manasses until Ephraim be called in, and so all Israel shall 
be saved : " There shall come out of Zion the deliverer, and 
shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob. Thus we see how 
that the unbelief of Israel brought salvation to the Gentiles 
and the standing still of Manasses brought in Ephraim 
and both will prove the restoration of Israel — for the gifts 
and calling of God are without repentance. — The graft of the 
wild olive grafted into the natural olive could never produce 
any but wild olives ; but the natural olive will produce good 
olives of the land, and now that the time has come for the 
rider to fall backward, — ^now that the destroyer of the 
Gentiles is gone forth, the land will become desolate and 
the wild grafts cut off from the natural olive. The natural 
olive being now pruned of the wild grafts, it will be prepared 
to receive the topmost graft of the vine and bear no longer 
olives, but the pure grape of the kingdom. — Wherefore, it 
was necessary that Dan should judge his people as one 
of the tribes of Israel, that the wild graft might partake of 
the root and fatness of the natural olive, that when the time 
came for the rider to fall backward, or the wild grafts 
severed from the natural olive ; that they might sprout again 
from the grave to a better resurrection of the just from 
among the dead. — It was equally as necessary that the 
destroyer of the Gentiles should come forth to make the 
land desolate, that the house of Israel might be grafted 
again into their own olive, and so fulfil the words of Jesus : 
— '* He that abideth (grafted) in Me, and I in him, the same 
bringeth forth much fruit " — immortal fruit, which no man 
can pluck from the tree of life. Let no man suppose that we 
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boast agaiust the wild branches because they are being cut 
off. Let no man entertain the idea for a moment that 
we rail upon the Gentiles, because it is written that their 
rider (Christendom) shall -fall backward ; that the lion is 
come up from his thicket, and the destroyer of the Gentiles 
is on his way and gone forth from his place to make the land 
desolate. But, we do rejoice in the sure and certain know- 
ledge that the scriptures must be fulfilled, and in the 
fact that the desolation of the Gentiles will bring redemption 
and restoration to Israel. — We have nothing to boast of 
against the Gentiles, for, whereas we are gainers — they are 
not losers, for they obtain that which they have sought, 
namely: the common salvation — the salvation of the soul 
in the first resurrection. True, they have suffered loss, 
i.e,, the body ; but they did not seek the life of the body ; 
their eyes were blinded to this great truth, — nor can they 
accept this great reward, for it is to them foolishness. They 
have sought the blessings to which they were called and are 
begotten to a Kving hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead to an inheritance incorruptible and undefiled, 
and that fadeth not away reserved for them in heaven,-— 
receiving their reward in the first resurrection, and blessed in 
the assurance of possessing spiritual blessings in the incor- 
ruptible Bride. Their blessings are spiritual and celestial, 
whilst the reward to Israel is Celestial and terrestrial, sealed 
to the immortal Bride. If it were not so, how could 
the scriptures have been fulfilled ? for it is evident the best 
wine was reserved till the last ; and before the Holy one of 
Israel could be ** the glory of thy people " Israel " — He had 
first to become " a light to lighten the Qentiles " — and for 
both, it is written : " ought not Christ to have suffered these 
things, and to enter into His glory ? " How can we marvel 
at the unbelief of the disciples who walked with Jesus 1 
are there not many to-day in the former, or old house, 
the house of Manasses, who are standing still waiting for the 
movement of the waters, and other signs, actually using the 
very words of Cleopas saying : ** But we trusted that it had 
been " He " which should have redeemed Israel : and beside 
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all this, to-day is the third day since these things were 

done ? *' — It has ever been and is still a great marvel to 

Christendom that the Jews should be so blind as to refuse 

Ohrist as their Saviour, especially when the old testament 

scriptures with its types, figures and their ceremonial laws so 

very clearly point to Him as the Lamb of God who taketh 

awav the sin of the world. But it is no marvel to us 

that Christendom is equally as blind to the life of the body, 

— immortality, and the glory of Israel, — because we know 

that scripture must be fulfilled in both Jew and Gentile that 

Israel may obtain its promises : " Think not (said Jesus) that I 

am come to destroy the law, or the prophets : I am not come 

to destroy, but to fulfil, for verily I say unto you, till heaven 

and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise 

pass from the law tiU all be fulfilled." — "For these be 

the days of vengeance, that all things which are written may 

be fulfilled.*' The question may be raised here : " then what 

availeth the Flying Eoll to us, if it be so that we as 

Jews and Gentiles are now fulfilling our destinies and the 

word of God ?" — To this we reply : *' that this Flying Eoll is 

not sent to you as Jews and Gentiles but addressed to 

the tribes of Israel who are this day in bondage to the 

Jews and Gentiles, and when they read this Eoll, 

their eyes will be no longer holden, for the Spirit of 

God will lead and guide them from Babylon to Jerusalem. 

So shall the words of the former Messenger of Israel spoken 

on the 5th of 7th month 1833 be fulfilled : "For the Flying 

EoU shall go through the land ; it shall be swift and powerful. 

And he that signs not this EoU, his name is death: for 

in this Eoll is life, and it shall go from the north to 

the east, and from the west to the south. So that he which 

has not heard tell of it may have a hiding place provided for 

him, in the clefts of the rocks. But he that has signed 

it, and has not done according to what he has signed to, the 

fire that proceedeth from the coal thereof shall devour him ; 

but he that doeth according to the things which are written 

therein, shall be clothed by the immortal Spirit." — So shall 

his words spoken on the 21st of 2nd month 1840 be 
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fulfilled now, where he said : " Now is fulfilled that Fljdng 
KoU which was to go through the land, which they would 
not support, and of which Ezekiel speaks. Also where John 
saith : He saw an angel fly in the midst of heaven, having 
the everlasting gospel to preach to them that dwell on the 
earth; — they refuse this Flying EoU because it testifieth 
against the Jew and Gentile, — that which they had fouled 
with their hands, and trampled on with their feet, that which 
his people should have eaten ; though the Gentile had eaten 
that which the Jew objected; and the Jew had eaten 
that which the Gentile objected; but both holding with 
death, they refuse the Flying Eoll, but will a man rob God?" 
— "This is that Flying Eoll that should fly through the 
land, — that he that hath ears to hear may hear; in this 
manner will every member throughout the whole house of 
Israel be tried, whether they love their gold, wife, son or 
daughter more than this Eoll, for many will say : I cannot 
do it because of my wife, my son, and my daughter, and if 
it should reach their ears I could not live; these are un- 
believers, and love the mortal life more than the immortal ; 
but Jesus saith: they who love their life more than Him, can- 
not be of His Bride. The walls are a hundred and forty-four 
thousand living stones to make the Bride ; these are the stones 
which Joshua said were witnesses ; they thought he was 
speaking to the natural stones, but they were living stones : 
this is that transparent city which John saw at Patmos." — 

Jacob loved Eachel and served seven ^ years [for her to 
Laban but beii^ beguiled and receiving Leah instead, he had 
to serve Laban seven more years to obtain Eachel ; and God 
remembered Eachel and took away her reproach, and she 
bare Joseph. And Manasseh being the first-bom of Joseph, 
the first-bom of Eachel, the lawful wife of Jacob is placed 
the head and occupies the place of Dan among the sealed 
tribes of Israel. Eeuben was the first-born of Israel, but for- 
asmuch as he defiled his father's bed in the matter of Bilhah 
his father's concubine, his birth-right was given unto the 
sons of Joseph the son of Israel : and the genealogy is not 
reckoned after the birth-right. Judah prevailed above his 
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brethreu and of him came the chief ruler : but the birth- 
right was Joseph's. — Joseph and Benjamin were the two 
sons of Eachel. — Eeuben, Simeon and Levi, Judah, Is- 
sachar and Zebulun were the six sons of Leah. Napthali, 
Gad and Asher were the three sons of the bondwomen. 
And the names of Jacob's sons are named on the names 
of the issues of the sons of Joseph ; Manasseh's two sons 
and Ephraim's ten sons. And Israel having stretched out 
his right hand, and laid it upon Ephraim's head, the 
younger, and his left hand upon Manasseh's head, guiding 
his hands wittingly ^ for Manasseh was the first-born, he 
blessed Joseph, and the two lads : "let my name be named 
on them, and the name of my fathers Abraham and Isaac ; 
and he afterwards blessed the twelve tribes, and Moses also 
blessed them. The twelve tribes were divided into two 
houses and four quarters ; and the two houses are named 
after the two sons of Joseph : Manasseh and Ephraim : the 
one house is the Jews, who would go no farther than the 
law of Moses, but who will be brought back unto God by 
faith; — they will be appointed to Manasseh. The other 
house is the ten tribes now scattered among the Gentiles, 
who will be brought back unto God by faith, and proved by 
works ; they will be appointed to Ephraim. And the east, 
which is the first quarter, and the north which is the third 
quarter, is the one house. And the west which is the second 
quarter, and the south which is the fourth quarter is the other 
house. Here again we see the four Spirits of the heavens, which 
go forth from standing before the Lord of all the earth, given 
in vision to Zechariah in the four chariots, which came out 
from between two mountains ; and the mountains were 
mountains of brass,— or Jew and Gentile, Law and Gospel. 
— If Joseph's two sons then be twelve families, and Jacob's 
twelve sons be twelve tribes — we have the one hundred 
and forty-four families of the sealed. — The two tribes and the 
ten tribes are typified in the two harlots who appeared before 
King Solomon. The living child being those who shall receive 
the other Spirit, which child, Solomon commanded to be given 
to her who said : '* Let it not be slain in any wise " Jesus 
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"being the other child which they knew not, but had slain. 
The first house of Israel was built by Leah and Eachel, their 
seed being the twelve tribes of the whole house of Israel, 
figurative of the second house or Latter house built by the 
families of the descendants of Joseph's two sons, Ephraim 
and Manasseh. Their seed shall be made terrestrial and 
celestial ; they shall possess their earthly bodies — ^possessing 
in the Bride of Christ heaven and earth for their footstool, 
and the life of light shall be their throne and the name of 
the tribes of their forefathers will be named upon their fami- 
lies. The eldest heir is reserved and the first-born of Isaac 
is a figure of the end as Esau is a figure of the end of the 
world and the everlasting covenant is decreed in Isaac. 
— In view of this, — Jacob's twelve sons were called: the 
twelve tribes of the whole house of Israel, that all the chil- 
dren which the whole house of Israel should beget, should 
be appointed to their father's tribes, and that Joseph should 
become the twelve families of the whole house of Israel, and 
that the children of the twelve tribes should be appointed to 
the twelve families of the sons of Ephraim and Manasseh, 
Joseph's two sons; that the families of the whole earth 
should be blessed through Israel and Joseph ; and that the 
name of Israel and Joseph should be as a name and a bless- 
ing to all the living, that they had become the temples of 
the living God : the Bride and Bridegroom. From these, 
one hundred and forty-four thousand families have been 
preserved out of them, two being taken out of each of these 
families ; these shall not be taken out of the world, but they 
shall be kept from the evil, in accordance with the prayer of 
the woman's seed : " I pray not that Thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that Thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil." They shall put off their mortal clothing, 
and put on immortality ; and the nations that escape into 
dens and rocks, and hiding places shall come out, and give 
themselves no rest, till they be called after their names, that 
they may become their servants. — The families of the heirs 
conceived in the cleanness of the tree on both sides shall be 
brought forth and stand in the same state that Adam did, 
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before his fall to mortal ; and life and death shall be put 
before them as it was before Adam. When Cain slew Abel 
— Seth was given, and in him the covenant was shown — be- 
fore death was permitted to reign over his prosperity ; Enoch 
who was of his posterity was removed without seeing cor- 
ruption ; so that the covenant still liveth in Israel, neither is 
the sceptre of God's mercy taken away from them. The 
Lord sent His Spirit Shiloh to gather them : He holds the 
sceptre, and untp Him shall the gatheriiig of the people be. 
He placed the sceptre in the tribe of Dan for the gathering 
of the Gentiles, and Dan reigns as a king among them till 
their fulness, and at their fulness, Dan will fulfil the words 
of our text. The Gentiles could never have been called to 
the Gospel, had not Jesus come of Euth the Moabitess — ^to 
raise up a seed to the Gentiles as Boaz raised a seed to the 
dead ; for when Euth was received into the house of Boaz, 
'' all the people said : the Lord make the woman that is 
come into thine house, like Eachel and like Leah, which two 
did build the house of Israel." — ^And has not the Lord built 
as great a house to the Gentiles as Eachel and Leah did to 
the Hebrews ? — ^Nevertheless the words of our text must be 
fulfilled, for the scriptures cannot be broken,— every jot 
and every tittle of what is written must be fulfilled and 
" the lion must come up from his thicket, and the destroyer 
of the Gentilei^ is on his way " and shall destroy both root 
and branch of them, according to the words written by 
Ezekiel: "Thus saith the Lord, Behold I am against thee, 
and will draw forth My sword out of its sheath, and will cut 
off from them — the righteous and the vdcked," That they 
may go to their habitation. The Apostle Paul alludes to 
this same subject in the eleventh chap, of Eomans and saith: 
" but toward thee goodness, if thou contintoe in His goodness : 
otherwise thou (the Gentiles) also shait he cut off,** It was so 
decreed that blindness in part should happen to Israel, 
* tmtil the fulness of the Gentiles be come in,* Then all Israel 
shall be redeemed and restored to their possessions and 
gathered to the glory of the kingdom of God. But the 
kingdom could not be restored to Israel until the fulness of 
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the Gentiles ; and these prophecies concerning Dan and the 
Gentiles were fulfilled. — ^The time has *n(no arrived* for Israel 
ajid Judah to unfurl the standard of Zion and to assemble 
themselves together into the defenced cities ; for, the King 
of the North is now assembling his armies for destruction. 
For the fulfilment of these prophecies^ it was necessary and 
expedient that Dan should be removed from the twelve 
tribes and given to the Gentiles, and that Manasseh, the 
eldest son of Joseph, should come and reign in his stead. 
Hence among the sealed of the tribes recorded in the seventh 
chap, of Bevelations, we find that the tribe of Dan is not 
mentioned, but Manasses is mentioned, having twelve 
thousand sealed. Blessed are those Virgins this day in Israel 
who are bom of the freewomen : Leah and Eachel ; then- 
rest and the glory of their sanctuary shall excel all. 

Hear house of Israel ! from the birth of the woman's 
seed, to His baptism in the river Jordan, His light was but 
as a star shining in a dark place, and from His baptism, to 
His resurrection His light was but as the light of the moon, 
which rules the night to both Jew and Gentile through 
their unbelief. — ^He then withdrew that the scriptures might 
be accomplished. He then became the life of that temple, 
and the veil of the temple was rent in twain and all who 
then saw Him, believed. He showed Himself alive in the 
temple (the body) to above five hundred of the Hebrews, 
being the remnant of the ten tribes. — Unbelief vanished and 
light shone in their hearts. The topmost branches of the 
unbelief of the twelve tribes were cut oflf and the Gentiles 
were then grafted into their stems, and they are with the 
Gentiles to this day, — that the Gentiles might know the 
truth of God. — The tribe of Dan was then taken out from 
amongst the twelve tribes to fulfil the words of Moses con- 
cerning the tribe of Dan : " And of Dan he said, Dan is a 
lion's whelp, he shall leap from Bashan." — ^Manasseh the 
eldest son of Joseph was then brought as an inheritor of a 
tribe in the place of Dan ; that the tribe of Dan might reign 
as kings, with the sceptre amongst the Gentiles till their 
fulness. That if they bare not fruit of the olive tree, which 
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is the stem of the stock of Israel, that he should be to them, 
as it is written in our text. That a Branch should then 
grow out of their stem, and contend with the wild olive, as 
they contended after His ascension. So shall Israel do a 
greater work in this third watch than Jesus did at th« 
beginning of the day, for the Gentiles were not required 
to work, but simply to accept salvation freely without 
works. How could works be required of the Gentiles, or 
how could the graft of a wild olive produce the works 
of the olive fruit? Being wild by nature and adoption, 
they naturally produced their own wild fruit; albeit 
they received, their nourishment from the natural olive 
against which they have boasted and are boasting to this 
hour, for which high-mindedness they must now be removed. 
— Solomon, the son of David, liing of Israel in his proverbs 
saw this present generation (Christendom) and alas! how 
true and very correct is the picture he drew of it ; he foresaw, 
by the Spirit of prophecy the wild graft of the Gentiles pro- 
ducing wild fruit, glorying in religious wars — the oppres- 
sion of the poor, the widow, and the fatherless — ^he saw 
them exalted in pride — pure in their own eyes — ^full of 
outward profession, without the least power save their own 
pulsations. Let us compare his picture with the present 
state of Christendom in the nineteenth century and the sad 
truth must force itself upon all, he saith: — "There is a 
generation whose teeth are as swords, and their jaw-teeth 
as knives, to devour the poor from off the earth, and 
the needy from among men. "There is a generation, 
how lofty are their eyes ! and their eyelids lifted up. There 
is a generation that are pure in their own eyes, and 
yet is not washed from their filthiness. There is a generation 
that curseth their father, and doth not bless their mother.'' 
If we compare these words of Solomon with those of the 
Apostle of the Gentiles, we shall find that Paul also pro- 
phesied by the Spirit of God in like manner of this present 
Apostate Cluistendom in the last days. Some maintain that 
the words of Paul do not apply to this pr<^«?ent Christendom, 
but this error is manifest, inasmuch as Paul distinctly tells 
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them in the third chap, of second Timothy that the people 
he is speaking of : " Have a fm^m of godliness " — that they 
are ** lovers of God " but are greater lovers of pleasure, and 
that they are : " Ever learning, and never able to come to 
the knowledge of the truth " surely these professors, spiritual 
lords, divines or priests are not avowed atheists or in any 
sense agnostics, far fi-om it, for in their form of godliness 
they are professing Christians, members of Christendom — 
waxing worse and worse every day, deceiving and being 
deceived. These, saith Paul, did hold the faith once in sin- 
cerity, — ^but they have departed from the faith once delivered 
to the saints, having their conscience seared with a hot iron ; 
— before the time could come for the fulfilment of our text, 
Paul told the Gentiles in his epistle to the Thessalonians that : 
" that day shall not come, except there come a falling away 
first, and that man of sin be revealed, the son of perdition '* 
for said he: "the mystery of iniquity doth already work" 
the corrupting influence of the leaven was already bringing 
the pure meal of the three measures or dispensations under 
its corrupt influence until it stank and fit for the dunghill — 
"And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, 
that they should believe a lie, that they all might be damned 
who believed not the truth." — Jesus showed us the present 
state of Christendom in its form of godliness and powerless- 
ness to produce good fruit — in the fig-tree that had leaves 
but fruitless : " And seeing a fig-tree afar off, that had leaves 
(professing^but not' possessing) He went to see if He might 
find anything thereon ; but when He came unto it, He found 
nothing but leaves ; for the time of figs was not yet. Then 
Jesus answered and said unto it, no man eat fruit of thee 
hereafter, while the world standetL" Jerusalem, said Jesus : 
"shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled. The kings of the Gentiles exercise 
lordship over them ; and they that exercise authority upon 
them are called benefactors." When Jesus first sent the 
twelve forth. He commanded them saying : ** Go not in the 
way of the Gentiles and unto any city of the Samaritans 
enter ye not, but go rather to the lost sheei^ of the house 
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of Israel;" — because the time. had not then come for the 
Gentiles to be grafted ; but, after the day of Pentecost, Jew 
and Gentile were received on one common platform; — ^but 
now that the fulness of the Gentiles is set in, and the paren- 
thesis, or time of the Gentiles closed, — ^Dan, must change his 
mission into a serpent by the way, an adder in the path, that 
biteth the horse's heels so that his rider (the Gentiles) shall 
fall backward. Christendom, with the Gentiles must now fall. 
Dan, the lion's whelp, must leap from Bashan and destroy 
both the righteous and the wicked. — The present armament 
of Europe with its vast armies and navies armed to the teeth 
— ^its teeth as swords and its jaw-teeth as knives will not be 
able to withstand '' the lion who is come up from his thicket 
to destroy the Gentiles, gone forth from his place to make the 
land desolate." — But Israel requires no army — nor the armour 
of a Saul. A shepherd's sling is quite sufl&cient with the 
smooth stone from the brook : truth. — As it was with Gideon's 
army, so shall it be with Israel now ; a lamp inside the 
pitcher containing the light of life. At night the pitcher 
will be broken and the light of Israel will shine forth 
from east to west and the enemy will flee before that light. 
So shall Israel gain the battle without warlike imple- 
ments. — The pitcher of Christendom must bo broken before 
the true light of Israel concealed therein can be revealed. — 
Although Esau had sold the birthright, yet he sought the 
blessing^ which is a figure of the salvation of the soul. 
The woman placed Esau's clothing on Jacob to gain that 
which he had before purchased. Esau maintained that 
Jacob had deceived him, but could he deceive him in taking 
the birthright, when he had previously bought and paid for 
it ? — Esau cried : my Father hast thou but one blessing ? 
Thus, Isaac turned to temporal things and said : " By 
thy sword shalt thou live and shalt serve thy brother ; 
but it shall come to pass in process of time that thou shalt 
break thy brother's yoke from off thy neck," — which was 
fulfilled when Jesus gave up the Jews and called in the 
Gentiles. Before Israel can do a greater work than Jesus 
did, both Jew and Gentile must forsake the land, for our 
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text saith that the land must be made desolate, as it is 
written: ''For before the child shall know to refuse the 
evil, and choose the good, the land that thou abhorrest shall 
be forsaken of both their kings." Many in Christendom 
believe that the child here spoken of, is Jesus, — ^but they 
do err — ^we have yet to learn that Jesus had to refuse 
evil and choose the good ; but we do know that Jesus knew 
no sin or evil ; — ^none could convince Him of sin ; He was 
in all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin ; — 
neither was the land in any sense of the word forsaken 
of both their kings. Jew and Gentile have, and still reign 
in the land. But, when the rider shall fall backward and 
the destroyer of the Gentiles shall make the land desolate, — 
" then" the land that thou abhorrest shall be forsaken of 
both her kings which is Jew and Gentile. — The child 
"Israel" will refuse the evil and choose the good, and 
herein will Israel do the greater work, — Jesus, was 'not' 
bom in sin, but Israel * was.' Jesus, had no sin to lef use 
or to overcome, — evil had no power to attract in Him ,*— 
but, Israel being bom in sin, will overcome his own evil 
and bear the evil of others, thereby refusing the evil and 
dioosing the good. That Israel is the child here spoken 
of is further shown in the twelfth chap, of Kevelations : 
^' a woman with child, cried travailing in birth, and pained 
to be delivered, and she brought forth a man-child, who 
was to rule all nations with a rod of iron, and her chUd 
was caught up unto God and to His throne '* until all 
Israel, the seed of the woman would be gathered, who 
would inherit the life of that child. — Jesus, ^as the root 
and the offspring of David and became the bole of the 
vine-tree. The scriptures foretold that a '' Branch " should 
spring forth from the bole of the vine tree; that, a virgin 
who had not known man should be with child, with the 
branch of the bole of the vine, and should be delivered of 
that Branch which was a spiritual child, and it should 
ascend till Israel were gathered and had made a payment 
for their inheritance, which is their temples (bodies) and 
then it would return and change their blood into flesh 
m. I 
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and be the life of their temples — ^the life of the hundred 
and forty-four thousand females, and the Spirit of Christ 
the life of the hundred and forty-four thousand males 
— yet one temple — one body albeit all were born in sin and 
all called Israel. — When the woman brought forth the 
child, it was caught up to God and His throne — i.e., caught up 
to Jerusalem above, to the third heavens where Christ had 
also ascended, that the whole twelve tribes, or ' stars ' on her 
head should be begotten of Christ and conceived in Jerusalem ; 
that they may be conformed to the image of the Bridegroom. 
These are the immortal Spirits, the saviours, of whom it is 
written : " These shall descend on Mount Zion, and judge the 
Mount of Esau,*' being 144,000. Let the house of Israel 
never lose sight of the fact that God said in the beginning : 
'' I will put enmity between the serpent and the woman, and 
between his seed and her seed " and He also said : " The first 
shall be last." — Wherefore, towards the Gentiles, Dan was at 
first £|,ppointed to judge his people and at the last it biteth 
like a serpent and stingeth like an adder, that his rider fall 
backward ; — but it may here be asked, why is the figure of 
the serpent used for the overthrow of the Gentiles ? — Because, 
the serpent was cursed above all cattle and above every beast 
in the field, and sentenced to feed upon the dust of men from 
the beginning ;— and the Gentiles or Christendom having made 
a covenant with death and hell, i.e., the grave; are finally 
delivered one and all over to the serpent ; and why ? — " For 
the destruction of the flesh that the spirit (of the righteous 
Gentiles) may be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus" — or 
first resurrection and the spirits of the wicked at the second 
or final resurrection. Is this sentence upon the Gentiles 
unjust ? can they murmur or complain ? how can they ? Do 
they not seek their hope in Christ — through death ? baptized 
into death ? — The life of the body is to them unknown and 
as a sequence utterly despised. ** Shall the thing formed say 
to him that formed it, why hast thou made me thujs ? Hath 
not the potter power over the clay, of the same lump to 
make one vessel unto honour, and another unto dishonour fitted 
to destruction" in the grave. Jesus said: "In My Father's 
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house are many mansions, if it were not so I would have told 
you — ^I go to prepare a place for yo\i " — was not the ground 
cursed for thy sake ? for the sake of thy soul ? hence the body 
must go to corruption that the spirit may be saved " so as 
by fire " and if your earthly house be dissolved, have you not 
a building of God an house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens ? are you not groaning in your earthly house 
earnestly wishing to depart this life ? then, if the destroyer 
of the Gentiles is on his way to make thy land desolate — is 
not thy request being granted ? you have sought and coveted 
death and you will surely find it ; then why do you yet find 
fault ? are you not daily perhaps hourly crying out to our 
Father who art in heaven, " Thy kingdom come, give us this 
day out! daily bread " and why ? for both to be consumed in 
the grave? Then why do you yet find fault with Israel who 
are praying for the kingdom to come and to be fed with the 
daily bread of life that they may live and not be taken out of 
the world but to be kept from the evil — ^that they may glorify 
the Father, through the Bridegroom (Christ) in His Bride 
(Israel) ? " The foundation of God standeth sure, having this 
seal : the Lord knoweth them that are His. In a great house 
there are not only vessels ©f gold and of silver, but also of wood 
and of earth, and some to honour and some to dishonour. If a 
man therefore *^ purge himself' from these, (vessels of dis- 
honour) he shall le a vessel unto honour sanctified (set apart) 
and meet for the master's use, and prepared unto every good 
work " — ^he will not be broken up in the grave like a potter's 
vessel, cracked, leaky and useless — but he wiU be kept for 
the kingdom for which he daily prays. — Best assured that 
" Every plant which My heavenly Father hath not planted, 
shall be rooted up" and every plant that is rooted up must go 
to the grave. " He that entereth not by the door into the 
sheepfold, but climbeth up some other way the same is a thief 
and a robber" and why ? because he robs the King (God) of 
his body and gives it to the king (Satan) to feed upon — ^he robs 
God of the talent entrusted to his charge and he hides it in 
a napkin, and thereby loses that which he had, which he asked 
the Father to feed daily and he thereby accuses (rod of being 
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a hard master — but to all such the Lord replies : ''Friend, I 
do thee no wrong, didst not thou agree with Me for a 
penny " I told thee many times '^ hitherto hast thou asked 
nothing in My name " thou asked Me for the salvation of 
the souL I poured out My blood on the cross to secure that, 
and purchased and ransomed thy soul and not only thy soul 
— but the souls in prison from Adam, to whom^I preached 
deliverance and led captivity captive — but independently of 
that, I had gifts for men — ^thou only agreed with Me for a 
penny — the gospel — ^thou didst not agree with Me for the 
two -pence of law and gospel. Thou never sought the two- 
leaved gate of Jerusalem. I do thee no wrong '* take that 
thine is and go thy way " of all flesh unseasoned, unsalted 
unleavened by the visitation of My Spirit — for where there is 
no vision the people perish " Is thine eye evil because I am 
good ? " I told thee many be called ; indeed, " aU " are 
called because I was lifted up for " all " — but few are chosen 
to the inheritance of the land, and to obtain this inheritance 
thou must have thy wedding garment — ^new cloth patched 
to an old garment can only cause a separation of corruption 
from incorruption. — ye Gentiles, behold the mercy and 
goodness of God towards you who were once without hope, 
without God in the world; who were once afar off, now 
brought nigh by the blood of Christ and in addition to 
all these blessings, the light of life is now offered to thee in 
this Eoll, but " ye will not come unto Me that ye might 
have life.'' Behold the mercy of God towards you in taking 
Dan from the tribes and placing him over you. Is it not a 
mercy and a blessing to you, seeing ye refuse life that Dan is 
placed as a serpent and an adder in the path that biteth the 
horse's heels so that his rider fall backward ? Is it not of 
God's mercy and long suffering that the lion is come up from 
his thicket, and that the destroyer of the Gentiles is on his 
way, gone forth to make thy land desolate ? forwhy shouldest 
thou be smitten any more ? why smite the blind ? — ^the 
sweetest consolations of suffering, with its rewards are 
unappreciated ; — ^though thy rock be smitten with the rod, 
it produces no water to refresh thy desert land ; thou canst 
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never see mud ia thy tears of bitter sorrow ;— to thee, the 
bitter is bitter, and the sweet is sweet ; — thou dreadest the 
furnace of trial, — ^thy daily cry is for deliverance firom the 
body of this death. Then, is not thy request about to be 
granted in a few days ? how canst thou find fault with the 
mercy of Ood in making thy land desolate, when thou 
despiseth the land — the reward, — the kingdom, — and the 
inheritance and seekest only thy salvation. You never 
sought to * standi* and to *ahide* and with Jesus to learn 
obedience by suffering in His yoke; — ^you were willing 
enough to make a covenant with death, quite willing that 
all your work should be burned, so long as your soul was 
saved ; quite willing to " suffer loss " — quite willing that the 
child should be divided by the sword, because you knew it 
was not yours by birthright. The salvation of your soul you 
sought perhaps the greater part of your life, which can 
be obtained in the last moment of the eleventh hour by 
one look of faith and this you certainly will obtain in 
the first resurrection — ^but where the reward ? where the 
prize? have all your sufferings — sorrows — ^trials been lost? 
— ^it would be useless to give you further trials they are 
wasted; — why should the precious alabaster box of oint- 
ment be broken upon thy head, would it not be a 
great waste ? — better, far better for thee that thy land 
be made desolate — cut it down, why cumbereth it the 
ground ? — the bitter dung of persecution, suft'ering, sor- 
row and trials in misery's deepest cell will not revive 
its roots to shoot downwards for living water, — nor stretch 
forth and upwards its branches with fruit;— lay the axe 
to the root of the tree, for the March winds and rains cause 
it to lose its hold ; — ^it is leafless, Iruitless, sapless, and the 
carpenter refuses its timber for the building; — ^it is only 
fit for the fire ; there ia hope that it will sprout again. — But 
you will not be able to plead ignorance at the judgment seat 
of Christ, for you have read this EoU, which will be to you 
either a savour of life unto life, or of death unto death. It 
win prove your birth to be either of the freewoman or 
the bondwoman. Though the Gentiles have been made

partakers of the toot and fatness of the natural olive, — let 
them not be high-minded; — let them ever remember 
that they are still wild olive branches, grafted to 
the good olive, and* as such can never bear any other than 
wild olives. — If a good olive grow in one garden, and a wild 
olive grow in another, and thou cut off the top of the good 
olive, and cut off a branch of the wild olive grafting it into 
the good olive, — and a branch sprout out of the good olive 
below the place where the wild olive branch is put in ; — ^will 
not that which sprouts out below, bear the better fruit ? 
" why do ye not understand my speech ? even because ye 
cannot hear my word." — "I thank Thee Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, because Thou hast hid these things from 
the wise and prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes. 
Even so Father, for so it seemed good in Thy sight." — ^The 
children of Abraham and of the freewoman will hear the 
voice of the shepherd of Israel and flee from the way of the 
serpent, desert the path of the adder, dismount from the high 
horse of Christendom and disannul their agreement made 
with death, that their land may not be made desolate in the 
grave. They will leave Babylon and return to their first love 
Jerusalem, riding triumphantly over sin, death, hell and the 
grave.— Cry again in the ears of the house of Israel that the 
Spirit is among them, and if they will ask for it and obey 
His voice, it shall give them all things they stand in need of. 
It shall engrave the righteousness of the law on their hearts 
and in their minds. And as they have been bold to do evil, 
so shall they now be bold to do good ; as they have been 
bold in wickedness, sinning against light and knowledge, so 
shall they now be bold in righteousness ; as they have been 
bold in breaking the law, so shall they now delight in obeying 
it. — Is it not recorded in the scriptures, that enmity was 
placed between the seed of the woman and the serpent? 
And is it not fulfilled ? Did he not bruise the heel of the 
woman's seed ? and her seed is at enmity with him, and that 
seed, ' shall * bruise his head. Has not her seed been re- 
deemed ? Is it not waiting to see who will ask for the Spirit, 
that it may bruise the evil in them, which is of him ? — Is it 
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not also recorded that the Lord will be inquired of for this ? 
— ^Did not Sarah say : " Cast out the bondwoman and her 
son : for the son of this bondwoman shall not be heir with 
my son? — But did her son obtain the fulfilment of this 
promise ? — ^He obtained the temporal sceptre, typical of the 
spiritual, because he was the seed of man ; but the promise 
was unto the seed of the woman. Did not the brothers and 
sisters of Bebecca send her away with these words : " Thou 
art our sister : be thou the Mother of thousands of MiUions 
and let thy seed possess the gate of those which hate them ?" 
— ^Did not Bebecca bring forth Esau and Jacob, who were 
typical of two nations, that the old world should serve the 
new ? was it not said to Bebecca : • ** Two nations are in thy 
womb, and the elder shall serve the younger" ? — Esau, the elder 
set typical of the strangers of those whose lives should be re- 
deemed, that their bodies should not die of a thousand years. 
Was not Jacob set typical of the new world ? did Jacob 
obtain the fulfilment of the ^promise, that the elder should 
serve the younger ? He obtained the temporal sceptre, but 
not the spiritual : Jacob has reigned over Esau, and Esau 
has served him, yet has not Jacob obtained the promise. — 
Although Leah and Bachel were descendants of the same 
family that Abraham was, and buUt the house of the whole 
twelve tribes of the children of Israel : the covenant being 
renewed from time to time, yet this house only obtained the 
temporal sceptre ; but the spiritual remained only under the 
promise of the covenant. " As for Me, this is My covenant 
with them saith the Lord : My Spirit that is upon thee, and 
My words which I have put in thy mouth,- shall not depart out 
of thy mouth, nor out of the mouth of thy seed (Jesus) nor 
out of the mouth of thy seed's seed, saith the Lord, from hence- 
forth and for ever." — How was it that they obtained not ? — 
The promise was unto the woman, that her seed should obtain ; 
but the house of Israel refused. He then took the tempoi ;il 
sceptre from them, and gave it unto the Gentiles, which Esau 
was set typical of, and He scattered the house of Israel into 
many nations. But who was this woman a descendant from, 
that the promise is to according to the flesh ? Was she not 
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from Buth the Moabitess ? for so it is written : ** And in that 
day there shall be a root of Jesse, which shall stand for an 
ensign to the people^ to it shall the Gentiles seek, and. his 
rest shall be glorious." — Was not Joseph (Jesse being the 
root) the adopted father of the woman's seed according to the 
flesh ? it was only by adoption according to the Spirit — ^The 
Spirit which rested on Him, was without father, without 
Mother, without descent, having neither beginning of days, 
nor end of life. — And while it rested on the woman's seed it 
fulfilled the things that were given for man to do. — But the 
seed of man refused it, and put it to death according to the 
flesh, that the Spirit might raise it again, that it might be the 
first-fruits of them that slept, and that* at the first resurrec- 
tion He might give them heavenly bodies. — ^The same Spirit 
made the body of the woman's seed the Son of God, — ^im- 
mortal, and dwelt in it ; that it might afterwards return a 
second time and rest on the seed of man as it rested on the 
seed of the woman, and to give life to him that liveth, which 
are Israel, that they should not sleep, but by obeying the law 
they should still live, and their mortal bodies put on immor- 
tality. Have the Gentile's house obtained this spiritual scep- 
tre ? They have obtained the temporal sceptre ; they reign 
over the house of Israel by their laws, and they offer sacrifices 
of bread and wine for the remission of sins, as the Hebrews 
offered the blood of animals for the remission of their sins 
that they might receive heavenly bodies. — So both Jew and 
Gentile churches are yet in unbelief of obtaining these pro- 
mises, — but the Latter House of Israel shall obtain them. 
God set all His works in the first six days of the first 
thousand years, each day being typical of one thousand years. 
He divided the six into three days — typical of three genera- 
tions; that within the third day, though their bodies were 
dead, those who believed in the remission of their sins, 
whether Jew or Gentile, their corruptible bodies should put 
on incorruptible within the third day, — that they should re- 
ceive heavenly bodies, and be as the angels, celestial. — But 
to those who are living in the third generation, in the sixth 
day, the Lord would fulfil His words to Isaiah : " And it shall 
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Gome to pass in that day, that the Lord shall set His hand 
again the second time, and recover the remnant of His 
people ; " And redeem the seed of man. For the promise was 
nnto Abraham and to his seed, that the spiritual sceptre 
should be sure to them. And the spiritual sceptre should 
arise out of Zion with the promise unto the spirits of the just. 
" There shall come a star out of Jacob and a sceptre shall 
rise out of Israel.'' And so, all Israel shall be saved, as it is 
written : " There shall come out of Zion the Deliverer, and 
shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob, for this is My 
covenant unto them, when I take away their sins " — '* The 
sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a law-giver from 
between his feet, until Shiloh come, and unto Him shall the 
gathering of the people be " these are at present scattered in 
the four quarters of the earth, as one in a city, and two of a 
family, as the gleanings of the face of the whole earth. The 
Spirit shall go from east to west, from north to south, and 
shall sort every family apart and bring them back unto the 
standard of the word. He will appoint the families unto the 
tribes, and the tribes unto the families: and His covenant 
shall be in their minds and on their hearts, and His law will 
they not break. — Satan is the prince of the old world and all 
the children that are bom in it are the sons of the bond- 
woman. All who refuse Christ are the children of the bond- 
woman. The bond-woman is set typical of the old world, — 
the iree-woman and her son typical of the new world and 
have not lost the sceptre. But when the Hebrews refused 
the woman's seed to reign, and put Him to death, — Christ 
raised the body again and took the sceptre from them, to 
show them that He was the free-woman's Son and rules in 
righteousness, and will judge between the children of the 
bond-woman and the children of the free-woman. — Hagar, 
the bond- woman, was set typical of the law given on Mount 
Sinai which they obeyed not, but brought them into heavier 
bondage. AH, whose bodies return to dust and become food 
for the serpent, whether they die the death of the righteous 
or of the wicked are the children of the resurrection, the 
serpent feeds upon both equally alike and both just and 
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unjust will arise ; — the aliens remaining the children of the 
bond-woman, but the house of Israel are the children of the 
free-woman — ^freed from the law of sin and death, — ^possessors 
in Christ and His Bride of both heaven and earth. — 

Simeon and Levi sought revenge, and revenge divided them 
in Jacob, and scattered them in Israel. The Lord held 
out the sceptre of mercy. He spread out His arms in mercy 
as a man spreadeth out his arms in the rivers when he 
swimmeth. He caused them to build a temple made of 
hewn stone as a shadow and a resemblance of a thing to 
come; He causeth the prophets to prophesy, that within 
seventy weeks He would come to the temple. This period of 
seventy weeks bemg a day for a year, was the time that 
passed from the going forth of the decree to build the 
city, to the death of the woman's seed. The street and wall 
were built in troublous times. At the end of seven weeks 
and sixty-two weeks, i.e,, 483 years, Jesus began His 
ministry. In the fourth year or middle of the last week. 
He was put to death and caused the sacrifice and the 
oblation to cease, by the sacrifice of Himself. Instead 
of revenge. He offered life and mercy — ^but this they refused, 
— they liberated a murderer and took the life of His body 
who offered mercy and life. He then showed them that He 
had come to the temple, which they had destroyed and 
reared it up again within three days. Though they built a 
temple of stone to His coming. He came not to a temple 
made with hands, but to a temple not made with hands. 
He then showed them that revenge belonged to the Lord 
only, and He destroyed that temple of hewn stone, which 
they had built to His coming. — The Lord, then let loose His 
hand and made a breach amongst them, and instead of the 
lion of the tribe of Judah giving them life. He gave them 
that which they desired, that the blood which they had 
shed and which they cried to be upon them and their 
children, that they should murder and destroy one another 
and eat one another's flesh and make merchandise of 
the living, and then murder them. — But the Lord remem- 
bered His loving kindness, — that the sceptre should not 
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depart Crom Jadah, nor a law-giver from , between his 
feet, until He came whose right it should be.— The Lord 
then took the tribe of Dan out from amongst His children to 
judge the Glentiles, — till the seed of Jacob and Joseph, the 
house of Ephraim and Manasseh should be gathered; and 
that Dan should be as an adder in the way to them; that 
biteth the horse's heels till the rider of the Gentiles fall 
backward. By this way and manner shall their learning fall 
to the ground, beiog exalted above measure, ever learning 
and never able to come to the knowledge of the truth. Their 
Babel isms shall be confounded and fall, until the parable of 
Daniel the prophet and the seventy weeks be fulfilled. For, 
if Dan had not been given to the Gentiles how would Israel 
have been gathered? for in the tribe of Judah was the 
sceptre of mercy ; — ^but Dan, an adder that biteth the horse's 
heels that the rider fall backward. " Mercy and truth are 
met together; righteousness and peace have kissed each 
other." — ^Now the riders of the Jew and Gentile with all 
their phylacteries, schismatic saddlings and vain trappings 
say : I sit as queen and am no widow, — we hold the sceptre, 
we ride horses like mighty men, even the horses which John 
foretold in Bevelations, for all things will continue as they 
are, and we and our children will ride them for ever. But at 
an unexpected moment, the Flying Boll comes forth and 
declares to both Jew and Gentile and the house of Israel 
that the tribe of Dan shall be to them as a serpent covered 
with grass, he shall put out his hand in a day when they are 
not aware of it ; when Jew and Gentile are riding forth like 
mighty men, like men of renown, men of war, emblazoned 
and flushed over imaginary victories of their own fabrication; 
every man having his sword glittering in his hand ; even the 
number of kings, which is the number of men. This num- 
ber being also gathered together against the anointed of the 
Lord, have crowns upon their heads, stars on their breasts 
and exalted with pride. At that moment, the tribe of Dan 
shall leap from Bashan ; he shall bite their horses' heels, 
and every man shall fall backward. — This is the sacrifice the 
Lord will have upon the whole earth ; He will call all the 
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birds of the air, and the wild beasts of the earth to this 
sacrifice, that they may eat the flesh of kings and of mighty 
men, — so shall the nineteenth chap, of Bevelations and the 
thirty-ninth chap, of Ezekiel be fulfilled. For, as the tribe 
of Dan is given into the hands of the Gentiles, so has the 
enemy been permitted to come into the house of Israel, but 
he shall not fall in the house of Israel, but be cast out ; but 
with the Gentiles, he shall fall; for the bodies of the righte- 
ous and the wicked shall perish together at that day. — Dan, 
was the father of Samson by Manoah, of the family of 
the Dauites. As Samson fell with his enemy, so shall the 
tribe of Dan fall with the Gentiles, and the dust of the earth 
shall be their meat. And he is judge in the house of the 
Gentiles^ and rules and has^ dominion, till the appointed 
time. As Samson was to the Philistines, so shall Dan be to 
the Gentiles, for the Philistines put out the eyes of Samson 
because he disobeyed the words of the Lord, but for all that, 
he was an adder, that bit their horses' heels so that they 
fell backward. — The Lord came in the woman's seed, to heal 
up the breach, and they refused ; so He gave them the tribe 
of Dan to judge them, till the Gentiles should be gathered ; 
and if they still refuse to join His people Israel, that he 
should bite the horses' heels and fall with them. For, the 
scriptures cannot be broken, neither shall he be brought back 
unto his tribe, neither is he mentioned in the seventh chap, 
of Bevelations, but Manasses is put in his stead. — The 
seventy weeks spoken of in Daniel is a parable to the world, 
to Christendom, for it is not given to them to know or under- 
stand the mysteries of the kingdom : " It is not for you to 
know the times or the seasons, which the Father hath put in 
His own power." — ** When the branch of the fig tree is yet 
tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer is 
nigh, so likewise when ye shall see all these things (of Dan) 
know that it is near, even at the doors " — " ye hypocrites, 
ye can discern the face of the sky ; but can ye not discern 
the signs of the times ?." One more diplomatic conference 
in the heart of Europe and all will be ablaze ; — it wiU no 
longer be an eastern question, or the holy cross against the 
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crescent,-— but of cross crossing cross. " There is no wisdom 
nor understanding nor council against the Lord, — the horse is 
prepared against the day of battle." — " The kings of the 
earth set themselves, and the rulers take counsel together 
against the Lord and against His anointed " and the riders 
shall fall backward. — The seventy weeks have been a parable 
to many in the house of Israel, but let the house of Israel 
know assuredly, that when the seventy weeks are ended ; — 
the Spirit of life will possess the temple, — the body of the 
last Eve, and she shall be seated on the right hand of the 
throne with the graft of Christ. — The seventy weeks shown 
to Daniel was a type of these days, but they made the temple 
of hewn stone, but the Lord made it of flesh and bone and 
lives, which is the last Adam, even the husband of the last 
Eve, and she shall be seated under her crown on the right 
hand of her husband. — The kings of the earth gathered 
themselves together to build a house of hewn stone (a figure 
of the latter house) and they thought the Lord dwelt in it, 
and there they fled for succour, but in it, they were burned 
up; so in like manner shall the old house be burned up, 
for their trust was in stone, brick and mortar standing in 
desert places, a memorial of their unbelief, — and they vainly 
imagined that flesh and blood would return and inhabit it 
again ; but they have closed their own gates against them- 
selves. — Erom the time of the law, to the time of the Virgin 
being seated at the right hand of the Holy of Holies on this 
planet is forty weeks. Within the seventy weeks, Satan shall 
be chained from the whole race of man, even the aliens, who 
shaU dwell in blood during the thousand years. Then will 
Shiloh be crowned and the latter Eve found sitting clothed 
on the right hand of her husband. The Spirit will bring 
Israel from under the law and gospel into the law of liberty. 
John saw these in vision sealed to the Lamb. He that hath 
ears to hear let him with patience hear what the Spirit says 
to the bones of the whole house of Israel, always bearing in 
mind that " No prophecy of the scriptures is of any private 
interpretation." The virtue of the Spirit will now be brought 
to the bones, and the virtue of the Spirit will " now " be 
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breathed into their nostrils by Jerusalem below through the 
power of Jerusalem above, the Mother of the free. As the 
Bridegroom liveth, so shall the Bride. This is the last 
covenant that the Lord will make with the bones of the 
house of Israel. — ^The body of the Bridegroom when dead, was 
as~a stone, laid in a stone, and when it was raised again, it was 
as cut out of a stone. " Forasmuch as thou sawest that the 
stone was cut out of the mountain without hands, and that it 
brake in pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver and 
the gold. The great God hath made known to the king 
what shall come to pass hereafter : and the dream is certain, 
and the interpretation thereof is sure." — *' In the days of 
these kings shall the God of heaven set up a kingdom 
which shall never be destroyed." — So shall this great 
image whose brightness is excellent and the form thereof 
terrible, which Christendom has set up, riding over this 
planet, — fall backward and be broken in pieces as a potter's 
vessel ; for, the lion is come up from his thicket, and the 
destroyer of the Gentiles is on his way, he is gone forth 
from his place to make thy land desolate. — Thus saith the 
immortal Spirit this day unto the children of Israel scattered 
among the (Jentiles : ** Come back ye natural branches of the 
olive, and be grafted into your own natural olive, from which 
ye were severed ; that ye may now receive the promise — the 
immortal life of your mortal bodies ; if the casting away of 
you was the reconciling of the Gentiles for the salvation of 
their souls after death, lest the second death should reign 
over them — what shall the grafting again of the natural 
branches into their own olive be but the life of your bodies." 
— ^He will raise up a poor and afflicted people, unknown to 
the world in England — they shall be tried sorely for six days 
—their shepherd shall be driven into Egypt, yet their trust 
shall be in their God. They shall be as though a wall 
surrounded them, but the world know them not — Other 
nations shall gather gold from this land — from the farmer 
and the landlord — by cattle, corn and mineral ; and their 
wealth shall not return to them again till they know what 
they have done unto the poor of the flock of Israel. Yet for 
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all this, it shall be protected from foreign power and sword. 
No foreign sword shall go through this land England until 
Israel be taken out of it. Nevertheless, its own sword shall 
go through the land with its own plagues, and many shaHflee 
from the land into other nations to avoid civil strife. Until 
they shall aU. know that the ark of God is in this land, with 
the Boll of the covenant of IsraeL 

In conclusion, we call upon all the outcasts of Israel and 
the dispersed of Judah to dismount from your present lofty 
and exalted position and seek the lot in common with the poor 
flock of Israel in the valley of humiliation, the *'falV' between 
the two mountains, — that ye be not with them partakers of 
the vials, and fall backward in desolation "Wherefore, 
come out from among them, and be ye separate saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean ; and I will receive you, 
and wiU be a Father unto you, and ye shall be My sons and 
daughters, saith : the Loi'd, Almighty,'*

SERMON III. PART IV. 

" Every man at the beginnxng doth set forth good wine ; and when men 
hare well drunk, then that which ia worse i but Thon hast kept the good wine 
mitil now." — John li. 10. 

"Is not Hy way equal P are not your ways unequal P " — ^Ekbkisl xyiii. 26. 

" For My thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are your ways My wayS) 
saith the Lord. For as the heayens are higher than the earth, so are My 
ways higher than yonr waysj and My thoughts than your thoughts."— ' 
Isaiah It* 8, 9. 

In the text before us, we have the thoughts £lnd ways of 
men, in contradistinction to the thoughts and ways of God, 
simply, but very clearly laid before us ; showing, that the 
one is diametrically opposed to the other ; — one equal, the 
other unequal ; — ^the one, is uncomprehensively high, whilst 
the other is low. Foolishness is bound in the heart of man 
and all his wisdom is but foolishness in the sight of God. 
Man's ways and thoughts are precisely opposite to God's. — 
Every thing that man places his hand upon, is marred by the 
first touch, whilst every thought and act of God, bringeth 
symmetry out of chaos. — That which is highly esteemed 
among men is abomination in the sight of God. Man puts 
forth at first his best wine, strength and wisdom, and when 
men have well drunk, then that which is worse ; but God at 
first puts forth His weakest wine and things which men will 
despise, reserving the best wine until the end. Man, builds 
a babel temple, towering towards the sky, and seats the 
learned Eabbi in its pulpit, high above his fellows, — God 
overthrows it, and builds a temple from the seed of woman, 
placing the child in its heart, with the simple text : " who- 
soever shall not receive the kingdom of God as a little child, 
he shall not enter therein.'' Man, establishes a kingdom^ 
III. K 
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with great show of pompous pageantry, and rides upon the 
great human catafalco, marshalled by hereditary dignitaries, 
supported by his soldiery, at whose feet an admiring throng 
cast their garlands, — strewing their flowers in his pathway. 
God, establishes His kingdom with a seed like unto a grain 
of mustard seed, and enters into His kingdom upon a colt, the 
foal of an ass, treading beneath its feet the outer garments of 
Adam, Satan's clothing. He does not make His entry to sit 
in state, the admired of all admirers, but to cast out thieves 
and to overthrow seats and tables.— Every man, at the be- 
ginning, displays his best manners and address; — he 
decorates and perfumes his ground for your reception, he is 
politeness itself to his helpmate in your presence ; with great 
pride points out the works of his own hands : — his image of 
goldj silver and brass, standing upon feet of an unequal 
mixture, parts of iron and clay. — He parades all his good 
deeds of Christian philanthropy. Surely, every man at the 
beginning will vote to come under the shadow of this bramble 
of the forest ;— who more fitted than he to reign over the 
trees ? — but when men have well drunk, he displays that 
which is worse. But God in the beginning displays naked- 
ness and blood, enmity between the two seeds ; He multiplies 
suffering, sorrow in conception and pronounced a curse upon 
the ground, that it should bring forth thorns and thistles, and 
when men have well drunk the dregs of the cup in Gethse- 
mane, and the last waterpot is filled to the brim with water, 
we find that the whole is converted into wine, to the great 
astonishment of the ruler, who declares that the best wine was 
reserved till the end, so very contrary to men's thoughts and 
ways. — ^Every man at the beginning will commence with his 
best material, making first the head of gold, then silver, brass, 
ending with clay as his resources run out. But God at the 
beginning commenced with clay, at the feet, where man left 
off, working backwards according to our thoughts and ways. 
He caused a deep sleep to fall upon the clay and extracted 
from its side a rib. The clay slept on and was dead to all 
knowledge whilst the six waterpots were being filled up with 
water, and man awakes at the end of the marriage feast of 
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the Lamb. The water is converted into wine, and the rib is 
converted into a Bride, the 144,000 bones of Israel, and she 
is presented as a chaste Virgin to the Bridegroom, Christ. 
Surely, thou hast kept the good wine until now ; for, at first 
we beheld the clay and the rib — then a period of slumber — 
the filling up of the six waterpots with water and now we 
behold the Bridegroom — Christ — the head — the saviour of ^His 
body — ^His Bride. We find that the 144,000 bones of the body 
have been sanctified and cleansed by the water in the water- 
pots and " His word " now revealed to the sealed of Israel. 
The rib at first taken from the side of the clay is now con- 
verted into members of His body, of His flesh and of His bones, 
free from blood. At first, it was " blood " and in the end, the 
blood is washed away by water and ^'His word'* in the covenant 
revealed to the sealed. — In the beginning of the feast, the 
wine was very inferior, (in a human point of view) then came 
the water, — but the pure grape of the kingdom, the best 
wine was reserved to the end. In the beginning, Adam pro^ 
nounced the words of the end : " This is now bone of my 
bones and flesh of my flesh : (no blood !) she shall be called 
" wo-man,*' because she was taken out of man." 

Man, being by nature dead in trespasses and in sins, dead to 
knowledge, and asleep whilst the six waterpots are being filled 
up during the feast of the creation or six thousand years, is 
also deaf, dumb and blind ; like Mephiboshoth, lame on both 
his feet, albeit, it may be his privilege to sit at the king's table 
continually for Jonathan's sake by grace through faith, as it 
may also be his privilege to receive the divine nature by 
measure, so as to have sufficient spiritual discernment to see 
men as trees walking ; to whom the apostle said : " Make 
straight paths for your feet, lest that which ^' is lame'' be 
turned out of the way ; but let it rather be healed," It is 
this lameness, of which all men are possessed, that make 
their ways unequal ; for, saith Solomon in his proverbs : 
''The legs of the lame are not equal : so is a parable in the 
mouth of fools.'' By their ways being unequal, they become 
unequally yoked together with unbelievers; the righteous 
having fellowship with the unrighteous ; light with darkness^ 
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the believer being linked with the unbeliever. It is this 
" unequalness " in the ways of men, through the inoculation 
and intermixture of the two seeds : wheat and tares, — kernel 
and husk, — ^good and evil in the blood, received from the first 
graft, which has lamed man and consequently made him 
imequal in all his ways. That which is bom of the flesh by 
the will of man through the first graft, must always remain 
flesh through that blood, — ^until the word of the Lord to Joel 
be fulfilled: "I will cleanse their blood that I have not 
cleansed ; " which promise is now being fulfilled in the house 
of Israel in this third and last watch, or 1,335 days of Daniel, 
wherein we now live. — Whilst the word of God declares that 
man ^^was made'' subject to this unequalness (vanity) not 
willingly, but by reason of him who has made man so subject 
in hope ; in hope of what ? in hope of their calling : — for the 
Gentiles, to an inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled and 
that fadeth not away, reserved in heaven and obtained by 
them at the first resurrection : — for the house of Israel, in 
hope of a higher calling, leading to a prize or reward, namely: 
to be delivered from the bondage of corruption through the 
cleansing of their blood, pursuant to God's promise to Israel, 
into the glorious liberty of the children of God; for this 
visible manifestation, the whole creation is groaning to-day, 
and have been groaning whilst the six waterpots have been 
filling ; — not only is the whole creation travailing in pain to 
witness this, but those who have the firstfruits of the Spirit 
are waiting for this manifestation, to wit " the redemption of 
the hodyj* But in either cases, the best wine is reserved till 
the end. — ^Wherefore, house of Israel, seeing that we are 
compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses, of angels 
tad ministering spirits above, with the whole creation below, 
and the four Spirits of the heavens which go forth from 
standing before the Lord of all the earth ; let us, Beloved, 
like blind Bartimseus, who heard the word with the inward 
ear, cast away our garment, Satan's clothing — flaying aside 
our lameness with its unequal ways and the unclean thing ; — 
let us run with patience the race for the redemption of the 
body in immortality, looking to the author and finisher of 
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our faith, whose ways are equal. Who for the joy that was 
set before Him, though He were a Son, yet learned He 
obedience by the things which He suffered, enduring the 
cross, despising the shame, and is now set down at the right 
hand of the Father, — waiting patiently for the fulfilment of 
His own words in Cana of Galilee ''Woman, what have I to 
do with thee ? Mine hour is not yet come," — ^patiently wait- 
ing until He shall see of the travail of His soul, and be 
satisfied ; that Israel, His Bride may have His joy fulfilled iu 
themselves ; making intercession for His Bride, with groan* 
ings which cannot be uttered ; as He once prayed on earth ; 
'* I pray not that Thou shouldest take them out of the world, 
but that Thou shouldest keep them from the evil,'' and 
thereby receive the partial redemption, preparatory to their 
blood being cleansed ; having taught Israel to pray daily for 
their bread, the twelve baskets of fragments, the remnant 
rescued from the multitude; having also taught them to 
pray for His kingdom to come, that His will might be done 
on earth as it is done in heaven, in response to the heavenly 
host: ''on earth, peace, good will toward men." — Patiently 
waiting for that moment to come, when He shall again utter 
those words in their full force and power: "Draw out ^nowt^ 
and bear unto the governor of the feast " — draw out what ? — 
That which the waterpots had contained during the six 
thousand years of the creation from its beginning^now 
suddenly converted into wine at the end. 

If man's ways had not been unequal and his thoughts and 
ways lower than God's, as the earth is lower than the heavens, 
he would have understood the parable of the marriage feast 
in Gatilee. But as the parable and its incidents were re- 
served until the " third day*' so in like manner its full inter- 
pretation was reserved and its good wine kept until the 
" third " and last watch of the hour. They might long ago 
have recognised the facts therein recorded, (had not their 
eyes been holden until this third watch) that the mother of 
Jesus " ^705 there " (at this feast) and that both Jesus " was 
coMed'' and His disciples to the marriage. That the first 
Adam and Eve were there, and the latter Adam and Eve 
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were there also, — the type and antitype, — the shadow and 
the substance — ^the beginning and the end of the feast of 
creation " the degenerate plant of a strange vine " — " the 
true vine '* — and " the husband," aU were there. Hence the 
j&rst Eve, driven out of the garden — on the outer side of the 
flaming sword, out of reach of the tree of life, by the with- 
drawal of the female immortal Spirit, Jerusalem above, the 
Mother of the free : cried to Jesus, the elder brother : " they 
have no wine"; — ^but He answering, said: "Woman, what 
have I to do with thee ? " — thee, the first Eve ?. Didst not 
thou seek the division of the inheritance ? — but " ' fnine ' 
hour is not yet come." — That hour is now up, and the latter 
Eve saith unto the servants : "whatsoever he saith unto you, 
' do it* " The six waterpots of stone were already there, but 
partly filled, containing two or three firkins apiece ; these were 
already there after the manner of the purifying of the Jews, 
but had always been wanting, short in measure ; now, the 
hour has come for them to be filled up to the brim, that every 
jot and tittle of the law might be fulfilled " fill the waterpots 
with water, and they filled them up to the brim," — but who 
filled the waterpots ? who were the favoured few who knew 
whence the good wine came from? ^Uhe servants'* at that 
feast. ** Is not My way equal ? are not your ways imequal?" 
*'For My thoughts are not your thoughts." He that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted and he that exalteth him- 
self shall be humbled. " He hath put down the mighty from 
their seats, and exalted them of low degree," He casteth down 
to the valley of the fall all those who love the uppermost 
rooms at feasts, and the chief seats in the synagogues. The 
ruler of the feast had tasted the water that was made wine, 
but knew not whence it was (but the "servants" which 
" drew " the water " knew!*) " So are My ways higher than 
your ways, and My thoughts than your thoughts." — Sit down 
in the lowest room, that when he that bade thee cometh, 
he may say unto thee: "friend go up "higher." — Beloved, 
let us not be hearers only, but " doers " of the word, let us 
not behold our natural face in the scriptures and going away, 
straightway forget what manner of people we are, but let us 
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look into the vision and as ** servants'* draw out of this last 
visitation, the water of the perfect law of liberty which will 
shortly be converted into the pure grape and wine of the 
kingdom ; as James, the servant of God also wrote in his 
epistle addressed to the twelve tribes scattered abroad. 
Wherefore, let us take heed to the words of the latter Eve, 
and Jerusalem above, whose voice we have heard with the 
inward ear : " whatsoever *' He saith unto you, " do it" ; and 
remember that these words were addressed "unto the servants*' 
and to them only. It was their privilege to bear the new 
wine unto the " Governor" of the feast. It was the **ruler** 
of the feast who tasted and was convinced of the excellency 
of the wine, although he knew not whence it was. It was not 
a piece of new cloth patched on to an old garment, — not the 
new birth of Christendom, — nor, was it new wine taken from, 
or put into old bottles. But it was new wine put into new 
bottles that both might be preserved. The old wine had been 
consumed : " t/ie^ wanted wine." The waterpots were sound, 
— not cracked, made of stone, some contained only two firkins, 
figurative of the dispensation before the law was given, — some 
three firkins, or after the law. But before the best wine can 
appear, they must be filled up to the "brim" with water, 
figurative of the immortal Spirit without measure. The 
three measures of the three dispensations must be all full of 
the meal of creation, which had been *' raised'* by the 
'* wheat " from the " ground " ; before they could be " raised " 
by the leavening influence of the immortal Spirit, through 
the hand of the woman in Jerusalem above. The *'word** 
was "hid " by the woman unobserved by the world into the 
three measures of meal or six thousand years. In like manner 
" the word" was " hid " in the six waterpots of stone filled to 
the brim with water from the springs in the " ground,*' before 
the "bread" could be eaten or the mne drunk by the 
Bridegroom and the Bride at the marriage feast of the Lamb. 
The six waterpots of water and the three measures of meal 
were not mixed with other seeds. — It was not only the 
privilege of the " servants " to " draw out '* and bear the 
new wine to the governor of the feast, but it was their 
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privilege to fill up these waterpots to the " brim,'* as 
it is our blessed privilege this day as servants and am- 
bassadors for Christ: "To fill up that which is behind of 
the afflictions of Christ for His body's sake — His Bride;" 
This is the greater work entrusted to the sealed of 
Israel — Seeing then Beloved, that, your unequal ways are 
becoming day by day more equal as they run parallel with 
God's ways, canst thou not realize the marriage feast of the 
creation in the six thousand years of the six waterpots of 
stone in all its beauty and glory? — ^Dost not thou fully 
understand that " all things " which has and will yet happen 
during the creation, whether it be good or evQ, will all ter- 
minate in the good wine of the kingdom in the end, and aU. 
to the glory of the Governor of the feast and to the Bride 
and Bridegroom, for whom this feast was called ? — ^Although, 
but few are recorded as being inmiediately present at this 
marriage feast in Cana of Galilee with the principal actors, 
and those to show forth the principal features of the marriage 
of the Lamb ; yet : " I heard as it were the voice of a great 
multitude, and as the voice of many waters, and as the voice 
of mighty thunderings saying : Alleluia : for the Lord God 
Omnipotent reigneth. Let us be glad and rejoice, and give 
honour to Him : for the marriage of the Lamb is come, and 
His wife (the latter Eve, the Bride, His body, the 144,000 sealed 
bones of Israel) hath made herself ready. Blessed are they 
which are called unto the marriage supper of the Lamb. Are 
not Jews and Gentiles called to this marriage, for all things 
now are ready. True, many are praying to be excused through 
their unequal ways, but the poor, the maimed, the halt and 
the blind will be brought in from the highways and hedges. 
We see the three glories of the sun, moon and stars at this 
marriage feast. We see the three crosses here namely: 
"/mwor^oZ^" whose bones were not broken, but the blood 
poured out en the ground to cleanse it from the sin of the 
world. We see " incorruptibility " on the right hand and on 
the left, whose bones were broken, the blood not being poured 
out or washed away leading said bodies to corruption that 
both spirits might be saved : the one praying for the kingdom 
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to come to him at the fiist resurrection— -the other 'Hwice 
dead plucked up by the roots " at the resurrection and con* 
demned to the second death. The one a savour of life unto 
life — ^the other of death unto death, for the wages of sin is 
corruption, or death. — ^We see the thirty-fold — the sixty-fold 
and hundred-fold — or the Bride — servants and disciples. — 
Men's ways being unequal, they act like Balaam and have 
smitten the ass '' three times,'* or during the three dispensa- 
tions, because it has sought to turn aside " out " of the way, 
and they want to turn it " in " the way, and get their feet 
crushed against the wall, — yet they will continue to smite the 
ass until it falls from under them, and have nothing left to 
ride ; the smiting opens the mouth of the ass and condemns 
its rider. Nothing stands in the way of men save their 
own shortsightedness. They stand in their own light 
and grasp at shadows. — ^Men disclaim, doubt, and refuse to 
believe that Grod's way is equal because their own ways 
are unequal; hence they take a wrong view of God's 
ways by seeking to lower God's Almighty thoughts and ways 
to their puny thoughts and ways. It is the privilege of all 
men to be seated in the heavenlies in Christ and view His 
creation and handiwork from His standpoint, — ^but their ways 
being unequal, they rush &om one extreme to the other; — one 
moment buoyant in spirit, on the top of the wheel and the 
next, crushed beneath its weight, hence they do not view 
Christ as the same yesterday, to-day and for ever; — ^like 
Adam they are a&aid of God and hide, and when sought and 
found, they lay the blame on God, saying : " the woman that 
" thou " gavest me." — I have always looked upon Thee as an 
hard master, reaping where Thou hast not sown, and gathering 
where Thou hast not strawed and through fear I have sought 
death and buried my body in the ground, lo, there it is in 
the grava I feared Thee, because Thou art an austere man : 
" Thou takest up that Thou layecUt not down, and reapest that 
Thou didst not sow!* By his thoughts, language and ways, 
man proves that his ways are unequal and that God's ways 
are equal. Man condemns himself by his own act. — ^Was 
his body given to his spirit to roll it up in a napkin and lay 
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it down in the grave ? Will he find fault with God because 
He takest up in the resurrection what Satan laid down, and 
reap a spiritual body from what Satan has sowed ? Men will 
forget that the land, his body, was lent to him for a habita- 
tion for the spirit, — but he sells his habitation and birthright 
for a mess of pottage and leaves his spirit houseless and 
unclothed as it was before it was sent to the house for it to 
inhabit, — ^but in the resurrection he will find that he will 
have to give an account of that one talent, and the glory 
which he might have possessed, the crown which he might 
have worn, is transfeired to him that hath ten ; will he not be 
speechless? what excuse can he claim? he has read the 
scriptures from early infancy and if there is one passage 
above another he is most familiar with, it is that passage 
in Eevelations which cautioned him to : " hold that fast 
which *thoVj hast/ that no man take thy crown." What 
had he that he could call his own ? was it not his body ? 
but having lost the body, the head, where can the crown be 
placed? on the spirit? — assuredly not, — ^the crown is not 
a spiritual blessing, but a celestial and terrestrial prize and 
reward. 

Man's ways being unequal, and his thoughts so very much 
lower than God's thoughts and ways which are equal, — he 
naturally measures and weighs God's actions by his own 
unequal weights and measures, he forgets that his " bed is 
shorter than that a man can stretch himself on it: and 
the covering narrower than that he can wrap himself in it." 
Hence he is always dissatisfied with everything around him; 
— though he possessed all the riches and the kingdoms of the 
world, he would give them all up to gratify his sensual 
appetite for something still beyond his reach, — true happi- 
ness. — He culls the prettiest and the most enticing flower in 
creation, thinking to find therein the sweetest honey, but he 
finds it bitter in the end. He rushes madly after the beauti- 
fully winged moth, in his eagerness for possession, he grasps 
it ; — to find its distant beauty all faded, and his hand stained. 
He plans, proposes and builds fairy castles, to see them all 
vanish in soap bubbles from a clay pipe. — In the beginning 
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he started with very fair prospects, his ambition unsatiable, 
though he reaches the highest pinnacle of fame, yet is he not 
satisfied, he is miserable in soul. " His eye is not satisfied 
with seeing, nor his ear with hearing. Neither is his eye 
satisfied with riches.'* " He enlargeth his desire as hell, and 
is as death, and cannot be satisfied." — He finds fault with 
God and all His works, he curses the day of his birth and 
exclaims : " what profit hath a man of all his labour which 
he taketh under the sun ? There is no new thing under the 
sun, I have seen all the works that are done under the sun ; 
and behold, 'all is vanity and vexation of spirit." There is 
an aching void in his heart, the world cannot fill. He would 
flee from himself, the world, and from God, but finds he can- 
not. " Thou hast beset me behind and before, and laid Thine 
hand upon me, whither shall I go from Thy Spirit ? — whither 
shall I flee from Thy presence ? If I ascend up into heaven, 
Thou art there : if I make my bed in hell, behold Thou art 
there. If I take the wings of the morning, and dwell in the 
uttermost parts of the sea ; even there shall Thy hand lead 
me, and- Thy right hand shall hold me.** — Foolish man to singe 
thy wings by the flame of thine own candle, given thee as a 
light to lead thee through the darkness of this world, and not 
to be lit at both ends. What doth hinder thee from possessing 
*' true happiness ** ? What is the matter with this beautiful 
and fair creation that thou dost find fault ? what doth hinder 
thee from beholding the six days of the creation, or six 
thousand years as a ^* wedding feast '*1 Were not the six 
waterpots filled to the brim with pure water by the servants 
of that feast in accordance with the Divine command ? — Did 
they not obey the voice of the woman in the beginning and 
in the end, and was not the whole converted into wine ? 

Man's thoughts, being at variance with God's thoughts, he 
naturally concludes that the six days of the creation or six 
thousand years is not a wedding feast and in support of his 
unequal wisdom he points you to sin, evil, sickness, famine, 
disease, bloodshed, wars and death ; he will then ask : '' do 
you call this a wedding feast ? " Is not God unequal ? Is 
He just ? ? — ^To all such vain men the Lord replies in the 
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language of our text. " This sore travail hath " God given " 
to the sons of men " — and why ? " to be exercised iherevnth,** 
** Except a corn of wheat ''fall'* into the ground and die, it 
abideth alone : but if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit." 
How could the Bridegroom have possessed a Bride for the 
wedding, from whence would the friends of the Bridegroom, 
the "servants" disciples and neighbours have come, if they 
had not "fallen" from their spiritual estate to that of 
mortal upon the ground of this planet to possess bodies ? — 
fools, and slow of heart to understand God's thoughts 
and ways, so plainly and clearly recorded in the scriptures ; 
ought not the spirits of the just to have left their former 
estate and "/aK" to the ground of this planet to possess 
earthly tabernacles, that they might not " abide " " alone " 
as spirits without habitations — ^without a tabernacle ; but 
bring forth much fruit, namely : — one hundred and forty-four 
thousand bones, making the Bride of Christ. — Would the 
Man-Christ, who was Himself flesh and bones immortal, be 
united to a spirit Bride ? Must not the Bride of 144,000 
bones be like Him, members of His body, of His flesh and of 
His bones ? Did not God say in the beginning : " Let us 
make man in " our " image after " our " likeness ? " shall 
the wheat abide alone ? if so, how shall it bring forth much 
fruit ? It must die, must not it ? — ^a deep sleep must fall 
upon the wheat, and whilst it slept in its earthly habitation, 
God caused a seed-bud to spring out of that habitation, in 
doing so, He "closed up the flesh instead thereof." From this 
seed-bud made He a woman and "brought her unto the man." 
— The first Adam said then, as the type of the latter Adam 
(Christ) says now at the end of the feast. "This is ''now" 
bone of my bones, and flesh of my flesh," she shall be called 
woman, because she was taken out of man (the first Adam) 
she shall be called " now " ; the Bride, because she possesses 
144,000 bones and is taken out of Zion and Jerusalem above 
by the new Birth of water and the Spirit. The wheat must 
not abide alone, it must bring forth " much " fruit, in con- 
sequence of which glories are now being prepared in the 
heavenlies for the reception of the "friends of the Bride- 
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groom"; mansions must be prepared for the *' servants^* of the 
Bride and Bridegroom. After the fourth waterpot had been 
filled up to the brim, the " wJieat " fell to the ground, died, 
and rose again and said : " I go to prepare a place for 'you* " 
for in my Father's house are many mansions." All flesh is 
not the same flesh, neither are all spirits alike, neither are 
celestial bodies the same. The glory of the celestial body is 
one thing, and the glory of the terrestrial another ; but the 
celestial and terrestrial is an immortal body like unto 
the Man-Christ who is now waiting to be glorified and 
perfected in His Bride, possessed with a body, like unto His. 
There is one glory of the sun, another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the stars : as one star differeth from another 
star in glory so also are the incorruptible: "Being bom 
again, not of corruptible "«eed," but of incorruptible, by the 
word of God, which liveth and abideth for ever," at the first 
resurrection, having been thereunto baptized into the death 
of Christ, — for whom He is gone to prepare a place in the 
many mansions, that where He is, there they may be also as 
friends of the Bridegroom. — Ought not the wheat to have 
fallen to the ground of this planet ? The first-born given 
for the transgression of the younger brother ? The fruit of 
the body given for the sin of the soul ? that everything 
might come out in its own order in the feast of creation or 
six thousand years ? That the wine of the kingdom might 
be " drawn out " of the six waterpots of stone in the end. 
Observe, that the first wine at this feast which had run out 
was made from the degenerate grape " of a strange vine " and 
leavened by human thoughts and ways, but the wine 
produced by the Bridegroom (Jesus) in the end was made 
from water leavened by the Spirit through " the word " that 
everything might come out in its proper order : " Christ the 
first-fruits with His Bride, — afterward they that are Christ's 
by purchase with the fruit of His body, at the first resurrec- 
tion, at His coming ; and lastly, all souls ; — the justification 
of the imgodly who have paid the uttermost farthing in 
prison during the thousand years, — the ungodly for whom 
Christ died and poured out His blood when they were yet 
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without strength, now returned to their former estate as 
disembodied spirits with " Sodom and her daughters — 
Samaria and her daughters, and thou and thy daughters,** — 
at the second or final resurrection, the resurrection of 
the unjust — now justified through the blood of Jesus, that 
none may be lost, save the son of perdition to fulfil the 
scriptures. — Then cometh the end, when He shall have 
delivered up the kingdom to God, even the Father ; when 
He shall have put down all rule and all authority and power, 
having put all His enemies, (i,e. the disobedient spirits, 
reserved in chains of darkness) under His feet. The last 
enemy : " death " being then destroyed. ** The tabernacle of 
God shall then be with *men,' and He will dwell with them, 
and they shall be His people, and God Himself shall be with 
them, and be their God. And God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes ; there shall be no more death, neither sor- 
row, nor crying, neither shall there be any more *pain * ; for 
the 'former things are passed away\" — But Christendom with 
its unequal ways are not satisfied with God's way, — finding 
fault with tears, sorrow, suffering, pain and death nov), yet 
they want it continued through all the ages of an endless 
eternity upon the ungodly and the rebellious whom God has 
justified at the second or final resurrection through the 
blood of Jesus, having suffered the penalty of the second 
death, Christendom know not what manner of spirit they are 
of, they are crying out for fire to descend from heaven — his 
blood be upon us and on our children — We will have sacrifice 
and not mercy but to all the cries of Christendom for fire and 
sacrifice they are silenced by thus saith the Lord : " go ye 
and learn what that meaneth : ' I will liave meroy, and not 
sacrifice * " — *' the Son of Man came not to destroy men's lives 
but to save them." They are thankful to be forgiven them- 
selves but they go out and seize their fellow servants by the 
throat "pay me that thou owest." But God who is the 
saviour of all men but especially the saviour of those who 
believe, looks upon the two debtors— just and unjust and 
says "when they had nothing to pay. He frankly forgave 
them both/' Their limited knowledge of the love of God will 
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only pennit that Christ died for the believer and him only, 
and if that poor believer make one mis-step and fall away^ 
they alter their decision at once, refusing to admit that Christ 
died for him at all, and he is now consigned body and soul 
to bum in a literal fire throughout the ages of eternity. 
Hence it is, that they are always praying " with themedves," 
thanking Grod that they are not as other men, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers or even as this or that publican. They 
are ever ready, stone in hand to bring up the woman taken 
in adultery ; but as the heavens are higher than the earth, so 
are God's ways higher than their ways, and His thoughts 
than their thoughts. The unworthy publican is exalted to 
Abraham's bosom whilst the other is abased. " Neither do 
I condemn thee: go, and sin no more " is the sentence of Him 
whose way is equal. The wisdom and language of man has 
ever been from the beginning : **Go to, let vs build us a city 
and a tower, whose top may reach unto heaven, and let vs 
make its a name." Such wisdom is not confined to the first 
and second dispensations, it is the language of the third. 
The wisdom of Christendom in the nineteenth century is 
shown in their babel towers standing in high places to this 
hour as monuments of the truth of our text, that man's ways 
are unequal and puts forth his best wine first, and when men 
have well drunk^ it is easy to impose an inferior quality of 
priestcraft, leavened by superstitious policies. If the feast of 
the creation had been entirely left at man's disposal, — what 
havoc and chaos would not he have made of it ? — He would 
legislate for the total abolishment of evil — sickness, disease, 
war, suffering. "Let us eat, drink (and be merry) for 
to-morrow we die." He would have roses grow without 
thorns ; all sweet and no bitter. Everything fresh and no 
salt. Are not professing Christians accusing God daily of 
want of wisdom, telling Him hourly to His face that His 
ways are not equal, by permitting evil and its consequences. 
Do not they look upon the old testament scriptures, which 
they profess to believe in, as a record of cruel wars — blood- 
shed — evil — ^wrongs — injustice — ^profanity and too indecent 
in parts for their children to read ?— Are not they ashamed 
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of God's word ? They object to have the fig-leaved apron 
torn away, they would hide their nakedness, of which they 
feel ashamed. How the shepherds of the Gentiles stumble 
and become confounded and dumbfounded at the very straight- 
forward way He says : " Jacob have I loved, but Esau have 
I hated." Are not these teachers of men speechless when 
they read about : " vessels of wrath " fitted" to destruction " — 
''whom He will He hardeneth" — "The Lord hardened 
Pharaoh's heart." They do not like such passages. They 
cannot understand why .God should say : " I have no pleasure 
in the death of him that dieth." — They say : **'We* cannot 
reconcile all these (apparently) contradictory passages — * we ' 
cannot dovetail them with other portions of holy writ — ^the 
cogs do not fit in these and many other still more perplexing 
passages to ' their ' view. We can quite understand say they 
that " the soul that sinneth, it shall die," but still it must 
live somehow or other in a lake of fire throughout eternity. 
— ^But to all such the Lord replies : " I will therefore put you 
in remembrance, how that the Lord, having saved the people 
out of the land of Egypt, afterward destroyed them that 
believed not. Even as Sodom and Gomorrha giving them<*^ 
selves over to fornication and going after strange flesh, are 
set forth for an example, suffering the vengeance of eternal 
fire." — ^We leave it to the wisdom of the teachers in Christen-' 
dom to assert that the cities : Sodom and Gomorrha with its 
many inhabitants " are still" in flames to this hour ; — whilst 
we tell these blind guides that " it shall be more tolerable for 
the land of Sodom and Gomorrha in the day of judgment " than 
for these hirelings. Woe, woe, woe, to these false shepherds 
of the Gentiles "for if the mighty works had been done in 
Tyre and Sidon, which have been done in you, they had a 
great while ago repented, sitting in sackcloth and ashes." 
The Lord has very distinctly said in the sixteenth chap, of 
Ezekiel that all the inhabitants of these cities shall return to 
their former estates ; le. the estate they were in before they 
were sent to this planet to possess bodies, — ^but their bodies 
were ground to powder by the vengeance of an eternal fire 
which is the common lot of all who go to the grave ;-^but 
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their souls shall be saved in the first or final resurrection 
"yet 80 as by fire " they will undoubtedly " suffer losa " by 
the loss of the body. Whether they perished in the wilder- 
ness or were destroyed by an eternal fire or breathed their 
last breath on a bed of down, they went to the grave and the 
serpent feeds upon their dust ; in either of the above cases 
or any case, their bodies were delivered to Satan: ''for the 
destruction of the flesh, that their spirits may be saved in the 
day of the Lord Jesus." — ^Man's wisdom would have dispensed 
with " Ev^il " and consequently would have cut oflf the ''good.'* 
He would have "eflFect" without "cause,*' — flight without 
darkness — day without night— summer without winter — 
clouds without water — ^trees without root« — salt without 
savour — ^male without female — joy without sorrow — sun- 
shine without lightning, thunder, rain, and so on, showing 
that man's ways are unequal and his thoughts very low. 
But the Lord replies: "shall there be evil in a city and 
the Lord hath not done it ? " " I am the Lord, and 
there is none else, there is no God beside Me, I form the 
light and create darkness : I make peace and create evil : I 
the Lord do all these things *' — " ye thought evil against Me ; 
but God meant it unto good, to bring to pass, as it is this 
day, to save much people alive." — "What?" (said Job) 
" shall we receive good at the hand of God, and shall we not 
receive evil?" Ministers of the gospel will choose any 
subject for their sermons rather than " the origin of evil.** 
They will give them flowery sermons that float over the 
people's heads or else threaten them and consign them to ever- 
lasting perdition. They fear to tell the people that the evil 
will in the end be converted to wine. That grace will abound 
over evil; they claim that this would be a dangerous doctrine 
to preach. In this way they place "their'' wisdom before 
their congregations and the pure word of God is trampled 
under foot : " they eat the fat, and clothe themselves with 
wool, they kill them that are fed : ' hut they feed not My 
Jlocky saith the Lord *' — " my people, they which lead thee, 
cause thee to err, and destroy the way of thy paths. They 
have eaten up the vineyard, the spoil of the poor is in their 
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louses^ What inean ye, that ye beat my people to pieces, 
and grind the faces of the poor ? saith the Lord God of hostg." 
— ^These ministers of Christendom will hold out God's word 
at arm's length and point them to Jesus, bleeding upon the 
cross on Mount Calvary, and tell them that He is : — " The 
Lamb of God who taketh away the sin (evil) of the world " 
— " that He tasted death for every man " — " the saviour of all 
men " — " that He was lifted up on the cross to draw all men 
unto Himself " — " in Adam all die, in Christ shall all be made 
aUve ; " said expressions being the pillar and ground of the 
truth as they are recorded in the scriptures ; — but in the very 
next breath, they contradict all that God has said in His 
word, telling the people that if they do not look to Jesus on 
the cross, they will be consigned to a lake of fire and burn, 
body, soul and spirit in torments throughout the literal ages 
of an endless eternity. First, they say that if they do not 
believe, they will die, yet make them live in misery for ever and 
ever. They say : is it not written : " He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved ; but he that believeth not shall be 
damned." — Truly, it is so written, He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved, in the first resurrection, for, blessed 
and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrection : on 
such the second death will have no power during the 
thousand years, and " the rest of the dead lived not again 
until the thousand years were finished." Then comes the 
second, or final resurrection, when the unbeKever will 
acknowledge Christ to be Lord of aU, as it is written : " all 
that are incensed against Him shall be ashamed " — " As I 
live saith the Lord, every knee shall bow to Me, and every 
tongue shall confess to God that at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in heaven, and things in estrth, 
and things under the earth — and that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father." — But these ministers of the gospel will place " their '* 
unequal ways and thoughts before God's. — In the beginning 
they put forth the best wine, and dilate upon the all-sufficient 
and efiScacious blood of the atonement which is able to save 
to the uttermost all who come to God through Christ, — and 
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when men have well dmnk, they componnd an adulterated 
wine in collegiate cauldrons, — hooped aronnd with bands of 
superstition and priestcraft, — leavened by human wisdom, — 
bottled, corked and labelled with Bishopric prestige into 
hoary bottles which burst in pulpit orations, — ^the whole flow- 
ing into the vaults beneath their feet, and the spot is marked 
as sacred to the memory of him who gave his best wine first 
and afterwards that which is worse, — ^whose ways were un- 
equal — ^whose thoughts were not Grod's thoughts. — ^These 
Theogomsts know better than Grod Himself what the begin- 
ning and end of the human race should be ; — ^they would 
wipe out the word " EvW* from the map of creation al- 
together. — In their estimation, the tree of knowledge should 
have been a tree bearing fruit without seed, — all kernel, no 
husks. They would not have had man " travel down " from 
Jerusalem to Jericho. They would have had him ** travel 
up" from Jericho to Jerusalem by a direct route; — they 
would never have allowed him to fall among thieves, — ^they 
would have had no thieves, consequently he could never 
have been stripped, wounded and left half dead by the road- 
side. No Samaritan could have had compassion on him — 
no binding up of wounds — no pouring in of oil or wine — no 
setting him on his own beast, — ^no inn, no two-pence — no 
host Christ would not have come to seek and to save the 
lost, — no prodigal son would have been lost No rejoicings 
among angels for the lost piece, found. Ko thirsty souls to 
invite and to partake of the water of life — ^no burthened and 
heavily laden souls invited to come and receive and find 
rest to their troubled souls. No debtors, and so no Creditor 
to forgive man because he had nothing to pay. No grace to 
abound over sin. No Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world. No fatted calf to be killed. No parsons, doctors or 
Lawyers wanteA-^In their wisdom they would have abolished 
evil and have had man partake of the tree of life at once 
without touching, handling and tasting the tree of knowledge 
of good and evil, that there might not be any sentence of 
death and consequently no glorious resurrection. No Jews 
called, and consequently no Gentiles adopted. No house of 
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Israel — ^hence no Bridegroom and no Bride — no 144,000 1x)nBS 
raised from the valley — no holy city, new Jerusalem coming 
down from God out of heaven, *^ prepared as a bride 
ADOENED *' for her husband, and no wedding feast. — 

My thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are your ways 
My ways, saith the Lord. — If there had been no transgression, 
no sin, no evil ! how could the Lord have given His first-born 
and the fruit of His body ? — would the Lord have been pleased 
with thousands of rams, or ten thousand rivers of oil, or ten 
thousand temples of stone ? No ! No I Hark ye ! " God so 
loved the world that '' He gave*' His only begotten Son a 
sacrifice for the sin of the world, to reconcile " all things " 
unto HimseK whether they be things on earth or things in 
heaven/' All " were '' " dead '' that " He might '* die for all ; 
that God in Christ might reconcile the world unto Himself, 
" iiot " " imputing '' their trespasses unto them. — 

Men died to the knowledge of their former"'estate, and to this 
knowledge they are dead to this day. But the spirits of the 
just who were to be kept back until the days of Daniel or time 
of the end — when they saw God in His Almighty wisdom lay 
the foundation of the earth, laying the measures thereof and 
stretching the line upon it. When the spirits of the just 
beheld, the great Architect fastening the foundations upon 
•• Himself'* and laying the corner stone in " His first-horn^" 
making man in His image and likeness. These spirits of the 
just who were to possess the 144,000 bodies in immortality 
at the end of the creation or marriage feast, they ** Shouted for 
Joy." Foreseeing the great plan of salvation and the still 
greater plan of redemption in the wisdom of God : " the 
morning stars sang together, and all the sons of God shouted 
for joy." When they saw the great purpose of God in send- 
ing the spirits upon this earth to possess bodies for habitations 
to dwell in. That they as wheat were t) be sown on this 
planet to bring forth much fruit to the honour and glory of 
God; they understood their "/oZr* from the hand of the 
sower to bear fruit upwards out of that "fall"— In due time 
they beheld the principal wheat sown from the bosom of the 
Father paitaking of the same "fall *' yet without sin, wrapped 
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in swaddling clothes, and heard the multitude of the heavenly 
host praising God "Glory to God in the highest and on earth 
peace, good will toward men." Why this gi'eat rejoicing ? why 
do the morning stars sing together and the sons of God shout 
for joy? Because, God "was" "in" "Christ" (then) 
reconciling the world unto Himself not imputing their tres- 
passes unto them. They were rejoicing, because " God in 
Christ" had lefb His glory. He had left the ninety and 
nine who had not gone astray, who had not been sown from 
the hands of the sower in the "/aZ/," who had not been sent 
to the mountains to learn obedience through the fall of suffer- 
ings, — ^who had not tasted the tree of knowledge of good and 
evil ; — these He left behind in their first estate, in search of 
the " One " who " had " gone astray. He left the multitude 
in glory to seek for the One hundred and forty-four thousand, 
— ^the bride — ^the one prodigal, wandering about the moun* 
tains of sin, feeding upon its thorns and briers, sufiering 
in misery's deepest cell through thekt fall from the hand of the 
sower. He left all, all in search of that one, now feeding 
upon the husks of swine in the citizen's country, Satan's 
kingdom; — who, save this one could appreciate and value 
such inestimable love and grace ? whose heart could be more 
open to receive such divine love as this lost one who lay 
wounded in the valley of the fall between these two moun- 
tains, the breasts of faith and hope? Yea, Beloved, well 
might the morning stars sing together and the sons of God 
shout for joy when they beheld the Almighty wisdom and 
love of God. Well might the heavenly host praise God as 
they beheld God in Christ selling all that He hath to buy 
that field of mountains which surrounds that oasis of im- 
mortal bliss, that humble vaUey of milk, butter and honey, 
that "/aU " between these two mountains bu}dng it with the 
fruit of His own body ; did not the field, that world, contain 
" One " sheep who " had " gone astray ? Did not it contain 
one pearl of great price ? one grain of wheat — one piece of 
silver, one immortal coin, immortal, by reason of the eternal 
superscription and impress of His Divine image and likeness 
upon it. When He hath found it. He rejoiceth more of that 
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one sheep, than of the ninety and nine which went not 
astray. When He hath found the one which went astray, 
does He consign the erring wanderer who went astray to a 
lake of fire ? Alas, alas this cruel Christendom of the nine- 
teenth century would have divine love raise it up in His arms, 
to hurl it with gi'eater force into the dark abyss of eternal 
misery, measuring God's love by their own narrow hearts. 
Israel, rejoice, God's way is not man's way, He layeth it on 
His shoulders, rejoicing, and when He cometh home (to His 
kingdom) He calleth together His friends (the Mends of the 
bridegroom in the first resurrection) and His neighbours (the 
aliens of the Millennium) saying unto them : Rejoice with Me, 
for I have found My sheep which was lost. So shall the 
sweetest honey be extracted from the bitterest flower. The 
deepest love and gratitude from the chastening rod. The 
greatest obedience from the mountain of suffering. The purest 
holiness from the rusty nail of Evil. The brightest crown in 
glory from the crown of thorns. The pitcher must be broken 
before the light can shine. The alabaster box must be 
shivered in pieces before the precious ointment can be poured 
out on the heirs of the kingdom ; the most refreshing showers 
must descend from the blackest and most threatening clouds : 
'' to water the earth that it may bring forth and bud, that it 
may give seed to the sower, and bread to the eater ; " — as it is 
written : ** Your fathers did eat manna in the wilderness and 
are dead ; (but) I am the living bread, which came down from 
heaven : if any man eat of this bread he shall live for ever. 
Whoso eateth My flesh and drinketh My blood hath eternal 
life, and I will raise him up at the last day." — He gave 
His blood for seed to the sower, to be sown in the earth ; 
— for seed to those whose bodies were dead, sown in the 
earth, or should be, that those who received it should be 
raised incorruptible. He gave His flesh for bread to the 
eater, that those who eat it by His word abiding in them, 
their mortal bodies should not die, but put on immortality. " So 
shall My word be that goeth forth out of My mouth : it shall 
not return unto Me void, but it shall accomplish that which 
I please and it " shall " prosper in the thing whereto I sent 
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it." — ^Then if the spurious doctrines held by a great number 
in Christendom be correct, we are yet in our sins and all 
hope is vain, for if it be possible for " one " soul to be 
eternally "lost/* (to say nothing of the millions of souls 
which Christendom declare to be irretrievably lost now, and 
throughout an endless eternity,) we ask : how can Jesus be 
seed to the sower and bread to the eater. The atonement is 
left unfinished. The word of God made void;. it will not 
prosper, but must faU. But despite the false heresies taught 
by this present apostasy, this flying Boll declares in the 
name of God that their craft is in danger to be set at nought 
and their goddess of mystery : " Babylon the great, the 
Mother of harlots and abominations of the earth '* shall be 
despised and her scarlet magnificence destroyed ; for the 
destroyer of the Gentiles is on his way, the adder is in the 
path of this apostasy. " It must * needs be ' that offences 
come," but it were better for this apostasy to be buried in 
the depth of the sea, than to continue casting stumbling 
blocks in the way of the "little flock,*' — Jesus came, not to 
destroy men's lives, nor yet to destroy the law, but to fulfil 
God's word, that " none of them is lost but the son of per- 
dition, that the scripture might be fulfilled," (but mark ! he 
never possessed a soul) He came to seek and to save the 
lost. He came* to give seed to the sower, and bread to the 
eater; not a stone nor a scorpion, but seed and bread in 
Himself which " shall not return void, but shall prosper until 
the mountains and the hiUs shall break forth before you 
into singing, and all the trees in the field shall clap their 
hands. Instead of the thorn shall come up the fir tree, and 
instead of the brier shall come up the myrtle tree." — ^Every 
man at the beginning doth set forth good wine, and when 
men have well drunk, then that which is worse. Their 
weaknesses require to be helped to the understanding of 
truth by a system of Church rituals. They cannot read 
God's word without the artificial light of wax tapers, their 
minds must be regaled with the indispensable incense, and 
draw their inspiration from the sign of a cross surrounded by 
mock flowers — all the work of men's hands; as one link 
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of a chain draws up another link of rubric, tradition and 
regulation, so do they hunt for precedents, coiling the whole 
around a weak-minded congregation, shouting in chorus : "as 
it was in the beginning, 'is nmv* and ever * shall Je,* world 
without end, Amen ; " but what, alas ! Christendom will 
find that Dan shall leap from Bashan and like Hezekiah he 
will remove " their high places, and break their images, and 
cut down their groves, and break in pieces their brazen 
serpent that Moses had made," and their systems will be 
pronounced " Nehushtan." Like Samson, he will lay till 
midnight and arise at midnight with the foolish Virgins, 
when the midnight cry shall awaken them to the knowledge 
of empty lamps, having wicks giving a momentary blaze, 
but without oil, — powerless to give light ; when the doors of 
the gate of the city, and the two posts, will be taken away 
from them "bar" and alL — Every man at the beginning doth 
set forth good wine and like many good Christians join 
in company with the wise Virgins, ostensibly for the good 
purpose of 'Agoing forth^' to meet the bridegroom, but 
when they have well drunk from the cup of ritualism, they 
begin to ask : " where is the promise of His coming ? for 
since the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as they 
were from the beginning of the creation " While the 
Bridegroom tarried, they all slumbered and slept, for- 
getful of the warning that the best wine was to be re- 
served till the end. Alas ! alas ! for the foolish Virgins 
they awake in time to read those words which they have so 
often read in scripture, but never understood, but how sadly 
and remorsefully they understand it now, how pensively 
they weigh word by word : — " This gate shall be shut, it shall 
net be opened, and no man shall enter in by it ; because the 
Lord, the God of Israel, hath entered in by it, therefore it 
shall be shut/' ^^ Death cannot enter in*' — What a sad 
awakening as they realize most acutely the stubborn fact 
that they have ** wasted their Master^s goods.*' " If therefore 
ye have not been faithful in the unrighteous mammon, whp 
will commit to your trust the true riches ? If ye have not 
been faithful in that " which is " another man's {i.e. thy 
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body), who shall give you that which is your own." (the body 
entrusted to 3rour care). That God's thoughts and ways are 
higher than man's thoughts and ways as the heavens are 
higher than the earth is a truism most beautifully illustrated 
in the parable of the unjust steward, who had wasted his 
master's goods^ and yet : ** The Lord commended the unjust 
steward, because he had done wisely," quite the opposite 
decision at which man as judge would come to, the reason is 
plainly answered by our text : " Is not My way equal? are 
not your ways unequal?". — In this parable, Jesus was 
speaking to the Hebrews, to whom the promise of the life 
of the body was given, that their mortal bodies should put on 
immortality and so fulfil His word *' He that liveth and be- 
lieveth in Me shall never die." In the rich man, we see : 
The Lord of light. — Satan accused the steward to his Lord, 
as it is written : " The accuser of our brethren is cast down, 
which accused them before our God day and night." — In the 
steward we see those to whom : " the word of reconciliation 
hath been committed " — the preachers of the house of Israel, 
who, alas ! are to-day standing still and justly accused of 
having wasted the goods entrusted to them by their Lord. — 
They were entrusted with the knowledge of the immortality 
of the body of the woman's seed, and of those that have 
joined to be joined to Him, by becoming branches and made 
as the woman's seed, to be fully revealed in this third watch 
of the eleventh hour, who were also cautioned by the words 
of Jesus : " all that ever came bef oi*e Me are thieves and 
robbers." — '* And he called him, and said unto him, ' how is it 
that I hear this of thee ' ? Give an account of thy steward- 
ship, for thou mayest be no longer steward." — He was re- 
quired to be stedfast to that which was once delivered to the 
saints, namely : that the woman's seed should obtain eternal 
redemption; first, for Himself, He being the seed of the 
woman, the Bridegroom ; secondly, for the seed of man, they 
being the house of Israel, at the fulness of times ; — ^that their 
soul, spirit and body should be preserved blameless, to be 
made as the woman's seed. " Then the steward said within 
himself, what shall I do ? for my Lord taketh away from me 
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the stewardship : I cannot dig; to beg I am ashamed/' The 
stewardship being taken away from him ; the knowledge of the 
Spirit was withdrawn from resting on him, he not having 
sought it ;— so, when the spirit returns to God, his body dies, 
and his soul gives an account of his stewardship at the resur- 
rection, " So then every one of us shall give an account of 
himself to God, that every one may receive the things done 
in his body, according to that he hath done, whether good or 
bad/' — The stewardship being now taken away from him, 
though "HE DIG," he cannot gain the promise of the covensuit, 
which is immortality. " To beg " he is ashamed, because he 
loas appointed a shepherd of the covenant of the life of the 
body, made unto our fathers, and is of their seed. Having 
failed of this covenant, he cannot be an alien or servant to 
the redeemed, because he knew his Lord's will and did it not. 
" I am resolved what to do, that, when I am put out of the 
stewai'dship, they may receive me into their houses." That 
when his body died, he might be received in with the Gentiles 
into their houses, when they receive the salvation of their souls, 
which are the houses of incorruption : " to an inheritance 
incorruptible and undefiled and that fadeth not away reserved 
in heaven " for the Gentiles ; that he might be received into 
their everlasting habitations. " So he called every one of 
his lord's debtors unto him, and said unto the firsts how much 
owest thou unto my lord ? " he called his lord's debtors or 
transgressors who had not obeyed h?s call, by them not for- 
giving one another, as the Lord forgave them that forgave one 
another, which fulfils the words of Jesus on the mount: 
" For if ye forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly Father 
will also forgive you. But if ye forgive not men their tres- 
passes, neither will your Father forgive your trespasses." The 
debt being that which the debtors deprived one another of, 
that which the steward demanded for his lord. The steward 
ordered the debtors to alter and diminish their bills, that he 
might be received into their houses, lest he should have to 
beg. His lord commended him for writing down less than 
they owed, and why? He commended him for showing 
mercy, and it is set a figure, for man to do good one unto 
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another; Mark! the steward did not rob the servants, but 
his lord. Let men despise one another as they will, it is to 
be forgiven which fulfils the words of Jesus : " All manner 
of sin and blasphemy shall be forgiven unto men, except 
they sin against the Spirit, which is the Hght of Life of the 
world to come." — The children of this world are in their 
generation, wiser than the children of light. Because, being 
of the wild olive tree, and grafted into the good olive tree, 
they seek for everlasting habitations for their souls. And, 
the children of light being cast out, have lost their faith that 
ever they will obtain the light of the day of their bodies, 
but that their bodies will die as the Gentiles. — But the 
children of the day, seek the body, because the body possesses 
the soul ; if the body be preserved so is the soul also ; if the 
tree be holy so is the branches. " And I say unto you, make 
to yourselves Mends of the mammon of unrighteousness; 
that, when ye fail, they may receive you into everlasting 
habitations." — Make friends with Mammon : death, which 
Satan was permitted to have power over, which is the two- 
edged sword, turning every way, lest man should put forth 
his hand, and take of the tree of life beforQ the evil was 
taken from him. The door of immortality of the body was 
opened in every dispensation, and they were commanded to 
strive to enter in at it, but when it was shut, they were 
commanded to hold fast the faith, and to make friends with 
the mammon of unrighteousness, that their sins might be 
foigiven, so that, if they failed to enter in, and received the 
death of their bodies, they might receive incorruptible bodies 
at the first resurrection. The door was opened in the first 
dispensation, and Enoch entered ; Elijah in the second ; and 
Jesus in the third. And now in this the third watch of the 
eleventh hour, the door of immortality of the body is opened 
for the last time and the stewards of the house of Israel were 
warned by the first Boll in 1875 ; but they refused it, and 
why ? because they had wasted their master's goods and had 
trampled the word delivered to them in the second watch, 
fouling the waters with their feet that the cattle of Israel could 
no longer drink, that the word spoken by **the'* " steward" ! 
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might be fulfilled, that there should be a famine in Israel, 
until they hid in plantations, woods and caves, and valued so 
much as a scrap of the truth. That Ephraim, the younger 
might be brought in and receive the blessings of Manasseh in 
the end. The vineyard was planted in the land, it was 
hedged about, a place was dug for the winefat and a tower 
was built, and it was let out to other stewards, looking north, 
south, east and west. The time came for " The steward " to 
depart, and said : occupy till I return. At the season or 
close of the second watch, he sent " a servarU" but they sent 
him empty away and destroyed the credentials given him by 
"The steward;'^ — and it came to pass, that when Jehudi 
had read three or four leaves, " he " cut it with the penknife, 
and cast it into the fire that was on the hearth, until all the 
KoU was consumed " — so they destroyed the EoU which the 
"woman'' handed to them. Then the word of the Lord 
came to the servant : " Take thee again another Boll, and 
write in it all the former words that were in the first EoU ; " 
" and there were added besides unto them, many like words '* 
" These things saith He that is holy. He that is true. He that 
hath the key of David, He that openeth and no man shutteth ; 
and shutteth, and no man openeth ; I know thy works : 
behold, I have set before thee an open door, and no man can 
shut it : for thou hast a little strength, and hast kept My 
word, and hast not denied My name;" The door of the 
immortality of the body is now open to Ephraim scattered 
abroad among the Gentiles and this Boll invites all to: 
" Strive to enter in at the strait gate : for many I say unto 
you, will seek to enter in, and shall not be able when once 
the Master of the house is risen up and hath shut to the door, 
and ye begin to stand without and to knock at the door, say- 
ing : Lord, Lord open unto us. Enter ye in at the strait 
gate : because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, 
which leadeth unto "Life'' and few there be that find it." 
Wherefore, make friends with the mammon of unrighteous- 
ness lest ye fail to enter in at the strait gate, that ye may 
be received into everlasting habitations, for wide is the gate, 
and broad is the way of mammon that leadeth to the grave : 
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" for the destruction of the flesh, that the spirit may be saved " 
and received into everlasting habitations " in the day of the 
Lord Jesns " or first resurrection. Bring your necks under 
the yoke of the Man-Christ that ye may ''find rest " to your 
troubled souls and " Live,'' — why will ye die, thou and thy 
people by the sword, by the famine and the pestilence which 
will shortly overtake the rider, that he fall backward, — " Why 
will ye die, O house of Israel ? for I have no pleasure in the 
death of him that dieth, saith the Lord God : wherefore turn 
and 'Live ye^ He that entereth not by the open door 
set before thee, which no man can shut is a thief and a 
robber, because he cUmbeth up some other way, by seeking 
everlasting habitations, through having wasted his master's 
goods, — will he not suffer loss ? ? will he not be saved, yet so 
as by fire ? — through the furnace of the grave. Is it not 
better to obtain the reward, the crown, the prize, by entering 
through the strait gate, the door of immortality of the body, 
and to be clothed upon that mortality might be swallowed up 
of "Life " ? ? — ^than to fight as one that beateth the air, than to 
climb up some other way, or to seek everlasting habitations 
by the dissolution of this tabernacle and to find thyself in 
the resurrection naked and unclothed ? ? ? — 

It must be borne in mind that the " Oovernor'* of the 
feast called the Brid^room and said : '' Thou hast kept the 
Good wine until now." Jesus is only spoken of as being 
" called " to this wedding feast, because as He said : " mine 
hour is not yet come " — ^but He is the Bridegroom who pre- 
pared the feast from the beginning, for His Bride in the end 
— when the hour shall come for Him to change the six water- 
pots of stone into the pure wine of the kingdom, and so fulfil 
the scriptures : ** I will cleanse their blood that I have not 
cleansed." — ^The full faith of the Eedemption of the mortal 
body may be a Dew doctrine to the multitude in Christendom 
to-day, this is not to be wondered at, as we look upon the 
present apostate condition of Christendom : " Ever learning 
but never able to come to the knowledge of the truth " — ever 
" laying again the foundation of repentance from dead works, 
of faith, doctrines of baptism, laying on of hands, resur- 
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rection of the dead and of eternal judgment/' — they stand in 
their own light, and are unable to '* go on unto perfection." — 
Prom the summit of every steeple in Christendom, 
beginning with St. Peter's at Eome and ending at St. Paul's 
in London, let the trumpet of this Flying Roll give its certain 
sound : " Why seek ye the living among the dead ? He is not 
here, but is risen." It is now the third day, the eleventh 
hour and third watch. Gather the cattle of Israel, roll 
away the stone from the well's mouth and water the 
cattle of Israel This great doctrine of the full faith of the 
redemption of the mortal body was taught by the great 
apostle of the Gentiles, but the time being then afar oflF, he 
groaned in spirit because he knew the good wine of the 
redemption of the body would be kept until the end of the 
feast of the creation, hence he said : " Not as though I had 
already attained, either were perfect: but I follow after, 
reaching forth unto those things which are before I press 
toward the mark for the prize." This glorious doctrine, 
understood only by the few, who succeed in entering in at 
the strait gate was revealed to Paul in visions and revelations 
by the immortal Spirit, when his spirit was caught up 
to the third heaven into paradise and heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful for a man to utter. The 
great mystery of the Bride and the 144,000 bones with 
the Bridegroom were revealed to him; he saw the six 
waterpots converted into the wine of the kingdom, the blood 
cleansed, — the entry into the two-leaved gate of Jerusalem 
above, the new birth. The knowledge of these deep revela- 
tions were too much for Paul to contain in flesh and blood, 
** and lest I should be exalted above measure through the 
abundance of the revelations, there was given to me a thorn 
in the flesh, the messenger of Satan to buffet me, lest I should 
be exalted above measure." Having seen in vision the six 
waterpots converted into the wine of the kingdom " not of 
blood nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God," as Peter, James, and John also received a vision of 
the kingdom on the mount of transfiguration beholding 
Jesus in vision as the Man-Christ, immortal with Moses and 
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Elias also in their natural immortal bodies, which the 144,000 
bones of Israel will shortly receive. The apostle Paul 
knowing also that the visions and revelations he had 
received could not be fulfilled until the fulness of the 
Gentiles when Israel would be gathered and restored, he 
spake of these things as mysteries ; " Behold I show you a 
mystery, we shall not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, 
in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye " — some to incor- 
ruptibility and some to immortality, — ^but, said he, "when 
this mortal (body) shall have put on immortality, then death 
will be swallowed up," our hope in the resurrection from 
among the dead is good, but that is to be unclothed, — ^we 
would rather be clothed upon, which is far better. We do 
not seek to go to the Saviour but " 'we look for the 
Saviour,' the Lord Jesus Christ " — ^to come into His king- 
dom — *• who shall change our vile body, (the soul in the body 
imderstood) that "it" may be fashioned like unto His 
glorious body,"— like imto that body wherein He said : 
"Behold My hands and My feet, that it is I Myself: handle 
Me and see ; for a spirit hath not flesh and bones as ye see 
Me have," — ^The midnight cry has sounded: "Behold the 
Bridegroom cometh " — to change the six waterpots of stone 
which were filled to the brim with water by His servants 
into the pure wine of the kingdom ; and "we who are alive 
and remain shall be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air ; so shall we ever be with 
the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another with these words ;" 
comfort your brethren in bondage and tell them : " thou hast 
kept the good wine until now ; " — assure them that God's 
way " is" equal; that the bitter will be sweet in the end of 
the feast. Tell them that salt, fire, furnaces, rods, serpents, 
husks, clouds, temptations, trials, sufferings and sorrows are 
all necessary cogs to secure the great wheel, so as to direct 
its sure descent through evil — ^to raise it up again, the wheel 
working within the wheel, the whole terminating in good ; — 
for where evil abounded grace did much more abound. — 
Beloved ! go and seek thy Brother and sister who are this 
day burthened in bondage among the Gentiles and tell 
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the bones of the house of Israel that : '* the blueness of a 
wound cleanseth away evil ; so do stripes the inward parts of 
the belly.*' Go, tell them Beloved that "Every branch that 
beareth fruit He purgeth it that it may bring forth more 
fruit, and above all, fail not to impress on their hearts the 
fact that : "if there be no fruit, there is "NO purging,'* in 
illustration of which, point them to Job, for "The Lord 
blessed the latter end of Job more than his beginning.** 
Show them that every man*s best beginning is unequal and 
leads to that which is worse — ^beginning as he does at the 
head but mars the understanding of all his labours. Point 
them to the beginning of God*s wisdom which is higher than 
their loftiest thoughts and show them how God began at the 
foundation ; He laid the understanding in the tree of know- 
ledge of evil as well as good and reserving the best wine 
until the end, He will hand forth the tree of life. Christ and 
His Bride. Wherefore, as man will always insist upon doing 
his best at first let them once for all learn to overturn their 
tactics and put their godly reserves in front and their com- 
batants in rear biting the dust of humility, with no leader 
save the immortal Spirit, and let them look upon their best 
works as "Nehushtan.** Teach them to read the scriptures 
backwards and they may then learn God's plan "Though 
thy beginning was small, yet thy latter end shalt greatly 
increase ** for " Better is the end of a thing ** " than the 
beginning thereof** — 'no man' can find out the work that 
God maketh from "the beginning — to the end, because the 
world is in his heart '* but he may find it out if he will but 
remember the words of Jesus *' The last shall be first, and 
the first last.'* Thus is it with God's word and so shall it 
be with this Flying EoU. The best wine will be reserved 
until the end of the twelfth sermon, when the twelve tribes 
with its twelve thousand sealed of each tribe with its seven 
parts shall be complete in one body — Israel.

" Gp ye and laam vhat that meftneth, I will haTomercyi and not aacrifice.**— 
Matt. iz. 13. 

'* He retaineth not His anger for eyer, because He delighteth in mercy."— 

MiCAH Til. 18. 

" If ye offer the blind for aactificei ie it not Evil f " — ^Malachi i. 8. 

It is a faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation ; that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners ; — by healing 
the broken-hearted, — ^preaching deliverance to the captives, 
— recovering of sight to the blind,— setting at liberty, the 
bruised ; — ^by bearing Himself alone aU our sins in His own 
body on the tree ; — forsaken by all, — even by the immortal 
-Spirit. — ^He loved us with an everlasting love, — prepared 
His kingdom, — shed His blood, — finished His works, aad 
chose us, as the Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world. — ^He took away once and for ever '*the *' sin " of the 
world, — tasting death for every man, to justify the ungodly, 
and received gifts for the rebellious also ; — to reconcile all 
things unto Himself, not imputing their trespasses unto 
them. — That in the dispensation of the fulness of times He 
might gather together in one all things in Christ, both which 
are in heaven and which are on earth ; even in Him. Whom 
the heavens must receive until the times of restitution of all 
things which God hath spoken by the mouth of all His holy 
prophets since the world began ; — the fulness of Him that 
filleth all in all. — 

The Lord killeth and maketh alive : He bringeth down to 
the grave, and bringeth up. — ^From the mount of Eden He 
casteth down to the depths of the valley of the fall, and 
raiseth the poor out of the dust, and lif teth up the beggar 
from the dunghill, to set them among princes, and toJmsLke 
them inherit the throne of glory ; for the pillars of the earth 
are the Lord's, and He hath set the world upon them. He is

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the Lard and there is none else, ther^ is no God beside Him. 
He formed the light and created the darkness ; He made 
peace, and created evil : The Lord God Almighty did all 
these things ; without His Almighty sanction neither good 
nor evil could stand or have a place upon this planet, — The 
Lord our God is a God of love ; — and Mercy is His darling 
attribute. His loving kindness dispenseth love and Mercy to 
mankind and said : " Shall I give My first-bom for My 
transgression, the fruit of My body for the sin of My soul ? " 
— In order that man might know and understand the great 
hope of his calling, — ^the riches of the glory of his inheri- 
tance, — and the exceeding greatness of God's power, love 
and mercy, — according to the eternal purpose which He 
purposed in Christ Jesus our Lord : — God, in His infinite 
wisdom foresaw that it was expedient that man like Job 
should be smitten with sore broils from the sole of his foot 
unto his crown : that he might sit down in the ashes of 
humility, and seeing himseK in the light of a lost prodigal, 
groan in humility : " woe is me ! for I am undone ; because 
I am a man of unclean Ups ; from the sole of the foot even 
unto the head there is no soundness in it ; but wounds and 
bruises, and putrefying sores : they have not been closed, 
neither bound up, neither mollified with ointment." That, 
coming to himself and seeing himself in God's Ught, he 
might look to his Father's house and remember " His " 
everlasting love ; that looking through his tears to " His'* 
abundant mercy, his sobbing heart might breathe forth : " I 
will arise and go to my Father,— acknowledging all my 
guilt, and desire to be as one of His hired servants." 
Everlasting Love and Mercy meets and embraces him, 
casting away the old raiment, covering him with the double 
robe of righteousness and placing the ring of the covenant 
upon his finger. He remembers Job and lOce him finds that : 
'' He has blessed his latter end more than his beginning." — Li 
order that man might fully realize the greatness of his exalta* 
tion in the end of the feast of creation ; — ^it was expedient, 
yea absolutely necessary that he should first taste and feel the 
daricness and depth of his "/cUl " in the valley of humiliatioxi. 
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—In order that the 144,000 bones of the Holy City, New 
Jerusalem might be prepared as a Bride adorned for her hus- 
band, becoming members of the flesh and bones of the Man* 
Christ ; it was first necessaiy that she should be " an extracted 
n&/' dead to the knowledge of her spirit estate, and open her 
eyes upon her own abominations ; as it is written : ** As for 
thy nativity in the day thou wast bom, thy navel was * Twt * 
cut, neither wast thou washed in water to supple thee ; thou 
wast not salted at all, nor swaddled at all. None eye pitied 
thee, to do any of these things unto thee, to have compassion 
upon thee ; — but thou wast cast out in the open field, to the 
loathing of thy person, in the day that thou wast born. And 
when I passed by thee, and saw thee polluted in 'thine own ' 
blood, I said unto thee when thou wast yet in thy blood : 

* Live ' ; yea, I said unto thee when thou wast in thy blood : 

* Live! " — And wherefore ? — ^That ye might always remember 
and : ** Look unto the rock whence ye are hewn, and to the 
hole of the pit whence ye are digged." Otherwise, ye would 
have fallen into the pride and arrogancy of Lucifer, son of the 
morning, and have claimed equality with God ; usurping the 
Divine attributes of thy Creator unto thyself, instead of the 
creature brought into these great blessings through the ever- 
lasting Love and Mercy of thy God. — In order that man might 
enjoy the compassion, — comforts, — sympathies and soothing 
mercies of the great Physician; it was necessary that he 
should be sick, stripped of his raiment and left half-dead by 
the roadside in his wanderings from the Holy city Jerusalem. 
For, had there been no sick, weary and heavy-laden : — how 
could the great Physician have left the ninety and nine, who 
remained in Jerusalem; not in need of a Physician: — in 
search of the lost and sick one, to bind up his wounds and 
pour oil into his wounds, from the hand of Divine Love and 
Mercy, — setting him upon his own beast, — thence to the inn, 
paying his debts for him, namely : one penny for the body 
and one penny for the soul ; the widow's two mites, — ^thrown 
into God's treasury, by the female immortal Spirit : Jerusalem 
above into the temple of Jerusalem below, — ^promising to pay 
more if required. — In order that the works of God should be 
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manifested in man, — it was first necessary that a deep sleep 
should fall upon him, that he like the extracted rib should 
become dead to knowledge and forget his former estate of 
spirit and enter the habitation of day, walking upon the 
earth side by side with the beasts of the field in the valley of 
blood and shadow of death, — ^until the appointed time came 
for his eyes to be touched with the clay-salve of the land and 
understand the exceeding greatness of God's Love and Mercy. — 
It would appear about as great a task for this present 
apostate Christendom to go and learn what that meaneth : '^ I 
will have mercy, and not sacrifice," as it was for the Pharisees, 
our Lord was then speaking to. — To them, mercy and sacrifice 
are inseparable. They cannot think it possible for God to 
dispense eternal mercy and blessedness without dispensing 
eternal sacrifice and misery. For, quoth Christendom, if 
we suppose that the damned do not sufiier eternal miseiy, 
— ^what guarantee have we that the Blessed will enjoy eternal 
happiness ? if we permit of a doubt on the debit side, may 
there not be a doubt on the credit side also ? But to all 
such vain reasonings, we hold up the two-edged sword of the 
Spirit : Thus saith the Lord : ** I will have mercy ^ I will 
not sacrifice." — The Pharisees of Christendom, cannot under- 
stand why the Lord should condescend to eat at the same 
table with publicans and sinners. They looked upon these 
outcasts of society from ''their'' self-righteous standpoint, 
and not from God's. His own disciples fell into much the 
same error, when they asked Him : *' Master, who did sin, 
this man, or his parents, that he was born blind! — Jesus 
answered : " Neither hath this man sinned, nor his parents : 
but that the works of God should be made manifest in him." 
*' Suppose ye that these Galileans were sinners above all the 
Galileans, because they suffered such things? or those 
eighteen, upon whom the tower in Siloam fell, and slew 
them, think ye that they were sinners above all men that 
dwelt in Jerusalem ? — I tell you, nay : but, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish." It was these very publicans, 
sinners and lost sheep of the house of Israel, He had come in 
search of. He sought not the righteous who said they could 
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see, — ^bnt the poor, the blind and the sick ; the weary and 
heavy-laden, who stood in need of the great Physician. He 
songht the leprous outcasts, who were banished into the 
citizen's country, feeding upon the husks of the swinish 
multitude. It is to gather together in one these outcasts 
from the Jew and Gentile churches, that God in His mercy is 
now sending this last message of the Flying Boll ; that they 
may not be overtaken and snared by the cunningly devised 
fables and genuflexions of an apostasy, which is fattening 
for the great sacrifice of nations, in this hour of temptation. 
For judgment He came into the world, — for judgment He is 
now sending forth His Light and His Truth, that they which 
see not might see ; and that they which see might be made 
blind. — God, the Father hath appointed His Son heir of all 
things, by whom also He made the worlds ; who being the 
brightness of His glory, and the express image of His person, 
and upholding all things by the word of His power. Who 
thought it not robbery to be equal with God : made Himself 
of no reputation, and took upon Him the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness of men. He humbled Himself 
and learnt obedience by the things which He suifered, even 
unto the death of the cross : — ^to ransom the publican, the 
sinner and the lost sheep of the house of Israel. He came to 
put an end to sacrifice by the sacrifice of "Himself," and 
to offer Mercy to all, without respect of persons, — even unto 
those who gnashed upon Him with their teeth, and poured 
out His blood. When the Samaritans did not receive 
Jesus, the great zeal of James and John (a zeal without 
knowledge) led them to say : ** Lord, wilt Thou that we 
command fire to come down from heaven, and consume them, 
even as Elias did? — But He turned and rebuked them, 
saying : ye know not what manner of spirit ye are of. For 
the Son of Man is not come to destroy men's lives, but to 
save them." They are sick and in need of a Physician and 
to this end I have come to heal them. I have come on a 
mission of mercy, not sacrifice. — Christendom cannot receive 
God's Love and Mercy in its fulness. They want the living 
child divided, — ^the one half, mercy, — the other half sacrifice. 
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They stand in the same relationship to God as Adam did, 
after he had eaten the forbidden fruit. They are afraid and 
hide, and cover over their nakedness by thehr own off- 
spring. Their language is : — " Lord, I know Thee to be an 
hard Master, reaping where Thou dost not sow, and gathering 
where Thou hast not strawed, I am afraid and hide, because 
Thou art an austere man, — an unjust judge : Thou takest up 
that Thou layedst not down. I believe that Jesus came to 
die for the elect, to appease and stay God's wrath and His 
avenging sword. I hope I am one of the elect, but if I fall 
away from grace ; — shall I not be cursed and punished in an 
everlasting fire, — and shall not my body and soul bum as a 
living sacrifice in all the agonies and horrors of an endless 
fire throughout all eternity ? — ^True, Christ died for me, yet, 
for all that may I not be a castaway and be for ever lost, if I 
fail to offer up " my daily sacrifice " ? — I know, Lord, that 
Thou dispensest Mercy, but I also know that Thou wilt 
sacrifice the wicked in Hell, &om whence there is no hope 
either in this life or the world to come; — for, is it not 
written : — " The wicked shall be turned into hell, with all 
the nations that forget God,"—** Depart from Me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and his angels." 
— ^' And these shaU go away into everlasting punishment : 
but the righteous into life eternal." — " Who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of His power."-! also read in other 
places, of the wicked being cast into " outer darkness, where 
there is weeping and gnashing of teeth."— Of eternal fire, — a 
lake of fire, and a bottomless pit.— Moreover, 1 read in Gkxl's 
word about a certain rich man and Lazarus. — ^That Lazarus 
died and was carried by the angels into Abraham's bosom, — 
which proves to me that the righteous who die, go at once to 
heaven. The rich man died also and was buried : and in heU 
he lifted up his eyes, being in torments, and saw Abraham 
afar off and Lazarus in his bosom. He cried to Abraham for 
mercy and that Lazarus might be sent to cool his tongue with 
water, being tormented " in a flame " I read of a great gulf 
betwixt both ; suiely this must prove that when the wicked 
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die they are sent at once to this place of torment in hell, 
where they bum in a literal flame of fire, which can never 
extinguish and never consume the body and soul of him that 
is cast therein. Wherefore, as I firmly believe that there is 
such a place on the testimony of Grod's sacred word; no 
marvel that I live in perpetual dread and fear of this eternal 
sacrifice of living souls, and know not but it may be my un- 
happy lot to be cast into this dreadful place, wherein the 
unbeliever or backslider is tormented day and night for ever 
and for ever. I rejoice, that at times I can read my title 
clear to mansions in the skies ; — ^but alas I ever and anon, the 
heavens appear as brass over my head. Doubts and fears 
encompass my soul, so much so, that at times my hands 
hang down, and my feeble knees tremble on the brink of 
despair, and my lameness causeth me to lean heavily on my 
staff for help in my sore distress. — 

Alas I Alas .t— dear friends, is not this the sad sad story of 
thousands upon thousands in Christendom to-day ? — ^through 
not understanding Qod's word, they fail to recognise in Him : 
a God of love, who " will " have mercy, and not sacrifice. — 
The great love of God does not constrain them to believe in 
Christ. They do not love Him, " because '* He first loved 
them; but they believe in Christ through a slavish and a 
selfish fear, and carry about with them just as much religion 
as they think will enable them to escape from this eternal 
pit of literal fire. Thus, many hold God at a great distance, 
making Him out to be an unmerciful God. They say : He 
created a certain number to be eternally damned, and a 
certain number to be eternally saved. But if this was true, of 
what avail would either worship or prayer be, or of the people 
rendering their hearts unto God ? or why should the minis- 
tering angels reach the prayers of the righteous unto God ? — 

O House of Israel, hearken unto the word of the Lord ; — 
Man was created a finite being : he was formed a little lower 
than the angels; that the angels might minister between 
them and God. He set the works of heaven before them, 
and the works of hell ; — the one, he called : " Life " — and the 
other '* Death.*'— But man chose the death of the body, rather 
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than the life of the body. — He then set before them, that 
their souls were in danger of the " second death ;" — ^that there 
was still heaven and hell for them.— If they sought for their 
souls to be preserved, though their bodies died, they should 
have incorruptible bodies, instead of those which they lost, 
and be as the angels. — Our God is a consuming fire, and a 
man of war, and He has said : not one soul who has trans- 
gressed and not repented shall go unpunished. Satan has 
also drawn his sword, and likewise claims to be a man of 
war. He trains up his soldiers in wickedness ; — but he who 
hearkeneth to God's word it traineth him up in righteousness, 
and armeth himself against the evil. — Hast thou beheld the 
two earthly kings, each training up his soldiers for battle ? 
and how they draw them to battle. He who gains the victory 
takes those prisoners who fail to escape, and puts them in 
prison, where he holds them as prisoners of war. But does 
that king hold them prisoners for eternity, where there is no 
hope for them ? surely he can hold them no longer than such 
time as he be conquered again by the king from whom he 
has taken them. Then he delivers them up, and each 
prisoner returns back to his own country. — So is the kingdom 
of heaven and the kingdom of hell,— Satan holds them until 
he be made to submit. The kingdom of hell was made for 
him, but every soul that is in Satan's kingdom is the I/)rd's. 
Though they have hearkened to Satan, and have refused 
the gospel, yet, at the final resurrection, the Lord will ransom 
them out of his hands, and they shall return every man to 
his former estate, as the earthly soldiers return to their 
wives and families, and their estate. For, though the Lord 
permitted Satan to draw them to battle, yet they were com- 
manded to prepare to meet death ; even when the sentence 
of death was pronounced on Adam ; lest hell, which is the 
second death, should reign over their souls, by holding them 
in prison, until the uttermost farthing be paid, which Christ 
showed on the cross by the blood of the woman's seed being 
shed for the sin of the world. Has he not been permitted to 
slay the bodies of those who have sought Christ to preserve 
their souls, (now under the altar) as well as those who have 
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not sought Him ? — They shall return to their estate, not 
lower than the angels, but equal with them. This great 
battle has been going on between God and Satan while the 
six waterpots have been filling up to the brim — or six days of 
the creation. On the seventh day, the Trumpet shall be 
blown, and the righteous, whose bodies are dead, shall hear, 
and they shall arise : their souls and spirits shall pat on 
incorruptible bodies, and be as the angels. But the wicked 
shall be turned into everlasting punishment, which is pre- 
pared for Satan and his angels, and they shall have their 
part in the lake. But on the eighth day, they shall hear the 
voice, and death and hell shall deliver them up, and they 
shall put on incorruptible bodies as the angels. Everlasting 
is but for a time. It is written : " This is my covenant : every 
man-child among you shall be circumcised. And my covenant 
shall be in your flesh, for an ' JSverlasting * covenant." Surely, 
circumcision ceased during the forty years that the children 
of Israel were in the wilderness ; as it is written : " And it 
ceased with the ten tribes till, now, and they had become 
as the Gentiles." — Again, it is written : " And the anointing 
shall be for a sign, that the Priesthood ' s?udl he everlasting , 
unto the sons of Aaron." Everlasting here, meant for a 
time; else, how was it that the tribe of Judah took the 
priesthood in the woman's seed, being a tribe of which Moses 
spake nothing touching priesthood, and gave the sceptre unto 
the Gentiles, till their fulness, which is also but for a time. — 
Again, it is written : " This shall be an everlasting ordinance 
unto you, to make an atonement for the children of Israel, 
for aU their sins, once a year." This ordinance although 
called " Everlasting " was to cease, as it is written : '* For 
Thou delightest not in sacrifice, else would I give it ; Thou 
delightest not in burnt oflferings. The sacrifices of God are a 
broken spirit : a broken and a contrite heart, God, Thou 
wilt not despise." — ^The words : '* For Ever^ like the word 
" Everlasting " is only for a certain time ; as it is written : 
'* His master shall bring him to the door post, and shall bore his 
ear through with an awl ; and he shall serve him " for ever." — 
'*The sons of Aaron, the priest, shall blow the trumpets, and ye 
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shall have them as a law " For everl* in your generations.*' — 
Again, it is written in the book of Jonah : " The earth with 
her bars was about me for ever/' — The words everlasting, and 
for ever, are set times appointed by the Lord, but hid from 
man imtil he receives life eternal. Neither are those who 
are suffering the vengeance of eternal fire, of whom Jude 
speaks "eternally damned" in the sense understood by 
Christendom. The body only, is eternally damned, but the 
soul remains in the dark and silent chambers of the grave, 
asleep, awaiting the sound of the last trump. The earth is 
as fire and hell is the grave, where all go, who die the death 
of the body, whether they be good or bad, where there is 
weeping and gnashing of teeth; in outer darkness. — Peter 
came to Jesus and said : " Lord, how oft shall my brother sin 
against me, and I forgive him ? till seven times ? Jesus saith 
unto him : I say not unto thee, until seven times : but until 
seventy times seven. Love your enemies, bless them that 
curse you, do good to them that hate you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use you, and persecute you." — ^So taught 
the Lord Jesus, being our example in His life on earth, 
praying to His Father to forgive His enemies as they pierced 
His side, and so He teaches all His followers to do likewise 
and forgive their enemies. But, if that fearful doctrine of 
everlasting and eternal damnation of body and soul in a 
literal flame of fire, enduring inexpressible agonies throughout 
endless ages be true, as taught by this present apostate Chris- 
tendom in this nineteenth century, which found its origin on 
the " Eack," — the " screw," — ^in the " torture rooms " and dark 
vaults of Popery. If this be true, then we ask : ** Has God 
commanded man to do a thing that He will not do Himself?" 
shall Christ teach us to forgive all our enemies, and shall He 
not forgive His enemies ? with whom then is mercy found, 
with God or man ? Christendom, go thou and learn what 
that meaneth : I will have mercy, and not sacrifice. 

The parable of the Bich man and Lazarus have led nmny 
to believe that at death, the soul of the righteous go imme- 
diately to heaven and the soul of the wicked to a place of 
torment in a literal fire ; indeed this parable is quoted by 
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learned Divines in Christendom to prove this doctrine, — but 
they do grievously err and make sad havoc of God's holy 
word. — Man dies by the spirit being withdrawn from the 
body, — that spirit returns to Grod who gave it, and remains 
absent from the soul. The spirit thus withdrawn appears to 
itself as though in prison ; — indeed it is in prison. Hence it 
is written, that Christ " went and preached unto the spirits in 
prison," He went and preached deliverance to the captive 
spirits, that as He had poured out His blood for the sin of 
the world and purchased the souls of all men by the offering 
up of " Eimself* upon the cross. He comforted these captive 
spirits in the assurance that they should return at the 
appointed time and raise their souls from the grave with 
incorruptible bodies. They are also spoken of as "souls 
under the altar who were slain for the word of God and 
for the testimony which they held : and they cried with a 
loiid voice, saying, how long Lord, holy and true dost Thou 
not judge and avenge our blood on them that dwell on the 
earth ? " — " Thou sendest forth Thy Spirit, they are created 
and Thou renewest the face of the (corrupt) earth." — Christ 
rested on the woman's seed and did the work. He withdrew 
Himself from the body of the woman's seed, — and wherefore ? 
— " That the Evil " might have its power, " to make manifest 
the 'good';" that the blood, which was the life of that body, 
through the attraction of its spirit, might be shed for the sins 
of the whole world. — All the sacrifices offered upon Jewish 
altars ; all the rivers of blood which flowed from these sacri- 
fices, (that could not make him that did the service, perfect, 
as pertaining to the conscience ") under the Jewish dispensa- 
tion were only used, that they might have its power to make 
manifest the words of our text : " I will have mercy ^ — Man 
by taking the blood of the impurity of the tree, which was 
the field wherein the tares were sown " unade sin manifest," 
And the ransom for sin was paid, through the blood of her 
fruit being shed, wherein tares were never sown; that he 
who believed, though his natural body was dead, through the 
spirit being withdrawn ; at the first resurrection he should 
have an incoiTuptible body, celestial as the angels. But those 
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who are aKve and waiting for His second appearing, shall not 
prevent them that sleep. To those who believed not, neither 
repented while their bodies lived ; though their sonls should 
rise at the same time to give an account of their deeds done 
in the body, — ^yet they should return from whence they came 
until the final resurrection, — as it is written : '* And many of 
them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life, and some to shame and everlasting contempt.*' 
— When Christ withdrew from the body of the woman's seed, 
which caused Jesus to cry : " My God, My God, why hast 
Thou forsaken Me ? " — He went to the spirits in prison to tell 
them, that at the final resurrection He would open the doors 
and let them go. And they should raise the disobedient souls 
out of the dust and return them to their former estate with 
an incorruptible body, yet higher th9,n man was before he 
fell, yet subject to the angels, who did not fall ; — thus fulfil- 
ling the prophecy of Ezekiel : " when thy sisters, Sodom and 
her daughters, shall return to their former estate, and Samaria 
and her daughters shall return to their former estate, then 
thou and thy daughters shall return to your former estate.*' 
Those of the old earth shall possess the planet, after the 
seventh thousand year and on the eighth, under the incor- 
ruptible bodies, and the angels. — The Bridegroom with the 
Bride shall possess all planets with their children, and all 
the planets with all who dwell thereon shall minister 
unto them. — The Spirit of Jesus was not shut up in prison 
but raised the soul out of the earth, incorrupt, that He 
might be the firstfruits of them that slept in the dust 
of the earth. So He said unto the woman : ** Touch me 
not, I am not yet ascended," signifying : I have not yet 
taken a natural body, but only a spiritual body, to show 
the resurrection of the dead. Though she supposed Him 
to be Joseph's gardener. — ^Was it not needful that He should 
take an incorruptible body, that the corruptible might put 
on incorruption like unto His? — Else, how could the dead 
rise, if He let not go the spirits of men, as He let go the 
Spirit of the woman*s seed, which, not being conceived 
in sin, was not shut up in prison, but paid the great 
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ransom for the sin of Adam. — He then raised the natural 
body of the woman's seed immortal, which is both a 
natural and a spiritual body, celestial and terrestrial, the 
image of His own eternity, and first appeared with an 
incorruptible body, and then with a natural one. He said 
to Thomas : "Eeach hither thy hand, and put it into My 
side, for a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as thou seest 
Me have." " For it is become My temple, I have made 
it higher than the heavens, and it ls My footstool, which 
I dwell in," — It was the wiU of Christ that every natural 
body should be made immortal. But men chose ' dis- 
obedience rather than obedience, by taking of the blood, 
which was the flower of the fruit of the tree. — Blood, 
made sin manifest in the first Adam. Blood, made mercy 
manifest in the second Adam. The obedience of the 
blood of the woman's seed being shed upon the cross made a 
justification for every sinner that their corruptible bodies 
might rise incorruptible. — So by the disobedience of one 
man, sin was made manifest. By the obedience of the 
woman's seed, whom Adam cast the blame on ; His blood 
was offered to take away that sin of the mortal, which 
was inoculated by Adam's transgression. As Christ's 
obedience was made manifest in the woman's seed, to 
take away the sins of the whole world which had nothing 
to pay with; so shall the obedience of your seed be 
made manifest in ^' His seed" that He ^'haa'* taken away 
your sins, and they shall be remembered no more. For 
ye are His, and He is yours: ye are twain, and He is 
the third person in the Trinity, His life dwelling in you. — 
If obedience be found in you, it shall take away your sins, 
and your bodies shall live, and your spirits with your 
souls shall inherit them. But if disobedience be found 
in you, and ye become unbelievers of this great visitation 
in this third watch of the days of Daniel, your bodies 
shaU die and return to the earth, as the shell of stone 
fruit. Though ye repent, ye shall not inherit your natural 
bodies. But as the grain o( the seed of com is cast into 
the earth and decayeth, so shall yours. And though they 
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be decayed, the spirits that attracted the life of them 
shall return, and cause them to take root, and bring forth 
bodies like unto those which they sprung from, either at 
the first, or at the final resurrection; not a natural, but 
a spiritual body, because the obedience of faith was not 
found in you. — 

For the common salvation, or salration of the soul, which 
does not include the body, ye are to " * beckon • yourselves 
to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord " by faith in the sacrificial atonement 
of Christ, who hath taken away the sin of the world ; 
albeit, that which is bom of the flesh remaineth still 
flesh, and the flesh still feels the other law in its members, 
warring against the law of the mind bringing it into 
captivity to the law of sin in the flesh ; so that the mind 
serves the law of God, but the flesh the law of sin. But, 
for the redemption of body soul and spirit which includes the 
soul, we must have the seed, root and branch of evil removed 
from the blood ; bom of water and the Spirit in Jerusalem 
above, the Mother of the free. By this new Birth of which 
the living only can be partakers, we no longer " Reckon " 
ourselves to be dead unto sin. But the blood wherein 
the evil or tares were secreted, is washed away and is 
turned into flesh and bone, like unto the body of the 
Man-Christ, immortal. 

0, ye children of Abraham, seed of the immortal, be ye 
faithful unto the law and the gospel, and to all things com- 
mitted unto thee. Be not deceived, — broils will surely break 
out, till all the corruption be purified from the flesh and the 
bone. Wherefore, if thou endure unto the end, overcoming 
the evil and bearing thine own evil and the evil of others, by 
showing Mercy and not sacrifice, — thy name shall be written 
in the book of records, in heaven, and in the book on earth. 
But, if cormptible things shall snatch these things from thee, 
so that thy name is not written in the book of life, — ^where is 
the fruit that thou hast to render for that which God has com- 
manded thee to do. Stop ! O man and consider : shall thy 
body bear fruit upwards unto inmiortality ! — or shall it only 
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bear the timber that shall produce the coffin to encase thy 
soul in the grave unto corruption until the resurrection morn ? 
— ^When the first resurrection shall take place, that corrup- 
tion has put on incomiption ; then the book of Eecords for 
them shall be brought out. Every man shall then be placed, 
according as he is recorded in his office in heaven ; and those 
who rise not to bodies like unto angels, rise unto everlasting 
cont-empt, until the final resurrection which is the end of the 
thousand years, when God shall judge between Satan and 
them, z.e. the accuser and the accused. Every servant whom 
Satan has made to serve, shall be made free of him at that 
day ; for as the Lord will raise the righteous from corruption 
to incorruption, so will He raise them from Satan's power, 
that they shall no longer be servants unto dead things, but 
imto the living. At the final resurrection they shall be 
servants to all the angels, and to every creature in heaven 
and on earth, and their desire shall be to serve the living. 
Then shall death be " hound in chains" with him who was 
the author, to eternity. — 

Let it be written with an iron pen this day, and engraven 
upon the hearts of the whole house of Israel : — that, idl who 
receive the death of their bodies, whether they be believers 
in Christ or unbelievers ; righteous or wicked, — ^receive the 
wages of that sin which was pronounced upon Adam at the 
fall. They are all in prison, until the first resurrection, 
which is as the assizes. Then they will all rise up out of their 
graves. The righteous will put on incorruptible bodies and 
will be free, being placed on the right hand among the sheep. 
But the wicked will rise without bodies and placed on the 
left hand with the goats and sent back to prison (the grave) 
until they have paid the uttermost farthing — until the final 
resurrection. — ^All those whose bodies die, not having repented, 
and have done deeds, the wages of which is the second death ; 
as death reigns over the bodies of men "now" by taking 
away their life, — so will it still reign over the bodies of the 
wicked, and keep them from putting on incorruption until 
th6 end of the thousand years — the final resurrection. — 

The body of man is sown in weakness in the womb, — it is 
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brought to life by the attraction of the spirit, and becometh 
a natural body, and when it is raised from mortality to 
immortality, it is raised in power by the blood being made 
flesh and the spirit being put within it, to be the Ufe of 
it. Thab body is then made in the image and likeness of 
God, and possesses the kingdom of God. But if the body 
become dead, before it be changed, and the spirit returns to 
God who gave it : though it be a natural corruptible body, it 
is sown in the earth in corruption — in dishonour, till that 
corruption put on incorruption. Then the souls that repented 
while their bodies lived, will be raised at the first resurrection 
in glory, with spiritual bodies, and be as the angels ; higher 
than they were before they fell ; not subject to the angels, 
but as the angels — possessing the kingdom of heaven. — If 
they died in faith, (the faith of the redemption of the 
body) they wiU come with the Bridegroom, and minister 
to the kingdom of God, the natural immortal bodies. — The 
spirits of men existed before they had bodies to attract, 
yet their spirits are not spiritual bodies. But their bodies 
which are sown in weakness in the womb, becometh natural 
bodies, possessed of living souls; blood being the life of 
those bodies, through the attraction of the spirit; and if 
the spirit returns to God who gave it, that natural body 
dies, and goes to corruption. But the souls die not, neither 
do they decay, or vanish into air, but are either in happiness 
until the first resurrection, or in misery until the final 
resurrection in the dark chambers of the grave, till the 
spirits return to raise them with incorruptible bodies, which 
will be spiritual bodies ; for the flesh profiteth nothing 
unless it be quickened by the Spirit. So that the natural 
body, which is decayed, is the first, and after that the 
spiritual body, which becometh as the angels. Though there 
is a temple, (the natural body) prepared for the spirit 
of man; disobedience permits not that spirit to dwell in 
that temple, so that it only attracts the blood to give life 
to that temple, which liveth not a day, which according 
to the key revealed to Peter is with God as a thousand 
years. So it dieth within the day and is sown again in 
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the earth, in dishonour, corrupt, till the Spirit raise it 
incorrupt ; then it is no more a natural t)ocly, but a spiritual 
body. So in the works of the creation of man, he is 
first : spirit, and then that spirit gives life to the natural 
body, through attraction, and that body has to die before 
it becomes spiritual This is the creation of the heavens, but 
the natural bodies, who die not, but put on immortajity, 
the life of Christ being grafted to their new earth, a^e 
for tiie creation of Christ's kingdom oh this pknet, aiid 
they will enter into that Light of Life which is eternal.— 
The body of man is in the sctiptures called: a garde ii, 
a field. Placing man in the garden, was putting his spirit 
within his temple. But taking of the impurities of the 
blood, when the tree was stained with its own blood, was : 
the tares sown in the field, t^hich was contrary to Crod's 
commands, caused man to be driven from the garden, 30 
that he only attracted it ; the wages of that disobedience 
was flie first death, which reigned over his body, whffe 
he lived. The lord God, then showed unto man thit 
if he walked not in His commandments, the second deat)i 
shotdd reign over his soul, after the death of his bod^. 
^-The Lord then made another 'covenant with hian: that if 
he repented and asked foi^ the forgiveness of his sins, 
while his body lived, that death should not reign ov^r 
his soul after the death of his body. This is the second 
covenant He made with those on whom death was pro- 
nounced, through the disobedience. So the disobedient 
are those in whom the tares are sown, which are to }k 
sown again, corrupt, which is dishonour; until they b^e 
raised in incorruption ; if they have repented before death, 
they will be as the angels; but if not,— slower than the 
angels. But the obedient are the children of those who 
have sought for the tares to be taken away, in whom tfie 
good seed was sown, who are for the kingdom, whose 
life is immortal By the operation of the immortal Spirit 
who win work in them, they will fulfil the words of 
Jesus, and *'do** the works which He did ; yea and greater 
works ;^ehrist being grafted to them, they ^ill produce Itis 
in. N 
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fruit upwards and bear tender grapes. So that, man will 
now be raised higher than Adam and Eve was,-^the male 
having Zion and the female Jerusalem ; — Mark ! Adam and 
Eve were both in Christ together, which was Paradise, but 
then Christ or Paradise withdrew from them ;-^but now 
Paradise is to be put within man ; not man in Paradise. — 
The key of the scriptures is held by the bones of the house 
of Israel, and they shall be as though they had a handful of 
dust, and dashed it in every man's face as they passed by ; 
for every man who says, he sees, — shall be blind ; and every 
man that acknowledges he is blind, they shall be instru- 
ments in God's hands of opening the eyes of the blind. 
Christ wiU gather t3ie bones by the graft He will arise like 
one out of sleep and show to fallen angels and devils, that 
these bones live by Him ; He will prove to them that He 
made man in His image, that He might prove them, and that 
the six days were the resemblance of the six thousand That 
there should then appear an Adam and an Eve, not under 
the fall — ^made complete, and that within the seventh 
thousand he would cease, and rest, that the aliens should 
have one thousand years of peace and rest while Satan 
is bound. This will the Lord permit, to show unto the 
angels, that when the tempter is taken out of the way, 
they will do His will, as the angels do in Heaven. And the 
pearl kept back for the last ; so shall Satan be cast. — Man 
was created under the fall, that the glory of God might 
be revealed. He sent forth Noah to buUd an ark to 
preserve them ; but they refused, till the water came, then 
they acknowledged the Lord, and would have claimed the 
ark, but it was too late; then, after two thousand years. 
He sent forth the seed of the woman, to become a temple, 
under the fall with blood, like other men. He then sent His 
Spirit upon the woman's seed, that whosoever should believe 
on that Spirit, it should make their tabernacle like that 
tabernacle it sat on. But they refused, as they refused the 
ark, and they thought they had destroyed the temple, but 
within "three" days, the Spirit lifted up the body, and 
it became the tabernacle of the Spirit. A part of tixe veil 
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was rent, so all that looked on the temple^ then believed, but 
it was unto them as the waters weie, they were too late. As 
He arose before the three days were up, so shall His graft 
now alight upon the bones of the house of Israel, before this 
" third '* watch is up. If the Jew by his wisdom can discern 
the hour in which He arose before the time was up, they shall 
know the time. — ^Those who have the Spirit resting upon them, 
shall know the time. When the Jew and Gentile shall see 
the bones live by the Spirit, and not by the blood, all who see 
them shall acknowledge that they are the Bride, and shall 
believe ; but it shall be to them as the waters of Noah were, 
and even as it was unto those who believed on Him when He 
arose. 

The Hebrews kept not the law, if they had, they would 
have had no need of sacrifices; they were permitted to 
redeem Uieir souls by the blood of animals for the space 
of two thousand years. But they offered sacrifices contrary 
to the laws, and ate them unworthily; they confessed 
not their sins, but hid them, and still ate of the sacrifices. 
The Lord of Hosts then fulfilled His promise which He had 
made imto Eve, that she should bring forth her seed ; and 
the Spirit of God rested upon it and fulfilled the gospel and 
the righteousness of the law. He fulfilled the words spoken 
unto the serpent, that He would put enmity between his seed 
and her seed ; and this enmity bruised the heel of her seed, 
and they did unto it as they listed ; — ^but by it, the Lord 
overcame sin in the flesh. He put an end to sacrifices and 
brought in Mercy, that whosoever lived and believed in Him, 
should never die, but their bodies should have eternal 
life; and fulfil in them the promise made unto Abraham 
and his seed : — ^that they should possess both heaven 
and earth. — ^Abraham possessed not his earthly body, but 
his seed: Jesus, and them that are with Him, which 
Joshua the high priest and them that were with him 
were set a figure of, being men wondered at, as it is written : 
•' Hear now, Joshua the high priest, thou, and thy fellows 
that sit before thee : for they are men wondered at : for 
behold, I will bring forth My servant the ' Branch.' *' — He 



in 

would renew theit eartbly boidieb, by makihg' their blobd, flesh, 
and qnickening it by Hia Spirit. Tha6 their earthly tabet^ 
nacles should be the footstool fdr Hid Spirit to d'^ell in, and 
the heavens should be the light of their understanding, and 
be as He ia But they refused Him, and He gk^^ them up, 
until His Spirit should hBrre travailed in Zibn. He that iS 
circiiincised, but belfeveth not in Christ shaD never gAin 
eternal life. The gospel of circulndisfon wascomniitted ubto 
Peterl that he might be a minister of the circunKii8ion,i*-ta!ll 
the fulness of the 6entilefi(, bA a witness iigainst the Hebrews 
who kept not titie law. Thegospd of un'oiifeuineision wafi 
committed unto l^aul, that he mi*ght be iet ^mDnist^ to the 
Gentiles ; that if they fulfilled the righteousness of the law, 
it should be counted to them as oircumdision wale/ to the 
Hebrews, — but thfey sought not the fulness bf the- immortal 
Spirit, they kept it not, so they wete connA'andefl 1?o confess 
their sins : " confess your faults oiie to another, and pray one 
for another, that " ye may be heiated. Th^ efifectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man^ availeth nauch;** And eat bread 
and drink wine, for by it ' ttey should redeeiii theit* Sould. 
They would obtain the salvation of their souls, but not the 
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redemption of their bodies, as the Hebrews tritB eirdunidsion 
who kept noft the law, received the salvition of their souls, 
by redeeming them with the blood of animals. H^d they 
kept the righteousness of the law, there would have beein no 
need of the confession of their sins, nbr of the sacrifice of 
bread and wine. But when they come befbre thfei priest, unA 
eat of the sacrifice to renew the gift of Christ's body and 
blood that He might forgive them, they confess not, but hide, 
cloak and conceal their whoredoriis and wicked works. That 
which is made known, th^y confess, but that if«^hich they cdn 
hide, they confess not. ' They eat thie bread a;nd wine to be 
seen of one another, are they not as th6 Hebrews ?— Do they 
know it is written : " Whosoever shall ' eat this bread, and 
drink this cup of the 'Lord,'unworthiiy, eateth and drinketh 
damnsltioii to hiinseif ? /'— < . ' 

The prophets were sent with the law, and it was preached 
to the Hebrews, thatjth^fr sotils might be preselvdd by the 
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they should all repent, for the kingdom was prepared for 
them, if they virould receive it; and thstt they should be 
baptized, that they fiaight receive the baptism of fire, which is 
by the Spirit,' not of blood, nor of the will of man, but of Him 
who should give them the kingdom, whicli is eternity, — 
having no beginning, nor ending — the life of the kingdom; 
The lord cotnmanded that no man should go in the ways of 
the Gentiles, until Israel had been proved, and that the 
Mngdom should be preached \into Israel, first, that their bread 
should not be given to a swinish multitude; And if they 
r^ftised i^till, knd took the life of the woman, that the law and 
the ordinances' then should be nailed to the cross, and then it 
should 'be a' light unto thei Gentiles, and the go^el of the 
saVihg of lihe soiil' should then be preached unto them; that 
he^whb believed' ^d was baptized shotdd be saved, he would 
sdve his sotil alive * at the resurrection. ' Ask either Jew or 
Geriiile, if the common salvation was preached from the days 
of Jbhi^thiar baptist to* the sufferings of Jesus on the cross? 
-^Ko, it 't^ras not ; but the kingdom of' God was preached-^ 
uiitil th^y tefiised it Arid no^ the common salvation has 
be to |)reached till the gathering of Israel, ' which is' the 
fulness of the Gentiles. The linclSaii bi' the teii ttibeis, shall 
be ishakto Kke' a whirlwind,' tiil their ^esh Aecay off their 
bon^s, and He will slay their ' first-bbm ; but He /iv^Hl look 
with pity on those of the ten tribes which still remain, for 
they- shall be clothed with immortality. Those, of the ten 
tribes "(Matiasseh) who are' now wandering about without 
she^tferds, having been driven out by Jew and Gentile ;— 
whose' hope of ' iminorfcality died with the death of the 
Messenger of the second watch of the Visitation are crying 
out i '* where is Israel now t **— " Their God has forsaken 
then! '* But, thus ^aith the Lord : •' I will do a work in their 
day, in'this third and last Watch, — the great hour of tempta- 
tidn which they shall in no wise believe."— Ko not the 
builder^ of fii city say: these stones are to build this dity* 
with. Does he not search the stones, and lay aside those 
stones whi^h do hot stiit for awhile. Does he not roll all the 
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stones to and fro, till tlieT*e be not one stone which has not 
been turned over. If these stones have to be polished^ will 
there not be muoh dust amongst them, and many shells from 
these stones. Then ought not these polished stones to be 
lifted up out of all this dust and shells ? — Then hear, O ye 
scornful men of the house of Israel who have provoked the 
Holy one of Israel ; The Lord prepared you, stones whereon 
no tool ought to have been laid, neither the sound of hammer 
in all Hia house, or a nail driven therein. But ye have driven 
cankered rusty nails, and ye ha^e .nailed the stone of the 
house of Israel unto wood, till it gave forth blood. Ye clothed 
it in purple, and crowned it with thorns ; afterwards ye 
stripped off those raiments, and ye clothed it in scarlet, that 
ye might rejoice over it. When ye had made mirth ye 
plucked off the scarlet to the skin. The stone mourned and 
wept, and said ? " I will have mercy, and not sacrifice." It 
gave up the life of their nature, and took the life of the world 
to come. Afterwards the stone of Israel which the builders 
rejected, appeared to see if they still believed; but they cried : 
" Except I shall see in His hands, the print of the nails, and 
put my finger into the print of the nails, and thrust my hand 
into His side, I will not believe." Then hear, ye builders 
of the house of Israel ; were ye not called forth, twelve, — 
that ye might be witnesses of the New tabemaele, and not 
one of you is found faithful, nor true, that ye might become a 
partaker of the New tabernacle. Ought ye not first to wait 
upon the tabernacle and feed it, then afterwards sit down and 
partake of the tabemaele, and eat the fruit, and become the 
same as the tabemaele ? Discem righteous judgment, O ye 
rebels of the house of Israel, ye have sought to destroy the 
lion of the tribe of Judah, which ye said was your heir, of 
him whom ye said had despised his birth-right, Beuben, the 
first-bom of Leah's sons ; and he gave it unto Judah, the lion 
of the tribes of the whole earth, which divided you in your 
rebellion, and scattered you in Israel, in your first-bom. 
Then if Judah (were) the lion's whelp, and still was the 
fourth son :— in the fourth generation he shall destroy you, 
root and branch, till nothing of you be left, nor a smell of you 
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come upon the planet.— Hie everiasting heir is the Spirit of 
immortalitjr, which shall many the whole twelve tribes of the 
house of Isiad, and shall seal them, and anoint them with 
the Spirit^ and the graft of the tribe of Jndah,— who shall do 
unto the lebdlious as the rebellious did unto Him. He will 
have revenge on the dragon. He will bruise the head of the 
serpent which dwelleth in His children, and drive him out of 
His house, so that He shall leave in thee neither root nor 
ln»nch nor seed of evil. But it wfll appear tmto thy shame, 
firom the sole of the foot to the crown of the head. He will 
cross him out of His BoU. In His Father^s house, he shall 
come no more, there he cannot enter. He will not hold out 
the sceptre to him, neither will He show pity to him ; but He 
will slay him witii His two-edged sword, turn thee which way 
thou wflt ; it shall be every way against thee. He will first 
bind thee hand and fbot and chain thee down in hell, and 
fasten thee securely, that thou shalt neither hurt nor destroy 
any more for a thousand years. Those that thou hast claimed 
as thy children shall become His children, and shall serve 
those redeemed firom among men. After the thousand years. 
He will loose thee, and give thee a fair trial He will show 
thee, O Satan, that flesh and blood has been subject to those 
who are redeemed from amongst men for a thousand years 
not being bom of blood, nor of the will of Satan, but of the 
Spirit and of the living water of God. — ^At that day and 
at that hour, He will loose thy prisoners out of heU 
wh&e thovL hast had them bound ; and those who have served 
daring the thousand years, shall be the jury between the 
prisoners and thea That jury shall return a verdict against 
thee Satan. Thou shalt be ccmdemned, and slain with His 
sword, and thou shalt live no more in His people. — ^Manasseh, 
thou first-born, — Beloved of the Lord, come thou and thy 
children out from amongst Satan's world, and be thou 
separated from them; touch thou no tmclean thing, for in 
thee is a diadem of kings and priests. Manasseh, diall go 
out in the morning, and lead the people by the evening star; 
he shall divide the spoil amongst all his children ; they shall 
suck of his breasts, and eat of his fruit, they shall be around 
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14» tabl& aa olive branchesy laden witb.v^uiouB tjmta, and 
t^eir bcMlies aa the ^mell of Lebanon and: the. cjioice^t of 
llpw^is^^ Hegoice Epbraim, thou bright and momng stai ; — 
s^g thou 0' daughters o£ Israel and rcgoice all ye Hia Vitgina ! 
l^t thy harps and cymbals be heard^ for in the midst of 
thee there shall be dancii^ and rqoicing; thou shalt 
sing for joy, seeing thy Bedeemer whom. thou tmstest in has 
rod^nied thee. He will clothe thee afresh^ and conquer by 
the hands of a woman^ for in her is the bones of the whole 
house o£ Israel. Thy five friendd shall be found in the house 
of: JsraeL It shall be proved to the whole irace <^ i^an and 
d^yils that thq^u art > my servant whom I have sent with 
mjiwpid, ,to gather Isra9l Jt shall lie as. drops ol honey 
uppi^ the leaves of the. tree; <and those who se^to eat it, in 
t^ir mouths and on their tongues it shall be letter as 
t^e gail and the vinegar of Calvary. So shall His word be in 
the . mouth of His children unto the end^ but in the . end 
it; .shall be in their bellies sweeter than the honey-copib, 
.. Under the law of Moses no man waa allowed to eat of the 
sacriQQe;:.t{x the flesl^ of clean beasts, or .lbwl» uptilhe had 
cQnfessed his'fiins before the priest; — but instead of. tbq flesh 
of bfsast tor fowl, ihej made sacrifice of the woman^ seed, 
that .whosoever should confess their sins^ and eat the b^ead 
and-^jnk the water that He who was made a sacrifice shotild 
give ; iixstead of the flesh of the animal — rit sboujid be as His 
b^y^ and the water as His, blood and so preperve their spuls 
aVive at the first xesurrectioq. — ^But th^as whp havei died 
under, the sentence of the sepond death shall have no power^ 
n^r, jput. on jncormption until the final resurrection. Then He 
will I sit in Judgment between Satan and the prisoners; the 
matter wi]l be .Md before the juryi the aliensr^the .sein^ants 
of the: redeemed who have been at rest enjoying peace while 
h^ (Satap) was bound ; and they shall find a verdict against 
14i];i, and he will be cast into the bottomless pit, for he will 
have xu»ie to plead .for himi he will be alone, as it id written : 
'^ ;The;re is one alone, and theo'e is mot a isecpnd ; yea> he hath 
nfftb^r child nor brother: yet is th^ no end o£ all his 
lajbour ;. neither is his eye satisfied with richesw'' — They had 
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the sacrifice of fleshy o{ beasts and birds for the sin oflfering 
of the law^ that their souls mjght be preserved* Under the 
gospel they have the bsead and the wine for a sin-offering, 
that their souls might be preserved; these two are one, 
yet the life of the one great sacrifioe, the woman's seed, was 
poured out for all and His body given for Israel, that the 
graft of the immortal Spirit might dwell in them. He is the 
'' tree qf life " which was placed in the garden, and all those 
who do His will are His branches, bearing the fruit of 
the tree of life,— which aare the bones of the whole house of 
IsraeL Bvery bone shall be gathered, every sinew shall be 
fi^ad, and. the life of the woman's seed which was shed shall 
become flesh in Israel, as it is recorded in the soriptures. Fbr 
the . whole of the scriptures diall be interpreted and made 
iltfmifest to. Israel in this Plying BoU; but to the world it 
shall ever oremahi a sealed book. The true Israelite " anhf *' 
wiU find in this " iZbU ;" His '< Ji<N2 '' and His "^ sto/ " which 
will pomfort him^ for with these he need fear no evil-nleath 
will hayie no power over him, because he carries the ^Iomo*' in 
the one hand, and the **gai^" in the other hand. This is the 
two«teaved gptte> by .which hb may enter into immortality.*--^ 
During . Oh^t'si ministry on earth. He preadied the king- 
dom of Coodin parables to the multitude ; ^* And without a 
parable spake . He not unto them." The Jews were looking 
for the Lord * to restore again the kingdom to Israel, but this 
was /not His mission . then. He had come to put an end 
to sacrifice by the saciifioe of . '"Hdcselp," and so finish 
tranigrtouon, ; to make aa end oC sins; to make reconoilia* 
tioH for iiliquity,. and bring iin everlasting righteousness. He 
had (^ome to seal the. law among His disciples, for the sake 
of thei ! Gentiles who were now. to b^ called. He had come 
to oldse the diJE^^ieiSltatibn of Judaism ; that through His death 
and . f esiunreotioa He might bidng. those nigh who had 
ever been afar ofiT; without Gk>d and without hope in the 
world. To make in " Himsdf ** of twain one new man.— ^ 
The Jews through disobediienca refused the kingdom of Qod, 
they seized the heir— * cast Him out of the vineyard and slew 
Him. . They d^t Him . out of the dity~without the gate, 
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and without the camp they cried for His blood to fall on 
them and their children. Wherefore the kingdom of Gk)d 
was taken from the Jews and givM to a nation bringing forth 
the fruits thereof. The Israelites were God's chosen people 
whom He had led for many generations with long suffering, 
loving kindness and mercy ; to whom pertained the adoption, 
and the glory, and the covenants, and the giving of the law, 
and the service of God, and the promises, of whom also 
concerning the flesh Christ came. They had ever been (rod's 
favoured people. His heritage and His inheritance. He had 
clothed them in purple and fine linen, feeding them 
sumptuously every day upon His bounties, before whom the 
heathen or Gentiles were slain by the edge of the sword and 
banished from their own country, to give place to the 
Israelites ; — so that at last they (the Gentiles) are represented 
by our Lord in His parable to be sitting at the outer side of 
the gates of the Israelites, faU of sores and desiring to be fed 
with the crumbs which fell from the rich man's table. That 
this is the interpretation of our Lord's parable of the rich 
man and Lazarus, is further shown by our Lord's answer to a 
woman, who was a Greek, a syrophenician, being a Gentile or 
heathen outcast from the land of Canaan. I^e came and 
besought Him to cast out a devil out of her daughter. Jesus 
said unto her : " Let the children first be filled : for it is not 
meet to take the children's bread, (the bread of the bouse of 
Israel) and to cast it unto the doga (out of the gate) And 
she answering said : yes Lord ; yet t^e dogs under the table 
eat of the children's crumbs." The Genutiles were looked 
upon with great contempt by the Jews; hence they said 
among themselves whilst commenting upon the words of our 
Lord : '' Whither will He go, that we shall not find ,Him ? 
will He go unto the dispersed among the Gentiles ? " where 
they could surely never follow. The rich Jew had nothing 
in common with the beggar Gentile who laid at his gate, — 
he had no sympathy for him in his distress. No compassion, 
no mercy for his wretchedness. He looked upon him as a 
Gentile dog whom God did not recognise, save to drive him 
from the presence of His fiovoured people. Whilst he was 
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dodied ia purple and fiuned samptuously eveiy day; his 

heart had become gross with fat in the Lord's vineyard. He 

oonld ease his conscience by an occasional confession and 

formal offering of sacrifices for his siiis, believing that his 

present state of ease and contentment would continue until 

the coming of the Messiah to restore the kingdom to Israel. 

Though he had from his infancy attended religiously to all 

the outward forms and ceremonies of the law ; punctual in 

his sabbaths, a constant attendant at all feasts in the temple 

of Jerusalem, where he had read and heard read time after 

time : the law and the prophets, until he knew the various 

Bolls by heart. Yet the learned Babbis to whom he confided 

his apiiitoal inteiests had never taught him that the Messiah 

was to come first as a tender plant, and as a root out of a dry 

ground, without any particular form, comeliness or beauty 

that He should be desired above His fellows. He had never 

once entertained the thought that the Great Messiah for whom 

he looked to bring in that glory to Israel recorded in the 

prophets, was first to come as a man of sorrows, acquainted 

with grief to bear the griefs of mankind and to be smitten of 

God and afflicted. Nothing could be more foreign to his 

cherished dreams than **hia** Messiah having to be 

led as a Lamb to the slaughter, — ^to be cut off from the 

land of tiie living and to lie in the grave of the wicked. A 

great spiritual darkness reigned in Judaism surrounded by 

empty formalities and forms of godliness lacking power, — ever 

learning and never able to come to the knowledge of the 

truth. The Gentile dogs lay at the gates of Judaism desiring 

to be fed with their crumbs and thankful for the dogs to come 

and lick tiieir sores. The Gentiles did not envy the 

sumptuous fare of his rich neighbour, the Jews, but simply 

desired their crumbs which might fall from the rich man's 

table ; being quite ignorant of the existence of God, they 

worshipped the works of their own hands and sacrificed to 

devils. — Such then was the state of Judaism when Jesus 

came to His own, the true light shining in darkness, — ^but 

the darkness comprehended it not. Such the ^condition of 

Judaism, as righteous Zacharias was burning incense in the 
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temple of the Lord in Jenisalem. ' ft had iie(Vet tinde enk^tod 
into the hearts of the learned doctblrs of' the law Who^sftfe in 
the temple, that their MeBdiah would finit <ibnio ^ tiie Toiofa of 
Jesse for an ensign to the people, and tha;t the GentJliee^ 
would seek to it, and look and be "savckl as th^ IsraeKtidB had 
once looked and were also saved by lobking at th^ brazen 
serpent on the pole. Nothing was further from the'thoughti 
of the religious Jew, that the Gentiles wotdd ' be aditfritted 
into the blessings promised to Abrahaiii, and be adapted inttf 
the family of God. The spirit of slumber had fallen u^on 
Israel. They had eyes but saw not, ears tiuthfeaard'todt, and 
their table at which they fiired sumptuously, becatrie a snart 
to them, a trap, a stiimbliilig-blbck' and a rfecbth^iide unto 
them. They stumbled against the robk, and ffell, afld by 
their fall^ ssdvation came uhto the G^tilte. Sd the bi^ggslr 
died to his sores and misery and was carriekl by ministiering 
spirits into the blessings promised to Abrahaln, they were 
admitted into Abraham'iS bosom. The Hch' man' aldo died t& 
his happy surroundings and sumptuous fires. ■ The gloty of 
the temple 6f Jerusalem was ovei'throwii, so that; nbt ^ohe 
stone was left standing upon another. The Jew*-' Were' 
banished as outcasts and are to this h6uf waMefilers bt^r the 
face of the earth in outer darkness to the' glorlbuk truths of 
tie gospel, and hated by allliafiorii. fti'thfeitl^lttebt^ 
lift up their eyes and behbld the Gentile dogs Who had once 
lain at their gate without God aUd Without h6t)B inf thb 
world, — now blessed in Jesus, Alkiham's seed, irhilst they 
themselves are cast out into outer d^ii^ness'Wliere' there is 
great weeping and gnashing of teeth. Iii thfeit turn' they now 
desire refreshing showers from the same source of 'blesisedness 
now enjoyed by Lazarus ; T)ut there is, and evet lias" been a 
great gulf fixed betwixt Jew and Gentile which tielther can 
cross. So they pray that Lazarus may be sent to tlieir 
father's house to warn the other tribes, lest'these conie also 
into the same place of torment. Butlikri the Jews, they have 
Moses arid the prophets, and though Jesus rose from the 
dead, yet did they not repent.--The branches of the good and 
natural olive tree were broken off, that the branches of the 
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wiM olive triee might be gmfted •contrary to nature in the 
natural ' stbck, and become partakers of the root, the virtue 
and fothess of the natilral olive in the full enjoyment of all 
spiritual blessings in tiie heavenlies in Christ — here called 
Abteham'i^ bosbm, becadse of the promises made hy God to 
him and so ^ifulfil the scripturte : " Abraham shall surely 
be^me a gr^at anii mighty nation, and all the nations of the 
earfih shall he blessed in him/'— This promise was made to 
Abraham and his " de«d5,"— not seeds, as of many, but one 
" thy seed '* whibh is Christ. *' He that shall come forth out 
6f thin* own How^^ls shall bfe thine heir, tod he brought him 
f6rth abroad and said : Look now toward heaven, and tell 
the statd if them be able io numbier them, and he said untd 
Inm, so dhall thy seed be."*-^"They shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament ; and they that turn many to 
righteousness- as thi stars for iever and ever" — as one star 
differeth frdin another star in glory ; so shall all those who 
iire b6rn again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by thfe word of (3od. They shall be brought into Abraham's 
bosom, the state of the blessed, to an inheritance incorrup- 
tible, aiid nndefilfed, and that fadeth not away, reserved in 
beaVeii amoiig the many mansions in the Father's House. To 
thiis end Jesus came '* a light to lighten the Gentiles, and the 
glory of thy people Israel." " A woman clothed with the sun, 
and the moon under her feet, and upon her head a crown of 
twelve stars.^ The latter Eve, the Bride. — The fulness of 
the times of the law and prophets had now set in for a season 
to adntit of the parenthesis or time of the Gentiles. The 
Jewish ciispensation must close, for the law and the prophets 
mtkt b^ fulfilled in every jot and tittle. Jesus said : " Hie 
law and the prophets were until John : since that time the 
Mngdotn of God is preached, and it is easier for heaven and 
earth to pass, than one tittle of the law to fail." They 
i^efiused the kingdom of God to fulfil the scriptures as it is 
-^tten i " Him, being delivered by the determinate counsel 
arid' fdreknowledge of Gtod, ye have taken, and by wicked 
haAds have erucifled and. slain." But " wisdom is justified 
oi^aU " ^' ffEB" children '* for nothing can possibly happen 
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apart from God, even the wickedness and cruelty of man is 
overruled by Him ; and it shall serve Him ; yea, the wrath of 
man shall praise Him. '' There are many devices in a man's 
heart; nevertheless the counsel of the Lord, that shall stand." 
— "Be still, and know that I am God" — ^to question His 
sovereignty is to kick against the pricks. The publican 
justified God and condemned himself, whilst the pharisee 
justified himself and judged God. Wisdom's children jus- 
tify Him, and He justifies Wisdom's children, (xod must be 
justified in "all " His sayiogs, in " all '' His doings, and over- 
comes when He is judged. Let God be true, but every man 
a Uar ; as it is written : " That thou mightest be justified in 
thy sayings, and mightest overcome when thou art judged." — 
The time of the Gentiles was now about to open, through 
the unbelief of Israel ; Christ was to be found by a people 
that sought Him not. He was now to be made manifest unto 
a people that asked not after Him. Salvation by grace, 
through faith, the free and unconditional gift of Gkxl was to 
be handed to the Gentiles. Unconditional^ because " He so 
loved the world." " I will have mercy and not sacrifice/' 
" Yet doth He devise means, that His banished be not ex- 
pelled from Him." Though they have been banished from 
Him on the resurrection mom, and have suffered the punish- 
ment of the second death, which they shaU acknowledge to 
be just, they shall not be expelled from His presence for ever. 
" I will have mercy and not sacrifice." Because they had 
nothing to pay He frankly forgave them both, and the 
greatest debtor will love most, because He had most forgiven. 
So shall all flesh see the salvation of God. He will glorify 
Himself even by the tongues of all those who were once His 
enemies yea, the wrath of man shall praise Him, and the 
glory of the Lord shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see it 
together. The idea of endless misery which is of heathen 
origin is held only by him who savourest not the things that 
be of God, but those that be of men. " Instruments of cruelty 
are in their habitations. my soul, come not thou into 
their secret ; unto their assembly, mine honour, be not 
thou united" — ^"I would thou wert cold or hot, because 
thou art lukewarm, I will spue thee out of my mouth " — 
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'' They have forsaken me the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them oat dstems, broken dstemd, that can hold no 
water" — ^Thej have made a covenant with death and an 
agreement with heU. Ah ! say they : is it not written : " He 
that believeth and is baptised shall be saved, and he that 
believeth not shall be ^^^niTiAH ? " Very true it is so written, 
but what is ** damned** but " condem7ied^*' and "he that 
believeth not is condemned " alreapt," though he be bap- 
tized or circumcised. The sentence of the second death is 
already passed on him, for the wages of sin is death, and the 
soul that sinneth it shall die and that soul must undergo the 
sentence of that seoend death for a thousand years. To this 
end Christ died and rose again and '' He is the saviour of the 
body " — *' who is the saviour of all men, specially of those 
that believe " He made a "sacrifice of Himself" and by the 
sacrifice of Himself " He took away the sm of the world " 
" not " our " sins " only," but the sins of the whole world " for 
this reason was He lifted up, and said : '' I will draw all men 
imto me." But "Every man in his own order, Christ the 
first-fruits, afterwards they that are His, &c., &c." " And I 
saw the dead small and great, stand before God — The sea 
gave up the dead — death and hell delivered up the dead — 
death and hell were cast into the lake of fire — this is the 
second death — ^And whosoever was not found written in the 
book of life was cast into the lake of fire." And who was 
not found written in the Book of Life ? All those for whom 
Christ did not die ! — ^and who are they ? The angels which 
kept not their first estate, but left their own habitation. He 
hath reserved in everlasting chains under darkness. These 
lost their estate of spirit and were never permitted to possess 
bodies but have ever been disobedient spirits. But man never 
lost the estate of spirit. He was sown upon this planet by 
the hand of the sower and was made subject to vanity — ^not 
willingly — but by reason of Him who hath subjected the 
same in hope. For his sake " good " raised the " Evil " upon 
a pole in the wilderness, they looked upon the brazen serpent 
and were healed — ^then the " Evil " raised up the "good " upon 
the cross, and the good covered the evil for mortal man that 
his name might be written in the lamb's Book of life — ^but 
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the disobedient spirits never possessed a mortal body to be 
recorded in tbe Book of Life, and were clEtst into tbe lake of 
fire. " But the rest of the dead lived not again tJNTiL " the 
thousand years were finished ** wherefore, at the end of the 
second death or expiration of the thousiand years— they ** the 
rest of the dead," do live again and are returned to their 
former estate, lo^^^er thaii the angels.' Then there will be 
no more pain, or death. Time will be no longer ; the 
redeemed will stand with the Lamb on Mofunt Zion. The 
power of Satan chained Mid nothing will hurt or destroy in 
all God's Holy Mountain. But before a man can fully under- 
stand the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, he must first 
** go and learn what that meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice ** or how can he see the kingdom of God ? — 

This then and " much more " was conveyed by the parable 
of the rich man and Lazarus, we use the word advisedly, as 
hitherto we have only sailed upon the surface of the un- 
fathomable riches of the word. Indeed we have only rehearsed 
thus far on our journey, truths which have been already 
taught in the first and second watch of this great visitation. 
The deeper truths of the third and last watch must be reserved 
until the end. The great multitude will be satisfied with the 
loaves and fishes, and the few only will follow on with us on 
our journey to partake of the twelve baskets full of fragments, 
reserved for Israel. We have yet many things to say unto 
you, but ye cannot bear them now. " We have also a more 
sure word of prophecy ; whereunto ye do well that ye take 
heed^ as unto a light that shineth in a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the day star arise in your hearts : knowing this 
first, that no prophecy is of any private interpretation. For 
the prophecy came not in old time by the will of man : but 
holy men of God spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost ; " always bearing in mind that : " where there is no 
vision, the people perish.*' We must first have " the sincere 
" MUk '* of the word, that we may grow thereby " before we 
can digest the •* Bviter *' and the " Honey " ; remembering that 
the deep shaft of humiliation in the valley of the '"^falV* will 
lead us to veins of golden ore. Before we can see the beauty 
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of Abraham's bosom — ^we must see his loins, and before we 
can enjoy the luxurious fruit of the " land *' we must toil in 
the brick-kilns of Egjrpt and be sorely tried in the desert of 
the wilderness. All may have the blood of the Lamb 
spiinkled on the side and upper door-posts of their house. 
Many may relish the bitter herbs with the Paschal Lamb — 
but only " one of a city, and two of a family " will cross the 
Jordan and possess the body in Zion. The bride only will 
stoop to the lowest depths of the fall and gather her brightest 
trophies from thence. She only is privileged to "Fill up that 
which is behind of the affictions of Christ " and be " clothed 
with the sun, having the moon under her feet, and wear the 
crown of twelve stars upon her head." 

Many followed Jesus and believed in His name because of 
the miracles which He did. Others again, not because they 
saw the miracles, but because they did eat of the loaves and 
were filled. Some sought Him under cover of night for fear of 
the Jews. Others followed Him at a great distance through 
fear, mingling with the crowd ; content to touch the hem of 
His garment. Some, when they saw the earthquake, and those 
things that were done, feared greatly and smote their breasts, 
saying : Truly this was the Son of God. Some even went 
so far as to cast out devils, prophesied, and did many wonder- 
ful works in His name. But as soon as Jesus revealed His 
Godhead to them, they cried out with fear "It is a spirit." 
When He unveiled some of the mysteries of the kingdom of 
God to them ; many of His disciples said : " This is an hard 
saying, who can hear it ? They were offended in Him '* no 
sooner did He teU them " except ye eat the flesh of the Son 
of Man, and drink His blood ye have no life in you " — From 
that time many of His disciples went back ; and walked no 
more with Him." — "But Jesus did not commit" Rimself" 
"unto them, because He knew all mon." A few still lingered, 
— others left Jerusalem in communion with one another 
reasoning in their sadness: "We trusted that it had 
been He which should have redeemed Israel, but alas it 
is the ''third day'* since these things were done." They 
could not be convinced unless they put their finger into 
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the print of the nails, and thrust their hand into His 
side. Over eighteen hundred years have elapsed since these 
things happened, and to-day the words of Jesus come home 
to our hearts with greater force : " nevertheless, when the 
Son of Maji" cometh,'' shall He find faith on the earth?." 
Is Christendom offended because we remind them that they 
have omitted the weightier matters of the law : "judgment, 
mercy, and faith ? '' shall not the Son of Man find faith in 
all these churches and forest of steeples ? no, it is all an 
empty profession, having a form of godliness without the 
** power from on high " " do men gather grapes of thorns, or 
figs of thistles ? " We have, on the one side the boasted 
unity of Eoman Catholicism, and on the other hand the 
deplorable divisions of Protestantism. Eome points, with an 
air of triumph, to the numerous sects of Protestants ; and 
Protestants likewise point to the numerous errors, cor- 
ruptions, and abuses of Eornanism. Thus the earnest seeker 
after truth hardly knows where to turn or what to think ; 
while on the other hand, the careless, the indififerent, the 
self-indulgent and the world-loving, are only too ready to 
draw a plea, from all they see around them; and if like 
Pilate, they sometimes flippantly ask the question : " what 
is truth ? " ; they like him, turn on their heel without wait- 
ing for an answer. Catholicism, Protestantism and the whole 
of Christendom with its ten horns can build its Babel 
cathedrals up to the skies, but that which was once but a 
little leaven, has now leavened the whole lump and must 
become a "great heap of stones *' as in the valley of Achor. 
Had they judged the little leaven the whole lump would not 
have been leavened, as it is written " If we would judge our- 
selves, we should not be judged." She once was pure in her 
virginity, but she hath become leprous— having an issue, 
she is defiled by the dead, and is drunken with the blood of 
the saints, and with the blood of the martyrs of Jesus, she 
sits upon a scarlet coloured beast, her name is "mystery,'' 
This " mystery of iniquity " wai3 already working silently as 
leaven in the days of the apostle Paul, He warned the 
churches then : that in the latter days the whole lump would 
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be leavened and Christendom cut off; that the natural 
branches Israel might be grafted in again into their natural 
oliva Israel, the natural branches were broken off— thsit 
the Gentiles from the wild olive might be grafted into the 
stock of Israel contrary to nature. They bore the blossom of 
the salvation of the soul until their fulness, but their bodies 
returned to dust. They were broken off that Israel might 
be grafted into their natural stock and the vine grafted into 
them that they might bear immortal fruit. Would you 
invite the Bridegroom to a garden of wild olives ? shall He 
find that faith here which must pluck up the sycamine by 
its roots and plant it in the sea ? Is " Satan bruised under 
their feet ? " shall He find that faith which must remove and 
cast the mountain into the sea — that death may be swallowed 
up ? For to this end Christ died, that the seed of the woman 
might bruise the serpent's head. Did His body see cor- 
ruption ? shall His bride see corruption ? Is the root im- 
mortal ? shall not the branches be made immortal ? shall 
the Bridegroom seek His Bride among the living or among 
the dead ? How readest thou ? Did not the Bridegroom 
sell all that He had — to buy the whole field ? did not He 
buy the field for the sake of the salt — the light — and the 
treasure hid therein ? where will He seek the " one " pearl of 
great price, will not He find it among the goodly pearls ? 
shall He find His Bride among the children of the bond- 
woman or among the children of the freewoman ? Shall He 
be immortal, and shall His Bride be incorruptible ? Is not 
Christ the Bridegroom and is He not the Head, and is she 
(the Bride) not the body? Is not the Bridegroom — the 
Man-Christ flesh and bone ? Is not the Bride (His body) 
members of His body, of His flesh and of His bones ? will 
not the Bridegroom say to the Bride "This is now bone of 
My bones and flesh of My flesh '* — But we would ask all the 
Gentiles in Christendom to-day how can this possibly be if 
the Bride of Christ see corruption ? — ^Must not this vile body 
be changed and fashioned like unto His glorious body ? — 

How ? — *' BY LIFE OR BY DEATH." ? ? ? —

SERMON IIL— PART Vl. 

" To thifl end was I born, and for this cause came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the tmth. Every one that is of the truth, heareth 
My voice." — John xviii, 37. 

** The cup which My Father hath given Me, shall I not drinkit ?"— John 
xnu. U. 

** For the creature was made subject to vanity, not willingly, but by reason 
of Him who hath subjected the same in hope.'' — Rom. viii. 20. 

Truth is neyer popular ; lies will be received, and error in 
every shape, but " truth " never. Those only, who are *' of 
the tmth " will hear the voice of the immortal Spirit. — Every- 
thing around us is in such ruin and confusion, that they are 
like a number of children who have lost their way in a wood 
and are trying to make the best of their way home, some in 
large parties, some in groups of two or three, and some all 
alone; the hazy mists of traditional religion hang about 
them. — The "mioned " multitude, with their mixed principles 
are ever divided against themselves, and cannot stand, — ^much 
less seek or inquire after truth. They may ask : " what is 
truth V* as Pilate did, but like him, they turn upon their 
heel without waiting for an answer. As it was then, — so it 
is now ; the world is the same — ^it is not changed. It may 
have changed its dress, but its principles and nature are ever 
the same. It hates Jesus as much now — as then. Not only 
are the fingers of a man's hand on the wall to be seen to-day, 
tracing the words: "weighed in the balance and found 
wanting ; " — ^not only are : " Evil men *' and seducers," hourly 
growing " worse and worse, deceiving and being deceived ; " — 
but we live in a moment when man is pushing ''himself** 
upward and onward, whose popular motto is : " Excelsior— r 
we DO see;'^ "" Eureka, we have the truth." Alas! it 
gendereth to bondage ; bindeth itself with grave clothes, ancl 
its face with a napkin, '' by this time it stinketh," fpr it 
m. F 
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savoureth of ** death — unto death ; " no question of where- 
fore? need be raised here, the answer is obvious, it is 
written: "If ye 'were ' blind, ye should have no'sin : but 'now* 
ye say " ive see; " therefore your sin ' rbmaiketh ;' " — "out 
of thine own mouth " thou ' art ' judged. Alas ! poor worm, 
why dash thyself to pieces against the potter's wheel ? silly 
moth, to rush madly against the blaze of truth. Vain and 
foolish man to hold up " thy " candle to light up heavenly 
sunbeams. — " Every one that is ' of the truih ' heareth My 
voice," they shall know the truth, and the truth which 
is the ''living word — Life's fair tree,'' shall make them "fru'' 
Thy Mother Jerusalem shall strip thee of covenant grave 
wrappings, and take away thy blood-stained clothes, and 
clothe thee with a change of raiment, and give thee thy 
wedding garment, because thou art "of the truth," and 
heareth the voice of EUm, who drank the contents of '* thy 
CUP " from its " kernels even to the husk " which (Jod the 
Father gave Him to drink. — ^Is God the Father " therefore " 
an austere and an hard man, because He made His only 
begotten Son drink the contents of thy shame, sorrow and 
sufiTerings even to the very dregs, forsaking Him in that 
hour and "power of darkness," which "could have had no 
power against Him, except it were given from above " ? — Is 
He an unjust judge, because He permitted the power of 
darkness to clothe Him^ the Holy spotless one of Israel 
with the scarlet robe of sin and array Him in the 
gorgeous and purple robe of the rich citizen, reed and 
crown ? — because He hid His face while " they ' all ' forsook 
Him and fled?" — Was it only as the averter of God's 
wrath, that He who now occupies the highest place 
in the heavens, voluntarily took the very lowest place 
on earth that He might drink that cup ? Was not He the 
channel of God's love to fallen man ? — That He endured the 
wrath of God the Father against ' sm ' is true. But He died 
also upon the cursed tree in order that by His death, He 
might open up the everlasting springs of the love of God to 
the heart of rebellious man.*— The first effort of the serpent in 
the beginning, was to shake the confidence of the creature in 
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the kindness and love of God ; to make him afraid and hide 
from God. Man's fall was the immediate result of his 
doubting God's love, and man's only recovery lay in the full 
belief of His love, as it was ' only ^ by the cup and cross that 
divine love ' covld ' meet the necessities of fallen man, made 
subject to vanity, because man had to go " down " before he 
could go "up" The Blood of the Lamb only could deliver 
man from judgment. The death of Christ only could 
deliver him from the evil of this world and the power of 
darkness. He died the death of a victim for sin under the 
hand of God the Father. And the death of a martyr for 
righteousness — unto life, under the hand of man. In His 
death we not only see the complete putting away of sin, but 
also the judgment of the world. " He gave Himself for our 
sins that He might deliver us from this present evil world." 
In His death we not only see the antitype of the " sin 
offering" to "usward," — ^the "trespass offering" for actual 
sin ; but we see in Him the " Bumt-oflfering " to ** God ward " 
— the "sweet savour offering" — " (?od*« offering" — "His 
bread " and " His sacrifice." Many are apt to look at the 
death of Christ merely as the procuring cause of salvation, 
the one through whom they receive forgiveness,. saved from 
heU, the channel through which they receive their blessings. 
He is all this, they are precious truths to the soul. He is in- 
deed the author of eternal salvation. He is indeed the saviour 
of all men and especially to those who believe and obey Him. 
He bore our sins in His own body on the tree. The propitia- 
tion for our sins, and not for our sins only but for the sins of 
the whole world. He died, the Just for the unjust to bring us 
to God. He not only saves us from our sins that are past, 
present and future but from their present, power and future 
consequences. All these are "truths" — ^precious, glorious 
truths; but is this all? have you told us the whole story 
of the cross ? To know all this, is to know much of Christ ; 
it is to be saved, — ^but when you assert that this is oM 
that is to be found in Christ, we beg to say that we must 
agree to differ. It is not enough for us, it may be enough for 
the plains of Jordan, they are well watered everywhere, but 
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why ask " us " to " stand still ? " we will " go forward ;" can 
'* faith " be satisfied with anything short of the true position 
and full portion of God's people? can we choose our 
inheritance with Beuben, Gad and the half tribe of Manasseh 
on the wilderness side of Jordan because they are brethren ? 
shall we stand still because they have pitched their camp 
here ? Nay, we will '' PASS OVER " Jordan to the other 
side for "these'' possessions are still unclean; — ^we will 
" PASS OVEK '* unto the land of the possession of the Lord 
wherein the Lord's tabernacle dwelleth. Let those sit down 
who will in the shade of their tent and wait for the Spirit to 
rest upon them to compel them to go forward — but we will 
go forward and " taJce possession" It is Beloved a great and 
4 glorious truth that Christ poured out His blood for the 
dead, and gave His body for the living, — ^but is this "all?" 
— " The cup which my Father hath given me, shall " I'* not 
drink it?" How that little "/" will open the '[eyes" 
of the faith of those who are "of the truth." How 
very small is our faith after aU compared with what it 
might be if we viewed things from the foot as weU as from 
the top of Jacob's ladder — ^and from the " Top of the rocks " 
to the '^ socket*' where the cross was planted on Calvary. 
Many pilgrims breed disease on their journey to and fro 
Golgotha. Others despise those who kneel to wooden 
crosses and offer imaginary ones in their stead. Many ara 
willing enough to " accept " salvation from Christ, but refuse 
to be identified with Him in His rejection, — willing enough 
to avail themselves of the atoning work of Christ, while 
abiding comfortably in the world which is stained with the 
guilt of nailing Jesus thereto. Christians now can have 
full fellowship and citizenship with the world and wear 
. comfortably the scarlet and gorgeous robe of the rich man 
with which the world mocked Christ in the Prsetorium ; and 
fare sumptuously every day upon the leeks and onions and 
from the fiesh pots of the rich man's table, within the gate ; 
to retire at night to eat blood uncovered, and rise in the 
morning to family prayer, — ^pleading the merits of Christ's 
blood. Many are quite satisfied with reaping the benefits of 
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Christ's death without seeking fellowship wilh Him in His 
rejection. They can see Him die outside while they reap 
the benefits of EEis death within, and find u home in the 
world from which our Lord is an outcast. Few go forth 
unto Him without the camp bearing His reproach; but 
many aspire to position, honour and wealth, in fuU view 
of the Manger, the cross and the borrowed grave. Many 
believe " on " Him but refuse to suffer " with" Him, yet they 
profess to love Him, they want to depart and be with Him 
at once. It matters not how, — ^through the filtering worm, 
death and the grave, any how so they do but get to where 
He is ; yet they will tell you that they want to live a 
life of faith, to walk by faith, not by sight. They are 
continually groaning at being " Here in the body pent " — 
"absent from the Lord." To them, the cup which the 
Father gives is an empty Void, hence they cannot under- 
stand the bliss in bearing the evil of the body — ^to over- 
come evil with good and glorify the Father. " They seek 
their own, not the things which " are " Jesus Christ's." — 
Who, to-day seek ''not'' their own things and seeks to 
glorify God the Father only? who seeks to : "fill up that 
which is behind of the afflictions of Christ for His body's 
sake ? '' — " Who will bear witness unto the truth ? " and with- 
out looking " this way " and " that way '* — through fear of 
mortal frowns, smiles or favours ; — but guided by " His eye " 
" look straight on " with " thine eyelids straight before thee," 
remove the mask of Christendom and its fig leaved apron 
and point to its blood-stained lintel and door posts: to its 
puny, sickly, children, covered with sores, king's evils and 
running matter, — ^thence to the overcrowded madhouses and 
private lunatic asylums, — thence to its orphan outcasts 
suffering torments imtold in Hospitals ; — in a life long 
dungeon, — ^to the gallows or a pauper's grave ; with the 
condemnation of a self-righteous and Pharisaic Christendom 
following them to the judgment seat of Christ. There to 
face Him who was born to this end, for which " cause " He 
came into the world to bear witness unto the truth. He 
will point these Parents to their children who were " born 
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blind *' through the fornications and pollutions of their 
" Blood stained lust " Alas ! what a sad picture ; Christen- 
dom says : " we see " whilst their own children are ** bom 
blind" and curse their father and their mother^ — curse 
their illegitimate, — ^ill-begotten birth, curse the corrupt tree 
that bore them and gave them blood for virtuous sap — 
their own thirst for blood being unsatiable. Where is the 
faithful servant of the Lord who will raise the cry: 
"who is on the Lord's side"? and draw the sword of 
truth upon this vast multitude who boast of having been 
delivered from the bondage of sin ; — who, timbrel in hand 
are singing by the shores of the sea of blood : '' Sing ye to 
to the Lord ; — salvation O the joyful '* SOUKD." Who will bear 
witness untx) the truth, and tell them honestly, that it is to 
them only " a sound " of timbrel with their voices ? Whither 
shall we look to-day for that faithful follower of Christ who 
will boldly tell the wealthy Balak who is to-day promoting 
the christian Balaam to great honour : '' Thy money perish 
with thee, thou hast neither part nor lot in the matter, thou 
art in the gall of bitterness, and in the bonds of iniquity." — 
Where now are the faithful Joshua's and Caleb's who will 
stand up before a rebel multitude and face them fearlessly, 
knowing at the time that they are ready to stone them to 
death and bear witness unto the truth of immortality — the 
life of the body ; to tell these rebels that they have searched 
the land and found it an exceeding good land flowing with 
milk from its breasts ; honey, dropping from its lips ; having 
springs of living water within its bowels, and the people of the 
land " bread " to them. — ye little remnant of the woman's 
seed, how easily will thy victory be now over the dragon, 
with the budding rod of the Spirit in thy right hand, how 
easily wilt thou now overcome that dragon who cast floods of 
water after thy mother. If it were possible, Beloved, me- 
thinks thou wilt weep when the war is over, since thou hast 
learned to send forth such sweet tenor strains of praise, whilst 
thy garments are trailing through the blood of sorrow and 
sufferings in thy cup; I often think thou wilt weep and often 
long for these days which will then have passed away once 
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and forever. — Who is like unto thee Israers seed, ye 
favoured few? who can send forth such alto accompaniments 
of joy ; — ^watching during ** the hour " in the garden with thy 
Beloved, drinking from His cup, which the Father hast given 
thee.— Who is like unto thee Bride of the firstborn ?— Who 
can send forth such a deep bass of gladness with the thorn 
still in thy flesh, — Beloved, seek not to have it removed. 
Pray not to be taken out of this world, but ask to be kept 
from its evil — ^by overcoming evil with good ; that thy weak- 
ness may prove thy strength unto perfection ; knowing that 
the glory of thy present infirmities is power in Christ — Who 
is like unto thee spirits of the Just from " GodJs Host" 
kept back until this last watch in the days of Daniel^ lest 
Esau thy Brother should have smitten thee in the wilderness : 
** the Mother with the children " — "Eachel and Joseph hinder- 
most " were kept back to the last — yea to the end of the 
latter days. Who can sing with " one voice '* the song of 
Moses and the Lamb, like unto the 144,000 dry dead sticks, 
which bud, blossom and bear fruit in the wilderness out of 
one rod, a cubit for a man, being the measure and the span. 
Who can sing like unto thee, O Bride, thou only art privi- 
leged to drink of this cup, so it is written : " Ye shall 
indeed drink of the cup that I drink of; and with the 
baptism that I am baptized withal shall ye be baptized** 
To this end thou wert born even as I was born to be the 
Bride of the immortal King ; to this end the Lord thy God 
kept back thy spirit, through the ages that are past, that He 
might " raise thee up" in these latter days of Daniel— and 
possess a mortal body during the 1,335, to be swallowed up 
of Life. To this great end thou wert suffered to be polluted 
in thine own blood that thou mightest hear the living word, 
" Live ** (not after death in the resurrection, this also is 
true, but are the incorruptible blessings of the Gentiles, 
but we are now talking of the immortal Bride) '* In thy blood " 
yea. Live "in" thy blood, free from tares, and so fulfil 
that which is written : " for I will cleanse the blood that 
/ have not cleansed.** The Bride does not ask to depart and be 
with Christ, nay, she would rather abide in the streets all 
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night until her locks were wet with dew, until Bhe has drank 
the last dregs of that cup with her Beloved; which is ^'far 
letter" that mortality might be swallowed up of Life. " To 
multiply as the bud of the field, thy breasts are fashioned, 
and thine hair grown " — '' when I passed by thee, and looked 
upon thee^ behold thy time was the time of love ; and I spread 
My skirt over thee, and covered thy nakedness ; yea, I sware 
unto thee, and entered into a covenant with " thee " saith the 
Ixjrd God, and "thou" becamest " Mme'* — "I thoroughly 
washed away thy blood from thee" because "Blood" cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God " — " I thoroughly washed away 
thy blood that thou mightest become " Flesh " and " Bone " 
like unto thy Husband, that the living " word ** might be ful- 
filled in thee, that thou mightest eat of " Li/e'a fair tree *' — 
" This is now bone of My bones and flesh of My flesh." Behold 
then, thy blessed portion daughter of Israel, black, but 
comely. View thine inheritance thou undefiled from the 
summit of Pisgah's loftiest peak. Survey the wide plains 
of thy glory from the loftiest crag of " the Book," behold its 
length and breadth, depth and height stretching away into 
the boundless space of an endless future. See Beloved, there 
at thy feet lays the Lion of the tribe of Judah crouching 
ready for the spring ; dost thou hear his roar ? — Behold in 
yon distant horizon the star of Jacob rises to set no more, 
look to the east and behold, the sceptre rises out of Israel, 
like the golden glories of Solomon's day, already it aendeth 
joyous beams over thine inheritance, thy heritage. Wait a 
few moments until the sceptre sliall rise higher, and then : 
" The light of the sun shall be sevenfold, as the light of seven 
days, in the day that the Lord bindeth up the breach of His 
people and healeth the stroke of their wound." — But, come 
love, come away, the moment has not yet arrived for us to 
linger among the vine clad valleys of Palestine. Is not this 
the hour of our Nazariteship ? Can we drink of the fruit of 
the vine — until the cup has been emptied to the dregs of its 
kernels even to the husk. How can we drink of the fruit of 
the vine when our Beloved is in His Nazariteship ; He will 
not drink thereof until He drink it new with us in the king- 
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dom. Come love, come away, we must return to the wilder- 
ness, and seek in its dreary hot sands, the "cast away stones'* 
of the house of IsraeL Let us search diligently among the 
brick-kilns of Egypt and by the rivers of Babylon, for thither 
our loved ones were led away captive. There we wept when 
we remembered Zion. There we once hung our harps on 
yon willows. There, they that carried us away captive 
required of us a song ; and they that wasted us required of 
us mirth, saying : sing us one of the songs of Zion. But 
how could we sing the Lord's song in a strange land ? — 

It is good to be delivered from Egypt — to cross the red 
sea and enter the wilderness. It is better to pass over the 
Jordan and fight in the land of promise. How could we pass 
over the waters of death at the red sea or the Jordan but 
for the Paschal Lamb of the Passover ? — Christendom has it, 
that Jordan can only be crossed by death into Canaan which 
they say is a type of Heaven. But we would ask Christendom 
do those who pass as they say through Jordan (death) to the 
land of Canaan, (heaven) : if they fight when they reach 
heaven, — do the spirits fight there ? When Israel crossed the 
Jordan and planted their foot on the shores of Canaan their 
wars coTumenced then. The Blood of the Lamb sheltered 
Israel from the Judgment of God upon Egypt. The waters 
of the red sea delivered Israel from Egypt itself and its power. 
But Israel had to cross the Jordan and "figkt " for every inch 
of Canaan. But the Gentile believer in Christ does not 
fight for every inch of heaven. When he falls asleep, all fight- 
ing ceases, he rests until the resurrection. But what interest 
have the Grentiles in the land of Canaan ? shall they cross over 
the Jordan and fight against their own people ? Wherefore, 
it is far better for the Gentiles to depart and be ''with" 
Christ on the wilderness side of Jordan. — ^There must ever be 
kept a clear and distinct line of demarcation between (Jew 
and Gentile) and the Israelite. The pathway of the Jew and 
Gentile believer in our Lord Jesus Christ is "through death " 
unto ** incorruptibility ** by passing through the gates of 
death. His building is burned and he suffers loss, — ^yet he 
is saved, but ** so as hy fire.** He receives the salvation of 
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his soul, because Christ poured out His blood for the dead to 
ransom the dead from their graves, and went and proclaimed 
this deliverance from death, to the spirits then in prison, 
who had " lost " their bodies. The pathway of the Israelite 
believer in our Lord Jesus Christ is (not through death — not 
through corruption) not in the wilderness — he has left all 
that behind him years ago — but through a warfare in the 
land for the actual possession of the promised inheritance, 
which is, not Canaan, but " the hodyr The land of Canaan 
was only a type of the body, but in no sense is it a type of 
heaven. The land of Canaan was the battle field of Israel, 
Heaven is a place of rest, — of palm branches in place of 
battle axes. Herein lies the incorruptible difiference between 
a Gentile and an Israelite. The Gentile is content with the 
palm branch of peace — The Israelite is content with nothing 
less than battle axes — spears — swords — ^pitchers — ^in fact any 
weapon wherewith he can overthrow the strongholds of Satan. 
Not a warfare of flesh and blood — but a conflict and terrible 
warfare against principalities, powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places. We must fight for the land inch by inch until 
we overcome all the enemies of Israel in that land, until we 
overcome evil by good. How could the Israelite rest in 
peace whilst the enemy is prowling about like a thief — an 
angel of light and a roaring Lion seeking whom he -may 
devour. — Israel's seed can know no rest until they have 
conquered Satan until the foot of the seed of the woman shall 
bruise the serpent's head. This she will soon accomplish, 
for enmity exists between her seed and his seed ; but before 
the Bride can plant her foot on the strongholds of Satan — 
she must suffer in her body more than Jesus — that she may 
accomplish this greater work, — It may be right enough 
for Christendom to make friends with the imrighteous 
mammon, death, and receive everlasting habitations — ^but 
it would be altogether wrong for Israel to loose one inch 
of the land entrusted to her care over which she has been 
made steward. The Gentiles are not called upon to fight ; 
The (Jentiles receive salvation for the soul only, regardless of 
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the body — ^they have no hope on the other side of the cross. 
To them the cross is the passover of the avenging angel only 
— ^not the passover of Jordan also. There is little or no 
fighting to be done in the wilderness and still less when 
they plunge into death or waters of Jordan. To the Gentile 
Christ says : *' Put up again thy sword into his place : for all 
they that take the sword shall perish with the sword." — ^To 
you Gtentiles " It is finished " your salvation is finished and 
complete — ^therefore lay your deadly doing down, down at 
Jesus' feet — and enter into the joy of thy Lord — ^you sought 
the penny, the salvaiion of the soul, and that you shall have; 
" Put up again thy sword," thou art not called upon to fight, 
— ^thou art not asked to drink out of " the cwp'* To thee 
Israel Christ says : ** A sword shall pierce through thy soul " 
— ^To thee seed of Israel He saith : " I came not to send 
peace, but a sword," — ^but that sword shall never separate 
the Oentiles from the love of Christ. To the seed of 
Israel He saith: ''He that hath no sword, let him sell 
his garment, and buy one" for "the kingdom of heaven 
suffereth violence and the violent take it by force." It 
sufiereth not violence at the hands of the Gentiles, they must 
" put up " their swords : Faith — repentance and baptism in 
water is all that is required of them for the salvation of the 
souL — " For it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and to us, to 
lay upon you (Gentiles) no greater burden than these 
necessary things : " That ye abstain from meats offered to 
idols, and from '* Blood ! ! ! " and from things " atrangledj^ 
and from fornication." On the other hand the Israelite is 
commanded to sell his garment, Satan's clothing of evil which 
has been stained with blood and buy a sword and overcome 
the evil of the land. He must ''pnaa over " that land with 
the sword of the Spirit, until Satan is driven out of it : seed, 
root and branch, — until not one single '' tare " shall be left 
therein; he must take possession of this land which is the- 
body — ^until that land, that body, is cleansed and made into 
" The temple of God, and the Spirit dwelleth in us, with our 
own spirit. We then become "God's building" and are 
" made in the image and likeness of God." Wherefore Christ 
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poured out His blood for the dead, for the rebellious also, 
even those who fall by the sword of Jehovah, and He gave 
His body for the living. He gave His body "/<w the Bride '* 
— " To be His Bride " and ptayed "Father I pray not that 
Thou should'st take " them " (the 144,000 bones of the body 
of Christ — His Bride) owt of .the world, but that Thou 
should'st keep them from the evil '' that she may live upon 
My living flesh and blood— My living word — " My tree of 
Life " so shall the words of our text be fulfilled : " The creature 
was Tnade subject to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of 
Him who hath subjected the same "in hope** — ^"For He 
" hath torn, and He will heal us ; — He hovth smitten, and He 
will hind us up— after two days will He revive us : in the 
third day He will raise us up, and we shall live in His sight." 
— " In the third year sow ye, and reap, and plant \ineyards, 
and eat the fruit thereof." — ^The living word became living 
flesh that the Bride, His Beloved- might "eat; " then it is : " / 
in them and thov, in Me *' Christ grafted into them, " that they 
all may be one as thou Father art in Me and I in thee, that 
they also may be one in us " — " In whom all the building 
fitly framed together groweth unto an holy temple in the 
Lord " — " an inheritance of God through the Spirit " " unto 
the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ/' But lest 
we be misunderstood, let us stop here and remark that we 
have not been alluding to the sacrifice of Bread and wine or 
the Lord's supper. Neither have we been alluding to being 
" raised '' up out of graves. All these are precious truths to 
them whose hope lay only in life through death, namely the 
Gentiles. Their hope is to be " in the presence of our Lord," 
" To depart and be with Christ " that " when Christ our life 
shall appear, then shall ye also appear with Him in glory." 
These are the " children of the " Bride-chamber '* friends of 
and servants to the " Bride.'* The Christian should guard 
against being misled by the uninspired headings attached to 
the English Bible, such as "Blessings of the gospel," "the 
enlargement of the church." — Passages of scripture which 
belong to Israel only, are applied to the Gentilea The 
Gentiles have great blessings promised them in G^d'a word, 
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but their blessings should not be mixed with those of Israel- 
When God speaks in His word about Israel, Jerusalem, Zion 
&c. He is not speaking of the Gentiles, nor can such passages 
be spiritualized for the Gentiles. The natural olive and the 
wild ohye are two distinct branches, yet in one stock. Men 
would not attempt to treat a respectable human docu- 
ment as Chiistendom treats the sacred word of (xod. 
They made it void, and of none effect; but those who 
earnestly seek the truth with their eye single to know and do 
the will of Gkxi will "rightly divide the word of truth.*' 
One may bring the sharp razor to bear upon all that is mere 
growth of nature, whilst another may take the position of a 
Nazarite and seek to be freed from all gmle by bearing 
the evil growth of nature in overcoming all evil with good. 
He needs no apron, he does not seek to hide from himself 
and others that " the creature was made subject to vanity '* — 
as he is, so he appears before all men, without the leas 
disguise or paint; — the Nazaiite needs neither scissors nor 
razor to trim either beard or hair ; — as he raises to his lips 
the cup which the Father hath given him, he drinks in those 
words which are written : '' Every man shall bear his own 
burden." ^ Bear ye one another's burdens, and so fulfil the law 
ofChrist." He is ready and willing to bear his own burdens and 
his neighbours' burdens, but he positively refuses to bear Satan's 
clothing. like blind Bartimaeus, the son of Timaaes, he 
*' cast away his garment " when at first he rose and came to 
Jesus ; he will have nothing to do with patching the old 
garment witii ^ new cloth ; " he must have a '* coat without 
seam, woven from the top throughout^" no mingling of wool 
with linen, in (suet nothing less than the wedding garment 
will satisfy a Nazarite, or Israelite. But though he has no 
use for the razor he is hourly in need of the sharp sword 
of the Spirit for rigid self-judgment. The heap of stones 
in the vaUey of Adior remains ever fresh in his memory. He 
is ever careful to keep his eye single, knowing the tendency 
of the heart to follow the eye and the willingness of the feet 
to foUow both* Thus the true Nazarite of the house Israel 
keeps the cup to his lips, his eyes with his eyelid looks 
ni. Q 
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straight before him : he scorns bit or bridle, — " I will guide 
thee with mine eye" is his favourite text. He "bears 
witness unto the truth '* because he is " of the truth," to this 
end was he bom, for this cause was he sent into the world 
to be "in his separation." — With tears of joy, love and 
unfeigned but deep gratitude (muddy though they be) he 
looks up and thanks God the Father that he was made a 
" creature subject to vanity ; " — ** not willingly " for had 
it been left to his will he would have objected to this, and 
destroyed " his hope" — 

"That which was from the beginning, which we have 
heard, which we have seen with our eyes, which we have 
looked upon and our hands have handled of the **word of 
Life " declare we unto you, that ye also may have fellowship 
with us : and truly our fellowship is with the Father, and 
with His Son Jesus Christ." — 

Creature! behold the Lamb of God! we have found the 
Messias, which is, being interpreted, the Christ. — " He is thy 
hope " — thy pattern, likeness, example, footprint, thy all in 
all. " Other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ " — '* being the chief comer stone." ! 
creature, subject to vanity — subjected in hope, what shall be 
thy hope ? We will show thee the diflferent glories to be 
obtained in Him, who hath subjected thee in hope, namely : 
"There is one glory of the sun, and another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the stars : for one star differeth 
from another star in glory." Now, which of these glories 
dost thou hope for? Every creature is a builder, how 
art thou building? — where art thou building? with what 
material art thou building? Remember thou art a creature, 
consequently thou art a householder; thy spirit has been 
placed ruler over thine house. What hope hast thou regard- 
ing thy house? shall it be *' broken up," or shall it be 
" caught up to meet the Lord " — shall it be " changed in 
a moment in the twinkling of an eye and be fashioned 
like unto His glorious body?" shall it be said of thy 
house, that "it fell not*' or that "it fell" or shall it be 
said that "it fell: and great was the fall of itV in 
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other words that it was "twice dead, plucked up by the 
roots ?" for " Every plant that My heavenly Father hath not 
planted shall be rooted up." Shall the axe be laid to the 
roots of thy tree, hewn down, as a cumberer of the ground ? 
or shall the dresser spare it yet another year ? if so, why 
shall it be spared ? to produce " loood " for the carpenter or 
"fruit " for the owner ? what thinkest thou of Christ ? art 
thou following Jesus by the shore of Galilee, art thou 
trusting in a dead Jesus as thy hope, or in a risen Christ ? 
Know and understand that Jesus showed three different 
lights. Eirst, the glory of a star, at His birth. Second, ai^ 
the glory of the moon, at His baptism. Third as the glory 
of the sun, after His resurrection. He also showed a natural 
body, in the which He suffered and died ; — a spiritual body, 
which could not be touched, after His resurrection. And He 
also showed an immortal body which could be touched and 
handled, and these three bodies were all visible to man here 
on earth ; in His immortal body He ascended as the Man- 
Christ. He is now at the right hand of Power in His 
Kazariteship and separation from the world : " All the days 
of His separation shall He eat nothing that is made of the 
vine tree, &om the kernels even to the husk'' He said : 
" I will not drink henceforth of this fruit of the vine, until 
that day, when I drink it new with you in My Father's 
kingdom." Bemember, there are six different materials 
mentioned which may be divided into two classes "superior," 
— " inferior," with which man might build upon the founda- 
tion already laid, and that the fire of the immortal Spirit 
should try every man's work of what sort it is ; whether it 
would withstand the fire, which consumes wood, hay and 
stubble — and "purifiea " the gold and silver — and " tnes " 
the precious stones. The difference of the materials, both of 
the latter and former classes, shows to man the different 
lights which have been possessed by man in each of the three 
dispensations. The materials with which each has built, and 
also the builders in erecting a temple for the Spirit of God, 
with the spirit of man to dwell in. — In the first dispensation^ 
the evil of the tree was within them, they were begotten and 
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conceived of it and were as "wood " which the fire consumes ; 
these were of the seed of Cain^ whose bodies perished. Bat 
those who are only " marred " by the " tares" which man 
sows among the wheat are as " gold " which, when tried, 
stands the fire, and the dross departs from the gold, and the 
tares are consumed ; these are of the seed of Seth, being the 
sons of God, of which seed, Enoch's body saw not corruption, 
— ^he having built with gold in the mortal flesh. " Never- 
theless, death reigned from Adam to Moses, even over them 
that had not sinned after the similitude of Adam's trans- 
gression ; {ix.y partaking of the impurity of the tree ;) who 
is the figure of Him that was to come." — 

In the second dispensation, the material of the building 
was changed. The foundation is shown in Esau and Jacob. 
The building of Esau was as those who built with wood, 
which the fire consumes, it being the " hay" — Jacob being 
of the seed of those who were only *' marred" by the 
'* to/res" built with silver, which the fire pmifiea by 
separating the dross from it ; the silver being figurative of 
the body of man, and of Jacob, the father of the twelve tribes 
or " House ofJax^l " which was to be a fire ; as it is written 
in the Boll of Obadiah : " The House of Jacob shall be a fire, 
and the House of Joseph a flame, and the House of Esaa for 
stubble, and they shall kindle in them and devour them ; 
and there shall not be any remaining of the house of Esau; 
for the Lord hath spoken it." Erom which came Moses, to 
whom God gave the law, and commanded him to offer up slain 
beasts whose entrails were washed, and ^ie:carca8e, and with 
every ofiering he was to offer salt : " with all thine offerings thou 
shalt offer salt " figurative of man's body being washed and 
salted, by him presenting his body " A living " -saorifioe unto 
God. First, his body being washed by the word: "that he 
might sanctify and cleanse it with the washing of water by 
the word." Second, being salted : "For every one disR be 
salted with fire," which is being anointed with the Spirit, it 
resting on him, doing the work, till it be put within Mm, — 
being the baptism of fire. " But, if the salt hav« lost its 
savour, wherewith shall it 'he fialtetl ? («>,, faith) it is 
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thencefortii good for nothing but to be '^ cast oui" and to be 
" trodden clown underfoot of men " (ie,, in the grave). '* From 
His right hand went a fi^ law for them," — ^which was to be 
a flame in the honse of Joseph by consuming the bodies of 
those that kept it not ; " (i.e., that kept not this fiery law) 
Elijah's body saw not corruption, because he built under the 
law with silver in the mortal life. In this dispensation, the 
priesthood rested in the tribe of Levi, to whom the children 
of Israel rendered tithe, as Levi rendered tithe in Abraham 
to Melchisedec. 

In the " third " dispensation, the material of the building 
was again changed; the foundation being now shown in 
Jesus and Judas. The building of Judas was as that of 
EsaUy who built witii hay, being as stubble which the fire 
consumes, and a figure of Esau who threatened to slay his 
brother Jacob, of whom it was said-: "By thy sword shalt 
tiiou Uve, and shalt ** serve" thy brother." By betacaying 
Jesus into the hands of the men of sin, who arose and shed 
His blood. By His blood being free from the evil, it took 
away tiie charge that Adam, the man of sin, laid on God in 
giving him the body of the woman, wherein He had placed the 
materials, (by which the creature was " rnade " subject to 
vanity) the knowledge of good and evil, which man was to 
choose from to build a house for the Spirit of God, with the 
spirit of man to dwell in, being the mortal and immortal 
spirits ; as it is written : " Behold, I set before you this 
day a blessing and a curse.'* — But Jesus, under the law and 
testimony, built with precious stones, and Christ did the 
work in Him in His mortal life, which Adam was commanded 
to do ; and having fulfilled the office of prophet, abideth a 

priest continually after the order of Melchisedec. " For it is 
evident that our Lord sprang out of Juda ; of which tribe, 
Moses spake nothing concerning priesthood." 

Jesus, having gained the immortality of the natural body, 
has become the foundation of the house of God, He being in 
Christ, the Rock from which the lively stones (of which 
Peter wrote) are to be " cut " out of the mountain without 
hands, (which Daniel interprets) to build an habitation of 
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God through the Spiiit (which Paul made known to the 
Gentiles). 

The " Comforter,^' which He " has now'' sent, is to gather 
the stones out of all nations, the time being *' now " come 
for them to be gathered; as it (is written: ''Thou shalt 
arise, and have mercy upon Zion : for the time to favour 
her, yea^ the " set time,'' is (" now *') come. For Thy ser- 
vants take pleasure in her stones, and favour the dust 
thereof." The adversary being taken out of the way, there 
wiU be no accuser betwixt them. " And those twelve stones, 
which they took out of Jordan, did Joshua pitch in GilgaL 
And he spake unto the children of Israel, 'saying, when your 
children shall ask their fathers in time to come, saying, what 
mean these stones? then ye shall let youx children know, 
saying : Israel came over this Jordan on dry land.*' — 

Ah! Beloved! if the whole multitude of the disciples had 
reason in their day to rejoice and praise God with a loud 
voice saying : '' Blessed be the King that cometh in the name 
of the Lord " — ^that, being the time " to cast away stones " 
(for the ingathering of the Gentiles) the time wherein the 
builders refused the stone for the corner, which is to become 
the head stone ; the shadow compared with the substance 
of this thy day; how **much more" can we now rejoice 
and praise God with a loud voice, seeing that the time " is " 
7WW " come," wherein " the stones " shall be gathered together 
to build the Holy City (not the literal city, Jerusalem in 
Palestine) the " New Jerusalem " which John saw : "coming 
down from God out of heaven prepared as a Bride adorned 
for her husband!' How much " mare" can *' ye " **now " rejoice 
and sing, that ye "are" born to see '^this hour" — ^this 
" third" and last watch, to bear witness unto the truth 
" Moll in hand " to seek the precious " cast away stones " and 
gather them now together ; as it is written : " a time to cast 
away stonea, and a time to gather stones."-0 ! ye Viigins of 
the Latter House of Israel rejoice this day that ye were called 
and chosen to go forth in search of those, who are " of the 
truth ; " they " wiU " hear His voice calling : " come Israel 
to Me." Beloved ! are ye not gathering up " your " bones — 
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" His " bones ? — ^The bones of the immortal Adam ! — " The 
help " meet " "for Him." Can the " Building "— " Tetnpld "— 
" land " — " Body " be complete until the last " stone " — 
"seed"— ''bone" of the 144,000 be gathered ?— Has this 
mighty and "greater work " been entrusted to thee 0, spotless 
viigin of Israel by the Qreat I am, that I am, and shalt thou: 
" confer with flesh and blood " or fear " the powers of darkness ? " 
— ^Wilt tJum " look this way " in hope of man's favour, or to 
catch his smile of approval;— or wilt thou "look that way " 
for fear of man, or to shun his frown? Wilt thou stoop to 
consider silver, brass, purse, scrip, raiment or shelter ? Did not 
" He " humble *' thee " and suffer thee to hunger that " He ** 
might feed " thee " with manna, which " thou " knewest not, 
" neither did " thy fathers " know ; that He might make thee 
*' know'* ''that man doth not live by bread only, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the mouth of the Lord '' doth man 
live," " Thy raiment waxed not old upon thee, neither did 
thy foot swell, these forty years." Shall tribulation, distress, 
persecution, famine, nakedness or the sword of Goliath hinder 
thee in thy "labour of love i " The disciples have fallen asleep 
during the first and second watch, but wilt not thou watch 
during the third and last watch? — "Faintly o'er the mur- 
muring seas ! — ^Hark ? — I thought 'twas the voice ; — ^yea, 'tis 
that same mournful cry : " The cup which thy Father hath 
given thee, wilt not " thou " drink it ? ". — Yea, verily, " But 
he knoweth the way that I take : when he hath tried me, I 
shall come forth as gold" The bitter cup "is" sweet. So shall 
the words of thy Beloved be fulfilled : " If these should hold 
their peace, the stones wotdd immediately cry out." They 
are crying out " now" above, below : " How long, Lord, 
holy and true, dost thou not judge and avenge our blood on 
them that dwell on the earth ? " They are crying from the 
ends of the earth : " Come over, and help ' US.* " Did the 
Pharisees call upon the Master to rebuke His disciples, 
because they rejoiced and praised God with a loud voice : 
" Blessed be the King that cometh in the name of the Lord ?" 
and thinkest thou that Christendom will not rebuke thee ? 
But to aU their' accusations make no reply, but resume thy 
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former attitude on the top of the mountain, the position and 
portion of thy heritage : " the bended knees, — the denched 
hands clasped in sympathy, — the flowing hair dishevelled 
and streaming in the contrary winds, the silent tears from 
the [eyes of the daughter of Jerusalem — ^the partly raised 
eye-lids, tears that are this day falling upon the rusty chains 
of Israel with which thy people have been bound lo, these 
many years even to this hour. The same chains wherewith 
the apostle Paul was also bound in Eome '^ For the hope of 
Israel" now doubly rusted by the tears from thine eyes — 
breathe forth thy prayer daughter of Israel ; breathe 
forth thy ''Magnificat" in humility, in the Spirit and 
meekness of thy Lord and He will regard the lowliness 
of His hand-maiden. Thus — ^and — thus shalt thou say unto 
Christendom and close with the " Nunc Dimittis " — ^it is 
written : " He that believeth on Me, the works that I do 
shall he do also ; and "greater works " than these shall he do ; 
because I go unto My Father." Again, it is written " I thank 
thee, Father, Lord of heaven and earth, because Thou hast 
hid these things from the wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes.'' Again, it is written : " out of the mouth 
of babes and sucklings hast Thou ordained strength because 
of Thine enemies, that Thou mightest still the enemy and the 
avenger." — Then, Virgin daughter of the Latter House of 
Israel it is thy portion to drink this cup — " The Mother with 
the children" Eachel and Joseph hindermost" for thus it is 
written : " Ye ' ahalV drink * indeed ' of ' My * cup, and be 
baptized with the baptism that " I AM " baptized with." It is 
thy portion Jerusalem, thy portion ye remnant seed of the 
woman : — '* drink** and be " baptized " and be clothed with 
the " two immortal Spirits." — There is a " strait betwixt two," 
but cling thou. Mother, to thy Hiving child'' — If Christendom 
is indeed " here in the body pent " and " absent from the 
Lord," — if their motto is indeed " life only " through '* death," 
— ^if they "desire to depart, and to be " with'* Christ," then it is 
iQdeed "Far better" they should ; " Follow thou Ma" But 
thy calling Virgin daughter of Israel is not to depart, but to 
remain on the battlefield and gather the " cast away stones '' 
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who are now in bondage^ whose chains hang heavily " for the 
hope of Israel ; " hand them this Boll and interpret it to them 
lest they should be beguiled as Eve was throagh the subtilty 
of the serpent. Let us pray to the Father even as Jesus 
prayed : " Holy Father I pray *' noty' that Thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that Thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil " that they may gain the prize of immortality 
and eat of the Tree of Life by overcoming evil with good on 
Satan's battlefield. To this end they were bom> and for this 
cause were they sent into this world that by bearing witness 
unto the truth they might overthrow the strongholds of the 
enemies of (jod. The last battle was reserved for the '' third 
woUdb*' that the remnant of the woman's seed might finish the 
work on earth by overcoming all evil with good ; so shall she 
eat of the tree of life, which is in the midst of the paradise of 
God ; that paradise may be grafted into her. That she by 
overcoming all evil and the appearance of evil may eat of the 
" hidden manna^'* and receive her new name written in the 
white stone. That she by overcoming evil may keep Thy 
works unto the end and have power over the nations and 
clothed with the sun, the moon imder her feet^ the crown of 
twelve stars upon her head, a pillar in the temple of Grod, 
sitting " IN " the throne of her Beloved, possessing the inheri- 
tance in Him. — Virgin of the New Jerusalem, it is the 
" will" of thy Beloved that thou shouldest ''tarry here'* below, 
" tUl He come " down into His garden, unto the beds of lilies ; 
for to gather lilies and to feed within His garden 'f I in thee and 
thou in Me — ^thou in Me and I in thee." For this cause He 
entrusted to thee O Bride *'the greater work" that thou 
mightest receive the " greater reward!' Many have run in 
this race, but this prize can only be obtained by " one " 
hundred and forty four thousand. He drank the cup which 
His Father had given Him ; Himself free from tares, in spot- 
less humanity ; grace and truth flowed from His lips. But 
thou Bride must drink the same cup with tares in thy 
blood — ^with the thorn in thy side, wherefore Bride of 
Christ, thou only canst '* Fill up that which is behind of the 
afflictio7is of Christ " which yet remain in the dregs of that 
cup ; and to this end *' the twelve baskets full of the fragments 
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that remained " have been reserved for thee and thee only — it 
is the '' Hidden manna " which none can eat of save those 
who *' subscribe with his hand unto the Lord, and surname 
himself by the name of Israel'' None can receive the 
new name in the white stone save those who have 
passed between the two swords, and received " the seaij* 
None can hold the budding, blossoming "Eod" save the 
dry stick, and these will ''PASS OVER'* sin, death, 
hell and the grave. With these dry sticks — these 
dry bones, it is not : " life * through ' death." Their 
triumphal shout is not on this side of the grave : " Lord 
Jesus, receive my spirit." But theirs will be the shout 
of triumph: "Death "is" swallowed up in victory" — 
" Mortality is swallowed up of Life " through the cup and 
death of Christ — ^through His glorious resurrection through 
His ascension in "the immortal body — "Man-Christ" Man, 
made in the image and likeness of the triune Godhead. 

It is a faithful saying and worthy of all acceptation that : 
'' without darkness, light could not appear. Light shines out 
of darkness. The * EmV manifests the "good""— The 
creature was made subject to vanity — to corruption, in order 
that he might be delivered from the bondage of corruption 
into the glorious liberty of the children of God. He was 
made subject to vanity and death, that he might be subjected 
in hope, and that hope is the '' manifestation of the sons of 
God " — " the redemption of our ' body '." He was made 
subject to vanity that he might suffer with Christ, that he 
might be glorified "in" Christ. This is the great hope of 
the creature, and if he falls into the pit he falls short of that 
great hope and receives the salvation of the soul, but can 
nover be manifested in the immortal body of the Son of God. 
Jesus came unto His own, in a body prepared for Him from 
the foundation of the world to " do'* the " mil '* of God, 
but His own received Him not. He came, to be the Life 
and Light of men and it shone in darkness, but the dark- 
ness comprehended it not. light was divided from darkness, 
— ^the living was divided from the dead. — The dead said : 
"Let. it be neither mine nor thine, divide it;" but the 
bowels of the mother yearned upon her son, and she said . 
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"0 my Lord, give her the living child and in no wise slay it." 
The inheritance was divided in the two sons, the younger 
son asked for his portion ; " And he divided unto them his 
living." The creature was made subject to vanity, he 
journeyed into a far coimtry and wasted his substance with 
riotous living and joined himself to the citizen of that 
country, feeding upon the husks of the citizen. He was not 
made subject to vanity, " ivillingly,'* neither did he join the 
citizen willingly but through "a mighty famine in that land" 
that he might go to his Father's house and have the ''Fatted 
calf killed." He was made subject to vanity and was lost. 
He was subjected in hope by Him who sought and found 
him. Light is brought out of darkness. Israel is brought 
out of Egypt. Sweet is extracted from bitter. It is His 
prerogative to bring good out of evil; to make the eater yield 
meat, and the strong sweetness. " In very deed, for this 
cause have I raised thee up, for to shew in thee My power." 
The ** good " was taken from the first Adam, to give life unto 
Eve ; for evil was placed in her before she was quickened by 
the life of the first Adam, to manifest the evil power and the 
good power. Good and life, — evil and death were placed 
before man. He was put into the garden to "dress'' and 
take care of it, but if there had been " no weed '* in it, what 
need had it to be dressed ? But the evil ' was ' there in the 
woman, and Satan persuaded her by attracting that evil, and 
she did eat, which caused her own blood to become as salt 
and sweet water mixed together. — It is utterly impossible to 
understand the redemption of the body unless we go back to 
Adam and look at the "fall" he having received at first a 
body "vrithout mZ." Instead of receiving a soul with a good 
heart, he received an evil heart ; now, for man to obtain the 
redemption of the body, he must be brought back to where 
he fell from. Jesus came to bring him back : He gained the 
victory for all men. — Man fell by the hands of a woman, that 
by her seed, he might rise and is subjected to a greater hope, 
namely : a husband is prepared, that thou mayestbe returned 
"irUo that" which thou wast formed to be the likeness of. 
Had not the creature been made subject to vanity, he 
would have suJBFered loss, by not reaching unto, and 
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obtaining the gloiy now leseived for him in the end; 
—for Christ makes ''good*' all that Adam made "bad'' 
or lost. Christ brings in *^rmich more " than Adam ever had. 
If man could folly realize the mystery of. the creation, he 
would join in chonis with the sons of God and shout for joy ; 
— ^his " cantata domino " would be : "0 sing unto the Lord a 
new song : for He hath done marvellous things : He formed 
the heavens ; He created the earth, and gave life to both, and 
the mtdtitude could not be numbered, no more than the sands 
in the waters, neither were there two alike, yet for all this 
they are the works of His hands. show youTsdvea glad, be 
joyful before the Lord, for He will yet make the earth in His 
image, that twain may dwell in one house. He set His house 
in order, and He nmde Satan the head steward of it, neither 
suffered He the angels who served Him, to bring a railing ac- 
cusation against him« for it cannot be that the servant be 
above the steward. He anointed Satan the head cherub in 
heaven, till iniquity was found in him and. said : '* I am a god, 
I sit in the seat of God, in the midst of the seas;." thus it is 
written : " Thou art the anointed cherub that covereth ; and I 
have set thee so : thou wast upon the holy mountain of God ; 
thou hast walked up and down in the midst of the stones of 
fire. Thou wast perfect in thy ways, from the days that thou 
was created, till iniquity was found in thee." — The angels 
cried that he was an unjust judge ; He sent Michael, His Son, 
though He did not bring a railing accusation against him, but 
said : " The Lord rebuke thee," till he took the mortal Ufe; 
then He held him gmlty : — ^that His Son should require at his 
hands, the Ufe of all His creation, at the first, or at the final 
resurrection. His Son Michael, had a house that was called 
Jesus, which found iniquity in Satan : iniquity, thcj like 
whereof was not found before or after ; though he had no one 
with him, though he was wiser than Daniel, and knew all ; 
yet for all this there was no one with him, neither shall there 
be a house found for him to abide in, for he is a spirit, and an 
unjust steward ; and for all this, he must reign,, till he be 
taken out of the way. The heavens and the earth are com- 
manded to make peace with Him, for He is the adversary of

every transgressor. He that agrees not with the adversary, 
his body shall be delivered unto Satan for the destruction of 
the flesh, that the spirit and soul may be saved at the first or 
at the final resurrection, which are the two days of grace, that 
their lives are required at the hands of the steward, iniquity 
being found in his hands. — 

" Evil " cannot take away " UvU,'' but the " good " :— 
''shall" withstand the ''Evil!' For there was no evil in 
the house of Michael, which was Jesus, and He withstood 
Satan, and would not let him enter that house, neither was 
Satan able to destroy His flesh, which fulfilled the words of 
Job : ''Yet in my flesh shall I see Grod : whom I shall see for 
myself y and mine eyes shall behold, and not another ; " it being 
the flesh of Jesus, and every one that seeks to be healed, 
their flesh shall become like His, their bones like His, and 
their lives like His because it is of Him. As this last watch 
advances so shall strength advance ; if there be no iniquity 
found in the witnesses of this visitation, they shall overcome ; 
but if they faint by the way side Boll in hand ; evil will over- 
come thffln, by the destruction of their flesh — by their houses 
becoming earth. 

" Let no man say when he is tempted, I am tempted of 
God : i6r« God cannot be tempted with evil, neither tempteth 
He any man. But eveiy man is tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own luat and enticed. Then when lust hath con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth sin, and sin, when it is finished 
biii^eth forth death." — " We have not an high priest which 
cannot be touched with the feelings of our infirmities ; but 
was in all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin " 
— " In that He Himself hath suffered being tempted. He is 
able to succour them that are tempted " — *' God is faithful 
who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are able ; 
but will with the temptation also make a way to escape, tliat 
ye may be able to bear it" 

Sin, was ''imputed" to God by the first Adam when 
he said : " The woman whom " Thov, " gavest to be with me, 
she gave me of the tree, and I did eat.— Jehovah replied 
through the prophet Micah and said : " shall I give the &uit 
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of My body for the sin of My soul." Thougli He is without 
sin. Then in the fourth day, which was the fourth thousand 
year, He took the woman's seed and made thereof a body, — 
without the seed of man, and rested on it, and it fulfilled the 
law, and then gave the fruit of that body, which was the 
blood thereof, as a sacrifice for that sin which Adam, had 
vmpided to Him, " His own self bore our sins in His own 
body on the tree " — who knew no sin. He poured out EKs 
blood, the fruit of His own body, a ransom for the souls 
of the whole world. — 

Who is the most guilty: — ^he who makes a thing to 
worship, or he who bows down to worship it — ^he who forms 
a thing to deceive another by, or he who is deceived, the 
person who is deceived, having been previously warned that 
such an one would try to deceive him — and both knowing 
the command : first, thou shalt not make it ; and second, thou 
shalt not worship it ? — Thou wilt say : If he who made it 
made it to be worshipped ; — then, he who made it, and he who 
worshipped it are one as guilty as the other. Is Satan and 
man then one as guilty as the other ? Certainly riot, — and 
wherefore ? — Because one man and another are equal ; but 
Satcm and*mat?/ are not equal, Jehovah gave a command to 
Adam at first that he should not eat of, nor touch the tree; 
which was the woman, utidean. Then, when Satan came to 
tempt him, he could not say that he had not been warned : yet 
he disobeyed, and became a partaker with Satan in the evil. 
The woman was as Jehovah had made her, and she was lower 
than the man. God took a rib out of the side of Adam, 
which rib was a part of his spirit, and man slept ; and of 
that rib God made a woman, and He pronounced her good, 
to bear good fruit ; but the flowers of the tree were evil, and 
He commanded the man that he should not be a partaker of 
her in her evil or unclean state. Satan came forth to the 
woman, during her evil and unclean state, and persuaded her 
to give them unto the man, lest they should become seed, and 
she gave them to the man, and he became inoculated with 
the evil. But, her seed was still good when she was not in 
flower: but the poison not being removed from the man; 
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and he eating of her seed, inoculated her back again with 
the evil, though she was out of flower. And Jehovah 
remembering the covenant He had made with the woman, 
He brought forth her seed : " Jesus'* to prove that it was 
good, without sin, which obeyed all the laws and commands 
of Grod that were given for man to keep, that he who did 
them might live. So man being a partaker of the evil 
with Satan, he brings forth corruptible fruit, and is an 
unprofitable servant ; and the seed of the woman, " Jesvs " — 
the Son of God was given for a ransom for him; and 
thus did Jehovah fulfil the words He spake through His 
prophet Micah : " shall I give My firstborn, the fruit of My 
body for the sin of My soul ; " there being no sin in Him, 
but because sin was imputed to Him- by the first Adam. 
God is Holiness, never was evil in Him, neither was it His 
will that there should be eViL But of Satan, it is written : 
**Thou art the anointed cherub that covereth, thou wast 
perfect till iniquity was found in thee." As they tempted 
Elisha to let them "gro" and ''seek Elijah" after he was 
carried up into heaven, to whom Elisha said : *'go not,'* but 
they tempting him till he was weary he said '^go*' So 
Satan sought to be higher than God Himself, therefore God 
gave him permission to work evil, to prove His creation, — ^yet 
if there had been no evil, the glory of God could never have 
been manifested, nor would the angels know from whence 
came their happiness ; for which reason, it is written : *' Is 
there evil in a city, and the Lord hath not done it.'' He 
bears the eviL He bore it, root and branch in His own body 
on the tree. Satan, through man, nailed the tree of life 
to the tree of death. But He brake their bands asunder and 
overcame death ; the book of Job and all that is written 
concerning Pharaoh illustrates all that we have here said. 

Jehovah dwelleth in the heavens; He made the angels 
and set them over the works of His hands. A division took 
place among them, and some questioned whether He had 
made them, or they came of themselves ; and the angels who 
rebelled against His commands He drove out by those who 
rebelled not. Jehovah then said unto the angels that rebelled 
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not against Him: '' Let "^^" make man in ''(n^r" image.'* 
He created man lower than that which He had made, and he 
was alone, which was evil in His sight ; He set that which 
He had made, over that which He had created. He said unto 
the angels which had rebelled against Him, Be thou over 
that which is alone, which is evil. He created the woman : 
flesh blood and bone, but she was without life. He caused 
a deep sleep to fall on the man, and He drew that spirit fi*om 
him, which was the life of his body, called a rib ; He 
caused it to " stand bbfore " the woman, and it attracted her 
blood, and caused it to run, so as to give motion to the body, 
even as lire attracts water to cause it to work an engine, that 
she might be an helpmate to the man, and he said : '' This is 
bone of my bone, and flesh of my flesh, she shall be called 
woman." He said unto Adam, there are two parts in her, she 
shall purify herself every month, and it shall be to thee as 
twelve times in a year. Blood is the life of her ; when 
thou seest the blood upon the tree in flower, that tree shall 
be unclean to thee ; — thou shalt not touch it lest thou die, 
and in the day that thou eatest of it, thy body shall die, and 
^' thmi shalt be mhject " to that, which was set over that 
which was alone : i.e.y " evil" But, if thou touch the tree 
when its fruit is on it, it shall lead thee to eat thereof ; then 
thou shalt be as I am ; which agrees with the works, of the 
woman's seed ; all who touched " Him " were healed of their 
diseases, whatever disease they were in. But, if thou eat of 
it when the blood is on it; thou shalt be subject to that 
which is not good. He said unto the angels which rebelled : 
have thou power and dominion over them ; be unto them as 
a flaming sword, and as a fire unto them if they touch it, 
that it may be death unto their bodies. He said unto the 
man : if thou doest good against that which caused thee to 
fall, thy fall shall raise thee higher at the first resurrection 
than that which thou wast set to be subject to, which is the 
death of thy body. Thou shalt be made equal with the 
angels who rebelled not, and have an incorruptible body, 
wUch cannot die. Thus was the creature made subject 
to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of Him who hath 
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subjected the same in hope. ' Adam touched the tree of the 
woman, when the lintel and two door posts of the house gave 
the sign of blood and he became inoculated with a heart of 
blood, and became a living souL He ate of the tree in flower, 
and she brought forth his image, (a murderer). And they hid 
themselves and said that they were naked, and sewed fig- 
leaves together, to cover their nakedness, which was their 
deeds. Grod then drove them out of the garden, and passed 
sentence on them, by placing a flaming sword which was 
death, that it should turn every way. For, having once eaten 
and being inoculated with the evil, neither he nor his poste^ 
rity could come to the good part for six thousand years ; the 
flaming sword which was the death of their bodies being 
placed to guard it from them, till it was taken out of the way, 
that they might seek for the tree of life, which is their mortal 
bodies putting on immortality, which Jesus, the woman's 
seed, which was the fruit of the tree of life showed " aft&r' '* 
they had taken the life of the blood from Him, by eating, 
drinking, and saying : '' Beach hither thine hand, and thrust 
it into my side, for a spirit hath not flesh and bones a,s ye see 
me have/' — 

It is possible to sow good seed in barren land. Good 
seed being in the earth (which is man's body, and barren 
according to nature,) and watered by the Spirit of God, 
wiU bring forth : some thirty-fold, some sixty, and some 
an hundred. 

The woman handed forth that which she was in posses- 
sion of, she being in her unclean state when she was brought 
before Adam, for, " luyo) could she hand forth " GOOD fruit " 
when it was but in its "BLOSSOM " ?. The command was 
unto, the '*inan*' that in the day, that he ate thereof his 
body should die, (i.e,, one day, or a thousand yeara) though 
Methuselah lived to nine hundred and ninety years, 
reckoning twelve months according to the moon, to a year, 
but according to the sun, nine hundred and sixty-nine. 

The first son of Adam being born of fornication, rose up 
and slew the second son which 'was not born o£ fornication, 
but in the uncleajiness of the man through the inoculation

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of the tares in his blood ; — this was set typical of them taking 
the life of this world from the woman's seed, for He was con- 
demned by the Jews and delivered to the Gentiles to be 
crucified ; and all those who are of Israel must suffer wrong, 
as Christ suffered when His heel was bruised in the woman's 
seed, — the just for the unjust. And they will neither avenge 
nor seek it, for " vengeance is mine, and I will repay them, 
saith the Lord. And he that avengeth or seeks vengeance 
robbeth 'God, and is equjd with them that give the oflfence, 
for as Christ suflfered wrong, so must Israel. As He drank 
the cup which the Father gave Him to drink, so must Israel, 
for to this end was He born, and for this cause came He into 
the world, to bear witness unto the truth. How can Israel 
be proved with just things ? they must be proved by suffer- 
ing unjustly, and doing good against evil, and " overcome/' 
for their righteousness must exceed the Gentiles. The Gen- 
tiles suffer according to their deeds, but Israel must suffer 
contrary to their deeds. Happy, yea, thrice happy is he that 
suffers wrong and bears it, and seeks not for vengeance ; then 
the blood shall be on the head of the offender ; but if ye seek 
vengeance on them that give the offence, then their blood shall 
be upon your own heads ; but woe, unto them by whom the 
offence cometh, for an untimely birth is better than they. 

Jesus was begotten of God, and yet He partook of the 
blood of man; because she that was the mother of the 
woman's seed was begotten of man, and was of those born 
of the uncleanness of the man, and not of the woman. But 
Jesus Himself was spotless, being free from the tares of men. 

Jehovah resting upon the woman's seed, invited them above 
'\three " years. But, son remember that it was in the "last 
day" that great " day of the feast^* of tabernacles, that Jesus 
stood up and cried saying : " If any man thirst, let him come 
unto me and drink. He that believeth on me, as the scrip- 
ture hath said, out of his belly shall, flow rivers of living 
water" — figurative of this third and last watch, in the last 
day of the feast, wherefore He said then, " My time is not 
yet come ; "-**the hour was **thbn " at hand when He would 
have to say : " I thikst ; " and they toe* the life of this 
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w(»ld from Him, and then the " doob " was " shut." The 
keys of the kingdom of heaven were handed to Peter and he 
opened the doors to Jew and Grentile until their fulness. At 
the opening of this visitation the " door " was unlocked^ yet 
none were able to enter in the first and second watch, but 
the door is now open in this third watch and the invitation 
is now sent forth through this Boll '' Come and eat, and live 
for ever." This is the door of which John spake in Eevela- 
tions : *' Behold I set before you an open '*doar*' and no 
man can shut it," and " The Spirit and the Bride say come ; 
and he that will let him come, and take of the ** wcUer of 
life" freely."— 

Woman was higher than the man at first while she stood 
in obedience, because she had a living soul, but the man, by 
eating of her fruit, was to have become equal to her, but by 
eating in the evil state^ being disobediencei he fell lower than 
he was beforo he ate, and became a living soul, his seed being 
lower than hers, because she purified herself; but man cannot 
purify himself till the fulness of time, that sin be taken 
away ; — ^yet they were both liable to death. If a man clothe 
himself with a "faUen akin" shall he not be covered with 
filth ? and when mortal puts on immortality, a sign will be 
shown in him who has broken the law, and this shall be the 
sign : ^' Blood will be the life of him, and not the Spirit^ he 
will not have the " weddiTvg " " garmtnL'^ Qod commanded 
the children of Israel, by Moses to sprinkle blood on the door- 
posts, to be a sign to the destroying angel, that he should not 
come nigh them. A sign that when the tree of the woman 
was sprmkled with her blood, — ^that man should not touch 
her. Every one that toucheth them shall die, saith the 
Spirit. If a woman's eyes wero opened, she would desire her 
body to die on the spot, rather than hand forth the eviL This 
is the great evil of Christendom to-day ; the evil that carries 
them to the grave. The Pharisees of Christendom who make 
clean the outside of the platter to be seen of men, are ever 
disposed to adopt the language of Hazael and say : '' Is thy 
servant a dog that he should do this thing ? " But the Spirit 
of God places them below the level of a dog, as regards their 
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daily habits. This is the great evil that has arrayed the 
woman in purple and scarlet, and filled the golden cup in her 
hand,— fuU of abominations and filthiness of her fornication. 
This is the great evil that brought death into the world with 
all its miseries, pestilences and leprosies. The great mystery 
of iniquity which is calling loudly for God's just judgments, 
to lay the axe to the root. — ^Were not the Gentiles duly 
warned of this evil by the apostles ? — ^it is written : '* where- 
fore my sentence is, that we trouble not them, which from 
among the Gentiles are turned to God : but that we write 
unto them, that they abstain from pollutions of idols and 
from "fornication " and from things " strangled " and from 
" Blood" — "The wrath of God is revealed from heaven against 
all ungodliness and uiirighteousness of men, (Christians ?) 
" who hold the truth " in unrighteousness." — " For this cause 
God shall send them strong delusion, that they should believe 
a lie, that they all might be damned who believed not ** the 
truth," but had pleasure in unrighteousness ; " — " Wherefore 
God also gave them up " to uncleannesa " through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour their own bodies between 
themselves." — " Shall I then take the Members of Christ, and 
make them the members of an harlot ? — God forbid. Ifnow 
ye not that he which is joined to an harlot is one body ? for 
two, saith He, shall be one flesh." — '* For this cause many are 
"weak" and "sickly*' among you, and many "sleep" (i.e., 
many are dead). 

It is written, that : ** God formed man out of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the breath of life, and he 
became a living soul." — The breath of life being breathed into 
the nostrils of man, was the Spirit entering into the body of 
Jesus, the woman's seed, which was earthly, and raising it 
from the sepulchre : immortal on the fifth day. And the woman 
shall be complete on the sixth day, in the man, immortal : 
three in one, and one in three. — ^The woman is the mother of 
all living; — " all living '* means those who will put on im- 
mortality. For, if it was the Spirit of God which over- 
shadowed the woman to bring forth in her cleanness 
producing the good, which is the body of Jesus free from 
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evil; — what spirit was it that overshadowed her to bring 
forth in her uncleanness ? — evidently Satan, producing the 
evil, which was Cain, the murderer. Hence it is that Jesus in 
rebuking His own disciples said : ''^ Ye* know not what 
manner of spirit ye are of " — ^but Jesus knew, wherefore : 
'' Jesus did not commit Himself unto them, because He knew 
all men." Again, He said to the Jews : ** Ye are of your 
father the devil, and the lusts of your father ye wiU do." 

Jesus, the latter Adam received a body, with a soul and a 
heart, but, free from evil, and He was placed in Paradise ; i.e,, 
the immortal Spirit Satan came to Him also and tried Him 
for forty days, but prevailed not ; Satan found nothing in Him 
to attract, because there were no tares in His blood ; He was 
pure and spotless ; yet He was tried as the first Adam ; and 
in the same manner must the whole house of Israel be tried. 
— Though the woman cleanse their hearts from the evil, which 
they were conceived in by the first Adam, yet Satan is per- 
ndtted to try them as he tried Jesus : but he shall not pre- 
vail For, son remember, that it is written : " Behold the 
days come, saith the Lord, that I will sow the house of Israel 
and the house of Judah with the '' seed of man '* and with the 
" seed of beast/* — ^''He that soweth the good seed is the son of 
man." — ^He will sow them over again, and He will watch over 
her night and day, He will be with Jerusalem in the concep- 
tion, and she shall bring forth in " His image** — 

A sower went forth to sow good seed in his field, but while 
men slept, his enemy sowed tares among the wheat. On the 
"m^A day** God said : "Let us now make the body of the 
man and the woman in our likeness and in our image, and let 
them have dominion over £dl the works that I have made. So 
He made the temples of man and woman, and brought two of 
the'hosts of heaven, male and female, and put them therein, 
to be "one," with the seed of all her bodies that she should 
bring forth within the 7,000 years, and He said unto them : 
Have dominion over all the works of mine hand, and God 
saw all things that He had made, and behold it '' was very 
good** and the evening and the morning were the sixth 
day. He placed evil which is darkness with the female and 
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He placed light there to divide it from the darkness of the 
night ; that she might know what to eat ; and if they eat the 
good, they should sow their seed immortal, but if they eat the 
evil, the seed which they sowed should become corrupt. So the 
seed of the 7,000 years remained with the female, till all the 
seed of the sixth be sown, but within the sixth, the two 
seeds should be separated. But Satan persuaded the woman 
that they should not die, so she gave unto the man and 
their eyes became open, so then they *' hid ** that which 
they had eaten till " death " made it manifest, as it is written : 
" which a woman **took " and ** hid " in three measures of meal 
(t.6., the three dispensations) till the whole was leavened;" 
i.e.y by death ; and their bodies became corrupt, or leavened 
by the evil. The woman possessed the law of separation 
which divided the evil from the good, but the man had it not: 
so the man sows the tares with the wheat of the field for 
6,000 years, until he has sowed all the seed which was given 
to him, which he received at the hands of the woman, 
which she " hid " in him. But within the sixth thousand 
years she shall divide the wheat from the tares, and she shall 
show to man what he shall eat, and what he shall not eat, 
what he shall sow, and what he shall not sow. — ^The 
evil which he received from the woman, is ^that seed which 
man was not to sow, because evil is darkness and darkness 
is night So God beheld man who had hidden himself in 
darkness, and He called unto him and asked him what he 
had done ; He asked man if he had eaten of that which He 
commanded him not to eat. — Jehovah then beheld the 
heavens and the earth which He had made and He set the 
stars of heaven^ which had not rebelled against Him, that they 
should minister to them with the light of the night, that 
if they looked unto the light of the night that they should 
have light to walk by ; though their bodies died, yet their 
souls should live, and should receive another body (a spiritual 
body) within the 6,000 years, which should never die any 
more. But those who beheld not the light of the night 
should still remain in darkness, until the second resurrection, 
which is the last, or final resurrection, after the seventh 
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thousand yeais, for there are two resurrections — ^**both of 

the just and ^unjust," there being a thousand years 

between the two. 

So He finished all His work within six days, and that each 
of those days should stand figurative of a thousand years, for 
man to do his work in sowing the seeds of the bodies of 
men, whose bodies ore placed as the beast of the field, that 
the host of heaven, which are the ^ spirits of men," should 
have dominion over all the works of His hands ; so that, 
those who sowed evil should receive bodies with evil hearts. 
So God set the woman in possession of the power of separa- 
tion between the man and Satan, she having the light of the 
night and the light of the day. The first birth, is of the 
earth earthly, — the second birth, is of heaven, heavenly, and 
Gkxi has set the " worrum " to withstand " Satan" for He gave 
her the two Spirits which He made on the fourth day ; t.«., 
the two great lights, which is : " Jerusalem ahace^^ they 
having the light of the night and of the day,having dominion 
over the evil within the sixth day. She shall withstand the 
evil, for the man to whom He has given her to be a help- 
mate. She shall have the two-edged sword which turned 
every way, keeping the way of the tree of life. She shall 
slay the dragon in the sea, it being ^the heart ; she shall 
cleanse that which is within the '^ owp and platter," healing 
the flesh which was corrupt, before it becomes incorrupt. 
He has given her the light of the day as well as the light of 
the night. She shall rule, and no man shall hinder her, 
neither the host of heaven. For the Lord God has given 
unto her the immortal seed, and it remaineth in her body 
when she has withstood Satan, for he has bound up evil in 
the heart of a child, in its innocence, before it was grown 
to years of maturity. So now He has brought the mother 
of the living unto her ; to those who were under the sentence 
of death, and she shall bring to life. So there are six days, 
each day is one thousand years, which is 6,000 years for the 
bodies of men to be sown which should die, being corrupt, 
through the darkness of the night; and one thousand for 
ker who has the light of the day as the night, she showing 
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the seed of immortal bodies. These are the fruits unto God 
which have the light of the day and of the night. — 

Man became a living soul, after he had been created in 
the image of God, and liable to that which he was taken 
from, that God might show His power in raising his soul 
out of that which he was liable to. The woman was made 
of his flesh and bone ; — ^not of the earth, and she became a 
living soul ; and God placed in her life and good, death and 
evil Through the attraction of Satan, she took of the fruit 
of the tree and did eat, and gave unto her husband and he 
did eat, and they had evil hearts. So she " hid " the good 
also in man, in the evil of the tree ; so their bodies died and 
saw corruption within the day of one thousand years. God 
then cursed the body for the sake of the soul, '' cursed is the 
ground for thy sake.'* " Therefore the Lord God sent him 
forth from the garden of Eden, to till the ground from 
whence he was ta^en." They had been placed in the Spirit, 
or garden of Eden, but now death divided the body from the 
spirit, and the body went to " till the ground^'' until enmity 
should be put between " the woman " and " the serpent ; ** that 
she may by her seed bruise his head. But God still remem- 
bered the woman, and caused the good to be divided from 
the evil in her body,— so that, man always had good and evil 
set before him. Now, in the fourth thousand years, the 
Lord God remembered the woman, and overshadowed her 
*' good" which was separated from the evil that she had 
eaten of ; and of the good seed, she brought forth a body, 
which saw not corruption, and the Lord God did set Him 
a light in the earth and set Him, "a light to enlighten 
the Gentiles, and the glory of His people Ismel" for all 
men to walk by, specially to them who believed in Him, 
though they were dead, that they should live in the 
first resurrection as the angels, they being baptized with Him 
should be justified with Him in the fii^t resurrection. As 
it is written : " For as they have been planted together in 
the likeness of His death, they will also in the likeness of 
His resurrection. Therefore they are buried with Him by 
baptism into death." And they that believed " in part " and 
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had repented, before He came, are equal with them that 
believed after. He also went and preached to the spirits then 
in prison, after having snflfered, the just for the unjust. For, 
said Paul : " We know "in part" and " we prophesy in part'* 
— ^what does the apostle mean ? simply this, that " death ** 
separated the spirit from the soul ; that he could only serve 
God *' in part" that is to say : — Paul served God with the 
law of his mind, and Paul served the law of sin with his flesh. 
But, said he, when that which is perfect " is come,'' then that 
which is ** in part " shall be done away ; — and when will that 
be ? — ^when the " Blindness in pavt " which has overtaken 
Israel is removed, or, when the fulness of the Gentiles be 
come in; — then, '* there shall come out of Zionthe deliverer;" 
— then, that which is perfect will be come in Israel, and the 
words of Jesus fulfilled in Israel " Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father which is in heaven is perfect." But, 
who could be perfect save the spirits of the just who are to 
be made perfect through sufferings " subject to vanity." If 
Jesus was perfected through sufferings who knew no sin, 
shall not His Bride be perfected through sufferings from the 
same cup, and be baptized with the same Spirit. But mark ! 
— there could be no union between the humanity of the Lord 
Jesus Christ and our fallen humanity. The pure could never 
coalesce with the impure— the immortal with the mortal. 
The new wine and new cloth could never combine with old 
bottles and old garments. If our fallen nature could have 
been taken into union with Himself — there would have been 
no need of the death of the cross. He needed not in that 
case to be " straitened." Wherefore, the greater work has 
been reserved for His Bride, for she by the operation of the 
two immortal Spirits is changed from mortal to immortal — 
from a fallen and impure nature to a pure and divine nature. 
The wheat had to "fall" into the ground first and die. His 
heel had to be bruised first before the enmity could exist 
between the serpent and the woman which would result in 
her bruising the serpent's head. " Blessed is he that waiteth 
and Cometh to the thousand three hundred and five and thirty 
days," who endureth to the end, whose spirit has been kept 
III. s 
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back till the end, who shall " stand '' in Daniel's lot at the 
end of the days. Blessed is he who has come to that which 
is perfect, having "two foundations" to stand upon, who 
builds thereon with Law and Gospel — ^and not "in part.*' 
Blessed is he who labours under the glory of the "third 
watch'* possessing that perfect love which casteth out all 
fear, which beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth *'all " things, who keepeth **the word of 
My patience." The wise, the seed from the clean tree shall 
understand, but " none " of the wicked who are born of 
fprnication from the corrupt tree shall know, to them this 
EoU shall be a parable. Learn then and understand Israel, 
that the creature was made subject to vanity to prove God's 
creation. For this reason God put. enmity between the 
*' serpent " and the " woman.'* The rew/nant of her seed 
shall now be at enmity with the dragon and Her seed shall 
bruise the serpent's head. '* The first shall be last."

SERMON III.— PART VII. 

" Go thy way, Daniel : for the words are closed up and sealed till the time 
of the end. . . . Thou shalt rest, and stand in thy lot at the end of the 
days.*' — Dakibl zii. 9, 13. 

"Because thou hast kept the word of My patience, 1 also will keep thee 
from the hour of temptation, which shall come upon all the world, to try them 
that dwell upon the earth.'* — Ret. iii. 10. 

"God shall send them strong delusion, that they should helicTe a lie : that 
they all might he damned who helieved not the truth, hut had pleasure in un- 
righteousness." — 2 The88. ii. U, 12. 

Devils, were amongst the first to confess that Jesus was the 
Son of the Most High God. — " Them " believest that there is 
one God; thou doest well; the devils also believe, and 
tremble ; ** — they have more faith than many so called 
Christians of to-day, — ^but it avails them nought. — We are 
in the eleventh hour, the hour of temptation. During this 
hour, it will avail a man nought to profess that he has faith, 
or that he belongs to this or that denomination : "For as the 
body without the spirit is dead, so faith without works is 
dead also." The faith of every man shall now be proved, for 
it shall be tried by fire. The words of the Apostle Paul who 
preached faith without works, will now carry their weight, 
and fall as a sledge upon the empty professor : ** If any man 
" love not " the Lord Jesus Christ ; let him be Anathema, 
Maranatha." The faith of the professor will now be found 
to have been as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal, unless 
he "loves" the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity and truth, 
for his faith wiU be put to the test shortly. We have now 
reached the "hour of temptation" the "time of trouble, 
such as ^ never was' since there was a nation," at which 
time, God's people shall be delivered, who have kept God's 
word : " the word of His patience," whose names are found 
in. T 
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written in the book. The law was sealed for the sake of the 
Grentiles until their fulness ; as it is written : " seal the law 
among My disciples ; " "a garden inclosed is My sister, My 
spouse ; a spring shut up, a fountain sealed." — " Blessed is he 
that waiteth, (having kept the word of His patience) and 
Cometh to the thousand three hundred and five and thirty 
days," because it is the time of the end, when the words or 
mysteries of the kingdom shall be unsealed by the key of the 
house of David. " In that day, saith the Lord of Hosts, shall 
the " nail " that is fastened in the sure place be removed." 
'* Behold, I have set before thee an open door, and no man 
can shut it." — These things could not be fulfilled until the 
eleventh hour. But, who are the people in whom these 
promises shall be fulfilled? — ^They are neither the learned 
nor the unlearned, for when ** the Book " was brought to the 
learned, they said they could not read it, for it was sealed ; 
— ^when it was taken to the unlearned, they could not read 
it, because they were unlearned. But the people in whom 
these promises shall be fulfilled made no excuse ; they read 
the book and " Tcept^' the word of His patience. 

Jesus commanded the devils to come out of the man who 
dwelt among the tombs, so in like manner shall they now 
be driven out of the house of Israel, but they will not be 
permitted to go into beasts, but into the world, to fight 
against the house of Israel. They knew that ''their time'' 
had not come when Jesus was upon the earth, for they said : 
" what have we to do with Thee, Jesus, Thou Son of God ? — 
art Thou come hither to torment us " before the tiine ? " 
" They knew " that the set time had not yet come for that 
prophecy spoken in the beginning, to be fulfilled : I will put 
emnity between " thee " and the " woman ; " albeit, the 
time " was " at hand for the enmity to be placed between 
the seed of the serpent and the seed of the woman ; for the 
heel of her seed to be bruised. They " knew well " that it 
was written : " The first shall be last," they understood all 
this well, consequently they knew that the time had ijot 
"then" come for the seed of the Woman to bruise t^e 
serpent's head, for they knew that the Gentiles had yet to |)^ 
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called in first, and that at the fulness of the Gentiles, which 
was a parenthesis in the dispensation, that at the close of 
this parenthesis that prophecy would be fulfilled " last " 
which was placed *' first'* namely: "enmity between the 
serpent and the " woman'' which is clearly shown in the 
twelfth chapter of Eevelation, for there it is written : " And 
the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make 
war with the " Remnant of her seed," which keep the " coin- 
mandments of Ghd" and "HAVE " " the testimony of Jesus 
Christ ; " or in other words : And the dragon was wroth with 
" THE woman'' and went to make war with the " remnant of 
HER seed** who keep the Law and Oospel ; because the 
remnant of the woman's seed " Keep His word " which has 
been "closed up" and "sealed" till the time of the end. 
Because, the ''remnant" have "kept the word of His 
patience," He will keep them now from the hour of tempta- 
tion, the time of trouble, which wiU now come upon all the 
world, to try them that dwell upon the earth. Jesus did not 
question the devils' assertion : " what have we to do with 
" thee " Jesus, Thou Son of God ? art Thou come hither to 
torment us before " the time," He permitted them to *' go " 
and enter the herd of " smns" figurative of this last hour, 
when they will enter into the " world," to make war with 
the remnant of the seed of the woman, who " have kept " the 
word of His patience, against ''this" hour. — Jesus, often 
alluded to this hour of temptation, but they could not discern 
between the word then revealed and the word " closed up " 
and " sealed " till the time of the end came. Hence, 
wherever Jesus alludes to " this hour," they understand Him 
to refer to the hour of His crucifixion " only," forgetting that 
" no prophecy of the scripture is of any private interpreta- 
tion," forgetting that God : " calleth those things which " he 
not " as though " they were" Jesus said " Mine " hour is nob 
yet come" — "but this is "your" hour, and the power of 
darkness ; " — " thinkest thou that I cannot now pray to My 
Father, and He shall presently give Me more than twelve 
legions of angels ? But " how tJien " shall the scriptures be ful- 
filled,M;hat " thus " it must be ? "— " Put up again " thy " sword 
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into his place : "but the hour cometh when My people will 
have to sell their garment and buy " a sword ; " by stripping 
themselves of Satan's clothing : of this world's goods, and 
buying the sword of the Spirit, to fight against the dragon 
who will make war with the remnant of My people who will 
keep the word of " My patience." These will use the same 
sword against Satan in ''their hour^' which I used in '*My'' 
*' hour," for forty days in the wilderness, my sword was : 
" it is written,** In speaking " then " of the hour of tempta- 
tion, which should come upon all the world, to try them that 
dwell upon the earth, it was said : " of that hour knoweth no 
man, no, not the angels which are in heaven neither the Son 
but the Father," because " the words " were closed up and 
sealed ''till the time of the end** "The garden** has been '^kept 
inclosed** The immortal spring which would give the waters 
of life has been " shut up '* — " The fountain of immortality 
has been sealed, but now the " hour " of temptation having 
come, and because thou has kept the word of My patience : 
" Behold, I have set before thee an open door, and no man 
can shut it ; " the key of the house of David which was 
sealed up with the word is now given to the house of David. 
The key that unlocks the scriptures is now found. The 
broom is in the " hand ** of the latter woman, she lights her 
candle and sweeps " her house ** diligently and seeks the 
lost piece, which the first woman lost, by hiding it with the 
leaven, in the three measures of meal ; at which time the 
'* Tree of Life** the female immortal Spirit, Jerusalem 
above withdrew from the mortal woman; until the time 
"the words were unsealed," in the time of the end, — 
or until the time that man and woman agreed to seek for 
that evil which had sealed the tree of life from them to 
be taken away; for, man and woman agreed together in 
the "fall ** and shall they not agree together in the *' restora- 
tion** 1 for, son remember: that the promise is not made to one 
but unto two, as it is^written : " if "two** of you shall " agree *' 
on earth as touching anything that they shall ask, it shall be 
done for them of My Father which is in heaven," — for 
*' neither is the man without the voman, neither the woman 
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without the man, in the Lord." Man has been without the 
woman during the time of the Grentiles and so Jesus said to 
His Mother : " Woman what have I to do with thee ? Mine 
hour is " not yet " come ; " nevertheless the woman gave the 
servants " the word of His patience to keep, which is : " what- 
soever He saith unto you, do it." The children of Grod were 
earnestly exhorted to contend for the faith which was once 
delivered unto the saints and keep the word of " His 
patience " until "the hour " should come for the mortal man 
and woman to obtain the helpmate promised at the creation. 
Jesus came to fulfil all righteousness by keeping the Law 
and Gospel, and to suffer and die. His hour had come " to 
be made ai/nfor ua " by the hand of God the Father, who knew 
no sin, and so fulfil His word : " Shall I give My firstborn 
for my transgression, the fruit of My body for the sin of My 
soul.** Sin being imputed to Him by the first Adam when 
he said : " The woman that " thou ** gavest me." He laid 
that imputation upon His Son, that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him, who bore in His own body 
the sin of the world, on the tree. The Lord " then *' fulfilled 
His promise and "showed" to the world, that they had 
crucified "the seed" that "would" bruise the serpent's 
head, when "the hour came'* Nearly nineteen centuries 
have passed away, and we see not the head of the serpent 
bruised yet ; for, the bruising of the serpent's head signifieth 
his power being totally taken away. Wherefore, the unclean 
spirit " legion " said : " what have I to do with thee, Jesus, 
Thou Son of the Most High God ? Tadjure Thee by God, that 
Thou torment me not." They knew well that the *' hour " 
had not come " then '* for to be cast out, for the power of 
darkness to be destroyed, the head of the serpent to be 
bruised ; they " knew " that they had to be cast out by the 
latter woman, through the *' seed of the woman," when the 
enmity was placed between the serpent and the woman ; for, 
if it were not so, how could the word of Jesus be fulfilled : 
" greater works " than ** these " shall " ye do." The words 
" it is finished," have blinded the Gentiles to fulfil scripture: 
to them^ the " open door*' has been " closed up" and "sealed/* 
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Israel, had to be gathered in through " their " blindness and 
unbelief, as " they " were gathered^ in through the blindness 
of Israel. If men will not have ** the truth" when it is put 
before them, they shall assuredly have " a lie" If they will 
not have Christ, they shall have Satan. If they will not have 
life, they must have death. But, let it be distinctly under- 
stood that there is a vast difiPerence between God's dealings 
with the heathens, and those who positively reject "the 
truth,'* when it is put before them. The heathen refuses the 
testimony of creation, and is therefore left to himself. But 
he who rejects " the truth," the pearl of great price, for which 
Christ sold all His possessions to buy the field containing the 
golden casket buried in an earthen vessel, wherein the stone, 
— ^the grain of muistard seed, which is indeed the least of all 
seeds, being the " Remnant of her seed " is hid, — ^he shall 
receive a strong delusion and believe '' a lie,*' All those who 
are truly and earnestly seeking after " truth** can find it 
" oww,** we say now advisedly, because we know that none 
wiU seek after truth " now,*' save those who are " of the 
truth," the spirits of the just, and they shall find the precious 
stone secreted in the Flying Boll. The peculiar excellence of 
a precious stone is always seen in this, that the more intense 
the light which is brought to bear upon it, the more brightly 
it shines. Light can never make a precious stone look dim, 
it only increases and develops its lustre, whilst it will detect 
the counterfeit. Jesus, is the way, the truth and the life. 
He is the precious stone which has been laid in Zion : " Be- 
hold, I lay in Zion for a foundation a stone, a tried stone, 
a precious comer stone, a sure foundation." He being the 
stone that was laid before Joshua ; " For, behold the 
stone that I have laid before Joshua; upon one stone 
shall be seven eyes." Being Jesus, the Lamb of God, 
having the seven eyes, the seven spirits of God sent forth 
into all the earth. He having prevailed to open " the book," 
and to loose the ** seven seals " thereof, unfolding to man the 
deep mysteries of God : " Even the mystery which hath been 
hid from agesk and from generations, but now is made manifest 
to His saints." Daniel calls them, ''the people of the saints 
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of the Most High." He knew their faith, for it is evident 
they could not be called the church in Philadelphia, unless 
they had entered the church by the door of faith, and after 
entering that door by faith, He now says : " I know thy works : 
Behold I have set before thee an '* open door" and no man 
can shut it." Jesus said " I am the door : by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved " by faith in the Son of Gk)d. 
Precious truth, but after entering this door we find a greater 
truth as He said : ** I am come, that they might have life, — 
and, that they might have it " more abundantly,** " T know 
thy works : behold, I have set before thee an open door,^and 
no man can shut it : " i,e., this is the door of " the redemption 
of the body, or immortality " — this door has been closed up 
and sealed, but is now an open door to those only who have 
kept the word of His patience. But, who are they who have 
kept the word of His patience ? — ^the spirits of the just, kept 
back till the days of Daniel, for, to this end they were born, 
and for this cause they were kept back and now sent into the 
world, to bear witness of" the truth," keeping the word of 
" His patience " until '* the hour " arrived for the pitchers of 
this world to be broken up, that the light might appear. 
" Blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand 
three hundred and five and thirty days." Blessed, because he 
has kept the word of His patience, which will keep him now 
from the hour of temptation. Blessed, because his fcdth 
yields the works of the Spirit : love, joy, peace, long-suflPering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, temperance, for against 
such, there is no law. They walk in the Spirit, in the valley 
of the fall, between the two mountains. Law and Gospel, and 
feed upon the butter, the milk and the honey, — ^the unleavened 
cakes and corn of the land, — for, to them, the manna has 
ceased. The word of His patience has opened the door of 
immortality, which is an open door in the Temple of God, 
where they may eat of the tree of life. The word of His 
patience, has taught them to be poor in spirit, meek and 
mournful, hungering and thirsting after righteousness, 
merciAil, pure in heart, peacemakers, and falsely accused; 
reviled for His sake. The spirits of the just, which are thfi 
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" remnant of the seed of the woman " who have kept the word 
of " His patience," by keeping the commandments of God, 
having the testimony of Jesus Christ, shall be kept from this 
"hour of temptation," which has now come upon all the 
world to try them that dweU upon the earth, as Jesus was 
kept during His hour of temptation and : '' He shaU see of 
the travail of His soul, and shall be satisfied." Blessed is that 
man who shall "now" '^ stand*' in his "lot" upon **two 
foundcUions" having two door posts and a lintel to his house, 
at the end of these days. So shall the prayer of Jesus now be 
fulfilled which He oflfered up for tho^e who would keep the 
word of " His patience : " "I pray not that Thou shouldest 
take them out of the worlds but that Thou shouldest '' keep 
them from the evil '' of this hour of temptation, which shall 
come upon all the world, to try them that dwell upon the 
earth."— In "this hour," shall "the children of God be made 
manifest, and the children of the devil." Those who are " of 
the truth'* — and those who are under the " strong delimon,** 
who have believed " a lie** because they received not " the 
truth,'* when it was handed to them, but had pleasure in 
unrighteousness, that they aU might be damned. 

Hear, house of Israel, we are "in** the hour of 
temptation, the eleventh hour, the third and last watch 
of the hour; — "the delusion^* is getting stronger every 
moment as we near the end; remember, it is written: 
" Babylon hath been a golden cup in the Lord's hand, and 
hath made all the earth drunken : the nations have 
drunken of her wine ; therefore " the nations are mad** He 
that hath ears to hear **now** let him hear, " See that ye 
refuse not Him that speaketh — turn not away from Him that 
speaketh from heaven." He calls "thee ** — hear behind thee 
" a great voice, as of a trumpet,"- — ^this trumpet is now giving 
a very distinct and a certain sound : " Prepare thyself to the 
battle ! ** — " Come out of her, my people, that ye be not par- 
takers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues " — 
" Babylon the great is a city of lies, a city of strong, delusion, it 
has become the habitation of devils, and the hold of every 
foul spirit, and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird. The 
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nations are mad drunk with the wine of her fornication, the 
kings and merchants of the earth have waxed rich through 
the abundance of her delicacies. '' For in " (me hour " is thy 
judgment come." — ^Alas, alas that great city, that was clothed 
in fine linen and picrple and scarlet, and decked with gold, 
precious stones and pearls. For in '' otic hour " so great riches 
is come to nought. In "one hour'* is she made desolate. 
" The voice of the Bridegroom and of the Bride shall be heard 
no more at all in thee, for by thy sorceries were all nations 
deceived. And in her was found the blood of prophets, and 
of saints, and of all that were slain upon the earth." 

What a picture! what a revelation! and here are we all 
standing right in the midst of it ; surrounded on every side 
by this strong delusion, which like leaven has leavened the 
whole lump into " A lie ; " siyrely thrice blessed is the rem- 
nant of the woman's seed, who to-day are keeping '' the word 
of His patience," the commandments of God, and have the 
testimony of Jesus Christ. Who are these people who are so 
greatly blessed ? Whoever these people are and wherever 
they may be to-day on this earth ; one thing is certain : 
** They must be the remnant of the woman's seed, and keep- 
ing Law and Gospel, which is the " word of His patience." 
And whoever the people are and wherever they may be to- 
day who are believing '' a lie " through the strong delusion 
sent by God ; one thing is certain : " They must have had 
the truth offered to them at some certain time, because the 
text says of them : " they believed not the truth ; " wherefore 
they must have rejected it, and live in this city which is 
spiritually called " Babylon." — It is written : " that judgment 
must begin at the house of God " — " For if we would judge 
ourselves^ we should not be judged and though we have 
judged ourselves, yet must we " resist unto blood, in striving 
against sin," and so look in faith, keeping " the word of His 
patience " for the blessed moment when we shall fully realize 
the promise : '' I will cleanse " their blood " that I have not 
cleansed;" and so shall we enter the ''open door" and be 
bom agaiQ of Jerusalem above. But, can flesh and blood 
enter Jerusalem above ? must not the spiritual Babylon " the 
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fatted calfhe slain " IN " us'* and the blood containing the tares 
be washed away first, that we may enter the " open door," 
flesh and bone, as the Man- Christ entered into immortality ? 
or as Paul hath it, must we not : " all be changed, in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye " — " who shall change our vile body, 
that it may be fashioned like nnto His glorious body." " We 
which are alive and remain shall be caught up, to meet the 
Lord" — "He shall ** quicken'* your ''mortal bodies" by His 
Spirit." Paul had been shown this " open door " and pressed 
towards it, though he knew he could never reach it ; which 
made him wretched, and in a strait betwixt two ; he knew 
that those who remained to see the " hour of temptation " and 
having kept the word of His patience woidd enter it, and 
receive the helpmate promised in the beginning: our own 
flesh and bone, before the fall) and that then the darkened 
glasses would be put aside and we would see " face to face," 
and "know "even as also / am knovm," The ''part" being 
then " perfected " by the return of the female immortal Spirit. 
But at that time it would have been unlawful to speak 
of these glorious mysteries being unreachable through the 
great distance of time, the fulness of the time of the Gentiles 
being then afar off. " So then it is not of him that willeth 
nor of him that runneth, but of God that sheweth mercy." 
Paul saw the " great house " and the various vessels of that 
house, gold, silver, — ^wood and of earth, some to honour and 
some to dishonour ; and exhorted all to " call on the Lord out 
of a pure heart," — he knew the seal, " the Lord knoweth 
them that are His," How could the thing formed question 
the right of Him that formed it, why hast Thou made me thus, 
and "caZZ"me thus? He calls, chooseth, and places His 
people into the vineyard at what time and to whatever glory 
He pleaseth, to manifest His work and His glory in all things 
which He has made, and pays them according to their hire, 
with one penny or two pennies, and all those who have no- 
thing to pay, He freely forgives in the end, that His taber- 
nacle may be with men, and wipe away all former things. 

This same " hour of temptation " which brings deliverance 
to Israel, will also bring with it: bowlings, wailings and 
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bitter weeping from Babylon, and from her who now saith 
in her heart : " I sit a Queen, and am no widow, and shall 
see no sorrow." Her plagues shall come in one day : death, 
mourning and famine, the lamentations from the inhabitants 
of Babylon shall rise in the smoke of her burning, when the 
destroying " mrwZ " shall pass through her, it will be the 
time of the Lord's vengeance, the day of the Lord ; because 
her judgment reacheth unto heaven. This same " hour of 
temptation '' in which " the horse and his rider with the 
chariot and his rider " shall be overthrown in the sea with all 
her crucifixes and graven images, will bring speedy deliver- 
ance to Israel, by the fatted calf being killed in him, and he 
will sit on his own beast. There will be great rejoicings in 
Israel with much music and dancing, because the lost piece 
has been found. Peace and contentment will reign " tn " 
every house as they partake of the Lamb, feeding upon the 
words in the " little Book," sealed to the world, because they 
know that the blood is on the lintel and two door posts 
" outside " and the destroying angel will pass over them ; 
they will be ready to take their journey to meet the Bride- 
groom being clothed with the robe and mantle of the 
immortal Spirit, the wedding garment. 

Having now shown you the people who are " keeping the 
word of His patience," who will be greatly blessed in this 
hour ; we shall now proceed to point out who the inhabitants 
of Babylon are, who have become citizens of Babylon, by 
reason of the " lie " which they received through the strong 
delusion. — Knowing the tendency of this age, made up of a 
"mixed midtitude*' with mixed principles, to mix and 
amalgamate truth with error: we warn those who are 
earnestly seeking after truth, to rightly divide the word, 
that is to say : we must keep Zion and Jerusalem " above " 
separate and distinct from Zion and Jerusalem ** below.'* 
Israel must be kept separate from Jew and Gentile. The 
immortal from the incorruptible. Babylon from Egypt. 
Wherefore, as Babylon is now under consideration, let us be 
distinctly understood to say that Babylon is rwi Egypt 

Egjrpt was the land of darkness, oppression and bondage 
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out of which Israel was called, and stands typical of that 
spiritual death from which all are brought out who believe 
in theLord Jesus Christ. — *' Babylon,'* was that land into which 
Israel were afterwards carried away captive, because they 
departed from the true living God, to worship images of their 
own making, and came also under a strong delusion and 
believed a lie. 

Egypt is a type of man by nature who is without God and 
without hope, labouring under the taskmaster Pharaoh, which 
spiritually means evil; the carnal man is enmity against 
God and he has made an Egypt of this world. Babylon 
is the "Eeligious world" or "Christendom" and is what 
Satan has made of the professing church by hiding and 
concealing in that which *'wa$'* once " tnis** Christianity a 
leaven of strong delusion which is a "mystery of iniquity." 
Wherefore, to look at the whole in one : we find ourselves 
surrounded with the "circumstances " of Egypt, the ungodly 
world, who make no pretension to "Religion" and we find 
ourselves encircled by the moral and mixed principles of a 
*^Beliginus world** who profess to be followers of Christ, but 
are of the " synagogue of Satan," — ^this is called : " Babylon," 
— Here and there we find a small sprinkling of ** true " 
worshippers of the living God. Some may be, but as the 
smoking flax, or as the bruised reed ; yet the light and salt 
of the earth. Here and there we find twos and threes of the 
remnant of the woman's seed, groaning and travailing for the 
restoration of the dried sticks of Israel, who are labouring 
under the delusion in Babylon. Here and there we see 
a Daniel shut up in his closet kneeling at his open window 
looking prayerfully towards Jerusalem. Many true believers 
and faithful followers of our Lord Jesus Christ may be in 
Christendom and not citizens proper of Babylon. There are 
again a great number who read their title clear in the "skies** 
and not in the " word,** weak and sickly looking, who lay up

the manna until it " breeds worms ; " who neither chew the cud 
nor divide the hoof, who resist evil and seek revenge upon 
their neighbour, backsliders and backbiters ; one of the worst 
evils of our fallen nature and that which displays the 
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grossness of the animal is a '' tale bearer : " a tale bearer is 
sure to do incalculable mischief, for he injures himself, he 
injures his hearer, and he injures the subject, of his tale. 
The gross unbelief of Christendom is clearly manifested in its 
preaching, its prayers and Hymns to say nothing of their 
daily conversation. Tou shaU stand up to-day in Christen- 
dom and propose two things: **will you have the word of 
Grod only, and an invisible Christ ? — or, will you have Jesus 
here on earth again as He once was, that you may see Him, 
talk with Him and walk with Him, — and have " no word " no 
Bible ? Ninety out of every hundred will choose the latter 
and say : " give us Jesus again in the flesh and no word.** 
Proving that they walk by sight, not by faith, still desiring 
the loaves and fishes and to sit with the multitude, if they 
can but see Him. If their request could be granted and He 
was to appear suddenly and show them His hands and feet, 
they would not know Him but would cry out with feaj* : " it 
is a spirit." Many look up to the starry sky wishing inwardly 
that the heavens might be opened, if but for a moment, that 
they might "see;" wishing that an angel might appear 
and convince them beyond all doubt of the truth of Chris- 
tianity. Oh ! say they, if God would only give me a " small 
dgn,' if it lasted but for a moment, all my unbelief would 
vanish and I would have a settled and undisturbed peace 
evermore. Oh ! if I could only see or feel some ^'pow&r ** 
how it would salt my '*forml' but^alas ! alas ! I have asked 
and prayed until I am weary of asking, all remains so still- 
no voice — no vision, the air seems to be as still as death ; — 
wonder if God has forgotten us, wonder if we are right, 
wonder if the Bible is not some cunningly devised fable after 
all, wonder if there " is " a God ? — This, is the language 
of thousands to-day in Christendom who would be ready to 
devour you if you question their Christianity. But, do these 
*' keep the word of His patience ? " house of Israel, your 
forefathers did greatly rebel against God, but let not these 
things be said of thee, let them not be once mentioned among 
ye ; such desires are not from the Father but from flesh and 
blood, earthly, sensual, devilish. Ye are of the household of 
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faith, sons of Abraham who proved his faith by his works, 
let us " Endure, as seeing Him who is invisible " — " Yea, 
though we have known Christ after the flesh, yet now 
henceforth know we Him no more, henceforth know we 
"9w? mam,'' after the flesh." Are not those of the second 
watch expecting the " Messenger " to return in the flesh to 
open " the gates " but he has returned in the " word '* but 
they know him not ; and are holding up the coat, stained red 
with the guilt of their own blood, which was a sign to them, 
but their eyes are holden until the " liour " cometh for them 
to come to the granary for com and to recognise him whom 
they cast into the pit. ** Blessed are they that have^" not 
seen " and yet have believed " and prove their faith by 
keeping " the word of His patience." Beloved, know that : 
" Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of Man, and drink His 
blood, ye have no *' Life'* in you." His flesh is: " the 
word ; " if we eat *'the word " we eat "His flesh." Then 
Beloved, let thee and mfe daily, hourly feed upon the 
" word " and chew the cud and part the hoof and rightly 
divide " good and Evil " so shall we be sure-footed and walk 
with the thousand cattle on twelve hills, compassing " land" 
and *'8ea" Feed upon the *'word" for the ''word" is 
" Christ " to him who walketh by faith and not by sight, for : 
" In the beginning was the " word " and the ** word " was 
with God, and the " word" "was God," and the "word " was 
''made flesh" and dwelleth among us now and in the 
''word," we behold "His glory," The word is His flesh. 
His Spirit, His Life, " it " quickens, cleanses, washes and 
gives us now much more than Jesus in the flesh on the 
shores of Galilee could have given ; whatever is not of the 
" word " is not of " Christ,'' Then Beloved if you keep the 
word of His patience, you have aU that your heart can wish 
for. Beloved, keep it, cherish it in thy bosom. It is thy 
meat and drink, clothing and sword. '* How sweet are 
" Th? " " words " unto my taste ! yea, sweeter than honey 
to my mouth." Yet Beloved, if His word is ** only sweet " 
to our taste, how will it purge the tares from the blood ? — In 
the word of His patience, thou wilt find secreted the ^' little 
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Book " which none know of, save those who receive it, for 

they " eat " " it up" There is nothing left of this little book 

to waste, neither is it cast out in the draught, for it " never " 

will enter the grave. If other words enter the grave, this 

"little Book" win ''never" neither will those who '*eat it 

up" for when they have eaten it : they will stand upon 

" two foundations " first Adam and Eve and Latter Adam 

and Eve. They will stand with one foot over the land and 

the other over the eea. Life and death. It has been 

written : that this Flying Eoll will never rest on a Gentile's 

stomach ; but whoever " Eats up *' this " Little Book " it 

shall make his belly " Bitter." This little book could not be 

eaten till the moment in the hour of temptation had arrived, 

because it was " closed up " and " sealed " — ** Seal up those 

things which the seven thunders uttered, and write them 

not." They have never yet been written and will not be 

written until the seventh angel doth sound; ''then": — 

" THOU," must prophesy '* again " before many peoples, 

and nations, and tongues, and kings." He that hath the 

" inward " " ear " let him " now " hear" Beloved ! " Go ! 

take the little book, it is " now open " in the hand of the 

angel; " Eat it up,*' and it shall make thy " belly " " Bitter" 

but it shall be in thy mouth sweet as honey." It will be 

bitter in thy belly because it will "purge " thy Belly from 

the tares received from Adam and from thy parents. The 

bitterness of the " Little Book " will sweeten, purify and 

cleanse thy Blood, for : " To the hungry soul every bitter 

thing is sweet " — " Tell my Beloved that I am sick of Love." 

But, make no mistake here ! — the "Little Book" will only 

turn the belly bitter to them who " Eat it up" To read the 

little book will avail thee nothing. Many Christians have 

read the word of God all their life time, Satan could quote 

scripture well to the Son of God in His "hour." Many 

Christians have laid up too much manna, and it has " bred 

worms " in the grave. This " little Book " is diflferent from 

all other Books inasmuch: it is written "within" and 

"without" , . . . of Babylon, "without "it says: "touch,'' 

taste, hemdh, " not."— To Israel "within" it says: "Eat," 
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"chew" and "divide." — Beloved,eat it up, thou wilt find therein 
secreted: "the seed of the woman, the tree of Life. Chew, 
masticate and digest it well, for it will give thee the fruits of 
the Spirit and sweet meditations in thy Beloved. And it will 
divide and cause a separation "m" thee, its bitterness will 
separate the evil from the good — ^the tares from the wheat, 
the clean from the unclean, it will cause thy uncleanness to 
flow out, and be cast out into the draught and burned. It 
will smite the rock in thy beUy and cause the great 
separation, for which the whole creation has been waiting, in 
travail and in pain. Make no mistake here : " No " hranck " 
will be *^ purged " unless it is already bearing fruit now, that 
it may bring forth *' More!' — " Muck fruit '* will be borne by 
that branch that " abideth now " in the vine. He will abide 
in Christ and Christ will abide in him ; but the purging and 
separation &om evil in the blood must take place first. 
Where there is no fruit, there will be no purging. Sweetness 
will not cleanse blood, but bitterness will. The bitter herbs 
must be eaten with the paschal Lamb. Again, thou must 
take heed how thou eatest the little Book, see that it 
goeth to the right place, thou must look to the division 
in the " swallow " as well as the division of the hoof, see that 
both are sound and perfect ; for remember : " Not that which 
goeth into the mouth defileth a man ; but that which cometh 
out/* That which goeth into the " mouth " will neither defile 
nor make a man better, for it is cast out into the draught. 
But " the blueness of a wound '* cleanseth " away evil : so do 
stripes the inward parts of the belly." This is the effect that 
the Little Book hath in the belly when it is " eaten up." 
The woman had " Ten " but she has lost " one " and now she 
lights her candle, and with the " broom " in hei "hand" she 
" SWEEPS " the " House " and seeks diligently till she find it." 
But were not many houses swept by many women with the 
brooms in their "hands** in the second watch? How then 
does it come to pass that the same houses require sweeping 
again? Because it was a type, or rather because it was to 
be fulfilled in the third watch. The " hour " had not yet 
come, that is to say the quarter, or watch. For, as in the old

dispensation the many sacrifices could not make the many 
comers perfect, as pertaining to the conscience. But when the 
" One " sacrifice came to whom all former sacrifices pointed, 
then were the " many *' put aside. So now in the third 
watch, there is but one woman— one broom — one hand — -one 
sweeper one house, one "wound*' and one little book, eaten up 
by OmA hundred and forty-four thousand bones, who are 
all members of one house. The house of Israel cannot hand a 
man the third or second sermon of this EpU until that man 
has read the first sermon, neither can he interpret the Eoll 
to him. If the man is seeking after truth, the Israelite 
wiU point that man to the ''door'* and if he be led by 
the immortal Spirit he will find the ''door " and the "open 
door " and pass between the swords, but if he be not led by 
the immortal Spirit he will miss the "door'* of the **House; " 
that man may try to come the " thief and Robber " and 
"climb up some other way" — but he will cease to climb 
further when once he has found out that the House of Israel 
is not a " sheepfoldJ' Thieves and Eobbers may succeed by 
climbing up some other way to get into a sheepfold, but 
there is but '* one door " to enter into the House of Israel 
which is the Latter House, and that door cannot b6 found 
unless he be led to it by the immortal Spirit. He may climb 
up, but he will find the house " covered.'* Thieves and robbers 
have entered the sheepfold of Christendom and the sheep are 
to-day scattered and wandering over the mountains in search 
of their shepherd, whilst Christendom has become a Babylon 
of dens of thieves, an exchange of money changers, of buyers 
and sellers, a trading mart, and the seats of them that *' sell " 
" doves," the fatherless, widow and orphan. 

Now is the "hour*' for that word "is" and shall be 
fulfilled spoken to the prophet " Ezekiel " — as it is written, 
in the second chapter thereof: "Son of man, I send thee 
to the children of Israel, to a rebellious nation that hath 
rebelled against Me " — " whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear, yet (they) shall know that there " hath 
been " a prophet among them ... be not afraid of them, 
though briers and thorns be with thee, and thou dost dwell 
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amongst " scorpicms" " Open thy mouth, and eat that I give 
thee." " And when I looked, behold " an hand " was sent 
unto me ; and, lo, a Eoll of a book was therein ; And He 
spread it before me ; and it was written within and without : 
and there was written therein " lamentations, and mourning 
and woe. Moreover He said unto me, son of man, ** eat " that 
thou "jfindesi; " eat this Eoll, and go speak unto the House of 
Israel. So I opened my mouth, and He caused me to eat 
*' that Roll!' And He said unto me, son of man, cause thy 
" belly ''to " eat;' and fill thy bowels with this EoU that I 
give thee. Then did I eat it ; and it was in my mouth as 
honey for sweetness." — "But the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee; for they will not hearken unto me." 
" Moreover He said unto me, son of man go, get thee to " them 
of the captivity, unto the children of thy people and tell them : 
" Thus saith the Lord " — " Then the Spirit took me up, and I 
heard behind me a voice of a great rushing, " saying : Blessed 
be the glory of the Lord from His place " — " So the Spirit 
lifted me up, and took me " away I' "and I " " went in bitter- 
ness, in the heat of my spirit ; but the hand of the Lord was 
sftrcyag upon mc.** 

The call of the everlasting gospel is to all : " come out of 
her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that 
ye receive not of her plagues ; " but the call to Israel is : 
" come out from " among them;' and be ye " sepa/rate," saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean; and I will receive you, 
and will be a Father unto you, and ye shall be My sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty." In this "h^our" of 
temptatiok. then, we have to fight against the combined 
influence of the realities of Egypt and the leavening, and 
delusive principles of Babylon which the Spirit of God calls 
in the word : a " perilous," a " difficult ** and a " time of 
trouble." Man by nature is a religious being, and is pecu- 
liarly susceptible to delusive influences which may arise from 
music, sculpture, painting, pompous rites and religious 
ceremonies. The destiny of this spiritual system or city of 
Babylon is very different from that of Egypt. The former is 
swept with the besom of destruction, whilst the latter is 
smitten and healed. Babylon, is the fate of the professing 
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church, or the great apostasy. The ''power " of the Spirit 
has been withdrawn from this system, and being left to its 
own resources, has turned that power into an empty form 
of godliness. It has ever been the aim of the enemy to rob 
the professing church of its power, while he leads her to cling 
to, and perpetuate the form : to stereotype the form, when all 
the spirit and life has departed. How far the enemy has been 
successful in the building up of a spiritual Babylon, we have 
but to look around us. We behold every stone, a lifeless 
professor, cemented, plastered and painted by a strong delu- 
sion. This religious world called Babylon has decked herself 
out with most powerful charms. She has cast ofiF the gross- 
ness of the middle ages, and is calling to her aid all the 
resources of refined taste, and fashioning herself to this 
highly cultivated and enlightened age. While she would 
scorn the sound of a golden calf or other graven images, she 
drinks down delusions from a golden cup and receives treasures 
into her lap to prepare a powerful opiate to lull the deluded 
multitude into deeper slumber. She too can say : "I have 
"peace offerings " with me, this day have I paid my vows . . 
I have decked myself and bed with coverings of tapestry, with 
carved works, with fine linen of Egypt. I have perfumed 
my bed with myrrh, aloes and cinnamon." — It has covered 
itself with the cloak of Christianity ; — ^had it chosen any other 
colour and material than Black cloth, the counterfeit might 
not have been detected and nailed to the counter quite so 
soon. But, this mystery "must'* work in order that its 
hatred to Christ may work itself up into more deadly forms 
under the cloak, to declare war against the remnant of the 
woman's seed. " We " know, this battle " is " coming, and 
that we are and shall remain a rejected people, and be cast 
out of the gate with a rejected Christ, neither have we any 
desire to reign within ; for we esteem the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in Babylon. We prefer the 
thorny path to Golgotha outside the gate, bearing our own 
burdens, than the well-beaten path and well-trodden highway 
of religious profession lit up by the artificial light of lifeless 
ritualism. The true and faithful follower of Christ, if he will 
walk in His footprints keeping " the word of His patience " 
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need expect nothing but bitter persecution from the 
Pharaoh of Babylon, his magicians and sorcerers who can 
conjure up light and liberty suitable to the times. 

The " hour of temptation *' is the hour in which immor- 
tality is to be gained, but we would earnestly exhort the few 
who are to-day girding up their loins to run in this race for 
the prize, and the virgins who have already set out on this 
journey to meet the Bridegroom, — not to deceive themselves, 
but to count the cost, and not attempt this journey without 
a goodly supply of oil, from the pure olive " well beaten ; " 
for it is " not by might, nor'by power, but by My Spirit, saith 
the Lord of hosts." See that thou hast the right oil which 
proceedeth from the bowl, from " his seven lamps, and seven 
pipes " and keep the book open before thee and read : " If 
they do these things in a, green tree, what shall be done in 
the dry ? " and also remember that Jesus did not *' go " into 
the wilderness to be tempted of the devil; neither did He 
pass through His '* hour " of temptation until after the Spirit 
of God had descended upon Him at the river Jordan. He 
was " led " by the Spirit to pass through His hour. See that 
thou art clothed with the same Spirit before thou undertake 
this perilous journey. Thou wilt not be permitted to travel 
this journey alone, thou wilt be accompanied by " other 
virginff" who, to all appearance can do whatever they see 
thee do ; — adopt the same habits and forms, use the same 
phraseology, profess the same opinions. If thy love for 
Christ constraineth thee to feed and clothe His people on 
thy journey, thou wilt find the formalist a philanthropist to 
" resist truth ; " they will never lack the form, but they will 
hate thee because they lack the power in themselves. They 
will not use open violence at first during the hour, but to 
corrupt by counterfeit. Open violence has made way for the 
far more wily and dangerous instruments of powerless forms. 
The professor imitates now, that which he once opposed, and 
gains ground. This is Satan's masterpiece. " As Jannes and 
Jambres withstood Moses, so do these also resist the truth : 
men of corrupt minds, reprobate concerning '*the** faith." 
That was done in the green tree, what may we not expect 
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now in the dry tree ? — That was done in the darkness and 
ignorance of Egypt,— what may we not expect in Babylon 
under light and liberty ? — ^Whatever Moses did, they could 
do, and whatever the Spirit does now, these formalists profess 
to imitate. How very forcibly do the words of the Baptist 
fall upon our ears to-day : "A man can "receive" " nothing'' 
except it be given him from heaven." 

Dark clouds and heavy mists have gathered round the 
mount of Christendom in Babylon. They have grown weary 
of waiting for the absent one ; the cry is : " where ** " is the 
promise of His coming " and seek comfort in the gloria '' as 
it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall be world with- 
out end " they cannot '* ad " without a precedent, now they 
want a sign, and a sign they shall have. They are crying out 
as loudly to-day by their " ads " as ever they did in the days 
of Moses : " up make us gods, as for this Moses, we wot not 
what is become of him." They imagine as much to-day as 
then, that a god formed by ^^the graving " tool " is better 
than Jehovah, That a calf which they could *' see'* was 
better than the invisible God. A visible counterfeit is now 
better to them than an invisible reality. True faith only can: 
'' *'EndAire " as seeing Him who is invisible." Men must lean 
upon human imitations, they set " ahout nuxJciTig" them with 
" their" graving tool, fashioning one thing after another until 
we can at length recognise as little similarity between much 
that we see around us, — ^and what we ''read" in the 
" word," as between a molten calf and the God of Israel. 
Wherefore, the true tabernacle is now pitched ** without the 
camp " and all true followers of Christ and searchers for 
truth must come out of Babylon to the tabernacle without, 
and bear His reproach. They must "go forth unto Him." 
To go to Jerusalem they must come out of Babylon. For, this 
city of Babylon is built upon the ground of " a lie" Its 
towers are fossilized, its order is funereal, its orthodoxy is 
sepulchral. Outwardly, it is whitewashed, it sits in Satan's 
seat on the pinnacle ; it shall fall headlong, it shall burst 
asunder in the midst, and its bowels gush out ; because 
its hands and feet have borne the ten horns with nails 
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residue, against the remnant of the seed of the woman and 
shall prevail, till their thrones shall be cast down before the 
Ancient of days. It is a mystic and spiritual city and casts 
its shadow over the ends of the earth. Its food is blood 
mingled with the gall of bitterness, sweetened by opiates of 
delusion. Its garments are stained, its atmosphere tainted^ 
but daily perfumed by a thousand censures smoking with 
" strange Jire" Its altars built in high places, with polished 
steps, revealing the nakedness of its priests. Its branches 
have overspread the planet, and the birds of the air lodge in 
them. They worship: "Ye kuow not what." While they 
profess to believe in the atonement of Christy they are crying 
for salvation, their hymns being quite in character with their 
condition, ever feeling their spiritual pulse for any symptom 
of life and finding none they cry out : " who shall ascend 
into heaven ? to bring Christ down from above. Who shall 
descend into the deep ? to bring up Christ again from the 
dead " and then " compass land and sea to make one proselyte, 
and when he is made, they make him two-fold more the child 
of hell than themselves." Would it not be better to leave 
them in Egypt than to bring them into their city, Babylon ? 
they say noy — so the city is filled by believers like Simon 
Magus the sorcerer and seducer, who was also baptized, but 
had : " neither part nor lot in the matter." They had a zeal 
of God, but not according to knowledge, and darken counsel 
by words without knowledge. As a man proves his feeble- 
ness in proportion as he leans upon his staff, so do the 
inhabitants of Babylon rely upon human prestige and legal 
authority. They make their own leaven from the pure meal, 
and make their own bread and now it '* breeds worms.'' Their 
light is turned into darkness. " It had been better for them 
not to have known the way of righteousness, than, after they 
have known it, to turn from the holy comma ndment delivered 
unto them. But it is happened unto them according to the 
true proverb, the dog is turned to his own vomit again ; and the 
sow that was washed to her wallowing in the mire." Mark I it 
was only against the religious world, the spiritual Babylon of 
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Judaism, the scribes and Pharisees that Jesus raised His 
voice. He condemned the religious Pharisee in the strongest 
language; but He received the multitude and fed them, 
and the common people heard Him gladly. For the dnner, 
the halt and the maimed, He always had a word of com- 
passion : '' Neither do I condemn thee : go, and sin no more." 
It was " in *' the synagogue that these Scribes and Pharisees 
could listen to His " gracious words/' but as soon as these 
gracious words were seasoned with salt, it discovered the 
proud flesh, then they would have cast Him with His 
gracious words over the brow of the hilL So long as 
faith alone is preached, all goes well, but as soon as the salt 
comes : " whosoever forsaketh not " cUl " that he hath, 
" cannot " be My disciple *' — ^it is : " away with Him.'* 
A gracious and flowery discourse seasoned with politics 
will always be sure to be popular, but don't you dare to 
say : " It is not lawful for thee to have " her " " or your head 
may be brought up in a "charger" and that too at the 
request of one of the daughters of Babylon. They love 
to hear you tsdk about the law being nailed to the cross, 
they find it a convenient place to nail their debts there too, 
to ease the conscience. It is when we hold up to the 
sun, the doctrines of men which axe taught for truths in the 
city of Babylon that " the lie " becomes apparent to all ; yet 
they will not believe '*the truth'* when it is clearly put 
before them. Yea, though the word of God plainly declares 
from Genesis to Sevelations that all who go to the grave 
receive the wages of sin, which is " death," yet will they pray 
to be taught how to die, not how to live. The moment 
a citizen of Babylon is converted he begins to dig his grave 
and arrange his shroud, he at once makes friends with 
mammon and enters into an agreement with him. It would 
almost appear impossible for a man who professes to believe 
God's word — ^not to believe that by death he receives tli3 
wages of sin — ^the curse pronounced on the body ; that 
he is : " delivered over unto Satan for the destruction of the 
flesh, that the spirit may be saved in the day of the Lord 
Jesus" the body being thereby eternally damned. That 
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all who fall into the pit " suffer loss " which is the loss of the 
body, thereby losing th^ reward, the prize. They .misinter* 
pret the words of the apostle Paul and say : " for me to die 
is gam" Certainly, it is better that a man should die 
than to be living in open rebellion to God, adding sin to sin 
and heaping up wrath against the day of wroth. Gk>d shows 
him gre^t mercy by removing such an one by death. But 
say they : is it not " appointed unto men once to die ?/' 
They do not see that the same Apostle all through his 
writings, was a wretched man, because he did not live in the 
"hour" when mortality would be swallowed up of Ufe, 
and the words of Jesus be fulfilled: ''I give unto them 
eternal life and they shall never perish" Paul knew and 
understood well the meaning of text : " Go thy way Daniel, 
for the words are closed up and sealed till the time of the 
end. He knew well that the "open door" could not be 
reached until the fulness of the Gentiles, he knew that 
the spring would then be unlocked and the fountain unsealed ; 
but not till then, and only to those who had kept " the word 
of His patience.*' Paul died in the faith of immortality 
of the mortal body, his words stand on record : " we 
shall not *'air* sleep (die) but we shall "all" be changed,'* 
either to incorruptibility through the grave, or to immortality 
on the other side without tasting death. The last words 
of Paul were : " For the hope of Israel I am bound with 
this chain*' as I also am now bound in chains during 
" th4s hov/r *' for the hope of Israel. We cannot stop here 
to inquire, what is the hope of Israel, what we have already 
said must suffice for the present, until the moment arrives to 
enter more fully into this subject. For the present all 
we can say is: "all Tiot Israel'' will be servants to Israel. 
If we ask : " who is Israel ? '* — we answer " Thus saith the 
Lord : "Israel is My wn, even My firstborn,'* in other words 
" Thus saith that one immortal Spirit : Israel are the first- 
fruits to God in a mortal body, who shall put on immor- 
tality: in three pei'sons, — ^yet one God. — So strong is the 
delusion in Babylon to-day, that while they claim that God's 
word is a lamp to their feet and a light to their path, yet they 
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take God's gift and "^ digged in the earth" — ^''laid it up in a 
napkin " and hid thy talent in the earth.*' He digs his own 
grave, tolk up his body in a napkin and buries it, and then 
torns round and acknowledges that it was not his own, but a 
gifttohimandsaith: "I was a&aid, andwent and hid -^Ay" 
talent in the earth," thereby pronouncing his own sentence 
and casting himself into " outer darkness " and now sings 
about gain for having done all this, he now looks for a golden 
crown, pahn branches, white raiments that he is to wear upon 
this body which he has just buried and is now breeding 
worms. Now he looks at you and tells you as coolly as possi- 
ble that God's word teaches him aU this, and if you press a 
few questions to him he will teU you that Paul taught it 
when he said : '' Ye are come to the spirits of just men made 
perfect " but now his views become as ghostly as his faith — 
for he can see the " spirits " but not the " men'* God has 
wisely kept the spirits of the just back from possessing 
bodies until " the hour " the time of the end had arrived| 
when the word would be unsealed which has been patiently 
kept by the remnant of the woman's seed. It is Beloved a 
glorious truth that the hour and the quarter has at length 
arrived when the spirits of the just will be made perfect, and 
no longer see in part through a glass darkly. This is the 
great mystery of the creation whereiu God will be glorified 
that He has made ^imn in His image and Ukeness on the sixth 
djgr the day before the sabbath of rest. The spirits were 
created just but are now to be made '^perfect men'' — perfect in 
immortality like unto the Man-Christ. But how could this 
great mystery have been accomplished unless He had been 
born once in body and once in spirit, unless there had been 
two females as well as a first and second Adam, or how could 
we have had ''the Boot " and ''the Bramch*' from the Root? — 
True, Paul looked for an incorruptible crown, but not till 
" His comiifig*' and to all who loved His appearing "at that 
day." James, speaks of a "crown of life" but it is in connection 
with this " howr " and only to them that " love Him'' Peter 
speaks of a '* crown of glory'* — "when the chief Shepherd 
shall appear*" — Immortality can only be gained by him tihat 
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"overcometh evil," "Endureth evil," " beareth evil *' and. 
''keepeth the word of His patience " in this ^' Tumr of UmptO' 
turn ; " he will be kept from the " evil " of this hour andfulfil 
both Law and Gospel as Jesus did by the power of the Spirit 
He will do the greater work by keeping the Law and the 
testimony with the evil still in his blood, with the tares and 
the thorn in his side, he will follow the Spirit whithersoever 
He may lead him. Jesus was &ee from all evil and fulfilled 
the Law. But now it is the hour and the quarter wherein 
all who seek shall find and be clothed with Christ and His 
Bride ; for man coidd accomplish nothing in his own strength. 

Paid did not expect to go immediately to heaven as soon 
as he died, but like Daniel he expected to be at ^WesV* and 
'* stand " in his lot in the end of days. He expected to go 
where David went, until the sound of the last trump should 
raise him to a resurrection glory from among the dead, as it 
is written : " Men and brethren, let me ireely speak unto you 
of the patriarch David, that '^ hs " is both dead and buried, 
and his sepulchre is with us until this day. 

This strong delusion runs from one extreme to another. 
Whilst some who profess to be saved, are perpetually crying 
** for Salvation;'* others claim an entire sanctification, pure 
holiness, and actual freedom from sin, with the tares still in 
their blood, with the sting of the serpent yet under their 
tongue, which carries them finally to the grave. They claim 
to be bom again, to enter the grave. So they patch up the 
old garment and renovate the old wine with the new, produc- 
ing a fearful mixture ; " doth a fountain send forth at the 
^' same place *' sweet water and bitter ? Can the fig tree, my 
brethren, bear olive berries ? either a vine, figs ? so can no 
fountain both yield salt water and fresh." Ye may be " clean 
every whit " for the soul, but for immortality, the feet need 
to be washed, that ye fall not into the pit. *' No man putteth 
a piece of new cloth unto an old garment, for that which is 
put in to fill it up "takethfi'oin" the garment, and the rent is 
made worse. Neither do men put new wine into old bottles : 
else the bottles break, and the wine runneth out, (into 
the grave) and the bottles perish" (the body perishes 
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in the grave and breeds worms) '* but they (do) put 
new wine into "new" bottles, and both (body and soul) 
are preserved." The children of Israel were no more 
born again when they were in the wilderness than when 
they were in Egypt. True, the " red sea'* separated them 
from Egypt and Pharaoh; they were under the directing 
and guiding hand of Jehovah, greatly blessed by His pre- 
sence ; but in their hearts they still longed for the fleshpots 
of Eg}rpt, and their carcases fell in the wilderness, as did the 
carcase of the first-bom in Egypt. If a man is bom again 
what has he to do with the grave ? Shall the temple of the 
living God see corruption ? God's command is : keep, dress, 
subdue, that he might_ become a living stone for the habita- 
tion of God. Certainly it is better, either through distance 
of time, or by wasting his master's goods to make friends 
with the mammon of unrighteousness; better to make a 
covenant with death and an agreement with hell '* if by any 
means he may attain unto the resurrection of the dead " — 
" that when ye fail " as stewards of the body " they may 
receive you into everlasting habitations," It is better to be 
saved " so as by fire " and be received into the many or starry 
mansions than to be a castaway. But it is better to die in 
the faith of immortality. But it is best to enter the ** open 
door " that mortality may be swallowed up of life. Best to 
be clothed upon than to be unclothed. Best to be made in the 
image and likeness of the Man-Christ, than to receive a spiritual 
body like unto the angels. Best to be a bone of the Bride 
than to be a ministering spirit to the Bride. It is better to go 
mourning to the grave, believing and repenting than to have 
neither part nor lot in the matter. In this sense they are 
commendable, for the children of this world are in " their " 
generation wiser than the children of light have been in theirs. 
" In my Father's house is bread enough and to spare." There 
is enough for the children, and to spare for the servants. 

We cannot marvel that God should send this strong 
delusion upon this Beligious world, when they positively 
refuse the truth when it is handed to them. We do not 
wonder, that the true Christianity, which Christ planted ; the 
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faithful apostles and disciples watered, and to which God the 
Holy Ghost gave an abundant increase, — shoold in these 
latter days have turned into this degenerate plant of a strange 
vine called Babylon. Is it that " Christianity " has been a 
failure, a fiction, or lie ? — Nay, nay ! but because " U is 
truth,** Counterfeits could never have existed if the genuine 
gold of Christianity had not been extracted from the ocean of 
God's everlasting love to pay '*for me and thee" to free us 
from the oppression of the Eagle. It is because Christianity 
" is " truth, and a mighty and glorious reality, against which 
the gates of hell shall never prevail, that counterfeits were 
made to pass current among the gold ; and so closely has the 
pure gold been imitated that " if it were possible, they shall 
deceive the very elect" for their sake the days shall be 
shortened or there should " no flesh " be saved." But now 
comes the application of the aqua fortis and muriatic acid — 
the furnace seven times heated in the crucible of fuUer's 
earth, now comes the two-edged sword to try between joint 
and marrow. Herein shall the difference be seen, between 
those who have kept the word of His patience and h?ive " the 
oracle " of the living God — and the citizens of Babylon, — 
between the gold and counterfeit coin. The pure gold desires 
to be tried, not onlj- to convince itself, but all, that it is 
genuine : " Search me, O God, and know my heart : try "TTie," 
and know my thoughts," is the language of all who seek 
truth; whilst the blood is discovered on the skirt of the 
harlot Babylon, and the language of her inhabitants shall be : 
" Mountain ! Eocks, fall on " us** hide '* us *' from the face of 
Him that sitteth on the' throne, and from the wrath of the 
Lamb." — It will be more tolerable for Egypt than for Babylon. 
More tolerable for him who sitteth in darkness having never 
known Christ, than the professor who claims to know Him, 
who has "crucified Him afresh and put Him to an open 
shame.*' — God will bless Egypt, whilst Babylon with all its 
religious citizens shall be danmed, because they believed not 
the truth; but trampled it under their swinish feet and 
prevented the Egyptian who sat in darkness to see the true 
light, as it is written : ** Blessed be Egypt My people, and 
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Assjnia the work of My hands, and Israel Mine inheritance." 
Leave the unbeliever and the infidel alone, for he is at least 
honest to himself, how can you expect any man with a grain 
of sense to believe and receive what " you " put before him ? 
The men of Nineveh and the Queen of the South shall rise 
up against Babylon and condemn it. She came from the 
uttermost parts of the earth to- hear the wisdom of Solomon. 
Woe ! woe ! woe ! unto you professors for, " ye have shut up 
the kingdom of heaven against men : for ye neither go in 
yourselves, neither suffer ye them that are entering to go in." 
Ye have devoured widows' houses, and ye have prevented 
their homeless children from eating : " the " crumbs *' which 
fall from their masters' table." 

When we compare the Church of God as it was in its 
purity in the days of the Apostles — with the professing 
Church of to-day ; — the strong delusion, and the counterfeit 
becomes apparent. In those days : "all that believed were 
together, and had all things in common ; they sold their pos- 
sessions and goods, and parted them to all men as every man 
had need. They continued daily with one accord in the Temple 
and breaking bread from house to. house, did eat their meat 
with gladness and singleness of heart, the multitude of them 
that believed were of one heart and of one soul : neither said 
any that aught of the things which he possessed was his own. 
SvU was then judged on the spot. And by the hands of the 
apostles were many signs and wonders wrought among the 
people. The power of the Holy Spirit was felt in the 
Church. It mattered not where you went, whether to 
Ephesus, Corinth, Philippi, Rome or elsewhere, wherever 
there was a body of believers, there was the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace. One body and one Spirit.— 
What a contrast as we look at these present professing 
churches ; what chaos. Babel and confusion of tongues, 
calling themselves the '^Bodies'' of Christ. Look at them 
from whatever stand-point you will : from the top of the 
Rocks — mount Calvary or from the housetop of Simon, 
the tanner : it is " an abomination of desolation." Bo you 
ask for the cause of it all ? there is but one answer : " they 
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kept not "the word of His patience." They did not 
earnestly contend for ''the faith '' once delivered unto the 
saints. It was a gradual but fatal departure from truth, the 
leaven was at work, and not judged on the spot. They 
began by departing from their first love, they dwelt in 
Satan's seat, then Jezebel was admitted, they became sickly 
unto death, lukewarm and then they were spued out of His 
mouth. As soon as they were cut off, Christendom flourished, 
grew rich and increased with goods and developed into this 
great city of Babylon. They rejected the truth, they must 
have a lie, for man must have something to worship. The 
delusion leavened the whole lump, and now we see millions 
to-day in Christendom who firmly believe that sin and death 
entered this world through our forefathers, Adam and Eve 
eating " an apple ** which they plucked from a common apple 
tree, having been forbidden to do so, and then they open 
God*s word and read : " not that which goeth into the mouth 
defileth a man." The delusion prevents them seeing that 
you must " Either make the tree good, and his fruit good ; or 
else make the tree corrupt, and his fruit corrupt " for every 
tree is known by his fruit. Who, but a man labouring under 
the strongest delusion would go to a thorn bush to gather 
grapes, or figs of thistles. "Every tree that bringeth not 
forth good fruit is hewn down, and cast into the fire *' i.e., 
the earth, the grave. Herein then we behold the goodness 
and mercy of our God : if man " rejects " the truth offered to 
him, that he might bring forth good fruit; God cuts him 
down and casts him into the grave, delivers him over to 
Satan ; why ? that he may not bring forth bad fruit. The 
ground, — the body is cursed for the sake of the soul, that it 
may sprout again in the first or second resurrection yet 
whatever ''sprouts" is damaged, and unfit to eat. — If 
there be one truth more prominently taught in the word 
than another, it is this: "Nothing but blood-shedding 
could impart cleanness ; " for body or soul or for both. 
It is a grand and a glorious truth that the blood of Jesus 
cleanseth the soul from all sin. The atonement, propi- 
tiation and death of Christ is the great foundation, the 
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great centre and precious stone upon which truth can only be 
built. Yet, we would ask the learned doctors of Christendom 
one question here: "what blood-shedding is requisite to 
produce " good fruity' (for they must admit that no fruit can 
be ''good'' which goes to corruption in the grave) like the 
seed of the woman, Jesus, for He was made of a woman^ as it is 
written : " Grod sent forth His Son, made of a women/a^' made 
under the law, " to redeem them that were under the law." 
But He had to shed the blood which He had received from 
the body of the woman, before He could receive an immortal 
body of flesh and bone without blood. God has said : 
"I will cleanse their *' blood'' that I have not cleansed'*; 
this promise could not be fulfilled until the hour had arrived 
for the seals to be broken, because the words have heen kept 
" closed up " and " sealed " till the time of the end, but is now 
unsealed by Uriel; the oracle has been given to the sixth 
instrument, the colt tied by the door without in a place where 
two ways met, who has been rejected by the house of 
Manasseh the first-bom, because of his uncouth, uncomely 
and rugged appearance. All who earnestlyseek after truth 
as for hid treasure will surely find it now, but we know that 
although this invitation is given to all, yet none will seek for 
it save those who " have " kept " the word of His patience." 
Their blood will be cleansed, washed away, and become flesh 
and bone with Jesus and enter the " open door " which He 
opened after He received His immortal body, which body He 
showed to John on the isle of Patmos and said : '* I am He 
that liveth, and was dead ; and, behold, I am alive for ever- 
more, Amen, and have the keys of hell and death." And 
to-day He sends, this message to all who profess His name, who 
are not seeking to possess a body like unto His glorious body: 
" Hitherto, have ye asked nothing in my name ; ask, and ye 
shall receive that your joy may be fulL" Ask in His name 
that thou mayest receive an immortal body like unto His ; 
for, if thou receive not an immortal body, flesh and bone how 
canst thou be a member of His body, of His flesh and of His 
bones ? How canst thou be His Bride ? Shall not the '* rib " 
be returned from whence it was taken? Shalt thou not 
be returned into that which thou wast formed to be the like- 
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ness of ? Art thou not a part of thy husband ? ** the scrip- 
ture cannot be broken ; " if thou believeat on Him as the 
scripture hath said, beKeve now what He tells thee : 
" Hitherto have ye asked nothing in my name/* Ask to be 
made flesh and bone like Himself in immortality. " Thus 
saith the Lord God ; I will yet for " this " be inquired of by 
the house of Israel, to do it for them." This is the word of 
His patience. He is now waiting to receive His Bride, 
waiting to " See of the travail of His soul and be satisfied." 
Does He not hold the key of hell and death in His hand ? 
" The open door " is set before thee now, enter ye in. Isaiah 
speaks of this door ; " I will loose the loins of kings, to open 
before Him the two-leaved gates ; and the gates shall not be 
shut *' — " I have surnamed thee, though thou hast not knowr 
me." This is the two-leaved gate of the body, which is : Law 
and Gospel, which we must throw open, that the Lord may 
enter in. " We " enter the " open door" "He " enters the " two- 
leaved gates" Then we are grafted into Christ, and Christ is 
grafted into us. " Thou in me, and I in thee," but before this 
can take place " man must be purged from the evil, which he 
was -'* conceived in" "Where the evil is taken away, Satan 
has no power. But where Satan is not bound, he has 
power to attract them to do evil. We are told in God's 
word to: "reckon'* ourselves to be dead indeed unto 
sin," through the great atoning sacrifice of Christ, because 
our old man is crucified with Him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, for he that is dead is freed from sin. 
All these are precious truths to the saving of the soul. They 
are Eesurrection blessings and promises which constrain us to 
love that boundless grace of God which justifieth the un- 
godly. Come unto me and I will give you rest to your 
troubled souls. We respond to the invitation and receive 
rest to our souls, in full assurance of salvation at the first 
resurrection, and we must "Reckon** ourselves to be dead 
indeed to sin. Here the Gentile Believer stops at Jordan. 
But Israel groans in this tabernacle being burdened. He 
finds the evil still in his blood, and Satan not being bound in 
him attracts that evil, so the members are perpetually warring 
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against the mind. He finds that he can only serve the law 
of God with the mind and through Satan attracting the evil 
which is still in his blood, being the evil he was conceived 
in, he finds that he is serving with his flesh the law of sin. 
He finds to his sorrow that he' can only serve God in part. 
He rejoices in the knowledge that so far as his soul is con- 
cerned that he is " clean every whit," for that question was 
settled hundreds of years ago on the cross, but he groans and 
is distressed about his feet, and will continue to groan until 
his feet are washed, he wants to look to his ways and divide 
the hoof as well as chew the cud, lest he stumble and fall 
into the pit. He groans with David : " I will render praises 
unto Thee, for thou ''hast" delivered my "soul" from 
death: wilt not thou deliver my "feet'* from falling." 
The nearer he draws to God, more and more does this evil — 
these tares which are still in his blood point him to the 
grave, in his agony he exclaims : "0 wretched man that I 
am, who shall deliver me from the body of this death." 
How shall I be purged from this evil that I was conceived 
in. I know that my soul is saved but how am I to ''bind 
the strong Tnan " that he may not be able to enter my 
house, and spoil my goods? this is my trouble. I have 
searched all through God's word, I have inquired of the 
parson, the doctor and the lawyer, but they shake their 
heads at me ; miserable comforters are they all. Kiey tell 
me again to *' Reckon " myself to be dead indeed unto sin. 
Yes, yes, I quite understand all that the word of God is very 
plain upon this point, but it is only a Eesurrection blessing, 
given to the Gentiles, but the fulness of the Gentiles is set in 
now, the "hour" is come now that " he that liveth and 
believeth shall never die." I am not looking for the Eesur- 
rection, I am looking for " the Life'* 0, that I might find a 
messenger, an interpreter, one among a thousand to show me 
the way ; for my eyes are now open suflSciently to know 
that: "there " remaineth'* a rest to the people of God," 
being a child of Abraham, and of the household of faith '* I 
look for a city, which hath '' fomidations,'' whose builder and 
maker is God," how then am I to enter this city in blood ? 
III. X 
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" Surely I will not come into the tabernacle of my house, nor 
go up into my bed ; I will not give sleep to mine eyes, or 
slumber to mine eyelids, until I find out a place for the 
Lord, an " habitation " for the mighty God of Jacob.*' This 
is my hope, to be an Israelite " indeed " in whom there is 
"no guile,'' to see nov) face to face, to know even as also I 
am known, to be perfect even as my Father which is in 
heaven is perfect. This is the message God sends to thee 
to-day dost thou believe it ? hast thou searched the scrip- 
tures to know if these things are so. If thou art a true child 
of Abraham and of the truth, thou wilt diligently sweep till 
thou find the lost piece. We declare to thee that the " hour*' 
has come for thee to " bind the strong man," that he will 
not be able to attract thy blood, nor '* set on fire the course 
of nature." It is the sixth day and the sixth instrument is 
sent to declare unto thee the glad tidings of the everlasting 
gospel, which is : " the hour is come, for man to be " wxide " 
in the image and likeness of God." — " Ye ask, and receive not, 
because ye ask amiss." Seek to be clothed with Christ and 
His Bride "Take my *'yohe " — "put it upon you " " learn 
of me" keep the word of His patience, to be meek and 
lowly "m heart'' not in outward profession, shun that 
Eeligious aflfection which savours of the oily serpent, flee 
from the smiles of Babylon for she wiU cast her eyes 
upon thee because thou art well favoured, — leave thy gar- 
ment in her hand and flee, get thee out of her city. — Take the 
yoke of Christ, " Let thine eyes look right on, and let thine 
eyelids look straight before thee " and thou wilt not be " un- 
equally yoked together with unbelievers." Learn of Christ 
to be meek and lowly in heart, for " Blessed are the meek, for 
they shall inherit the earth " not the land of Cannan " only" 
but the "earth" — which is the "body." To be unequally 
yoked, is to be yoked to the dead carcase of a lifeless pro- 
fessor. To be yoked with Christ is to be clothed, and to 
fulfil all righteousness. Thou wilt bear His burden and the 
burden of thine own evil. Zion and Jerusalem above shall 
lead thee, and anoint thine eyes, leading thee into all truth. 
For thou shalt see " eye to eye, when the Lord shall bring 
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again Zion." He will keep His covenant of the immortal 
life of the mortal body in thee. " The God of peace shall 
sanctify thee wholly " and keep thy spirit, soul and body, 
begotten and conceived in Jerusalem, made in the image and 
likeness of tliree persons, yet one God. Christ made the 
yoke for thee, and He provides the burden for thee to carry. 
If the yoke pains thee, it is not the fault of the yoke, but 
thy one-sided walk. If the burden feels heavy to thee, it is 
because thou hast not been used to it. His yoke is easy, and 
His burden is light. He carried thy burden, wilt not thou 
glory in carrying His burden. — It is written in the Book of 
Wisdom that : " God created man to be immortal, and made 
him to be an image of His own eternity," but man fell, there- 
fore before he can be returned into that which he was formed 
to be the likeness of, he must be purged from the evil which 
he was conceived in, and must be bom again ** not of blood, 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of 
" Ood ''—of Zion and Jerusalem above, before he can be a 
son of God. **For the earnest expectation of the creature 
waiteth for the manifestation of the " aoTia of Ood ; " that is 
to say : waiting to see who the spirits of the just shall be 
who shall receive the immortal Spirit which makes them 
** sons of Ood" The woman swept her house till she found 
the lost one hundred and forty-four thousand, redeemed from 
among men, being the "first fruits " unto God and the Lamb, 
These are the inhabitants of the New Jerusalem coming 
down from God out of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned 
for her husband. Begotten of one Father with Jesus : — ^bone 
of one mother, Jerusalem above, and joint heirs with Him of 
that kingdom prepared from the foundation of the world, 
being that seed who are the enemies of the serpent, who are 
not willing that sin should reign over them, but wiU bind the 
strong man and bruise his head. 

We close this " third " sermon by once more rehearsing in 
your ears, that we who are now alive and remain on this the 
first day of the first month of the year One thousand Eight 
hundred and eighty-one, are now living in the *' third " and 
last watch, of the eleventh and last hour of the sixth and last 
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day : " the hour of temptation/' the days of Daniel — the time 
of the end. We have now reached the time to which all the 
finger posts in scripture point with unerring certainty. It is 
the hour wherein the words of Daniel, which have hitherto 
been " closed up " and " sealed " are to be fulfilled. The hour 
in which all scripture given by God to man shall be inter- 
preted. The hour wherein man shall be "made" in the 
image and likeness of God. " Let your loins be girded about, 
and your lights burning." We know not the moment He will 
come, but we watch and are patiently waiting : " And if He 
shall come in the ''second '* watch, or come in the '^ third*' 
watch, and find them so, blessed are those servants.*' We 
have reached the quarter, wherein the words spoken by the 
prophet Zechariah shall be fulfilled : " Two parts therein shall 
be cut off and die ; but the " third '* shall be left therein. 
And I will bring the " third part " through the fire, and will 
refine them as silver is refined, and will try them as gold is 
tried : they shall call on My name, and I will hear them : I 
will say : it is My people : and they shall say, the Lord is 
my God." The third part will be set on their own beast, they 
will receive the other Spirit. The son shall no more bear the 
iniquity of the father, neither shall the father bear the 
iniquity of the son. It is the hour of cleansing from that 
iniquity ; he shall no more contend with the evil of Adam, 
or of his parents. This is that glorious liberty which the 
children of God are now to be brought into ; the hour 
for which the whole creation has been groaning and 
travailing in pain ; and not only has the whole creation 
been groaning to witness this hour of redemption from 
all evil for the six thousand years that are now nearly 
past, but " WE " who have the first fruits of the Spirit, all 
true believers and faithful followers of our Lord Jesus Christ 
who have earnestly contended for the faith which was once 
delivered unto the saints and who have kept the ''word of 
His patience " " we '* are groaning within ourselves waiting 
patiently for the " Eedemption of the body " from all evil, and 
are willing to continue waiting and clinging to the word of His 
patience and whilst we are waiting to ** Overcome all evil." 
The quarter of the hour has now arrived for the prophecy 
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uttered by Amos to be fulfilled : *' I will sift the house of 
Israel among all nations, like as corn is sifted in a sieve, yet 
shall " not the least grain fall upon the earth " for if it fell, it 
would sprout and become damaged, but the promise here 
is that no grain of wheat — no true Israelite shall fall upon 
the earth ; and this is the instrument that God has chosen 
and this is the sieve, even the Flying EoU for it is held in the 
hand of Shiloh and " My child shall lead them " as it written 
" unto Shiloh shall the ingathering of the people be.'* But 
who is Shiloh ? this question will be answered in a future 
discourse. The axe is now laid to the roots of the tree. 
" The fan is in His hand " and by this sieve He will 
throughly purge His floor, and gather His wheat into the 
gamer, the immortal Spirit ; but He will burn up the chaff 
of Babylon with an unquenchable fire, '* she shall be utterly 
burned with fire : for strong is the Lord God who judgeth 
her,** this is Babylon : "whom the Lord shall consume with 
the Spirit of His mouth, and shall destroy with the bright- 
ness of His coming.** Once more we ask the question : ** why 
shall this great judgment fall upon this Babylon ? and the 
answer must fall like a death knell upon the hearts of all 
whose conscience is not yet ''seared*' with a hot iron: 
"Because they received not the "love** of the truth.*' — 
House of Manasseh unto thee is this word sent this day, 
beware how ye handle this sieve. Hadst thou understood 
that one word : " Thou" in the writings of the messenger 
of the second watch, the fifth instrument in the visitation, 
ye would have received the " love of the truth,'' Ye would 
then have understood his writings, ye would have heard the 
''voice," for he distinctly told thee House of Manasseh, the 
instrument that would gather Israel into the sieve of Shiloh. 
He distinctly told thee: "They will not be gathered by 
a Prophet, tut God has " an instrument,'' as a plough or 
spade to "turn the clods," Ye were further told that ye 
would " rail at this instrument '* and then he added : 
" though they will rail, yet shall they fear and tremble at 
the same time, lest the things at which they rail " 2^rove 
true," See W d 4, 3, 41 pp. 1357-8. Like the word 
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'' Thou " — no prophecy is of any private interpretation. 
Every word spoken by the mouth of the fifth instrument 
shall be fulfilled, for the sixth instrument shall turn and 
break the clods, as a man cracketh a nut and showeth the 
kernel within. But on the other hand, if the House of 
Manasseh had understood " the word " how then could all 
that is written concerning Ephraim have been fulfilled ? Ye 
were distinctly told that ye would trample the word under 
your feet and ye have fulfilled this, but the sixth instrument 
through his rejection had to steal the word from under your 
feet, for the "last word" that was to be given to Israel 
was given before the standard was removed. Not another 
word can be added to " the oracle" and He who gave the oracle 
then, gives it now, which is Uriel with this exception that 
the word is now interpreted, and the interpretation of the 
word will sound differently in yours ears, yet is it the same 
word, for the gates are shut, and shall not be opened any 
more, so that when the full interpretation of the word shall 
be given, then shall be fulfilled that word spoken at A. 16, 6, 
1824 "The kingdom shall come as different from ^^ your 
imaginations'' as . . saw it. " The difference between you 
" then " and " now " shall be as great as is between black and 
white ; for you shall appear as another figure in one another's 
eyes." So shall it also appear when the full interpretation 
of the word is given, it will appear as if new words are 
added, but this cannot be. The scripture cannot be broken. 
The Jews rejected Christ, and Scripture was fulfilled, and 
if ye had not rejected the instrument, how could that word 
spoken have been fulfilled " Did not the whole house with- 
stand thee? and did not I say, that if "five" could be 
found — that " Five " should withstand the whole ? " " As I live, 
saith the Lord, before the mule has gone all over Israel, this 
shall be interpreted to aU your view." "Now all these 
things happened unto them for ensamples: and they are 
written for our admonition, upon whom the ends of the 
world are come," — ''for the shadows of the evening are 
stretched out^ And Babylon will be in an uproar very 
shortly, and it will be said: as the instrument turns the 
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clods : " These that have turned the world upside down, are 
come hither also/* This same " hour " that shall witness the 
ingathering of Israel shaU also witness the fulfilment of the 
words of the prophet Amos : " Smite the lintel of the door, 
that the posts may shake." 

We have briefly shown you what you are to look for in 
this " hour," We have placed Egj^t — Babylon and Jerusalem 
above before you, it is for you now to decide. Believe not 
" (mr " testimony, look neither this way nor that way, but 
right on : " To the law and to the testimony : if they speak 
not according to this word, it is because there is no light in 
them." Whatever is under or over just weight and measure, 
reject ; for " A just weight and balance are the Lord's." If 
then thou seekest — " th/^ truth " thxm, canst find it. If thou 
seekest just weight and measure : " keep the commandments 
of God, and have the testimony of Jesus Christ." Whatever 
falleth short of this, falleth short of immortality. 
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
